Mr.  Kirkwood  announced  that  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines,  Inc.,  for  expedited  hearing  by  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  the  matter  of  certificated  scheduled 
helicopter  service  had  been  granted.    The  order  granting  the 
expedited  hearing  denied  a  subsidy ;  however,  if  certificated, 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines  will  be  able  to  carry 
express  and  mail  which  will  be  of  certain  economic  benefit  to  them. 


Departmental  Report; 

Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  submitted  the  monthly  report  for  the 
Airport  Department.     In  response  to  a  request  by  the  Commission, 
Mr.  Brown  indicated  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  occupancy  of 
Pier  &  which  remains  the  same,  the  revenues  from  lease  rentals  in 
the  new  South  Terminal  Building  will  increase  $32  5,000,  or  116  per 
cent,  over  the  present  returns  for  occupancy  of  space  now  under 
lease  in  the  Central  Terminal  Building. 


Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  White  asked  Mr»  Brown,  in  the  event  the  proposed 
merger  of  Pan  American  World  Airways  and  Trans  World  Airlines 
receives  the  approbation  of  the  CAB,  what  effect  would  this  have 
on  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.    Mr,  Brown  stated 
that  in  his  opinion  there  would  be  no  adverse  effect  on  San 
Francisco  Airport— that  the  merger  would  perhaps  prove  beneficial. 


TWA  has  a  new  hangar  built.  Pan  American  has  airport  property 
adjacent  to  TWA!s  hangar  under  lease.  Pan  American  has  a  firm 
commitment  for  a  $3,250,000  expenditure  on  said  property.  This

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would  give  the  merged  airlines  a  tremendous  maintenance  base  right 
here  in  San  Francisco.    Mr.  Brown  felt  that  such  a  base  would 
constitute  a  concentration  of  the  merged  airlines'  major  mainten- 
ance on  the  West  Coast,    With  the  New  York  and  Miami  Pan  American 
bases  on  the  East  Coast,  it  seemed  to  Mr.  Brown  that  San  Francisco 
would  be  a  natural  place  for  Pan  American  and  TWA  to  service  world 
flights  « 

In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  Mr,  Charles  Gregg, 
Director,  Northern  California,  Pan  American  World  Airways, 
indicated  that  his  company  was  hopeful  of  taking  bids  on  or  about 
February  15  j  1963,  for  hangar  construction  at  the  San  Francisco 
Aj_rport.

Report  of  the  General  Manager,  Airport  Department  January  2,  1963 

to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  DECEMBER  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (November) ; 

Passenger,  air  express  and  air  freight  volumes  and  the  total  of 
scheduled  aircraft  movements  (landings  and  take-offs)  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  through  November  exceeded  the  totals  for  the  full  1961  calendar  year. 

The  487,625  passengers  through  the  Airport  during  November  brought 
the  11-month  total  to  5,589,720,  as  compared  with  5,239,297  for  all  of  1961, 
The  air  freight  total  through  November  was  134,278,044  pounds  vs.  122,200,101  pounds 
for  1961,  and  air  express  volume  was  10,489,367  pounds  vs.  10,059,602  pounds. 

Scheduled  aircraft  movements  totaled  147,791  vs.  146,022. 

Mail  volume  of  61,345,945  pounds  for  the  11  months  exceeded  the  total 
for  the  corresponding  months  of  1961,  but  was  slightly  under  the  year's  total. 

The  November  passenger  total  was  up  11.8  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year.    Mail  for  the  month  totaled  5,839,459  pounds,  a  gain  of  11.4  per  cent;  air 
express  increased  17.1  per  cent  to  1,022,826  pounds  and  air  freight  was  up  11*7 
per  cent  to  13,128,268  pounds. 

Total  aircraft  movements  for  the  month  were  18,216,  of  which  13,508 
were  by  scheduled  air  carrier,  757  military,  and  3,951  by  non-scheduled  carrier, 
itinerant  and  locally-based  private  or  corporate-owned  aircraft.    The  scheduled 
carrier  movements  were  7.3  per  cent  more  than  during  November  1961. 
Weather: 

An  unusual  amount  of  fog  hampered  scheduled  air  carrier  operations 
at  the  Airport.  On  13  of  the  first  22  days  of  December,  ceilings  and  visibility 
minimums  were  below  those  established  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  for  safe 


operation  of  commercial  aircraft.    And  during  a  four-day  period  the  week  before 
Christmas,  airline  schedules  were  seriously  disrupted  with  the  result  that  the  air 
passenger  backlog  at  the  Central  Terminal  was  at  times  estimated  at  between 
9,000  and  10,000  persons. 

However,  with  the  weather  clearing  on  Saturday,  December  22,  the 
airlines  accelerated  their  schedules,  and  operations  were  returned  to  normal  by 
late  the  following  day. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  airlines  in  their  handling  of  the  large  crowds 
during  the  times  when  the  Airport  was  fogged  in.    There  were  no  untoward  incidents 
reported.    Especial  commendation  is  due  the  Airport's  Communications  Division  in 
handling  an  unprecedented  number  of  telephone  calls  and  requests  for  paging  service 
and  information.    The  Operations  and  Custodial  Divisions  also  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  efforts  in  coping  with  the  abnormal  conditions  resulting  from  the  great 
numbers  of  delayed  air  travelers. 
Radio  Program; 

The  Airport  general  manager  was  the  guest  of  G.  L.  Fox,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  a  15-minute  radio  program 
over  KFRC,  during  which  the  Airport's  growth,  its  position  in  the  Bay  Area  economy 
and  plans  for  future  expansion  were  discussed, 
VIP: 

Mr.  Mohammed  Wasim  Khan,  manager  of  the  Karachi  (West  Pakistan)  Inter- 
national Airport,  was  a  visitor  to  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  two  days 
and  evinced  much  interest  in  our  operations  and  finances. 
Talks : 

Talks  on  the  Airport,  its  growth,  economic  importance  and  plans  for 
expansion  were  given  by  Gen  Gaines  before  the  Pacifica  Kiwanis  Club  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  Palo  Alto  Rotary  Club,     The  Kiwanis  Club  attendance  was  approximately 


55,  and  that  of  the  Rotary  Club  about  120.

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  the  Grand  Jury  Report  had  been  published 
during  the  week.     He  stated  there  was  nothing  in  the  report  per- 
taining to  Utilities  that  needed  consideration  at  this  meeting. 
As  far  as  the  Railway  was  concerned,  the  recommendations  with 
regard  to  fares  had  been  reviewed  by  this  Commission  within  the 
last  fifteen  or  sixteen  months  and  at  that  time  the  decision  was 
not  to  have  any  fare  increase,  largely  in  the  light  of  the  problems 
that  would  arise  in  the  advent  of  rapid  transit.    Mr.  Kirkwood 
advised  no  action  with  reference  to  a  fare  increase  unless  this 
Commission  received  a  request  from  the  tax  payers  for  further  con- 
sideration.    He  went  on  to  say  that  some  of  the  other  recommenda- 
tions were  under  consideration  by  the  Commission,  one  or  two  having 
been  included  in  the  annual  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1963-1964 . 
The  report  in  reference  to  the  other  utilities  was  for  the  most 
part  laudatory  and  recommended  no  action  different  from  that  now  in 
progress . 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  to  his  knowledge  there  had  been 
no  clamor  for  higher  fares  or  complaint  relative  to  the  large 
subsidy  for  the  Municipal  Railway  except  from  the  Grand  Jury.  He 
stated  that  he  was  aware  of  the  Jury's  responsibilities  and  he  and 
the  Commission  certainly  appreciated  the  time  and  effort  that  the 
Jury  put  into  investigating  departments  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  pointed  out  that  $20  million  of  the  Railway 
budget  consists  of  salaries  and  wages*    These  salaries  and  wages 
are  paid  to  citizens  and  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.     Ninety-five  per  cent  of  this  money  is  spent  in  the  city 
and  contributes  to  its  economic  life  and  welfare. 

Commissioner  White  advised  that  the  Commission  consult  with  the 
major  taxpayers  and  downtown  property  owners  before  giving  consid- 
eration to  any  fare  raise.    He  also  pointed  out  that  he  was  certain 
that  the  carmen  would  be  coming  to  the  Commission  before  too  long 
for  adjustments  in  their  wages,  which  adjustments  are  justly 
deserved . 


Departmental  Report 


Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  monthly 
report  was  presented  by  0 .  L.  Moore,  General  Manager  of  that  depart- 
ment.   Mr.  Moore  touched  on  some  of  the  highlights. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack  with  reference 
to  the  status  of  the  Canyon  turbines,  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  he  was 
anxious  to  move  on  the  matter  as  soon  as  the  legal  problems  are 
resolved. 
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Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  then  explained  that  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  California  had  denied  a  writ  of  review. 
T^e  remaining  avenue  open  is  a  petition  to  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  for  a  writ  of  certiorari.     Mr.  Bourne  indicated  he  held 
conferences  with  the  legal  counsel  of  one  of  the  companies  involved 
and  had  gathered  it  was  not  their  intention  to  pursue  the  matter 
further • 

Mr,  Bourne  suggested  that  the  Commission  or  staff  contact  the 
representatives  of  the  companies  involved,  pointing  out  the  damage 
"being  done  to  San  Francisco  by  delay,  and  requesting  them  to  reach 
an  early  determination  as  to  whether  or  not  they  are  going  to 
proceed  further. 

As  it  stands  now,  Mr.  Bourne  stated,  new  bids  must  be  taken.  How- 
ever, in  his  opinion,  there  is  one  pitfall.    In  view  of  the  fact 
that  Allis-Ohalmers  for  the  first  time  in  the  State  Supreme  Court, 
contended  that  the  Federal  agreement  on  trades  and  treaties  (GATT) 
was  inapplicable,  Mr.  Bourne  feared  that  if  All  is -Chalmers  was  not 
the  low  bidder  and  foreign  components  were  used  in  the  low  bid, 
Allis-Chalmers  might  again  challenge  the  award.     If  this  happened, 
litigation  would  then  start  all  over  again,     Mr.  Bourne  stated  that 
this  may  be  remote  but  nonetheless  it  is  a  potential  danger. 

Further  discussion  by  the  Commission  followed,  in  which  Commissioner 
Greenberg  pointed  out  he  felt  it  was  not  within  the  province  of  the 
Commission  to  approach  the  companies  and  suggested  that  perhaps 
staff  through  Mr.  Kirkwood  might  handle  the  matter.     The  C0mmission 
then  directed  staff  and  the  attorney  to  keep  the  Commission  posted 
in  reference  to  further  developments. 

Mr.  Bourne  reported  to  the  Commission  that  Wes tern  Airlines ' 
petition  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  the  Supreme  Court  was  denied. 
The  effect  of  this  is  that  Western  Airlines  must  pay  $214,000  in 
rates  and  charges,  plus  court  costs,  to  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport.

pTCH^HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

The  storms  which  occurred  during  the  middle  part  of  December,  1962  had  little 
effect  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed.    Although  precipitation  was  below  normal 
for  the  month  of  December,  storage  conditions  in  the  City's  mountain  reservoirs 
continue  to  be  excellent  with  storage  being  at  approximately  ^5  percent  of 
capacity. 

Power  Operations 

During  the  month  of  December  power  system  operation  was  normal.    Generation  at 
Moccasin  Powerhouse  was  *i<5>230,000  kwh  and  at  Cherry  Powerhouse  64,2^1,000  kwh. 

Stream  Gaging  Stations 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  two  stream  gaging  stations  on  the  Tuolumne  and  Cherry 
Rivers.    The  5iA"  frame  cableway  supports  for  the  stations  have  been  completed 
and  the  contractor  is  now  laying  the  block  walls  for  the  gage  houses.    An  inter- 
esting construction  feature  on  this  project  was  the  transporting  of  concrete 
for  the  cable  anchors  by  helicopter  because  of  the  inaccessibility  and  rugged- 
ness  of  the  area.

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San  Joaquin  Pipeline  !Io>  1 

Temporary  reduction  in  the  demand  for  water  from  the  San  Joaquin  Aqueduct  has 
permitted  the  shutting  down  of  Pipeline  I!o.  1  for  inspection.    This  is  the  first 
major  inspection  of  the  47-mile  line  since  completion  of  its  relining  in  1955 • 
To  date  the  lining  has  been  found  to  be  in  very  good  condition  and  only  minor 
repairs  have  been  necessary  at  isolated  points. 

Surplus  Property 

On  December  13,  1962,  the  Director  of  Property  received  bids  for  three  irregular 
parcels  of  surplus  Hetch  Hetchy  property  consisting  of  0,11  of  an  acre  in  Dum- 
barton Tract,  San  Mateo  County.    The  parcels  were  sold  for  a  total  price  of 
$3,500.    They  had  originally  been  acquired  by  the  City  in  1923  for  $260, 

CANY0N_P0WER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

The  contractor  is  continuing  to  drive  the  main  tunnel  from  the  North  Mountain 
Adit,  working  both  upstream  and  downstream  faces.    The  total  length  of  the 
tunnel  driven  to  date  is  approximately  13,000  linear  feet.    Work  is  also  contin- 
uing on  the  driving  of  the  Hetchy  Adit,  with  approximately  500  linear  feet  com- 
pleted. 

Canyon  Turbines 

On  December  19,  1962,  the  State  Supreme  Court  denied  a  hearing  sought  by  Baldwin- 
Lima-Hamilton  Corporation  to  validate  the  award  of  the  turbine  contract  to  its 
Pelton  Division.    This  denial  may  clear  the  way  for  the  City  to  call  for  new 
bids  in  compliance  with  the  earlier  opinion  by  Judge  Byron  Arnold  of  the 
Superior  Court. 
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SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.  3 

Section  D-2  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Delta-Ilendota  Canal) 

Because  of  adverse  weather  conditions,  trench  excavation,  pipe  laying,  field 
welding,  and  placement  of  reinforcing  steel  for  valve  and  manhole  structures 
were  somewhat  slowed  during  the  past  month.    The  contractor  continues  to  apply 
coal-tar  enamel  lining  and  coal-tar  tape  to  the  interior  and  exterior  circum- 
ferential field  joints  of  pipe  in  place.    To  date  approximately  1^,000  linear 
feet  of  pipe  has  been  laid. 

Section  D-l  (Delta-Mendota  Canal  to  Tesla  Portal) 

The  contractor  is    developing  and  submitting  shop  drawings,  laying  profiles, 
and  curve  computations  for  approval. 

Tesla  Portal  Butterfly  Valve 

Bids  were  received  on  December  7,  1962,  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the 
furnishing  of  the  78-inch  butterfly  valve  for  the  Tesla  Portal  connection  to 
the  Coast  Range  Tunnel.    This  department  recommended  award  to  the  low  bidder, 
Pelton  Division  of  Baldwin-Lima-Hamilton  Corporation  in  the  amount  of  $50,700, 

^RTO^^GOEJERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers 

Work  continues  on  installation  of  plumbing,  electrical,  and  ventilation  work 
in  all  areas  and  the  laying  out  of  partitions  in  Piers  F  and  G  and  in  Terminal 
Building.    Work  is  being  done  on  installation  of  miscellaneous  metal,  exterior 
scratch  coat  and  conveyors,  and  also  on  construction  of  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  elevated  road  in  front  of  the  building. 

Elevated  Road  and  Ramps 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  footings  for  the  temporary  timber  ramp  to  the  Central 
Terminal  Building.

Ground  Level  Road  -  South  Terminal 

The  contractor  has  completed  all  underground  work  adjacent  to  the  Central  Terminal 
Building  and  has  commenced  underground  construction  in  front  of  the  South 
Terminal  Building. 

Pavement  and  Facilities  for  South  Terminal  Apron 

The  contractor  is  working  on  subdrain  and  is  installing  electrical  ducts  and 
pits  for  servicing  airplanes.  All  base  material  has  been  installed  and  work- 
has  commenced  on  paving  the  area. 

Reconstructing  Runway  and  Taxiway  Pavement 

The  surface  pavement  for  Runway  19R-1L  has  been  completed  and  construction  of 
the  concrete  pavement  of  Taxiway  G  has  been  started. 

Additions  and  Alterations ♦  Pier  C 

Work:  is  continuing  on  excavation  for  the  construction  of  the  concrete  foundation 
for  the  outer  ring  footing  of  the  structure. 

Extension  of  Employees6  Parking  Lot 

Work  is  continuing  on  construction  of  the  extension  to  the  parking  lot* 
Runway  19L  Approach  Lighting 

Final  approval  to  proceed  with  construction  was  given  by  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency.    The  contractor  is  ordering  material  and  piles  for  start  of  work. 

Relocation  of  Existing  Parking  Facilities 

Plans  and  specifications  were  completed  for  Contract  A-31^>  Pavement  and  Elec- 
trical Work  for  Relocation  of  Existing  larking  Facilities,  and  approved  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  on  December  26,  1962,  with  bids  to  be  received  on 
January  17,  1963. 
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Contract  Work  Completed. 

During  the  past  month  work  was  completed  on  paving  for  the  temporary  parking 
area,  exterior  lighting  improvements  for  the  Central  Terminal  Building,  and 
removal  of  silt  from  various  drainage  canals. 


Track  Construction  for  Temporary  Detour  =  Ocean  Avenue  at  Southern  Freeway 
Work  continues  on  placing  ballast,  ties,  and  rails  in  the  area  north  of  Ocean 
Avenue,    Preparatory  work  on  Ocean  Avenue  has  started. 

Overhead  Construction  for  Temporary  Detour  -  Ocean  Avenue  at  Southern  Freeway 
The  contractor  has  begun  to  relocate  feeders  on  Ocean  Avenue  and  has  ordered 
all  material  for  overhead  spans. 

Alterations  to  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  -  Mission  and  Alemany  Boulevard 
Poles  have  been  set  and  work  has  commmenced  on  stringing  span  wires  for  the  over- 
head trolley.

,fI  would  like  to  submit  a  nomination  for  President,  but  before 
submitting  my  nomination  I  would  like  to  preface  it  with  a  few 
observations  with  which  I  am  sure  all  the  Commissioners  will 
agree .

M I  think  this  Commission  is  very  fortunate  to  have  such  a  fine 
staff  organization  behind  it.    We  have  an  extremely  able  and 
competent  Public  Utilities  Manager  and  he  is  supported  by 
resourceful  and  dedicated  department  heads.     I  feel  all  of  these 
men  and  those  behind  them  are  ever  willing  to  put  forth  their 
best  efforts  towards  carrying  out  their  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties. 
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"As  far  as  the  Commission,  itself,  is  concerned,  I  think  we  have  a 
good  team.    We  have  worked  together  well  in  the  past  and  will  in 
the  future.     I  am  sure  my  fellow  Commissioners    will  agree,  and  I 
speak  with  all  humility,  that  in  the  past  we  have  given  of  our 
best  to  do  a  good  job,  and  in  the  future  we  will  certainly  do  our 
utmost  to  intelligently  and  efficiently  dispose  of  the  highly  com- 
plex affairs  of  the  Utilities  under  our  jurisdiction, 

"I  would  say  there  is  probably  more  than  one  Commissioner  here 
today  who  is  qualified  to  discharge  the  office  of  President  of  this 
Commission,  but  in  light  of  the  fact  that  so  many  major  projects 
and  programs  which  have  been  undertaken  in  the  past  year  or  more 
will  be  completed  or  in  full  development  during  this  current  year, 
and  in  light  of  other  related  matters  which  will  arise  this  year, 
the  solution  of  which  perhaps  can  be  more  satisfactorily  arrived 
at  by  experience,  service  and  background,  it  would  seem  to  me 
appropriate  we  continue  in  1963  under  the  leadership  we  have  had 
in  1962. 

"Stuart  Gpeenberg  has  done  a  good  job  in  1962,  giving  generously  of 
his  time  and  effort,  and  has  conscientiously  devoted  himself  to 
the  work  of  the  Commission.     I  feel  if  Stuart  Greenberg  is 
elected  another  term,  he  will  develop  even  more  and  will  increas- 
ingly measure  up  to  the  confidence  we  will  place  in  him,  not  only 
as  President  of  this  Commission  but  as  our  spokesman  to  the  public 
and  bodies  within  the  City  Hall.

NEW  YEAR  *  S  EVE  SERVICE : 

This  New  Year's  Eve,  arrangements  were  made  to  keep  coaches 
off  of  Market  Street  east  of  8th  Street,  and  to  keep  trolley 
coaches  off  Market  Street  east  of  11th  Street,  between  11  p.  m. 
and  1  a.m.     Certain  difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  that  area 
in  recent  years  and  the  new  arrangement  worked  out  very  well.  The 
coaches  were  routed  via  Mission  Street  and  shuttle  buses  connected 
with  streetcars.    Under  this  plan  there  was  a  noticeable  reduction 
in  broken  windows  on  transit  equipment  as  compared  with  previous 
years • 

GRAND  JURY  REPORT; 

The  Grand  Jury  has  just  recently  released  its  report  pertaining 
to  the  Municipal  Railway.     One  of  the  principal  items  was  a  recom- 
mendation for  increasing  fares.

PUBLIC  HEARING 

Budget  Proposals  for  the  Piscal  Year 
1963-1964  for  All  Departments  Under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities 

Commission 

Commissioner  White,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon,  moved  that  the 
Commission  adopt  the  proposed  budget  as  presented. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  requested  Mr.  Kirkwood,  Manager  of 
Utilities,  to  give  a  short  explanation. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  the  budget  was  substantially  in  line  with 
that  of  last  year.     He  said  it  was  being  presented  on  a  conservative 
basis  and  was  identical  in  detail  with  the  proposals  previously 
reviewed  by  the  Commission. 

He  pointed  out  that  perhaps  the  Airport  budget  was  the  principal  one 
which  required  some  further  explanation,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  were  many  new  employments.    These  employments  are  necessary 
because  of  the  construction  of  the  new  South  Terminal,  which  has 
created  larger  areas  to  be  policed  and  maintained  and  poses  new 
traffic  problems,  as  a  result  of  which  the  percentage  of  increase  in 
expenditures  is  larger  than  that  which  would  normally  be  expected. 
Mr.  Kirkwood  indicated  that  revenues  were  higher,  but  not  in  the 
same  percentage  relationship  as  expenditures  because  revenues  were 
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projected  only  on  agreements  thus  far  negotiated.    As  a  result,  the 
revenue  projections  for  the  Airport  Department  were  most  conserva- 
tive. 

Insofar  as  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  budgets 
were  concerned,  Mr.  Kirkwood  drew  the  Commission's  attention  to  two 
major  construction  items  which  were  budgeted  from  funds  outside  of 
the  Bond  issue — in  the  Water  Department ,  $2.5  million  for  the  first 
phase  of  construction  of  a  water  treatment  plant  to  serve  the 
Calaveras  and  San  Antonio  Reservoirs;  and  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
$2.7  million  for  the  first  phase  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
Moccasin  Power  House. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  also  remarked  on  the  $400,000  budgeted  by  the  Municipal 
Railway  for  rebuilding  street  railway  tracks. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  if  there  was  anyone  present  who 
wished  to  make  any  remarks  concerning  the  budget. 

Mr.  Louis  J.  Krumm,  President  of  the  Apartment  House  Associations 
Consolidated,  681  Market  Street,  San  Francisco,  read  the  following 
letter  (dated  January  21,  1963): 

"Public  Utilities  Commission 
City  Hall 

San  Francisco  2,  California 
"Gentlemen: 

"At  a  recent  meeting  of  this  Association  we  canvassed  our 
Board  of  Directors  with  the  result  we  submit  to  you  that 
we  are  against  further  subsidizing  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way. 

"It  has  been  reported  that  the  present  cost  of  transporting 
each  rider  is  220  and  that  this  will  result  in  an  estimated 
deficit  of  SEVEN  MILLION  DOLLARS  in  the  next  fiscal  year. 
No  private  business  can  operate  at  a  deficit  and  as  taxpayers 
we  expect  the  Municipal  Railway  to  meet  its  operating  costs. 

"Therefore  it  is  apparent  that  the  fare  of  150  should  be 
raised  to  meet  the  220  cost  per  rider  or  even  250  per  rider. 

"In  addition  we  strongly  recommend  that  the  cost  of  operation 
be  held  at  a  minimum.

In  reply  to  Mr.  Krumm* s  letter  and  remarks,  Commissioner  Greenberg 
stated  that  the  problem  of  the  raise  in  the  fares  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  was  a  question  separate  and  apart  from  the  adoption  of  the 
budget,  and  one  that  would  require  a  public  hearing  by  the  Commission 
and  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  staff  if  any  other  correspondence  had 
been  received  with  regard  to  the  budget.    Mr.  Kirkwood  replied  that 
as  far  as  he  knew  there  had  been  no  other  correspondence;  however, 
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one  or  two  letters  had  been  received  commenting  on  the  fare  situation. 


Mr.  Thomas  W.  McGrath,  representing  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380,  asked 
if  the  proposed  budget  included  money  for  additional  heaters  for 
buses,  trolley  coaches  and  streetcars.    The  Commission  pointed  out 
to  Mr.  McGrath  that  $9500  for  heaters  toas  included  in  the  present 
Municipal  Railway  budget.    Mr.  McGrath  indicated  that  he  appreciated 
the  action  of  the  Commission  in  appropriating  supplemental  funds 
during  the  current  year  for  some  heaters  but  stated  that  as  yet  these 
heaters  had  iiot  been  installed  in  the  railway  rolling  equipment.

THEREUPON  THE  MEETING-  ADJOURNED 
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WATER  QUALITY 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  new  chlorination 
station  at  the  upstream  end  of  San  Andreas  No.  3  outlet  tunnel 
are  progressing.     Funds  appropriated  in  the  amount  of  $55? 000 
in  the  1962-63  "budget  were  recently  allocated  by  the  Controller. 
This  new  station  will  effectively  control  objectionable  growths 
which  have  occurred  in  this  outlet. 


The  Department  was  greatly  concerned  with  the  drowning 
of  two  persons  in  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  on  December  13,  1962. 
Considerable  effort  was  spent  by  the  San  Mateo  authorities  and 
personnel  of  the  Purification  and  the  Peninsula  Divisions  in 
locating  and  removing  the  bodies. 

All  operations  of  the  Skyline  Quarry  on  the  Crystal  Springs 
watershed  property  were  terminated  as  of  December  31?  1962,  thus 
alleviating  this  potential  source  of  contamination  and  pollution. 

The  water  flowing  in  Alameda  Creek  below  Sunol  (not  used 
for  San  Francisco  System),  including  the  water  released  from  the 
South  Bay  Aqueduct,  continues  to  foam,  indicating  the  presence 
of  synthetic  detergents  originating  in  the  South  Bay  Aqueduct 
water  plus  probable  addition  from  the  Livermore,  Dublin,  Camp  Parks 
and  Pleasanton  areas. 

During  the  month  of  December,  ten  water  main  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out  by  the  City  Distribution  Division  to 
correct  dirty  water  conditions. 

Under  a  Professional  Services  Agreement,  Kennedy  Engineers 
have  submitted  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Roofing 
of  Lombard  Reservoir,  the  last  remaining  distribution  reservoir  in 
active  service  that  is  not  roofed  to  prevent  contamination  and 


pollution  of  the  water,  and  growth  of  algae  and  aquatic  weeds. 


The  contract  for  the  construction  of  roof  and  rehabilitation 
of  lining  of  the  North  Basin  of  University  Mound  Reservoir  cur- 
rently in  progress  is  25%  completed • 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  the  month  of  December,  the  average  consumption 
of  water  throughout  the  system  was  at  the  rate  of  14-4- .1  million 
gallons  per  day.     This  is  15.3  million  gallons  per  day  greater 
than  the  month  of  December  one  year  ago.     For  the  first  six 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  1962-65  the  average  consumption  of  water 
throughout  the  system  was  at  the  rate  of  188.7  million  gallons 
per  day  which  is  7*7  million  gallons  per  day  greater  than  the 
first  six  months  of  the  previous  fiscal  year.     This  represents  an 
increase  in  consumption  of  4.25%  which  is  in  line  with  the  estimated 
demand  rate  used  by  the  Department  in  planning  future  construction 
and  estimating  future  revenue. 

As  of  December  51,  1962  there  was  a  total  of  39,689.1 
million  gallons  of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula 
Reservoirs.     This  is  64.7%  of  the  rated  capacity  of  these 
Reservoirs • 

On  January  7,  the  draft  of  water  from  Calaveras  Reservoir 
was  discontinued  to  retain  the  remaining  17,000  mg  for  use  during 
the  coming  dry  season  and  during  possible  emergencies  when  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  may  be  wholly  or  partially  shut  down. 

The  draft  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  will  be  increased 
as  soon  as  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  1  can  be  put  back  into  service 
following  the  inspection  of  the  interior  of  the  pipe  and  repair 
of  minor  damage  to  the  lining.     Service  through  this  line  is 
expected  to  be  resumed  in  the  near  future. 

Precipitation  during  December  was  below  normal.  However, 
the  storage  now  in  local  reservoirs  is  low  enough  so  that  an 
average  seasonal  runoff  will  be  retained,  and  is  great  enough  so 
that  no  water  shortage  will  occur  during  this  calendar  year. 

FINANCES 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  six 
months  of  fiscal  year  1962-65  through  December  31  totaled 
$8,657,434.94.     Although  this  is  ^328,211.59  less  than  collected 


in  the  like  period  of  the  previous  fiscal  year;  it  is  $90,201 
more  than  the  collections  estimated  in  the  1962-63  budget  for 
this  period. 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 

A  survey  being  conducted  by  Pitometer  Associates  has 
located  fifty-one  leaks  to  date,  of  which  forty-two  have  been 
repaired  by  Department's  personnel,  thus  reducing  the  loss  of 
water  from  the  distribution  system  by  about  660,000  gallons 
per  day. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECT 

Preliminary  copies  of  the  final    plans  and  specifications 
for  construction  of  San  Antonio  Dam  were  received  from  Bechtel 
Corporation  and  two  copies  were  forwarded  to  Walter  A.  Brown, 
Supervisor  of  Dams,  State  Department  of  Water  Resources.  Known 
prospective  bidders  have  been  informed  that  we  expect  to 
advertise  for  bids  about  the  end  of  January  and  some  prospective 
bidders  have  visited  the  Dam  and  Reservoir  site. 

The  hearing  before  the  Bay  Area  Air  Pollution  Control 
District  on  our  application  for  variance  from  Regulation  No.  1 
to  permit  the  burning  of  bush  and  trees  from  the  clearing  of 
San  Antonio  Reservoir  site  was  held  on  January  10.     The  Depart- 
ment's presentation  was  favorably  received  and  the  Board  indicated 
that  a  variance  would  be  issued. 

Bids  were  received  for  clearing  of  the  San  Antonio 
Reservoir  site,  and  contract  was  awarded  to  the  low  bidder  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  January  15 »  1963-     Bids  were 
also  received  for  fencing  in  the  San  Antonio  Reservoir  area, 
and  recommendation  for  award  is  still  under  consideration  by  the 
City  Attorney. 

Progress  continues  on  the  preparation  of  Plans  and 
Specifications  for  Section  B  of  the  Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  4-, 
with  the  target  date  for  submission  to  the  Commission  set  for 
February  1963.     Inquiries  from  cities  and  communities  adjacent 
to  the  Right  of  Way  regarding  construction  details  and  dates 
are  being  received  and,  details  of  coordination  are  being  worked 
out . 

A  Professional  Services  Agreement  has  been  entered  with 
Caldwell  &  Brown  and  James  M.  Montgomery  Consulting  Engineers, 


a  joint  venture  for  A  Hydraulic  and  Economic  Study  of  the  Effect 
of  the  Proposed  San  Antonio  Calaveras  Water  Treatment  Plant 
upon  the  Design  and  Operation  of  the  San  Antonio  Project,  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  No.  4-  and  Itelated  Appurtenances, 


CIVILIAN  DEFENSE 


A  communication  addressed  to  all  utilities  by  the  Governor 
urged  retention  of  all  unused  wells  and  pumping  equipment  in  an 
operative  condition  to  furnish  a  standby  supply  of  water  during 
emergencies  or  catastrophes.     Several  months  ago  this  Department 
inaugurated  a  program  of  contacting  all  contract  customers 
requesting  them  to  maintain  their  unused  wells  as  possible  emer- 
gency sources  for  water  supply.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  22,629,  awarding  Airport  Department 
Contract  No.  314 — Pavement  and  Electrical  Work  for  Relocation  of 
Parking  Facilities  at  San  Francisco    Airport,  to  The  Lowrie  Paving 
Company,  Inc.,  in  amount  of  $100,986.50,  Airport  Manager  Belford 
Brown  and  0.  L.  Moore 9  General  Manager  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained  that  this  was  the  first  con- 
struction contract  involved  in  preparation  for  the  construction  of 
the  parking  garage.     It  was  pointed  out  that  these  funds  came  from 
the  Airport  operating  fund.    Mr.  Moore  assured  the  Commission  that 
during  the  construction  period  approximately  the  same  number  of 
parking  stalls  would  be  available  as  now.    In  reply  to  a  question 
from  the  Commission,  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  he  expected  to  call  for 
bids  for  construction  of  the  garage  about  June  15,  1963* 

In  reference  to  the  call  for  bids  for  the  construction  of  San  Antonio 
Dam,  Spillway  and  Appurtenant  Works,  H.  C.  Medbery,  Senior  Engineer, 
San  Francisco  Water  Department,  gave  a  short  explanation  as  to  the 
location  and  proposed  construction.    The  dam  is  to  be  an  earth-filled 
dam,  located  in  La  Costa  Valley,  approximately  two  and  one-half  miles 
southeast  of  Sunol. 

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  the  matter  of  Trans-

PUBLIC  HEARING 

Consideration  of  amendment  to  Rules  and  Regulations 
governing  operations  of  the  San  Prancisco  Inter- 
national Airport  which  will  provide  for  requirement 
of  a  valid  Airport  Operating  Permit  for  Scheduled 
Intrastate  Air  Carriers 


Commissioner  Greenberg  opened  the  hearing  by  calling  on  Manager  of 
Utilities  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  who  suggested  that  Emmett  Smith,  Airport 
Assistant  General  Manager,  Business  Administration,  make  the  presen- 
tation on  behalf  of  Airport  Management. 

Mr.  Smith  explained  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  determines 
public  convenience  and  necessity  where  interstate  air  carriers  and 
supplemental  air  carriers  are  concerned.     He  pointed  out  that 
operations  by  air  carriers  who  are  wholly  intrastate  are  regulated 
by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  relative  to  operation  standards,  and 
their  fare  schedules  are  required  to  be  filed  with  the  California 
State  Public  Utilities  Commission,    Mr.  Smith  pointed  out  that  at 
the  present  time  no  governmental  body  investigates  intrastate  air 
carriers'  fitness,  willingness  and  ability  to  serve, 

Mr.  Smith  went  on  to  explain  that  the  amendment  to  the  Airport 
operating  rules,  and  the  proposed  form  of  application  and  permit, 
was  to  establish  a  basis  for  the  regulation  of  intrastate  air 
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carriers  who  desire  to  operate  in  and  out  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport. 

In  response  to  the  Commission's  inquiry,  Belford  Brown,  General 
Manager,  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  stated  in  his  mind  the 
requirements  set  up  by  the  rules,  the  application  and  the  permit 
were  fair  ones.    He  then  announced  that  representatives  of  Pacific 
Southwest  Airlines  and  Trans  California  Airline  were  present  to  speak 
on  the  matter  before  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  the  proposed  rules,  application  and 
permit  had  been  approved  by  the  City  Attorney*    William  F.  Bourne, 
Public  Utilities  Counsel,  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

Commissioner  StiaCJk  then  asked  the  status  of  legislation  placing 
intrastate  air  carriers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  of  the  State  of  California.      Mr.  Kirkwood 
answered  that  Assembly  Bill  No.  199  had  been  introduced;  however, 
there  was  no  urgency  clause,  and  if  the  proposed  legislation  placing 
intrastate  air  carriers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Public 
Utilities  Commission  weie  adopted,  said  legislation  would  not  be 
effective  before  September,  I963* 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Smith  answered  that 
the  proposed  amendment  to  the  rules  had  been  gathered  from  several 
sources;  namely,  the  CAB  and  FAA  regulations,  as  well  as  the  permit 
form  now  used  at  the  Los  Angeles  International  Airport. 

The  Commission  then  invited  comments  from  those  present  who  wished 
to  speak  on  the  subject. 

Jo  Floyd  Andrews,  President  of  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines,  said 

he  had  no  objection  to  the  proposed  rules,  application  or  permit. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Brown's  question  as  to  whether  there  was  anything 

in  the  operating  permit  that  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  could  not 

live  with,  or  whether  there  was  anything  that  should  be  included 

in  the  permit  and  was  not  contained  therein,  Mr.  Andrews  replied  "No", 

that  in  his  opinion  the  form  was  legal. 

In  replies  to  questions  from  Mr.  Brown  and  the  Commission,  Mr. 
Andrews  answered  that  the  permit  proposed  by  San  Francisco  was  no 
more  stringent  than  that  under  whiah  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  is 
now  operating  in  Los  Angeles,  and  he  indicated  that  his  airline* 
had  more  than  the  necessary  amount  of  insurance. 

Richard  Keatinge,  Attorney  at  Law,  of  the  firm  of  Keatinge  & 
Sterling,  Los  Angeles,  representing  Trans  California  Airline,  then 
addressed  the  Commission. 

He  pointed  out  that  Trans  California  was  operating  out  of  Oakland, 
Burbank,  Los  Angeles  International,  and  San  Liego,  and  that  San 
Francisco  was  the  only  major  airport  in  California  that  had 
excluded  Trans  California.    He  stated  the  proposed  regulations  on 
their  face  appeared  to  be  fair  and  that  the  application  on  its 
face  appeared  to  be  fair.    However,  Mr.  Keatinge  stated,  upon  closer 
examination  he  and  his  client  had  some  objections. 

Mr.  Keatinge  pointed  out  that  the  Federal  government  now  occupies 
the  entire  field  of  aviation  safety  and  that  under  the  proposed 
legislation  pending  before  the  State  Legislature  the  economic  field 
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would  be  completely  occupied  by  the  State.    For  that  reason  he  had 
an  objection  to  Section  705  of  the  proposed  rules.    In  brief, 
Mr.  Keatinge  objected  to  Section  705  on  the  basis  that  it  was  not 
a  legal  standard  which  could  be  met — that  it  was  not  a  proper  test 
to  apply  but  one  which  could  be  applied  at  the  whim  and  caprice  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission.    Mr.  Keatinge  advocated  the  only 
standard  that  should  be  applied  by  the  Public  Utilities  G0mmission 
was  that  of  fitness,  willingness  and  ability  to  serve. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Commissioner  White  that  Mr.  Keatinge* s 
assumption  that  the  State  Legislature  would  adopt  Assembly  Bill  No« 
199  was  a  self-serving  statement  and  until  such  time  as  said  legis- 
lation was  adopted  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  had  every  right  to  adopt  the  proposed  rules 
and  regulations  in  the  interests  of  the  City  and  the  traveling 
public. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  took  the  matter  back  into  the  hands  of 
the  C0mmission. 

Commissioner  White  asked  Public  Utilities  Counsel  if  Item  705  of 
the  proposed  rules  and  regulations  was  legally  proper.    Mr.  Bourne 
explained  that  his  office  had  reviewed  it  and  found  that  the  Com- 
mission had  the  right  to  exercise  the  powers  outlined  under  Item 
705. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  reaffirmed  his  recommendation  to  adopt  the  rules 
and  suggested  that  Item  705  as  drawn  was  proper.     He  pointed  out 
that  if  the  Commission  acted  arbitrarily  under  that  section  the 
aggrieved  party  could  always  bring  legal  action. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  questioned  Mr.  Smith  in  reference  to  the 
permit ,  showing  particular  interest  in  the  rates  and  charges  and  the 
insurance  coverage.    Mr.  Smith  pointed  out  the  rates  and  charges 
would  be  the  same  as  that  set  up  under  the  present  schedule 
applicable  to  all  classes  of  carriers. 

Mr.  Brown  assured  the  C0mmission  that  the  insurance  coverage  was 
adequate,  but  that  in  any  event  the  application  and  permit  would  be 
brought  back  to  the  Commission  for  approval.

(1)    The  term  "point"  as  used  above  shall  mean  any 
airport  or  place  where  aircraft  may  be  landed 
or  taken  off,  including  the  area  within  a 
25-mile  radius  of  such  airport  or  place. 


Item  702.    AIRPORT  OPERATING  PERMIT  REQUIRED

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JANUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (December) ; 

Adverse  weather  slowed  traffic  growth  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  during  the  month.    The  passenger  total  was  435,836,  which  was  .7  per  cent 
below  the  December  1961  figure  and  the  first  minus  recorded  for  any  month  (as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year)  since  July  1961 • 

Mail  by  air  totaled  7,412,106  pounds,  down  4  per  cent  from  the  previous 
December;  the  air  express  volume  was  880,835  pounds,  down  10.7  per  cent,  and  air 
freight  increased  2.1  per  cent  to  12,038,206  pounds* 

Aircraft  movements  (landings  and  takeoff s)  for  the  month  totaled  14,870 
of  which  11,138  were  by  scheduled  air  carriers,  589  military  and  3,143  privately 
or  corporate  owned  aircraft.    Of  the  scheduled  air  carrier  total,  77*82  per  cent 
were  by  jet-powered  aircraft. 
1962  Traffic  Totals: 

Despite  the  December  decreases,  record  highs  were  registered  in  all 
traffic  categories  for  the  1962  calendar  year.    For  the  first  time  in  airport 
history  the  passenger  volume  exceeded  the  6-million  mark.    The  year's  total  was 
6,025,567,  an  increase  of  15  per  cent  over  1961. 

The  mail  volume  was  up  8.2  per  cent  to  68,758,051  pounds;  air  express 
totaled  11,360,202  pounds,  an  increase  of  12.9  per  cent,  and  air  freight  gained 
19,7  per  cent  to  146,316,250  pounds. 

Aircraft  movements  numbered  224,371,  an  Increase  of  5.9  per  cent. 
Scheduled  carrier  movements  totaled  158,929,  up  11.5  per  cent  over  the  previous 
year.

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A  2.4  per  cent  increase  to  12,811  movements  by  locally  owned  civilian 
aircraft  was  recorded,  while  the  local  military  aircraft  movements  were  down  16.2 
per  cent  to  6,268;  itinerant  military  aircraft  was  down  8  per  cent  to  6,024,  and 
itinerant  civilian  aircraft  movements  declined  5.7  per  cent  to  40,339. 

The  SF1A  passenger  traffic  gain  for  the  year  again  substantially  was  more 
than  the  7.7  per  cent  increase  for  the  commercial  aviation  industry  nationally  as 
reflected  by  the  total  number  of  revenue  passenger  miles  reported. 
Ground  Traffic; 

Construction  of  a  temporary  wooden  trestle  to  the  upper  roadway  in  front 
of  the  Central  Terminal  Building  is  virtually  complete.    The  trestle  will  give 
access  to  the  upper  roadway  during  the  period  required  to  link  the  upper  road  levels 
between  the  Central  and  South  Terminals. 

However,  the  trestle  encroaches  on  the  ground  level  road  creating  a 
complex  traffic  situation,  especially  during  peak  use  periods,  and  additional 
personnel  has  been  requested  to  keep  traffic  moving  as  rapidly  as  is  compatible 
with  safety. 
Runway  1L-19R; 

Reconstruction  of  north-south  Runway  1L-19R  has  been  completed,  and  only 
minor  taxiway  repairs  are  needed  before  the  runway  can  be  utilized  for  jet 
aircraft  operations.

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In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  22,680,  terminating  Water  Department 
Contract  No.  1094 — Laying  of  6-Inch  Cast  Iron  Main  in  Custer  Street; 
contractor,  Michael  Murphy,  Jr.;  for  failure  to  locate  work  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  specifications,  failure  to  follow  instructions  of 
the  Engineer,  and  for  failure  to  diligently  pursue  the  work; 
Mr.  George  Burr,  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  Sa^. 
Francisco  Water  Department  explained  that  the  main  reason  for 
terminating  the  contract  was  Mr.  Murphy's  refusal  to  follow  directions 
of  the  Field  Engineer  as  required  in  the  specifications.    Mr.  Burr 
said  Mr.  Murphy  was  directed  to  locate  the  ditch  for  the  pipe  five 
feet  from  the  curb,  which  he  refused  to  do  and  proceeded  to  dig  a 
ditch  twelve  feet  from  the  curb  contrary  to  the  instructions  of  the 
engineer.     Mr.  Burr  explained  that  the  drawing  in  the  specifications 
for  Water  Department  Contract  N0.  1094  was  merely  diagramtic  and  it 
was  the  practice  of  the  Water  Department  in  contracts  such  as  this  to 
locate  the  work  in  the  field.    Mr.  Burr  stated  that  Mr.  Murphy  had 
"been  instructed  before  the  actual  work  had  been  started  as  to  the 
proper  location  for  the  pipeline  ditch. 

The  Commission  then  heard  Michael  Murphy,  Jr.,  the  contractor  undei 
said  contract,  who  maintained  that  if  the  line  were  located  as 
directed  by  the  Water  Department's  engineer  it  would  run  directly 
into  a  manhole  which  was  located  approximately  five  feet  from  the 
curb  and  in  his  judgment  it  should  have  been  twelve  feet  from  the 
curb.     In  the  course  of  discussion,  Mr.  Murphy  admitted  that  he  had 
received  oral  instructions  &b  to  the  proper  location  from  the  Field 
Engineer  and  from  Mr.  Burr.     It  was  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Murphy 
nevertheless  dug  a  ditch  twelve  feet  from  the  curb  contrary  to 
verbal  orders  from  the  Water  Department's  official  representatives. 

Mr.  Murphy  stated  that  the  order  to  locate  the  pipe  five  feet  from 
the  curb  was  a  modification  under  the  Water  Department  General 
Specifications  for  Cast  Iron  Mains,  which  are  by  reference  included 
in  Water  Department  Contract  No*  1094?  and  that  the  orders  had  no 
validity  unless  they  were  in  writing.     In  response  to  a  question 
from  the  Commission,  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne 
stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  order  of  the  Engineer  relative  to  the 
location  of  the  work  was  not  a  modification. 

Mr-  H.  C.  ffe&befT,  Principal  Engineer,  and  Donald  Cooper,  Civil 
Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  explained  that  Mr.  Murphy 
had  been  instructed  to  lay  the  pipe  five  feet  from  the  curb,  that 
they  were  aware  of  the  location  of  the  manhole,  and  that  the  pipe 
would  be  laid  so  as  to  bypass  said  manhole  and  connect  with  the 
Water  Department's  other  main  at  a  right  angle,  it  being  the  practice 
of  the  Water  Department  to  make  all  of  its  connections  to  mains  at 
right  angles. 

The  Commission  then  went  into  discussion  as  to  the  practicality  of 
issuing  written  orders  to  contractors. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  Simon  as  to  how  much  money  Mr, 
Murphy  had  expended  in  digging  the  ditch  twelve  feet  from  the  curb, 
Mr.  Murphy  stated  approximately  $500.     Then  in  reply  to  Commissioner 
White's  question  as  to  how  much  he  had  allowed  in  the  contract  for 
the  ditch,  Mr.  Murphy  replied  $3.00  per  foot,  and  that  he  had  dug 
600  feet. 

The  Commission  questioned  Mr.  Murphy  and  staff  further  on  the  matter 
with  reference  to  the  practicality  of  written  orders,   the  ability  to 
use  mechanized  equipment  when  the  ditch  is  located  five  feet  from  the 
curb,  and  the  advisability  of  seeking  means  of  settling  this  dispute. 
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It  was  the  opinion  expressed  by  Mr*  Kirkwood  that  the  problem  was 
broader  than  the  question  of  money  but  went  to  the  basic  terms  of 
the  contract.    Mr»  Kirkwood  pointed  out  that  if  the  recommendation 
of  the  Department  was  not  sustained,  the  control  of  contractors 
in  the  future  would  be  extremely  difficult • 

The  Commission  then  debated  the  matter  among  themselves.  Commis- 
sioner Stack  suggested  that  the  matter  be  settled  inasmuch  as  some 
funds  had  been  expended  for  the  location  of  the  ditch  twelve  feet 
from  the  curb.    He  recommended  that  Mp*  Murphy  be  allowed  to 
complete  the  contract,  which  would  seem  to  be  the  most  economical 
and  efficient  manner  to  dispose  of  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  indicated  that  as  a  private  businessman  he 
might  adopt  Commissioner  Stack fs  course,  but  pointed  out  that  the 
Commission  must  bear  in  mind  that  it  was  not  handling  its  own 
funds  but  was  entrusted  with  public  funds  and  had  responsibilities 
to  the  taxpayers.    Commissi  oner  Greenberg  agreed  that  if  Mr.  Murphy 
were  allowed  to  complete  this  contract  we  might  have  difficulty  in 
administering  future  contracts  of  this  nature. 

Commissioner  Simon  felt  it  was  up  to  the  Commission  to  support  the 
recommendation  of  the  Water  Department  engineers  in  this  case, 
otherwise  other  contractors  would  take  advantage  of  the  Department 
and  the  Commission  would  lack  control  over  its  construction  jobs. 

Commissioner  White  suggested  the  Commission  should  visit  the  site 
of  the  job  and  see  for  themselves.    He  felt  such  an  inspection 
might  better  bring  out  several  of  the  points  brought  up  today. 
He  indicated  that  in  his  opinion  everything  was  not  black  and  white 
but  there  were  some  gray  areas. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  there  was  a  principle  involved  here, 
that  this  went  beyond  the  location  of  a  ditch.    He  said  that  during 
construction  there  can  be  many  decisions  in  the  course  of  a  day, 
and  each  decision  is  reached  by  various  consultations  between  the 
contractor  and  engineer.     If  the  Commission  were  going  to  insist 
upon  having  this  in  writing  each  time,  it  would  mean  a  great  deal 
of  time  consumed  in  the  engineer  returning  to  the  office,  prepara- 
tion of  the  written  instructions,  dispatch,  and  receipt  by  the  con- 
tractor.    This  is  not  workable  in  his  opinion. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  with  reference  to  the  question  of  the 
moment,  it  so  says  in  the  contract  that  such  decision  can  be  made 
by  the  Field  Engineer,     He  stated  we  are  dealing  with  the  present 
contractual  language.     If  it  is  felt  it  is  not  a  good  thing,  the 
Commission  can  look  to  the  future.     On  the  basis  of  the  contract, 
Mp.  Murphy  was  informed  verbally. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Simon*  seeonded  by  Commissioner  Hansen, 
Resolution  No.  22 , 680  was  adopted,  with  Commissioners  Greenberg, 
Hansen  and  Simon  voting  Aye,  and  Commissioners  White  and  Stack 
voting  No. 


Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 


Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  had  had  a  good  week  in 
court,  having  won  two  or  three  defense  verdicts  for  the  Municipal 
Railway.     One  of  the  cases  on  which  a  defense  verdict  was  handed 
down  was  a  second  trial,  $55,000  having  been  awarded  in  the  first 
trial. 
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He  also  informed  the  Commission  that  Judge  Arnold  had  handed  down  a 
decision  favorable  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities  in  the  case  of  the 
termination  of  one  Arthur  McGill,  a  Municipal  Railway  motorman.  Mr. 
Kirkwood  reminded  the  Commission  that  he  had  discussed  the  McG-ill 
case  with  them  previously.     This  was  a  case  in  which  he  had  termi- 
nated Mr.  McGill,  a  limited  tenure  employee,  for  cause;  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  had  not  approved  the  termination;  Mr.  Kirkwood 
protested  tc  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  they  could  reach  no  agree- 
ment; and  the  matter  wound  up  in  court. 

Mp.  Kirkwood  reported  to  the  Commission  that  Pan  American  had 
received  good  news  from  Washington  this  week.     So  far  as  the  Bureau 
of  Internal  Revenue  was  concerned,  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Improve- 
ment Corporation  was  approved  as  a  non-profit  corporation  and  was 
therefore  free  from  Federal  taxes.    Pan  American 1 s  representatives 
have  announced  that  the  contract  for  the  construction  of  their 
maintenance  base  will  be  advertised  during  the  coming  week. 

Mr,  Kirkwood  reported  that  during  the  week  botn  he  and  Commissioner 
White  had  been  discharged  by  the  Mayor  as  members  of  the  Mayors'* 
Committee  on  Sound  Barrier  at  the  Airport,  and  the  committee  was 
dissolved.     This  is  a  committee  that  was  formed  to  work  out  the 
details  for  the  once-proposed  jet  noise  barrier  at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  during  the  week  the  Mayor  had  requested 
that  arrangements  be  made  at  Candlestick  Park  for  the  parking  of 
about  one  thousand  cars  in  the  event  of  a  Southern  Pacific  Railroad 
strike.     In  connection  with  this,  he  and  V.  W.  Anderson,  General 
Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  had  been  asked  to  provide  transportation 
between  the  hours  of  7°. 00  and  9s 00  a.m.  and  4soO  and  6ioO  p.m. 
between  the  Candlestick  parking  lot  and  the  downtown  area.  About 
twenty  schedules  have  been  set  up  by  Mr.  Anderson1 s  staff  and  in  the 
event  of  a  Southern  Pacific  strike  this  plan  will  be  put  into 
effect . 

Mp«  Kirkwood  advised  the  Commission  that  during  the  week  Airport 
Manager  Belford  Brown,  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  and  himself 
had  discussed    San  Francisco's  position  in  relation  to  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines'  petition  for  certification  in  the  Bay 
Area,     In  view  of  the  position  of  Los  Angeles  Airways,  the  heli- 
copter service  in  Los  Angeles,  who  were  taking  the  position  that  the 
Bay  Area  should  not  have  a  certificated  helicopter  service,  he, 
Mr.  Brown  and  Mr»  Bourne  felt  that  San  Francisco  should  intervene. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  recommended  that  the  Commission  intervene  in  the  matter, 
taking  the  position  that  a  certificated  service  was  necessary  for 
the  Bay  Area,  and  he  further  recommended  that  it  not  support  any  one 
air  line. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Hansen,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon, 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  City  Attorney 
were  a  uthori-zed  to  intervene  in  the  matter  of  the  Application  of 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines  for  a  Permanent  or 
Temporary  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity,  Locket 
12029,  before  the  United  States  of  America  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.

Hetch  Hetchy  Project  a  nd  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  monthly 
report  was  presented  by  0.  L„  Moore,  General  Manager  of  that  depart 
ment . 
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Roll  Call: 


Commissioner  White:      I  would  like  to  make  mention  of  something.  I 
have  had  discussions  with  various  people  relative  to  San 
Francisco's  rights  and  protection  of  those  rights  as  far  as  our 
water  supply  is  concerned.     It  is  my  opinion  that  unless  San 
Francisco  proceeds  in  some  way  to  fight  to  protect  the  interests 
which  we  have  to  water  coming  out  of  the  Tuolumne  we  might  very 
well  find  ourselves  in  the  position  of  losing  a  good  portion  of 
these  rights.    We  may  very  well  find  ourselves  losing  these 
rights  to  certain  parts  of  State  government  whose  plan  may  very 
well  be  to  take  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  and  water  from  the  major 
part  of  our  great  development  up  there  and  give  that  to  other 
people,  and  we  may  find  ourselves  involved  in  a  fight  where  we 
will,   or  may  be,  getting  water  of  inferior  quality  from  other 
sources . 

I  would  like  to  have,  if  it  is  possible  to  do 
so,  a    survey  made  of  the  possible  use  of  some  public  relation 
work  on  the  part  of  the  staff  we  now  have  or  might  get  for  the 
purpose  of  going  into  the  matter  so  that  in  the  event  this  fight 
comes,  we  will  not  have  lost  the  battle  because  we  did  not  do 
anything  about  it.     I  am  not  recommending  any  specific  thing  at 
the  present  time?  but  I  think  San  Francisco,  with  the  excellent 
water  supply  we  have  now,  should  be  doing  more  than  is  being  done 
to  protect  that  water  supply. 

Mr.  Kirkwoods  I  think  staff  shares  in  the  anxiety  that  you 

have  expressed,  and  following  the  conference  we  had  here  with  the 
two  irrigation  districts,  we  have  resumed  active  discussions  with 
them.     I  pulled  Mr.  Turner  into  them  too  because  this  is  a  matter 
that  is  of  interest  to  his  department   as    well  as  Hetch  Hetchy. 
While  Hetch  Hetchy  is  the  responsible  group,  it  is  of  equal  inter- 
est to  the  Water  Department,  and  because  of  Mr.  Turner's  connec- 
tion with  this  over  the  years — he  has  the  greatest  historical 
knowledge  of  what  we  faced  earlier — we  have  asked  him  to  come 
into  this  discussion.    We  have  gone  a  long  way  during  the  last 
weeks  to  giving  consideration  as  to  what  our  positions  should  be 
in  both  Sacramento  and  Washington  in  pressing  Don  Pedro,  which 
I  think  is  the  first  key  on  this.     I  think  in  the  next  few  weeks 
we  will  har  e  something  further  to  report  to  the  Commission.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Mater  Conditions 

A  three -day  storm  dropped  20»22  inches  of  rain  at  Lake  Lloyd  from  January  30 

to  February  1,  bringing  the  seasonal  total  there  to  date  from  35  percent  to 

125  percent  of  normal.    The  storm  increased  the  storage  in  the  City's  mountain 

reservoirs  approximately  125,000  acre-feet.    Except  for  Lake  Eleanor  which 

spilled,  sufficient  flood  control  space  was  available  in  the  reservoirs  so  that 

the  inflow  went  into  conservation  storage  and  no  flood  control  releases  were 

necessary.    Contributing  to  the  inflow  was  snowmelt  from  the  lower  elevations 

caused  by  the  warm  rain.    At  the  present  time  there  is  a  limited  snowpack  at 

the  higher  elevations.    Following  is  a  summary  of  the  storage  conditions;

Due  to  turbid  water  from  the  storm,  it  was  necessary  to  shut  off  x-jater  delivery 
through  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  to  the  Bay  Area  from  Thursday,  January  31, 
to  Sunday,  February  3»    There  was  some  minor  storm  damage  to  roads  but  none  to 
any  of  the  City's  structures  or  facilities  on  the  Project, 
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Power  Operations 

During  the  month  of  January,  Hoccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  operated  under 
normal  conditions  and  generated  ^5S195S000  kwh  and  ?2, 230,000  kwh,  respectively. 

The  precipitation  during  the  three-day  storm  at  the  end  of  January  caused  a 
heavy  flow  down  Cherry  River  which  flooded  the  tailrace  of  Cherry  Powerhouse, 
This  required  a  shutdown  from  6:^0  a.m.  to  5°^0  p«m»  on  -t1  riday,  February  1. 
The  plant  x^as  not  damaged.    During  the  storm  Iioccasin  Powerhouse  continued  to 
operate  without  interruption • 

San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No,  1 

Inspection  and  minor  repairs  to  the  interior  of  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No,  1 
Ttfere  completed  during  the  past  month.    This  ^7-niile  line  was  constructed  in 
1932  and  relined  in  1955 •    The  condition  of  the  lining  was  found  to  be  very 
good. 

Stream  Gaging  Stations 

Work  on  the  two  stream  gaging  stations  on  the  Tuolumne  and  Cherry  Rivers  is 
nearing  completion.    The  gage  houses  have  been  roofed  and  painted,  the 
cableways  erected,  and  only  incidental,  work  and  clean-up  of  the  area  remains. 

Construction^  of  Sidewalk  -  Glen  Park  Canyon 

A  supplemental  appropriation  request  for  $6,000  to  construct  sidewalks  on 
Hetch  Hetchy  property  in  San  Francisco  on  the  south  side  of  Portola  Drive 
between  Glenview  Drive  and  0e3haughnessy  Boulevard  was  prepared  and  submitted. 
Construction  of  the  sidewalks  was  requested  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
due  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  adjacent  Diamond  Heights  area. 
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Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

The  contractor  is  continuing  to  drive  the  main  tunnel  from  North  Mountain  Adit, 
working  both  upstream  and  downstream  faces.    Total  length  of  tunnel  driven  to 
date  exclusive  of  the  adits  is  approximately  16,000  feet  or  about  30  percent 
of  the  contract.    Driving  of  the  Hetchy  Adit  was  completed  on  January  25,  1963  > 
and  work  is  now  proceeding  on  a  two-shift  basis  to  widen  the  intersection  at 
the  tunnel  line.    Construction  of  the  access  road  to  the  existing  diversion 
tunnel  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  is  also  in  progress* 

O^.Shau.p-hness^  Dam  Auxiliary  Power ___H.ant_ 

Meetings  were  held  with  our  consultant,  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and  Associates,  to 
coordinate  and  commence  design  work  on  the  auxiliary  power  plant  to  be  installed 
in  the  outlet  of  the  existing  diversion  tunnel  below  0s Shaughnessy  Dam.  The 
plant  will  utilize  the  fish  water  releases,  which  otherwise  would  be  wasted, 
to  generate  additional  power. 

§g£M^B^zl-^S!S2i^^S22^  Canal  to  Tesla  Portal) 

The  contractor  continues  to  excavate  for  pipe  trench  and  is  laying  pipe.  Weld- 
ing  of  the  field  joints  to  connect  the  80  feet  sections  of  pipe  has  commenced. 
Approximately  6,000  linear  feet  of  pipe  has  been  laid  to  date. 

§M2^l2B^Z^S2^^iB^S^2^^^^  "fo  ^ftf1  Joaquin  River) 

The  contractor  continues  to  apply  coal-tar  enamel  lining  and  coal-tar  tape  to 
the  interior  and  exterior  circumferential  field  joints.    Work  continues  on  the 
forming  and  erection  of  concrete  structures  for  valves  and  manholes.  Welding 
of  field  joints  is  progressing  with  random  checking  of  the  welded  girth  joints 
being  accomplished  by  radiographic  means. 
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During  this  period  approximately  13 , 000  linear  feet  of  the  completed  pipeline 
was  successfully  hydrotested  to  150  percent  of  the  working  pressure.  Leakage 
was  negligible.    Preparations  are  under  way  to  test  the  remainder  of  this  section. 

Section  B  ,  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Oakdale  Meter  House) 

Plans  and  specifications  were  completed  for  the  fabrication  and  laying  of  the 
next  section  of  approximately  21-1/2  miles  of  78t;  diameter  pipe.    The  same  pipe 
alternates  will  be  allowed  as  for  Sections  D-l  and  D-2.    It  is  anticipated  that 
these  specifications  will  be  sent  to  the  Commission  for  approval  the  latter  part 
of  February.    Estimated  cost  of  the  work  is  about  p7>000,000. 

Federal  Power  Cpriimissign,  Hearing 

Opening  briefs  relative  to  the  Federal  Power  Commission  hearing  on  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Project  were  filed  (prior  to  January  lh9  1963)  by  Ipdesto  and  Turlock 
Irrigation  Districts,  State  Department  of  Fish  and  Game,  Tuolumne  County,  Banta- 
Carbona  Irrigation  Districts,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  Federal  Power 
Commission  staff.    Replies  to  the  opening  briefs  are  to  be  filed  by  the  various 
entities  by  February  18,  1963s    The  Districts  will  then  have  two  weeks  to  file 
a  closing  brief.    The  entire  matter  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Hearing  Examiner 
who  will  then  submit  his  report  and  recommendations  to  the  Federal  Power  Com- 
mission for  its  consideration.

South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers 

Work  continues  on  plumbing,  electrical,  and  ventilating  work  in  all  areas  and 
on  construction  of  masonry  and  metal  stud  walls  in  Piers  F  and  G  and  in  the 
Terminal  Building.

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  due  to  the  track  work  made  necessary  for 
the  Southern  Freeway  in  the  area  of  Ocean  Avenue  and  Tara  Street,  the 
streetcars  from  Geneva  Barn  were  d  elayed  some  twenty  minutes  or  so 
Monday  morning.    He  stated  that  the  majority  of  the  riding  public 
was  cooperative  and  understanding,  and  there  was  no  major  criticism. 
The  delay  was  brought  about  by  the  inability  of  the  contractor  to 
finish  the  work  by  early  Monday  morning.    He  also  stated  that  the 
staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway  became  alerted  to  the  problem  around 
midnight  Sunday.    They  did  everything  they  could  to  expedite  the 
dispatching  of  the  cars  in  the  morning  and  were  to  be  complimented  on 
minimizing  the  difficulties  that  were  involved. 

V.W„  Anderson,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  explained 
that  Transportation  Superintendent  Wesley  R.  Mason  and  Power  and 
Plant  Superintendent  Joseph  Corrao  and  all  of  the  staff  worked  all 
night  long  to  keep  the  job  moving  and  brought  the  streetcars  from 
the  barn  down  to  Ocean  Avenue.     In  the  morning  when  the  operators 
reported  to  take  out  their  runs,  the  streetcars  were  lined  up  from 
Tara  Street  to  Phelan  Avenue  and  the  operators  were  brought  from  the 
barn  to  the  streetcars  by  automobile. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  touched  on  the  transit  plans  for  Market  Street 
after  the  construction  of  the  rapid  transit  subway.     He  said  staff 
was  taking  a  strong  position  to  insure  the  smooth  flow  of  surface 
transit  vehicles  and  it  was  his  hope  that  provisions  would  be  made 
for  center  transit  lanes  in  order  to  speed  Municipal  Railway  opera- 
tions . 

Mr.  Kirkwood  read  a  letcer  received  from  R.  Bruce  Hughes,  Attorney- 
at-Law,  relative  to  the  G-eddes  accident.    Mr.  Kirkwood  explained 
that  the  matter  of  safety  improvements  in  the  front  door  area  of 
Municipal  Railway  vehicles  is  being  thoroughly  and  continuously 
explored.     The  other  day  he  looked  at  a  bus  on  which  had  been 
incorporated  many  additional  safety  devices,  such  as  a  rubber  strip 
at  the  foot  of  the  doer,  the  relocation  of  the  crowd  bar,  mirrors, 
etc.     It  is  Mr.  Anderson* s  intention  to  equip  ten  or  twelve  coaches 
in  this  manner  and  to  then  place  them  on  the  #55  line  in  order  to 
determine  what  safety  improvements  are  practical  and  operable .  In 
the  meantime  the  small  metal  spurs  at  the  base  of  the  rubber  edges 
on  front  doors  have  been  removed  on  all  vehicles  so  equipped. 
Convex  mirrors  have  now  been  received,  a  bracket  has  been  designed  to 
hold  them  in  place  on  the  outside  of  the  buses,  and  installation  is 
proceeding. 


The  Municipal  Railway  monthly  report  was  presented  by  V,  W.  Anderson, 
General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway. 

Roll  Calls 

Commissioner  Stack  inquired  as  to  the  status  of  the  turbine  case 
involving  Allis-Chalmers  and  the  Pelton  Division,  Baldwin,  Lima  & 
Hamilton. 

.Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  P.  Bourne  explained  that  the 
attorneys  for  both  companies  indicated  that  there  would  be  no  appeal 
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to  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,     In  view  of  this  fact  the  matter 
would  be  back  in  the  hands  of  the  trial  court. 

Mr.  Bourne  further  stated  that  there  is  no  indication  that  once 
judgment  is  rendered  that  there  will  be  no  further  appeal  taken. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  interjected  the  fact  that  the  State  Department  of 
Water  Resources  is  hopeful  of  going  to  bid  in  the  very  near  future 
for  turbines  and  electrical  equipment  in  connection  with  the  Oroville 
Dam.    An  urgency  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  State  Legislature 
to  exempt  certain  items ,  including  the  major  items  required  at  the 
Canyon  P0wer  House,  from  the  Buy  American  legislation.

Commissioner  White  then  questioned  0»  L.  Moore,  &eneral  Manager  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  as  to  the 
ownership  of  and  responsibility  for  maintenance  of  street  lighting 
in  San  Francisco.    Mr.  Moore  pointed  out  that  40  per  cent  of  the 
street  lighting  is  municipally  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Bureau  of 
Light,  Heat  and  Power  through  an  annual  contract  with  a  private  con- 
tractor.    The  other  60  per  cent  is  owned  and  maintained  by  the 
Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company. 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  if  the  lights  under  the  freeway  on 
Duboce  Street  were  City-owned.    Mr.  Moore  stated  that  he  assumed 
they  were.     Commissioner  White  stated  that  he  had  counted  twenty- 
five  lights  in  the  area  which  were  out  and  that  it  had  been  brought 
to  his  attention  the  work  order  was  issued  for  the  repair  of  said 
lights  but  when  it  was  found  the  contractor  was  using  a  platform  rig 
on  a  flatbed  truck  the  Department  inspector  tore  up  the  work  order, 
insisting  that  the  contractor  use  a  hydraulic  rig.    Mr.  Moore 
indicated  he  doubted  if  under  the  contract  the  Department  could 
dictate  the  type  of  equipment  to  be  used. 

Commissioner  White  wanted  to  know  what  had  been  done  about  turning 
the  street  lighting  over  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Mr. 
Moore  explained  that  a  study  had  been  made  and  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  but  not  acted  upon. 

Mr.  Moore  then  assured  Commissioner  White  that  he  would  investigate 
the  problem  of  the  replacement  of  lights  in  the  Duboce  Street  area 
under  the  freeway.

TROLLEY  COACH  HEATERS; 

On  January  31,  the  Municipal  Railway  received  delivery  of 
the  first  ten  of  7k-  heating  units  for  trolley  coaches.  The 
remaining  61).  were  delivered  within  a  few  days  thereafter. 

As  of  February  11,  twelve  of  the  heaters  had  been  installed 
and  the  project  is  currently  continuing  at  a  rate  of  three  per 
day. 

CONVEX  MIRRORS; 

1,700  convex  mirrors  were  requisitioned  January  11,  1963» 
Information  from  the  City  Purchaser  indicates  that  the  contract 
for  furnishing  the  mirrors  has  been  recently  awarded  on  a  bid 
basis. 

Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  by  Railway  management 
and  staff  in  devising  the  most  effective  means  of  installing 
the  convex  mirrors  to  obtain  the  most  effective  use  for  them 
as  related  to  safety*     Concurrence  has  been  reached  in  this 
respect,  and  the  installation  xtfill  proceed  promptly  upon 
delivery  of  the  mirrors. 

After  moving  the  front  hand  rail  back  6  to  8  inches  on 
four  different  coaches,  concurrence  has  also  been  reached  as  to 
the  most  practical  arrangement  for  such  a  change  on  an  experi- 
mental basis.    It  is,  therefore,  planned  to  equip  ten  or  twelve 
coaches  with  a  hand  rail  arrangement  similar  to  that  on  #219$, 
and  to  assign    the  coaches  so  equipped  to  one  line  where  a 
direct  comparison  can  be  raad .■■  in  actual  operation.

V.  ¥.  Anderson,  had  taken  with  reference  to  the  temporary  trans- 
portation facilities  at  the  airport  during  the  garage  construction. 
He  stated  that  they  had  given  consideration  to  the  use  of  the  so- 
called  elephant  train,  but  they  foresaw  many  problems  traffic- 
wise  because  the  vehicle  is  slow-moving.    Because  of  the  traffic 
problems  and  the  need,  perhaps,  for  route  and  service  changes  while 
the  service  is  in  operation,  he  stated  it  would  be  difficult  to 
draw  up  at  this  time  a  satisfactory  contract  to  be  put  out  for  bid. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  to  the  Commission  that  after  thorough  investi- 
gation and  exploration,  it  was  recommendedthat  Municipal  Railway 
buses  be  used  for  shuttle  service.     He  estimated  that  it  would 
require  a  fleet  of  three  buses,  operating  on  a  schedule  of  five- 
minute  headways  for  18  hours  a  day  and  ten-minute  headways  during 
the  remaining  night  hours. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  $270,000  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  this  project,  and  it  has  been  decided  that  there 
would  be  no  fare  charged  for  the  service.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  made  the 
annual  sanitary  survey  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Iroject  and  San 
Francisco  Water  Department.     Any  requirements  that  may  be 
made  upon  the  City  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
for  reissuring  the  water  purveyor's  permit  to  San  Francisco 
will  be  based  urjon  this  survey.     A  report  of  their  findings 
is  expected  in  the  near  future. 

The  heavy  rains  at  the  end  of  January  necessitated 
a  shutdown  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  due  to  turbid  and 
contaminated  water.     Shutdown  of  the  main  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct  made  it  necessary  that  water  be  drawn  from  Calaveras 
Reservoir  during  this  shutdown  to  maintain  service  to  those 
customers  around  the  south  end  of  the  bay  including  Sunol, 
Hayward,  part  of  Fremont,  Milpitas,  Sunnyvale,  Mountain  View, 
Palo  Alto,  Redwood  City,  San  Carlos  and  Belmont.     This  shut- 
down and  the  resultant  regulation  problems  occurred  at  a  time 
that  Calaveras  Reservoir  Water  was  in  eminent  danger  of  becoming 
turbid,  and  did  in  fact  become  turbid  within  hours  after  service 
was  restored  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct,  thus  pointing  out 
the  urgent  need  for  a  water  treatment  plant  for  Calaveras  and 
San  Antonio  water* 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  the  month  of  January  1963?  the  average  consump- 
tion of  water  throughout  the  system  was  at  the  rate  of  152.1 
million  gallons  per  day.     This  is  12.7  million  gallons  per  day 
greater  than  the  month  of  January    one  year  ago.     For  the  first 
seven  months  of  the  fiscal  year  1962-63  the  average  consumption  of 
water  was, at  the  rate  of .18 3* 4  million . gallons  per  day  which. is  8.5 
million  gallons  per  day  greater  than  the  same  period  of  the 
previous  year.     Present  indications  are  that  average  use  of 
water  for  the  fiscal  year  1962-63  will  be  about  185  nigd  as 
compared  to  about  175 »4  mgd  last  year. 
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As  of  January  31,  1963*  there  was  a  total  of  42,251.3 
million  gallons  of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula 
Reservoirs.    This  is  63.89%  of  the  rated  capacity  of  these  res- 
ervoirs . 

The  draft  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  for  the  month 
of  January  was  at  an  average  rate  of  99-9  million  gallons  per 
day.    Also,  95>l60  million  gallons  was  drawn  from  Calaveras  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  January  before  this  draft  was  discontinued 
to  retain  water  in  Calaveras  for  use  during  the  coming  summer 
season,  or  during  emergency  shutdowns  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Aqueduct . 

Precipitation  during  January  was  near  or  moderately 
above  normal  at  all  eleven  of  the  gauging  stations  operated  by 
this  Department.    The  seasonal  rainfall  through  January  reached 
normal  or  better  at  all  stations  except  Calaveras  which  was 
slightly  below  normal . 

FINANCES 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year 
through  February  18,  1963  totaled  $10,490,080.35.  Although 
this  is  $377*373.53  less  than  collected  the  previous  fiscal 
year  through  February  19,  1962,  collections  are  slightly 
greater  than  estimated  in  the  1962-63  budget  for  this  period. 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 

The  survey  being  conducted  by  Pitometer  Associates  has 
located  71  leaks  as  of  February  9,  of  which  68  leaks  have  been 
repaired  by  Department  personnel  with  an  estimated  saving  of 
water  previously  going  to  waste  of  936,000  gallons  per  day. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECT 

The  Application  for  Approval  of  Plans  and  Specifications 
for  the  construction  of  San  Antonio  Dam  Project  was  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Water  Resources  on  February  13*  and 
signed  copies  of  the  approved  Plans  were  received  by  this  De- 
partment on  February  18,  1963. 

Many  prospective  bidders  on  the  contract  for  construc- 
tion of  San  Antonio  Dam    have  visited  the  jobsite.    Bids  are 
due  for  this  contract  on  February  28. 
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The  tentative  date  for  bid  opening  for  construction  of 
Section  B  of  Bay  Division  Pipeline  Bo,  4-  has  "been  selected  as 
April  18,  to  avoid  competition  with  the  opening  dates  of  other 
large  pipeline  projects  in  this  general  area. 

Progress  on  the  study  of  the  Hydraulic  and  Economic 
effect  of  the  Proposed  San  Antonio-Calaveras  Water  Treatment 
Plant  upon  the  design  and  operation  of  the  San  Antonio  Project, 
Bay  Division  Pipeline  No*  4  and  related  work  was  reviewed  by 
the  Consultants  and  staff  members  on  February  20,  1963 »     A  report 
of  the  Consultants  is  expected  about  July  1963 •

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FEBRUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (January) : 

Passenger  traffic  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during 
January  totaled  482,348,  an  8,5  per  cent  increase  over  the  first  month  of  1962. 
The  gain  again  substantially  was  above  the  national  increase  as  reflected  in  the 
5,5  per  cent  increase  in  revenue  passenger  miles  flown  by  domestic  scheduled 
airlines, 

U,  S,  mail  volume  of  6,109,172  pounds  was  14,4  per  cent  more  than  the 
January  1962  volume;  air  express  shipments  totaled  880,107  pounds,  up  4,8  per  cent, 
and  air  freight  increased  9.7  per  cent  to  11,071,703  pounds. 

Arriving  air  freight  gained  24.4  per  cent,  but  originations  dropped  ,8 
per  cent  as  compared  with  the  January  1962  figures.    This  decline  is  believed 
attributable  to  several  days  of  labor  disputes  experienced  by  air  freight 
forwarders  and  cartage  firms. 

Scheduled  air  carrier  aircraft  movements— landings  and  take-off s --numbered 
13,440,  a  gain  of  6.3  per  cent,  of  which  more  than  74  per  cent  were  by  jet-powered 
aircraft.    Total  aircraft  movements  were  18,910,  of  which  1,048  were  military  and 
3,602  itinerant  or  locally-based  private  or  corporate-owned  planes. 
Ground  Traffic: 

The  Washington's  Birthday  weekend  saw  full  utilization  of  parking 
facilities  at  the  Airport.  Lots  No,  1  and  2  were  filled  numerous  times  for 
varying  periods  and  the  excess  demand  was  met  by  diverting  autos  to  the  oil 
surfaced  area  near  the  United  Air  Lines  service  hangar.    At  times  this  area  was 


was  filled  to  more  than  80  per  cent  capacity. 

The  temporary  ramp  to  the  upper  roadway  in  front  of  the  Central 
Terminal  Building  was  placed  in  operation,  and  demolition  of  the  old  ramp  was 
started  to  clear  the  way  for  construction  of  the  upper  roadway  that  will  connect 
the  South  and  Central  Terminals. 

Use  of  the  temporary  ramp  slows  access  to  the  Central  Terminal  and 
creates  varying  degrees  of  traffic  congestion,  especially  during  peak  use  periods,

Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel,  assured  the  Commission  it  was 
well  within  its  legal  rights  to  waive  any  and  all  technical  defects 
in  the  subject  bid  and  award  the  contract  to  Communication  Systems, 
Inc.,  that  it  was  evident  that  the  second  bidder  could  not  possibly 
be  prejudiced  by  such  waiver,  and  that  the  City's  bid  proposal 
expressly  recited  that  the  Commission  was  free  to  waive  technical 
defects  in  any  bid.     He  also  informed  the  Commission  that  any  bidder 
or  prospective  bidder  was  thus  aware  of  the  Commission's  reservation 
of  right  to  waive  technical  defects,  and  that  here  a  very  strong 
public  interest  indicated  the  advisability  of  such  waiver* 

Mr.  Bourne  explained  that  under  Section  82  of  the  specifications, 
each  bidder  was  required  to  submit  with  the  proposal  two  copies 
each  of  schematic  drawings,  component  performance  data,  the  name  of 
the  manufacturer  and  model  number  of  each  component,  and  all  other 
information  required  to  make  possible  a  complete  understanding  of 
the  apparatus  on  which  the  bid  is  based.     The  bidder,  Communication 
Systems,  Inc.,  misunderstood  the  instructions  for  the  preparation 
of  the  bid.     On  the  sheet  for  List  of  Equipment,  which  is  intended 
to  set  forth  the  mechanical  equipment  definitely  available  for  use 
on  the  proposed  work  as  required,   the  bidder,  misunderstanding, 
set  forth  the  statement  that  he  was  going  to  supply  everything 
called  for  in  strict  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications* 
Subsequently  the  bidder  cured  the  defect  by  bringing  in  the 
required  schematic  drawings  in  which  he  proposed  to  supply  the 
identical  equipment  as  that  submitted  by  Executone  Company  of 
Northern  California,  Inc.  under  its  bid. 

When  questioned  by  the  Commission  as  to  the  ability  of  Communica- 
tion Systems,  Inc.  to  provide  equipment  which  at  the  present  time 
is  distributed  exclusively  through  Executone  Company,  Mr.  Bourne 
informed  the  Commission  that  he  had  been  told  by  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  that  the  exclusive  by  Executone  would  expire  on 
April  25,  1963 f  and  that  after  that  date  an  exclusive  distributor- 
ship would  no  longer  exist. 

The  Commission  raised  the  issue  as  to  the  ability  of  Communication 
Systems,  Inc.  to  bid  at  this  time  under  the  existing  conditions, 
but  Mr.  Bourne  informed  the  C0mmission  that  if  Communication 
Systems,  Inc.  failed  to  live  up  to  its  bid,  the  Commission  had 
recourse  against  the  company  for  breach  of  contract.

Mr.  Kirkwood  announced  that  the  hearing  on  the  application  of  San 
Fran cisco/Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines  for  certificate  would  be 
held  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Examiner  on  April  9>  1963,  at 
lOsOO  a.m.,  in  Conference  Room  1608-D,  U.  S.  Appraisers  Building, 
630  Sansome  Street,  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reminded  the  Commission  that  yesterday  he  had  sent 
them  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated  March  8,  1963,  addressed  him  by 
J.  H.  Turner,  General  Manager  and  Chief,  Engineer,  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  relative  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  Project. 
Along  with  the  letter  the  Commission  had  been  sent  a  copy  of  the 
reply  brief  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  rebuttal 
brief  on  behalf  of  the  applicant,  in  the  matter  of  the  application 
for  license  for  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  filed  by  the  Turlock  and 
Modesto  Irrigation  Districts, 

Mr.  Turner  read  to  the  Commission  his  letter  of  March  8,  1963, 
copy  of  which  is  .'Attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

Commissioner  Creenberg  then  asked  Mr-  Kirkwood  if  any  fees  had  been 
set  for  the  retention  of  the  firms  recommended  by  Mr.  Kirkwood 
and  Mr.  Turner.    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  nothing  of  this  nature 
had  been  decided  as  yet,  and  that  his  action  in  bringing  the 
matter  before  the  Commission  was  to  point  out  the  problems  involved 
and  to  ask  for  authorization  to  negotiate  with  the  firms  of 
McCutchen,  Doyle,  Brown  &  Enersen,  Attorneys  at  Law;  Tudor 
Engineering  Company;  and  John  F.  Forbes  &  Company,  certified  public 
accountants . 

Mr.  Kirkwood  told  the  Commission  the  firm  of  McCutchen,  Doyle, 
Brown  &  Enersen  was  one  he  was  close  to,  having  started  his  legal 
career  with  them,  and  they  are  still  retained  by  him  for  such 
personal  legal  work  he  has  required.     He  stated  that  Burnham  Enersen 
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was  in  the  opinion  of  himself,  Mr.  Turner,  and  0.  L.  Moore,  General 
Manager  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau, 
one  of  the  best  qualified  water  lawyers  in  the  state,  that  he  has 
served  as  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Bar  Association,  president 
of  the  California  State  Bar  Association,  and  at  the  present  time  is 
the  chairman  of  the  California  State  Chamber  of  Commerce  Committee 
on  Water  Resources, 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  Mr.  Turner  and  Mr.  Moore  joined  in  recommending 
the  firm  of  Tu^or  Engineering  Company,  and  that  John  F.  Forbes  & 
Company  has  done  studies  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Water  Department 
on  prior  occasions. 

The  Commission  asked  if  the  scope  of  the  work  was  beyond  the  staff 
of  the  City  Attorney's  Office.    Mr.  Bourne  indicated  it  was  the 
opinion  of  City  Attorney  Thomas  M.  O'Gonnor  and  himself  that 
special  counsel  was  needed,  that  the  City  Attorney's  Office  would 
work  closely  with  McCutohen,  Doyle,  Brown  &  Enersen,  but  that  this 
case  needed  someone  like  Mr.  Enersen  to  give  it  the  special  attention 
that  was  obviously  needed* 

Mr.  Kirkwood  went  on  to  relate  the  history  of  events  and  the  needs 
leading  up  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  emphasizing  that  San 
Prancisco  would  need  the  additional  available  water  by  1968. 

He  then  went  on  to  analyze  the  brief  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior.     Mr.  Kirkwood  said  he  was  amazed  at  many  of  the  assertions, 
which  were  complete  distortions  of  history  and  of  fact, 

Mr.  Kirkwood  also  indicated,  from  impressions  received  during  his 
attendance  at  the  Western  Lawyers'  Symposium  on  Water,  meeting  in 
Los  Angeles  yesterday,  that  there  existed  a  trend  toward  Federaliza- 
tion of  all  water  projects.     He  was  surprised  that  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Stace  Water  Board  seemed  to  think  that  this  was 
inevitable  and  that  all  state  and  local  agencies  should  cooperate 
with  the  Federal  government  in  this  trend.     However,  he  stated  that 
Attorney  General  Mosk  seemed  to  offer  some  hope  in  this  respect, 
and  he  felt  that  perhaps  the  staff  of  the  Commission  should  sit 
down  personally  with  Mr.  Mosk  and  discuss  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  was  necessary  at  this  time  to  present 
the  problem  to  the  senators  and  congressmen  to  protect  ourselves. 
Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  thought  this  move  was  imminent.     He  stated 
Senator  Moss  of  Utah  was  at  the  Water  Symposium  yesterday  and 
Senator  Moss  was  of  the  opinion  that  projects  under  way  at  the 
present  time  should  be  moved  forward  without  having  to  wait  on  any 
broad  planning  studies.    Mr.  Kirkwood  felt  sure  that  we  would  have 
Senator  Moss'  support  and  Senator  Kuchel's.     It  was  too  early,  he 
thought,  at  this  time  to  call  the  California  delegation  together, 
but    stated  he  was  to  be  in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  latter  part  of 
the  month  to  attend  the  Airport  Operators  Council  Conference,  and 
he  would  certainly  cover  the  bases  so  far  as  Washington  is  concerned 
at  that  time. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  G-reenberg,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
White,  the  Commission  unanimously  authorized  staff  to  enter  into 
negotiations  with  the  firms  of  McCutchen,  Doyle,  Brown  &  Enersen; 
Tudor  Engineering  Company ;  and  John  P.  Forbes  &  Company;  for  the 
purpose  of  protecting  San  Francisco's  rights  in  the  matter  of  the 
New  Don  Pedro  Project.

Dear  Mr.  Kirkwood: 

Pursuant  to  your  request  of  January  28,  19^3 3  I  have 
taken  an  active  part  in  problems  confronting  San  Francisco  and 
the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  in  connection  with 
the  New  Don  Pedro  Project.    The  construction  of  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Dam  and  appurtenances ,  as  you  know,  is  vital  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  and  outside  counties  who  depend  on  their  water 
supply  from  San  Francisco's  water  system.    Without  the  addi- 
tional storage  to  be  provided  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Reservoir 
San  Francisco  will  be  limited  in  the  amount  of  water  which  it 
could  bring  from  the  Tuolumne  River  source.    This  limitation 
is  such  that  there  remains  little  time  to  complete  the  formal- 
ities necessary  to  gain  licenses  and  permits  for  such  construc- 
tion, to  prepare  final  plans  and  specifications,  and  to  build 
the  relatively  large  dam  and  the  appurtenances  involved  in  this 
project . 

Since  January  28,  19^3 >  I  have  reviewed  all  pertinent 
data  with  reference  to  this  project  and  have  discussed  the 
problems  with  all  interested  officials  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
Districts.    Complete  cooperation  has  been  extended  by  everyone 
in  a  suggested  program  to  expedite  this  matter. 

It  has  been  determined  that  immediate  attention  be  given 
to  the  preparation  of  the  so-called  "Fourth  Agreement"  between 
the  City  and  the  Districts  with  a  view  to  execution  of  this 
basic  Agreement,  and  any  supplemental  agreements,  at  the  earli- 
est possible  time.    To  this  end  it  has  been  decided  that  the 
format,  cost  allocations,  and  other  problems  involved  in  the 
preparation  of  the  agreements  would  be  reviewed  and  analyzed.

Up  to  this  time  numerous  personal  contacts  have  been 
made  with  press  representatives  of  San  Francisco  and  the  City's 
outside  service  area,  and  representatives  of  governmental  agen- 
cies, including  our  water  users.    We  are  particularly  fortunate 
that  the  controversy  between  our  water  users  and  others  in 
Santa  Clara  County,  which  had  prevented  a  united  water  front 
in  that  county,  has  been  resolved  within  recent  weeks. 

Considering  the  importance  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project 
to  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  indicated  attitude  of 
State  and  Federal  agencies  as  expressed  in  briefs  before  the

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Although  storage  in  the  mountain  reservoirs  is  well  above  average  for  March, 
the  snow  survey  completed  the  last  week  in  February  confirmed  previous  reports 
of  an  extremely  light  snow  packs    Total  precipitation  measured  to  date  at 
Project  gauges  averaged  about  90  percent  of "normal*" 

Power  Operations 

During  February,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  40,395>000  kwh 
and  ^8,090,000  kwh  respectively,, 

Flood  control  releases  from  Don  Pedro  Reservoir  during  February  necessitated 
by  the  earlier  heavy  storms,  resulted  in  an  increase  in  power  generation  by 
the  Districts'  Don  Pedro  Powerhouse  and  a  consequent  decrease  in  demand  on 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  system. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  the  situation  afforded  by  the  reduction  in  demand  on 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  system  to  completely  shut  down  Moccasin  Powerhouse  for  a 
period  of  approximately  eight  hours  to  replace  turbine  bearing  and  governor 
oil.    The  old  oil,  in  service  for  many  years,  was  drained  and  replaced  with 
6,000  gallons  of  new  oil. 


1. 
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Relocating  Portion  of  l:ipccasin-Newark  Transmission  Line 

An  agreement  with  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  has  been  executed  to 
accommodate  new  facilities  adjacent  to  the  Company's  Newark  Substation.  This 
will  involve  relocating  a  portion  of  the  City's  Moccasin-Newark  transmission 
line.    The  work  will  be  performed  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  at 
no  expense  to  the  City. 

Field  Tests  for  Radio  Communication  System 

Radio  field  surveys  for  the  Hetch  Ketchy  radio  system  were  conducted  between 
Moccasin  Peak  base  station  and  the  snow  survey  courses  in  order  to  evaluate 
the  comparative  performance  between  frequencies  of  ^3  megacycles  and  53  mega- 
cycles.   The  department  may  utilize  either  of  these  frequencies  under  Federal 
Communications  Commission  Regulations  to  become  effective  November  1,  1963© 

Water  Legislation 

Together  with  the  Water  Department  and  City  Attorney's  office,  the  department 
is  reviewing  all  legislation  pertaining  to  x^ater  and  power  introduced  during 
the  current  session  of  the  Legislature.    Joint  recommendations  as  to  the  City's 
interest  are  prepared  for  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  and  referral  to  the  Mayor* s 
Legislative  Council  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors* 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

The  contractor  is  currently  driving  tunnel  from  North  Mountain  and  Hetchy  Adits 
working  both  upstream  and  downstream  faces.    A  total  of  about  19>350  feet,  or 
approximately  Jo  percent,  of  the  power  tunnel  has  been  driven,  and  progress 
continues  to  be  good. 
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O'Shaughnessy  Dam  Auxiliary  Power  Plant 

A  preliminary  design  report  was  submitted  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and  Associates, 
Inc.,  on  the  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  Power  Plant  which  will  utilize  the  fish  water 
releases  to  generate  additional  power.    The  report  is  being  reviewed  by  staff, 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.  3 

Section  D-l  (Delta-Hendota  Canal  to  Tesla  Portal) 

The  contractor  has  completed  pipe  laying  and  field-joint  welding  operations 
and  is  finishing  up  application  of  coal-tar  and  tape  to  the  field  joints. 

Section  D-2  ( Delta -Mendota  Canal  toi  San  Joaquin  River) 

The  contractor  is  backfilling  trenches  and  completing  construction  of  the 
concrete  structures  for  the  valve  and  manhole  boxes. 

Section  B  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Oakdale  Meter  House) 

Plans  and  specifications  were  completed  and  advertised  with  bids  to  be  received 
on  March  21,  I963.    This  third  section  of  the  pipeline  will  be  about  21-1/2 
miles  long.    Bids  will  be  based  on  the  same  four  alternates  as  previously 
specified  for  Sections  D-l  and  D-2.

and  preparation  of  the  "Fourth  Agreement"  between  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  and  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts, 
Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Kirkwood  explained  to  the  Commission  the  necessity 
for  hiring  the  two  firms.     The  terms  of  the  agreements  are  broad 
enough  for  preparation  of  the  "Fourth  Agreement"  or  any  necessary 
supplemental  agreement  and  the  engineering  agreement  may  include 
inspection,  etc.,  during  the  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project. 
Tudor  will  be  asked  to  confirm  Bechtel's  estimates  and  studies  and 
the  legal  firm  engaged  will  work  along  in  the  preparation  of  the  agree- 
ment.    It  has  been  the  position  that  City  should  draft  a  "Fourth 
Agreement"  to  the  best  of  its  ability  in  light  of  what  is  anticipated 
in  the  way  of  a  license  from  the  Federal  Power  Commission.    When  the 
license  is  issued,  a  period  of  only  30  days  is  allowed  for  acceptance 
by  the  applicants,  said  applicants  being  the  Modesto  and  Turlock 
Irrigation  Districts.     The  Districts  obviously  cannot  accept  the 
license  until  they  know  the  City  is  obligated  to  proceed  with  its 
share  of  the  cost  of  the  Project  which  now  stands  at  45  million 
dollars.

In  response  to  a  question  by  the  Commission,  Mr.  Kirkwood  explained 
that  neither  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  nor  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  had  the  necessary  staff  or  time  to  do  the  professional  work 
under  the  proposed  agreements. 


In  reference  to  Item  22,  the  Commission  heard  a  presentation  by  Leigh 
Fisher,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Office  Buildings,  Inc., 
who  were  represented  in  addition  to  Mr.  Fisher  by  Mr.  Joseph  K.  Allen, 
Vice  President  of  Utah  Construction,  Charles  Fay  of  the  brokerage  firm 
of  William  R.  Staats  &  Company,  investment  securities,  and  Joseph 
Martin,  Jr.,  Attorney  at  Law,  as  counsel.    Mr.  Fisher  told  the  Commis- 
sion that  his  organization  was  prepared  to  erect  two  office  buildings 
at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
buildings  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  2-g-  million  dollars,  with  the 
plans  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and 
the  Art  Commission.    Mr.  Fisher  pointed  out  the  location  of  the  first 
building  could  be  made  available  at  the  present  time;  that  the  firm 
could  proceed  with  the  second  building  as  soon  as  the  site  could  be  made

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available.     In  response  to  a  Commission  question,  I$r.  Fisher  stated 
that  the  proposed  building  would  meet  the  parking  standards,  which 
are  the  highest  standards  for  "Class  A"  buildings,  probably  space  for 
one  car  for  every  250  square  feet.     In  answer  to  a  question  from 
Commissioner  Greenberg,  Mr.  Fisher  said  they  were  prepared  to  go  ahead 
on  both  buildings  if  they  were  the  successful  bidder,     Mr.  Kirkwood 
pointed  out  that  any  agreement  for  construction  of  buildings  of  this 
nature  would  have  to  go  out  for  bid.     Mr.  Fisher  stated  that  he  and 
his  associates  understood  this.     Mr.  Kirkwood  stated,  after  Mr.  Fisher 
completed  his  explanation,  that  this  is  a  matter  that  Staff  would  like 
to  expedite  and  suggested  to  the  Commission  that  they  refer  it  to 
Staff  to  bring  back  to  the  Commission  as  soon  as  possible  the  terms 
under  which  office  buildings  in  this  area  could  be  put  out  for 
competitive  bid.

Mr.  Kirkwood  explained  that  while  he  was  in  the  East,  it  was  his 
intention  to  talk  with  Congressmen    and  Senators  in  reference  to  the 
problems  encountered  in  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  Project. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  advised  the  Commission  that  he  had  been  receiving  a 
steady  stream  of  requests  from  the  advertising  firm  of  Fielder, 
Sorensen  &  Davis,  Inc.,  who  have  the  Municipal  Railway  advertising 
contract.     The  requests  have  been  asking  fcr  revision'  of  the  existing 
contract  to  allow  political  advertising  on  Municipal  Railway  vehicles.

Figures  for  the  month  of  January  19&3  indicate  1+3  fewer 
passenger  and  traffic  accidents  than  for  January  1962,  as  well 
as  showing  an  improvement  as  compared  with  January  1961  and  with 
December  1962» 

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION: 

A  supplemental  appropriation  for  ^200, 000  was  approved  by 
the  Finance  Committee  on  March  6,  and  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors on  March  11,  for  payment  of  accident  claims.     On  that 
basis,  the  total  amount  available  for  payment  of  accident  claims 
will,  therefore,  be  approximately  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
fiscal  year. 

STORAGE  OF  RAILS  -  DELANO  STREET  PROPERTY:

S.B.  9^  which  has  been  adopted  and  approved,  provides  a 
moratorium  as  to  previous  legislation  where  the  effective  date 
had  been  set  as  March  15,  1963,  as  related  to  air  brake  safety 
devices.    Further  revision  In  legislation  on  this  subject  is  under 
consideration.

MANPOWER ; 


March  19,  1963 


Last  month's  report  indicated  a  shortage  of  100  platform 
men.    Some  further  improvement  in  recruitment  has  resulted  and 
the  current  shortage  is  indicated  as  85,  or  a  net  gain  of  15« 

LINE  NO.  5- LIMITED  ROUTE;- 

Line  No.  5-Limited  coaches  now  operate  outbound  via 
McAllister,  Baker,  and  Pulton,  instead  of  via  McAllister,  Central 
and  Pulton,  during  the  p.m.  peak,  to  avoid  certain  congestion 
which  had  previously  been  experienced.    This  change  has  effected 
an  improvement  in  that  it  has  reduced  trip  time.    As  no  passenger 
stops  are  made  by  limited  coaches  in  this  two-block  area,  no 
adverse  effect  to  patrons  was  involved. 

SUBSTITUTE  TRACK  FACILITY  -  OCEAN  AVENUE  AT  SOUTHERN  FREEWAY; 

The  work  of  connecting  the  westbound  track  on  Ocean  Avenue 
to  the  temporary  track  in  the  adjacent  by-pass  road  at  the 
Southern  Freeway  was  not  completed  by  the  contractor  by  the  dead- 
line which  had  been  stipulated  at  1  a.m.,  Monday,  February  l8# 
As  previously  covered  by  verbal  report,  it  was  necessary  for 
supervisory  officials  and  staff  to  work  throughout  the  night  in 
back-tracking  streetcars  from  Geneva  Division  to  points  west  of 
the  Phelan  Loop  so  as  to  be  available  for  morning  peak  service 
on  February  18. 

The  eastbound  track  on  Ocean  Avenue  was  connected  to  the 
temporary  track  in  the  adjacent  by-pass  road  at  the  Southern 
Freeway  during  the  following  week  and  no  major  difficulty  was 
encountered . 


V.  W.  ANDERSON  REPORT  TO  PUC  -  l\. 
COMMUTER  SERVICE  -  CANDLESTICK  PARK: 


March  19,  1963 


As  previously  reported,  the  Municipal  Railway  has  made 
preparations  to  operate  service  from  the  Candlestick  Park 
parking  lot  from  7  a.m.  to  9  a.m.,  and  returning  from  downtown 
from  I4.  p.m.  to  6  p.m.,  in  the  event  of  a  strike  involving  the 
Southern  Pacific.     The  schedules  are  in  lieu  of  Line  No.  L}.0 
service  Mondays  through  Fridays,  holidays  excepted,  and  the 
regular  30^  Candlestick  Park  fare  would  be  applicable. 

The  Railway  and  its  employees  were  on  the  alert  to  furnish 
the  service  if  needed,  and  particularly  on  certain  days  when  a 
work  stoppage  seemed  imminent. 


TRANSIT  BRIEFS 

WASHI NGTON ,  D> 0 >  -  President  Kennedy  submitted  to  Congress  a  three-year  federal 
assistance  program  for  urban  transportation  providing  up  to  $500  million  in 
grants,  to  help  solve  the  public  transit  problem  in  many  metropolitan 
communities*    "Urban  mass  transportation  is  one  of  the  most  urgent  problems 
facing  the  nation",  declared  the  President*  1 

PHILADELPHIA,  PA.  -  Buses,  trolleys  and  elevated  trains  began  rolling  again 
after  final  agreement  on  a  new,  two-year  wage  contract  which  was  agreed  upon 
by  the  Philadelphia  Transportation  Company  and  union  officials,  thus  halting  a 
19-day  old  transit  strike*    As  a  consequence,  the  state  PUC  approved  the 
company's  plea  for  a  cash  fare  increase  to  25^  and  to  boost  tokens  to  a  rate  of 
three  for  70^. 

BOSTON,,  MASS.  -  A  ten-year,  $200  million  transit  improvement  plan  for  the 
Greater  Boston  area  was  announced  in  a  major  address  by  the  chief  engineer  of 
the  MTA.     The  program  is  dependent  upon  Federal  assistance, 

MEMPHIS^  TEM.  -  "Either  the  buses  will  have  to  be  speeded  up  or  a  fare  increase 
Ts  ine"v 1 1 abTe ,""  Prank  V.  Ragsdale,  President  of  the  Memphis  Transit  Authority 
stated,    "We  can't  keep  our  present  low  fares  unless  we  have  more  speed". 
System  wide,  the  average  speed  per  bus  is  about  13  miles  per  hour*     One  mile 
added  to  that  speed,  estimated  Ragsdale,  would  enable  the  buses  to  give  840s000 
more  miles  of  service  each  year  at  very  little  additional  cost* 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  -  The  Chicago  Transit  Board  reports  that  during  the  month  of 
January,*  the  Chicago  transit  system  experienced  a  6%  decline  in  passenger 
volume  resulting  in  a  deficit  of  $622,557  for  that  month* 

DALLAS,  TEX.  -  The  Dallas  Transit  Co.  lacked  $23,255  in  earning  its  authorized 
returns  in  January*     Company  officials  declared  that  losses  in  revenue  would 
have  been  greater  had  not  expenses  been  reduced  $16,759  by  eliminating  service 
when  and  where  it  was  least  patronized. 

AKRON,  0.  -  The  Akron  Transportation  Co*  recently  sent  a  proposal  to  the  city 
council  seeking  an  increase  in  the  token  rate  from  three  for  80^  to  three  for 
85^.    The  present  30^  cash  fare  and  15<zf  children's  fare  will  remain  unchanged* 

LOUISVILLE,  KY*  -  The  Louisville  Transit  Co.  has  submitted  a  proposal  to

WATER  QUALITY 

Contract  No.  WD-984  for  constructing  the  roof  over  the 
north  basin  of  University  Mound  Reservoir  is  now  more  than  45% 
completed.     The  consultants  for  designing  the  roof  and  rehabilita- 
tion of  Lombard  Reservoir  have  submitted  their  tentative  final 
plans  and  specifications  for  review  by  the  Water  Department 
staff,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  soon  be  ready  for 
advertising  for  bids,     When  these  two  projects  have  been  completed, 
all  of  the  actively  used  distribution  reservoirs  within  the  city 
will  be  covered  to  preserve  the  quality  of  the  water. 

During  the  month  of  February,  sixteen  water  main  flushing 
operations  were  performed  by  the  City  Distribution  Division  to 
clear  mains  of  sediment  and  thus  overcome  dirty  water  conditions. 

The  consultants  working  on  the  preliminary  plans  for  the 
Sunol  Treatment  Plant  for  San  Antonio  and  Calaveras  water,  are 
making  substantial  progress.     It  is  expected  that  a  report  will 
be  ready  in  June  or  July  of  this  year* 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  the  month  of  February  1963,  the  average  consumption 
of  water  throughout  the  system  was  at  the  rate  of  146.0  million 
gallons  per  day.     This  is  8.4  million  gallons  per  day  greater  than 
during  the  month  of  February  one  year  ago.     For  the  first  eight 
months  of  fiscal  year  1962-63,  the  average  consumption  was  at 
the  rate  of  179-1  million  gallons  per  day  which  is  8.5  million 
gallons  per  day  greater  than  the  same  period  of  the  previous 
fiscal  year.     It  is  estimated  that  the  average  consumption  of 
water  for  fiscal  year  1962-63  will  be  about  185  mgcl  as  compared 
to  about  175*4-  nigd  last  year. 

As  of  March  18,  1963,  there  was  a  total  of  45,690  million 
gallons  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  Reservoirs.  This 
is  74.5%  of  the  rated  capacity  of  these  Reservoirs. 
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On  March  7  the  draft  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was 
increased  to  its  present  maximum  capacity  of  approximately  160 
million  gallons  per  day  in  order  to  bring  the  local  storage  of 
water  to  the  necessary  level  to  meet  the  seasonal  increase  in 
demand*     There  has  been  no  draft  from  Calaveras  since  the  first 
few  days  in  February,  at' which  time  turbidity  necessitated' stopping 
drawing  water  from  this  source. 

Precipitation  for  the  season  to  March  18  ranges  from 
approximately  17%  above  normal  at  Pilarcitos,  our  smallest 
reservoir,  to  approximately  16%  below  normal  at  Calaveras  which 
is  the  largest  local  reservoir.     While  the  runoff  to  our  local 
reservoirs  is  substantially  below  normal,  due  to  the  distribution 
of  the  rainfall,  it  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  sufficient 
water  available  this  calendar  year,  provided  uninterrupted  capacity 
flow  can  be  maintained  in  the  main  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct. 

FINANCES 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year 
through  March  18,  1963  totaled  fill, 751 ,525. 51  which  is 
$182, 257.29  or  1.55%  less  than  collected  during  the  similar 
period  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  when  the  water  rates  were 
about  6,3%  higher  than  the  rates  now  in  effect.  Collections 
are  higher  than  was  estimated  in  the  1962-63  budget  for  this 
period . 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY 

That  portion  of  the  program  of  surveys,  to  locate  leaks 
in  the  distribution  system,  financed  by  the  1962-63  budget  is 
nearing  completion.     As  of  Njarch  9,  1963?  94-  leaks  had  been 
located,  of  which  86  have  been  repaired  by  department  personnel, 
resulting  in  an  estimated  saving  of  1,050,000  gallons  of  water 
per  day. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

Contract  No.  WD-1099  for  the  construction  of  the 
James  H.  Turner  Dam  (San  Antonio  Dam),  spillway  and  appurtenant 
works  in  Alameda  County  was  awarded  to  Peter  Kiewit  Sons  Company 
in  the  amount  of  1^,390,132  on  March  12.     This  is  11578,868  less 
than  the  estimated  cost. 

Contract  No.  WD-1063  for  clearing  the  San  Antonio  Reservoir 
and  dam  site  is  30%  complete,  and  Contract  No.  WD-1064  for  fence 
reconstruction  in  this  area  is  about  1%  complete.

Contract  Documents  for  the  construction  of  Bay  Division 
Fipeline  No.  4,  Section  B  have  "been  approved  for  advertising 
and  bids  v/ill  "be  opened  April  18,  1963,  estimated  cost  of  this 
work  is  $9,186,500. 

Bids  received  on  March  18  for  the  sale  of  ^23,000,000 
of  water  bonds  went  for  a  net  interest  cost  of  2*68%,     This  is 
a  gratifying  figure  when  compared  to  the  3»5%  assumed  in  the 
bond  issue  estimate. 

REVIEW  OF  LEGISLATION 

Out  of  approximately  3,000  bills  introduced  to  date  during 
the  1963  Session  of  the  State  Legislature  over  a  100  bills  that 
might  be  of  interest  to  the  water  Department  have  been  reviewed. 
Of  this  number,  62  bills  have  been  referred  to  the  Manager  of 
Utilities,  together  with  a  review  and  recommendation  on  each  bill 
prepared  jointly  by  the  water  Department  and  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project » 

NEW  CORPORATION  YARD 

Building  permit  for  the  New  Corporation  Yard  work  have 
been  received  since  my  last  report  to  you  on  February  26 „  The 
contractor  started  construction  work  on  February  28,  and  to  date 
has  enclosed  the  site  with  a  chain-link  fence,  accomplished  much 
of  the  grading,  constructed  piles  for  the  administration  building, 
and  is  also  working  on  the  foundation  for  the  shop  and  the  ware- 
house buildings. 

TAXES 

Review  of  the  property  assessments  for  the  year  1963 
shows  that  in  Santa  Clara  County  the  assessment  for  real  estate 
has  increased  ^86,910  with  no  change  in  improvements,  and  in 
San  Mateo  County  the  assessment  for  real  estate  was  reduced 
^7,4-4-5  with  improvements  increased  by  "45 ,4-85 . 

The  Alameda  County  Assessor's  office  has  informed  us  that 
no  changes  in  assessments  are  contemplated  other  than  those 
reflecting  property  transactions.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MARCH  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (February) t 

Air  passenger  volume  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in 
February  was  up  12.8  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  1962  month.    The  total  was 
449,040,  as  compared  with  398,604  in  February  1962. 

United  States  mail  volume  totaled  5,628,670  pounds,  a  gain  of  10.9  per 
cent,  while  air  express  increased  18.2  per  cent  to  877,888  pounds.    Air  freight 
declined  a  slight  .1  per  cent  to  10,624,045  pounds.    The  decrease  was  in 
originating  shipments. 

Aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-off s--for  the  month  totaled 
16,413,  of  which  12,057  were  scheduled  carrier,  895  by  military  aircraft,  and 
3,461  non-scheduled,  itinerant  and  locally-based  privately  or  corporately  owned 
planes.    The  scheduled  carrier  movements  increased  5.1  per  cent  over  February  1962, 
and  nearly  78  per  cent  were  by  jet-powered  aircraft. 

The  air  passenger  increase  for  the  month  again  substantially  was 
greater  than  the  industry  gain  of  4.7  per  cent,  as  indicated  by  domestic  trunk-

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  he  received  a  letter  from 
the  Town  School  mothers'  group,  requesting  information  as  to  the 
actions  taken  by  the  Municipal  Railway  relative  to  suggestions  made 
by  them  and  other  interested  parties  following  the  accidental  death 
of  young  David  Geddes.    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  he  would  consult 
with  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  V.  W.  Anderson,  and  Public 
Utilities  Counsel  William  P.  Bourne,  and  prepare  an  answer  to  the 
letter . 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  reported  on  the  results  of  the  department  budget 
hearings  before  the  Mayor.    He  informed  the  Commission  the  Water 
Department  had  requested  65  new  positions,  which  were  scaled  down 
to  21  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  out  of  the  21  the 
Mayor  only  allowed  two. 

As  far  as  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  was  concerned,   their  budget  went 
through  fairly  well,  only  one  position  being  eliminated. 

In  the  Airport  Department,  79  new  positions  were  requested;  the 
Mayor  ^ranted  58,  all  being  justified  on  the  basis  of  the  new  South 
Terminal.     The  Mayor  allowed  all  the  janitorial  positions  except 
two  top  supervisors,  and  allowed  nine  new  airport  attendant 
positions  out  of  16  requested. 

The  Municipal  Railway  budget  was  hardest  hit.     In  addition  to  cuts 
in  overtime,  16  positions  were  eliminated,  which  positions  were  in 
this  year's  budget.     The  Mayor  did  allow  two  new  positions  for  the 
training  program.    Mr.  Kirkwood  told  the  Comisission  it  was  too

HBTCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

The  April  1  snow  survey  revealed  a  much  lower  water  content  in  the  snowpack  on  the 
City's  mountain  watersheds  than  last  year  at  this  date.    Forecasts  of  runoff  based 
on  the  snow  surveys  indicate  that  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  may  fill    and  spill  but 
that  Lake  Lloyd  Reservoir  probably  will  not. 

Helicopters  were  used  this  year  for  the  first  time  by  the  department  to  transport 
personnel  to  higher  elevations  for  our  snow  surveys.    The  operations  are  being 
evaluated  to  determine  whether  use  of  this  equipment  in  the  future  is  justified. 

Power  Operations 

During  the  month  of  March s  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  ^5 > 335 > 000  kwh 
and  63,081,000  kwh9  respectively. 

During  the  past  week  a  water  wheel  was  replaced  with  a  spare  wheel  on  one  of  the 
turbines  at  Cherry  Powerhouse,    The  buckets  on  the  wheel,  in  service  since  the 
plant  was  placed  in  operation  in  August,  i960,  are  considerably  eroded  and  will  be 
reconditioned.    At  the  same  time,  Allis  Chalmers  Company,  at  no  cost  to  the  City, 
repaired  loose  generator  slot-wedges  on  both  units  at  Cherry  Powerhouse.

Cargron  Power  Tunnel 

The  contractor  is  operating  on  a  three-shift  basis  at  the  upstream  heading  of  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Adit  and  has  driven-  approximately  800  feet  of  main  tunnel  from  this 
adit.

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  the  meeting  with  the  San 
Mateo  County  officials  to  discuss  mutual  problems  would  be  held  at 
Pilarcitos  Dam  in  the  Crystal  Springs  Watershed  on  Thursday,  May  23, 
1963.    Lunch  is  scheduled  to  be  served  at  1§00  p*m. ,  with  a  tour  of 
the  watershed  commencing  at  lis 30  a.m.  for  those  who  wish  to  join  it. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  also  told  the  Commission  the  invitations  to  the  Turner 
Dam  dedication  were  in  the  mail.     The  dedication  is  set  for  May  2, 
1963,  with  ceremonies  at  the  dam  site  at  10:30  a.m.,  followed  by 
lunch  at  the  Alameda  Headquarters  at  Sunol.    Mr.  Kirkwood  indicated 
that  250  people  from  the  service  area  of  the  Water  Department  had 
been  invited  for  the  dedication.

It  was 
suggested  that  perhaps  some  other  agencies  who  were  in  a  better 
financial  position  might  be  prevailed  upon  to  undertake  some  sort 
of  arrangement  whereby  attendance  at  Candlestick  Park  might  be  made 
more  attractive  to  school  children.     The  Secretary  was  ordered  to 
prepare  a  reply  to  Supervisor  Casey's  request. 


Departmental  Report: 

Vernon  W.  Anderson,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  presented  the 
monthly  report.    He  also  indicated  that  attendance  at  the  Easter 
Sunrise  Service  was  light,  which  could  perhaps  be  attributed  to  the 
wet  weather.    He  further  found  that  the  trend  in  recent  years  has 
been  away  from  use  of  public  transportation  to  the  Saster  Sunrise 
Services  on  Mt.  Davidson. 

Mr.  Anderson  also  informed  the  Commission  that  transit  advertising 
would  be  one  of  the  subjects  discussed  at  the  Western  Regional 
Conference  of  the  American  Transit  Association,  to  be  held  at  the 
Jack  Tar  Hotel,  San  Francisco,  April  22  through  24-,  1963.  He 
extended  an  invitation  to  the  Commission  to  attend  any  or  all  of  the 
conferences  to  be  held  during  those  days. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  during  his  absence  he  had  carefully 
read  the  minutes  of  the  Commission  meetings  and  the  reports  of  the 
department  weekly  conferences. 

He  asked  O.L,  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  to  explain  the  necessity  for 
replacing  the  water  wheel  on  one  of  the  turbines  at  Cherry  Powerhouse. 
Commissioner  Greenberg  also  wanted  to  know  the  nature  of  the  erosion 
and  cause  of  the  damage  to  the  wheel.  Mr.  Moore  explained  that  the 
erosion  was  to  the  buckets  and  that  actually  the  buckets  had  been 
bent  out  of  shape  due  to  the  force  of  the  extremely  high  head.     As  a 
result  the  efficiency  of  the  turbine  was  reduced.    Mr.  Moore  stated 
that  a  standby  wheel  had  been  purchased  for  this  purpose  as  such 
erosion  had  been  contemplated.    He  further  informed  the  Commission 
that  the  Department  planned  to  replace  these  wheels  about  every 
two  years. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  as  to  the  status  of  the  plans  for 
the  airport  garage.    Mr.  Moore  explained  the  matter  would  be  on  the 
calendar  for  April  30  for  approval  and  for  advertising.    After  some 
discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  plans  would  be  available  for  the 
Commission  for  review  next  week  April  23,  and  that  they  would  be 
placed  on  the  calendar  April  30  for  approval  and  advertising. 
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Commissioner  G-reenberg  stated  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
Town  School  mothers'  group  in  reference  to  safety  procedures  on  the 
Municipal  Railway.     Mi'.  Kirkwood  stated  that  he,  too,  had  received  a 
copy  of  this  letter,  and  he  had  discussed  it  with  Mr.  Anderson  and 
would  like  to  discuss  it  with  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  P. 
Bourne  before  answering.    Commissioner  G-reenberg  approved  of  this 
procedure  and  suggested  that  the  answer  be  submitted  to  the 
President  of  the  Commission  before  being  sent. 

Commissioner  G-reenberg  then  read  a  letter  from  Carmen  Dominguez, 
attorney-at-law?  repr  senting  a  large  group  of  jitney  owners  who 
were  opposed  to  exchanging  their  present  jitney  licenses  for  permits 
to  operate  taxi  cabs  from  the  Jan  Francisco  International  Airport. 
Commissioner  G-reenberg  referred  the  letter  to  Mr.  Kirkwood  for 
information  and  for  whatever  staff  action  was  deemed  necessary.

GRAND  JURY  COMMITTEE: 


April  16,  1963 


A  Grand  Jury  Committee,  including  Mr.  James  J.  Donohue, 
Mr.  Otto  P.  Weber,  Mr.  William  C.  Williams,  and  Mr.  Harry  G. 
Sweet,  visited  the  Municipal  Railway  office  on  April  [j.  for  an 
informal  discussion  with  management.     They  indicated  that  they 
considered  the  discussion  interesting  and  worthwhile. 

MANPOWER : 

During  the  early  part  of  1963  there  was  a  shortage  of  over 
100  platform  men.    The  last  monthly  report  showed  a  shortage  of 
85? ,     Efforts  in  recruitment  and  training  have  continued  and  the 
shortage  has  now  been  reduced  to  63,  indicating  a  considerable 
improvement. 

ACCIDENT  REDUCTION; 

Accident  statistics  for  February,  1963,  indicate  there  has 
been  a  slight  reduction  in  traffic  accidents  as  compared  with 
February,  1962;  and  totals  for  the  first  two  months  in  1963  indi- 
cate an  improvement  as  compared  with  last  year. 

ST.  PATRICK'S  DAY  PARADE: 

Sunday,  March  17,  was  a  clear  day  which  brought  out  a  very 
large  crowd.    The  parade  was  a  little  longer  than  last  year*s. 

In  accordance  with  regular  procedure  for  Market  St.  parades, 
streetcars  were  switched  back  at  11th  &  Market,  with  substitute 
motor  coach  shuttle  service  being  provided  via  Mission.

SHRINERS 1  PARADE; 

On  March  28,  the  Shriners 1  Parade  was  held.     It  formed  on 
Fifth  between  Market  and  Mission,  and  proceeded  along  Market  from 
Fifth  to  McAllister,  thence  via  McAllister  and  Polk  to  Grove. 
Transit  service  was  disrupted  from  9:15>  a.m.  to  10  :5>5  a.m. 

The  holding  of  this  parade  on  a  weekday  marks  a  departure 
from  past  policy  which  had  been  in  effect  over  a  period  of  years. 
Weekday  daytime  parades  had  not  been  permitted  on  Market  Street 
due  to  interference  with  traffic  and  transit. 

Following  such  disruption  to  schedules,  it  requires  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  time  to  resume  normal  operation  and  involves 
an  adverse  effect  on  users  of  transit  service.

In  accordance  with  past  practice  the  Municipal  Railway  pro- 
vided special  service  for  Easter  Sunday  devotions  at  Mt.  Davidson. 

Newspapers  carried  a  summary  of  the  trips  provided  on  various 
lines  connecting  with  line  No.  10.     Special  trips  were  operated 
via  a  portion  of  line  No.  10  from  Forest  Hill  Station  to 
Mt.  Davidson  trail.

CANDLESTICK  PARK: 

Arrangements  for  Ball  Park  service  are  included  in  revised 
schedules  for  the  signup  which  took  effect  April  7,  1963.  The 
arrangement  as  to  routing  is  similar  to  that  used  heretofore. 
Flexibility  is  permitted  through  designating  "A",  "B",  and  "C" 
schedules  for  use  in  accordance  with  the  variance  in  attendance 
at  the  baseball  games.

PITTSBURGH.  PA.  -  Plans  for  construction  of  a  17-mile  rapid  transit 
system  at  a  cost  of  9^  million  were  recommended  In  a  comprehensive 
one  billion  master  transportation  plan  for  the  Greater  Pittsburgh 
area  by  1980.    The  17-year  regional  transportation  plan  costing  1,3 
million  was  outlined  for  federal,  state  and  local  officials.. 

NEW  HAVEN .  CONN.  -  The  Connecticut  Company  will  raise  its  cash  fare  in 
New  Haven  by  five  cents  to  3°  cents,  and  studerfc  fares  from  15  to  20 
cents. 

ST.  LOUIS.  MO.  -  New  public  ownership  of  mass  transit  facilities 
throughout  Metropolitan  St.  Louis  in  Missouri  and  Illinois  was 
observed  recently  when  the  physical  properties  of  the  15  privately 
owned  transit  companies  serving  the  area  were  acquired  by  the  3i-State 
Agency.     Over  23  million  dollars  was  involved  in  the  transaction. 

PITTSBURGH,  PA.  -  Deere  Bros,  bus  line,  of  this  city,  has  asked  the 
State  Public  Utility  Commission  for  permission  to  drop  a  special 
shoppers  fare  —  a  nickel  below  the  regular  one-way  charge  between 
9 *.3°  a.m.  and  2:30  p.m.  —  because  it  has  caused  "considerable 
irritation"  since  its  inception  in  I96I. 

NEW  YORK,  N.Y.  -  Fifth  Avenue  Coach  Lines,  Inc.,  reported  a  net  loss 
of  $9^9,155  for  the  year  1962,  compared  with  a  net  loss  of  §596,052. 
for  the  previous  year. 

WASHINGTON.  D.C.  -  The  Senate  approved  and  sent  to  the  House  several 
days  ago,  President  Kennedy's  three-year  Federal  Assistance  Program 
for  urban  transportation  providing  750  million  in  grants  and  guar- 
anteed loans  to  help  local  and  state  governments  plan,  Improve  or 
build  mass  transit  systems.     The  overall  spending  limits  for  grants 
have  been  trimmed,  however,  from  the  original  $500  million  proposed 
by  the  Administration  to  375  million.

The  transit  strike  had  a 
catastrophic  effect  on  retail  store  sales  dropping  33%  during  the 
first  week,  k5%  by  the  third  with  the  possibility  of  department 
stores  closing  if  the  strike  continued. 

LOS  ANGELES.  CALIF.  -  A  civic  parade  marked  the  last  runs  of  this 
city's  163  streetcars  and  89  trolley  coaches  destined  for  their 
final  two  weeks  of  service  for  area  commuters.     Three  hundred  new 
motor  coaches  go  into  service  on  five  streetcar  lines  and  two  trolley 
coach  lines.

In  reference  to  Calendar  Item  30,  the  matter  of  consideration  of 
the  request  of  Fielder,  Sorensen  and  Davis,  transit  advertisers,  to 
permit  political  advertising  on  Municipal  Railway  vehicles,  Mr. 
Kirkwood  introduced  the  subject  and  expressed  his  own  personal 
reservations  relative  to  the  desirability  of  political  advertising 
on  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Commissioner  Gpeenberg  then  called  upon  Mr.  E.  B.  S0rensen  of 
Fielder,  Sorensen  and  Davis,  who  explained  the  position  of  the 
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transit  advertising  contractor.    He  reminded  the  Commission  he  had 
sent  a  report  of  a  public  opinion  survey  to  the  Commission,  and 
presented  his  arguments  in  favor  of  permitting  political  advertising 
on  Municipal  Railway  vehicles.     He  pointed  out  that  there  are  only 
three  major  cities — San  Francisco,  Detroit  and  Los  Angeles — that  do 
not  accept  political  advertising. 

Mr.  Sorensen  then  presented  a  list  of  proposed  rules  for  the  control 
of  political  advertising.     He  estimated  that  the  income  from 
political  advertising  in  San  Francisco  could  average  $40,000  to 
$50,000  a  year,  of  which  the  Municipal  Railway  would  get  51  per  cent. 

The  Commission  expressed  some  concern  with  the  rules  as  submitted  by 
Mr.  Sorensen  and  then,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Sorensen,  heard  from 
Mr.  Harold  Hears,  President  of  the  National  Transit  Advertising 
Association,  500  -  5th  Avenue,  New  York.    He  pointed  out  that  in 
his  opinion,  since  all  other  advertising  media  in  the  area  are  per- 
mitted to  sell  political  advertising  space,  transit  advertising  was 
being  discriminated  against  inasmuch  as  they  were  not  allowed  to 
sell  such  space. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  on  the  matter,  Commissioner  Simon  moved 
that  the  request  of  Fielder,  Sorensen  and  Davis  be  rejected. 
Commissioner  Greenberg  seconded  the  motion.     Commissioners  Greenberg 
and  Simon  voting  "aye,"  and  Commissioners  White  and  Stack  voting  "no," 
the  motion  for  rejection  of  the  request  failed  to  carry. 

After  some  further  discussion,  Commissioner  White  moved  that  the 
matter  be  put  over  two  weeks  for  the  purpose  of  discussion  and  recon- 
sideration.   Commissioner  Stack  seconded  the  motion.  Commissioners 
White  and  Stack  voting  "aye,"  and  Commissioners  G-reenberg  and  Simon 
voting  "no,"  the  motion  to  put  over  failed  to  carry. 

Commissioner  Stack  said  he  would  review  all  the  material  on  this 
matter  and  two  weeks  hence  if  he  was  convinced  that  the  matter  should 
be  placed  on  the  calendar  he  would  ask  the  secretary  to  reschedule  it. 


Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items ; 


In  reference  to  the  disposition  of  the  Oakland  adequacy  of  service 
matter  by  John  W.  Dregge  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  Mr. 
Kirkwood  stated  it  was  his  reaction,  as  well  as  Airport  Manager 
Belford  Brown!s,  that  it  was  a  very  helpful  resolution  of  the  entire 
problem  from  San  Francisco's  point  of  view. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  informed  the  Commission  that  Thomas  W.  McGrath, 
president.  Carmen's  Union  Local  1300  AFL,  had  called  at  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  office  in  protest  of  the  two  attacks  upon 
Municipal  Railway  operators  on  the  #51  and  #35  lines  and  stated 
that  he  would  be  forced  to  take  drastic  action  unless  such  attacks 
ceased.

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the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors ,  and  there  was  no 
necessity  for  going  hack  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  this  time 
for  further  approval • 

Mr.  Moore  stated  the  matter  of  final  approval  and  authorization  for 
advertising  for  bid  calls  would  be  before  the  Commission  at  next 
week's  meeting.     Mr.  Moore  also  pointed  out  that  there  would  be 
several  alternates  contained  in  the  proposal  for  the  construction 
of  the  garage .

WATER  QUALITY 

The  heavy  storms  late  in  March  caused  turbid  water  condi- 
tions first  detected  at  Moccasin  Power  House  at  8:00  a.m.  on 
March  28.    As  Calaveras  Reservoir  water  was  also  turbid,  the  de- 
partment's efforts  had  to  be  directed  toward  minimizing  the  ad- 
verse effects  of  the  turbid  water  on  Hayward,  Fremont,  Milpitas , 
Sunnyvale,  Mountain  View,  Palo  Alto,  Atherton,  Redwood  City, 
San  Carlos  and  Belmont.    The  turbid  water  reached  Tesla  Portal 
at  about  3:00  a.m.,  March  29,  where  the  dosage  of  chlorine  was 
increased  to  take  care  of  the  increased  chlorine  demand.    All  of 
the  consumers  along  the  Bay  Crossing  Pipelines  were  alerted  to 
the  condition  and  instructed  to  draw  as  little  water  as  possible 
from  our  pipelines  during  the  time  this  slug  of  turbid  water  was 
expected  to  be  passing  their  respective  positions.    The  proposed 
Calaveras-San  Antonio  water  treatment  plant,  for  which  funds  for 
the  first  stage  construction  have  been  requested  in  the  1963-64 
budget,  will  provide  an  effective  solution  for  this  type  of 
problem. 

Bacteriological  samples  taken  during  the  latter  part  of 
March  and  in  April  indicate  that  water  from  San  Andreas  Reservoir, 
and  to  a  lesser  degree  from  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir,  will  not 
entirely  conform  to  drinking  water  standards  even  though  the  water 
has  been  heavily  chlorinated.    The  California  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  are 
cooperating  with  the  City  In  finding  a  solution  to  this  problem. 
Recent  samples  show  that  conditions  are  improving.    The  fact  that 
these  reservoirs  and  watershed  areas  are  effectively  protected 
from  human  contamination  renders  the  presence  of  organisms  patho- 
genic to  humans  highly  improbable. 

During  the  month  there  were  twenty- two  water  main  flush- 
ing operations  carried  out  to  overcome  dirty  water  conditions. 
These  "spot"  flushings  have  been  in  addition  to  the  continuing 
program  of  progressively  flushing  all  of  the  mains  within  the 
various  areas  of  the  City, 
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WATER  CONDITIONS 

Precipitation  for  the  season  has  been  materially  increased 
by  late  rains  that  have  continued  through  April  18.     All  ten  of 
the  rain  gauging  stations  operated  by  the  department  have  recorded 
precipitation  above  normal.     Although  the  scattered  storms  did 
not  produce  as  much  runoff  into  storage  as  was  produced  last  year 
by  less  precipitation.,  total  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula 
Reservoirs  as  of  April  18  was  54,702  million  gallons  which  is  83*2% 
of  the  combined  rated  capacities, 

The  draft  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  has  been  continued 
at  its  present  maximum  capacity  of  approximately  160  million  gallons 
per  day  and  water  from  the  Sunol  Filter  beds  is  being  pumped  into 
the  system  at  the  rate  of  12  to  23  ra-gd,     A  total  of  540,7  million 
gallcns  have  been  pumped  into  storage  from  this  source  through 
April  11. 

The  average  consumption  of  water  throughout  the  system  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  fiscal  year  1962-6$  was  at  the  rate  of 
175*7  million  gallons  per  day,  which  is  8*3  million  gallons  per  day 
greater  than  for    the  same  period  of  the  previous  year.     It  appears 
that  for  fiscal  year  1962-63  the  average  use  will  be  about  184  mgd. 

FINANCES: 

Revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  first  nine  months  of 
fiscal  year  1962-63  was  $12,092,663  which  is  $186, 360  greater  than 
the  budget  estimate  for  this  period. 

WASTE  WATER  SURVEY: 

The  program  financed  from  the  1962-63  budget,  of  surveying 
140.7  miles  of  City  mains  for  leaks  is  now  completed.     A  total  of 
99  leaks  were  reported  and  all  have  been  repaired  by  department's 
personnel,  with  an  estimated  savings  of  1,190,000  gallons  of  water 
per  day.     This  contractor  is  now  conducting  Loss  of  Head  Tests 
on  various  selected  mains  within  the  system  to  determine  the  need 
for  rehabilitation  by  mortar  lining  or  replacement  of  older  mains 
in  poor  condition.     This  portion  of  the  program  is  expected  to 
be  finished  this  month. 

REVIEW  OF  LEGISLATION: 

Out  of  approximately  3}660  bills,  introduced  up  to  April  16, 
during  the  1963  session  of  the  State  Legislature  more  than  200 
bills  have  been  studied  and  110  reviews  with  recommended  action 
have  been  made  by  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  composed  of 
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personnel  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  Water  Department,  and  the 
City  Attorney's  office, 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

Bids  were  opened  April  18  for  the  construction  of  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  Noc  4,  Section  B*     The  low  bid  was  for 
$6,285*030.12  submitted  by  Consolidated  Western  Steel  Division 
of  United  States  Steel  Corporation.     This  bid  is  $2,901,470  or 
$1.6%  lower  than  the  estimated  cost  of  $9*186,500,  due  to  the 
extremely  competitive  bidding.     The  savings  in  bond  interest  and 
redemption  that  will  result  from  this  and  other  favorable  bids 
received  on  Water  Bond  Projects,  will  enable  the  tunnel  and  pipe 
connecting  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  directly  to  the  pipelines 
bringing  water  to  San  Francisco  to  be  constructed  at  a  much 
earlier  date,  say  starting  constructing  in  about  December  1964 
rather  than  November  1967  as  was  contemplated  in  the  preliminary 
scheduling  of  the  Water  Improvement  Bond  Projects.  Financial 
feasibility  of  the  earlier  scheduling,  as  well  as  the  actual 
survey,  plans  and  specifications  will  be  expedited „ 

The  official  starting  date  of  the  contract  for  construction 
of  the  James  H.  'Aimer  Dam  (San  Antonio  Dam)  was  April  22.  A 
dedication  ceremony  is  planned  for  May  2  at  the  dam  site.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  22,880  -  finding  and  declaring  that 
the  objections  made  by  Executone  Co.  of  Northern  California,  Inc., 
relative  to  the  award  of  Airport  Department  Contract  No.  342,  South 
Terminal  Automatic  Flight  Announcer  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  as  contained  in  its  letter  of  April  18,  1963,  addressed  to 
the  Controller,  are  without  substance  or  merit;  and  requesting  the 
Controller  to  certify  Airport  Department  Contract  No.  342  as 
awarded  by  this  Commission  by  its  Resolution  No.  22,  731    on  March  12, 
I963  -  discussion  was  opened  by  Mr.  Kirkwood,  who,  after  indicating 
to  the  Commission  that  the  letter  anfl  resolution  had  been  sent  to 
them  Friday  with  the  calendar,  called  upon  Public  Utilities  Counsel 
William  F.  Bourne  to  explain  what  had  transpired  since  the  award  of 
the  contract  to  Communication  Systems,  Inc. 

Mr.  Bourne  explained  that  the  Commission  had  in  hand  a  copy  of  a 
letter  sent  to  the  Controller  by  Executone  Co.  of  Northern  California, 
Inc.,  which  letter  was  the  result  of  conversations  which  the  Con- 
troller, Harry  D.  Ross,  had  had  with  representatives  of  Executone 
relative  to  this  contract.    At  the  Controller's  request,  Executone 
reduced  its  objections  to  writing.    The  objections  were  reviewed  by 
the  City  Attorney Ts  Office  and  the  Controller.     The  resolution  which 
was  before  the  Commission  was  drawn  by  the  City  Attorney;  and  the 
Controller  indicated  that  upon  the  Commission's  adoption  of  the 
resolution  he  would  certify  the  contract. 

Executone  Co.  of  Northern  California,  Inc.  was  represented  by 
Tom  Northen,  Secretary~Treasurer,  and  Melvin  Grillman,  Sales  Manager, 
who  questioned  the  right  of  the  Commission  to  award  Airport  Depart- 
ment Contract  N0»  342  to  Communication  Systems,  Inc.,  and  Mr.

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client  was  ready,  willing  and  able  to  provide  and  install  the 
identical  equipment  that  was  called  for  in  the  specifications  under 
Airport  Department  Contract  No.  342. 

At  this  point  the  Commission  discussed  various  points  concerning  the 
proposed  resolution  and  asked  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  to  confirm  that  the 
material  to  "be  supplied  by  Communication  Systems,  Inc.  was  the 
material  called  for  in  the  specifications  and  that  in  his  opinion 
the  company  was  qualified  to  supply  and  install  said  equipment. 
Mr.  Moore  reminded  the  Commission  that  it  was  on  this  basis  that 
Communication  Systems  had  been  awarded  the  contract  for  the  South 
Terminal  Building  public  address  system  and  in  his  opinion  they  were 
qualified  to  do  the  work  specified  in  Contract  N0.  342,  the  South 
Terminal  Automatic  Plight  Announcer. 

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  I -terns : 


Commissioner  G-reenberg  stated  that  he  would  like  to  call  everyone's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  delay  in  the  award  of  the  Purchaser's 
bid  for  the  construction  and  installation  of  turbines  for  the 
Canyon  P0werhouse  was  costing  the  City  $62,000  a  week. 

Commissioner  Gpeenberg  stated  that  the  altercation  between  the  two 
suppliers;  namely,  Allis-Chalmers  and  Pelt on  Division  of  Baldwin- 
Lima  -Hamilton;  was  extremely  harmful  and  unfair  to  the  Oity  and 
County  of  San  Franc isco.     In  his  opinion  the  lawyers  for  the  cor- 
porations   were  dilly-dallying  and  making  a  guinea  pig  out  of  San 
Francisco  in  order  to  get  at  the  legal  application  of  certain  state 
laws  and  federal  treaties. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  he  felt  the  (Jity  Attorney's  Office  was 
remiss  in  not  forcing  the  issue  so  that  the  work  might  be  moved 
along*    He  instructed  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  to  devote  all 
his  efforts  during  the  coming  week  t,o  find  a  solution  to  this  pro- 
blem and  to  bring  it  back  to  the  Commission  at  next  week's  meeting. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  he  had  in  hand  Allis-Chalmers'  proposed 
findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law,  that  he  was  working  on 
amendments  to  the  findings  and  conclusions,  and  that  judgment  would 
be  rendered  following  the  settlement  by  the  trial  judge  of  the 
findings  and  conclusions.    Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  Judge  Arnold's 
decision  was  upheld  by  the  Appellate  Court,  and  pursuant  to  thai- 
judgment  he  has  every  reason  to  believe  Qity  will  be  directed  to  put 
the  matter  out  for  bid  again. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  White  as  to  the  lack  of 
posting  of  bond  by  Allis-Chalmers  in  the  suit,  Mr.  Bourne  explained 
that  the  essence  of  this  suit  was  not  injunction,  but  was  mandate, 
and  that  a  bond  was  not  available  to  City.    He  explained  that  the 
relief  sought  by  Allis-Chalmers  was  denied  by  the  trial  court,  and 
that  the  court's  determination  to  enjoin  the  City  from  making  any 
award  on  this  proposal  was  after  the  court,  on  its  own  initiative, 
found  our  bid  proposal  to  be  defective.    Allis-Chalmers  had  never 
sought  such  a  holding  and  judgment.    He  assured  the  Commission  that 
if  a  bond  were  procurable  from  Allis-Chalmers  under  these  circum- 
stances, he  certainly  would  have  asked  for  one?  but  Allis-Chalmers 
was  not,  in  such  circumstances,  amenable  to  bond. 

Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  the  .court  held  the  bid  call  to  be 
illegal,  in  that  the  "Place  of  Manufacture"  provision  of  said  bid 
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call  did  not  apprise  bidders  of  the  precise  terms,  conditions  and 
specifications  of  the  proposal  -  and ves  violative   of  the  General 
Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade.     This  issue  was  not  raised  by  any 
litigant, 

Mr.  Bourne    assured  the  Commission  the  City  Attorney's  Office  was 
doing  everything  within  its  power  to  expedite  a  conclusion  of  this 
matter. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  reiterated  that  there  had  been  enough  dilly- 
dallying and  wanted  a  full  answer  as  to  the  method  to  proceed*  He 
said  he  did  not  intend  that  San  Francisco  be  a  guinea  pig  for  any 
litigating  firms,  and  demanded  and  insisted,  and  hoped  for  a  suitable 
answer  from  the  City  Attorney  by  next  Tuesday. 


Departmental  Report; 

Mr.  F.  V.  Philpot,  Senior  CjVil  Engineer,  presented  the  Airport 
Department  monthly  report. 


Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  White  reported  on  the  annual  election  of  officers  and 
trsutees  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Committee  at  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport,  held  last  Wednesday.    The  same  slate  of  officers 
was  reelected,  with  the  exception  of  W.  R.  Thigpen  of  United  Air 
Lines  who  had  been  transferred  temporarily  to  their  Chicago  head- 
quarters.    Because  of  the  cooperation  of  the  airlines  with  Ted 
Huggins,  Director  of  the  Sound  Abatement  Center,  the  complaints 
have  reached  a  minimum.     Complaints  during  the  month  of  March  were 
nine  in  number,  seven  of  them  being  from  one  person.     The  airlines 
have  exercised  extremely  good  control  over  the  run-ups  and  there  are 
no  more  training  flights  out  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  White  complimented  Ben  Gaines  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Service  on  the  terrific  job  he  has  done  in  meeting  with  the  informing 
various  citizen  groups  on  the  Peninsula. 

The  Commission  thanked  Commissioner  White  for  a  job  well  done  and 
complimented  him  for  his  fine  participation  on  the  Airport  Noise 
Abatement  Committee.

Report  of  the  General  Manager,  Airport  Department  May  7,  1963 

to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  APRIL  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (March) : 

Total  air  passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  the 
month  numbered  512,548,  a  12,8  per  cent  gain  over  March  of  1962.    The  increase 
reported  nationally,  as  reflected  in  revenue  passenger  miles  flown  by  domestic 
carriers  was  6,6  per  cent. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  half-million  mark  in  passenger  volume  was 
not  reached  until  May  of  last  year,  and  only  in  August  of  1961  was  that  total 
reached. 

The  passenger  total  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  calendar  year  was  more 
than  11  per  cent  above  the  figure  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1962. 

In  other  traffic  categories,  mail  transported  by  air  through  SFIA 
totaled  6,443,271  pounds,  up  6.5  per  cent  from  March  of  1962;  the  air  express 
total  of  965,170  pounds  was  a  gain  of  5.4  per  cent,  and  the  air  freight  volume  of 
11,836,400  pounds  was  .6  per  cent  under  the  March  1962  total. 

Scheduled  air  carrier  movements— landings  and  take-offs— were  3.8  per 
cent  more  than  in  March  1961,  an  indication  that  our  airline  tenants  are  enjoying 
an  improved  load  factor  inasmuch  as  the  passenger  volume  increase  was  12,8  per 
cent. 

Total  aircraft  movements  were  18,938,  of  which  13,218  were  by 
scheduled  carrier,  1,083  military,  and  4,637  non-scheduled  carrier,  itinerant 
and  locally-based  privately  or  corporately  owned  aircraft. 


Correction 

The  449,040  passenger  total  for  the  month  of  February,  as  submitted  in 
last  month's  report,  has  been  modified  to  445,511,  and  the  percentage  increase 
changed  from  12.6  per  cent  to  11.8  per  cent.    This  is  due  to  a  revision  in  air 
carrier  figures  submitted  subsequent  to  that  report. 
Parking; 

Public  Parking  capacity  was  exceeded  at  various  intervals  each  weekend 
during  the  month,  and  on  several  mid-week  days,  with  as  many  as  700  automobiles 
being  diverted  during  those  periods  to  non-revenue  areas  provided  to  accommodate 
the  overflow. 
Grand  Jury: 

The  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Grand  Jury 
made  a  visit  to  the  Airport,  and  the  group  was  given  a  tour  of  inspection  and 
briefed  on  current  and  future  plans  for  expansion.    The  members  evinced  a  deep 
interest  in  our  operations. 
FAA  Meeting: 

The  Airport  General  Manager  attended  a  regional  meeting  called  by  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  in  Los  Angeles  on  airport  problems  resulting  from  jet 
aircraft  noise.    Also,  as  President  of  the  Airport  Operators  Council  he  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Spring  Conference  in  Washington,  D.C., 
accompanied  by  Utilities  Manager  Robert  C.  Kirkwood, 
Post  Office; 

Negotiations  with  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department  for  a  lease  are  in  the 
final  stage  covering  a  5 -acre  Airport  land  parcel  as  the  site  for  a  mail-handling 
facility  to  cost  an  estimated  $1,500,000  or  more.

HETCH  HETCHY"  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

As  a  result  of  above-normal  precipitation  during  the  month  of  April,  the  sncwpack 
on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  has  increased  considerably  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  all  of  the  City's  mountain  reservoirs  will  fill  and  spill.    The  snow-melt 
runoff  has  started  and  a  schedule  of  water  releases  has  been  developed  in  coopera- 
tion with  nodes to  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  whereby  there  will  be  maximum 
utilization  of  the  available  water. 

Power  Operations 

During  the  month  of  April,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  37 s 575s 000  kwh 
and  58,278,000  kwh,  respectively. 

Because  of  the  improved  water  conditions  in  the  mountain  watershed,  assignment  to 
City  of  the  contract  between  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Hercules 
Powder  Company  for  electric  service  to  the  Hercules  plant  northeast  of  Richmond, 
was  made  effective  May  1,  1963*    Addition  of  this  load  will  enable  the  City  to 
utilize  for  generation  water  which  would  otherwise  spill  over  Cherry  Dam  without 
passing  through  Cherry  Powerhouse*    It  is  estimated  that  under  this  assignment, 
revenue  from  power  will  amount  to  approximately  $65,000  per  month,  after  accounting 
for  charges  paid  to  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  for  transporting  the  City's 
power  over  Company's  transmission  system  to  the  new  customer. 


) 

During  the  past  month,  a  set  of  six  new  needle  tips  and  seat  rings  was 
installed  on  the  nozzles  of  one  of  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  turbines.    The  worn 
and  eroded  parts  thus  replaced  will  be  reconditioned  for  future  use. 

Moccasin  Powerhouse 

The  interim  engineering  report  for  the  proposed  modernization  and  reconstruction 
of  Moccasin  Powerhouse  has  been  received  from  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and  Associates, 
Inc.    Preliminary  conclusions  indicate  that  a  complete  new  plant  utilizing 
the  existing  penstocks  to  replace  the  present  plant  will  be  the  most  economical 
solution. 

Alterations  to  Caretaker's  Cottage  at  Tesla  Portal 

One  bid  was  received  on  May  9?  19&3  £°r  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  366, 
Alterations  to  Caretaker's  Cottage  at  Tesla  Portal,  in  the  amount  of  $4,660, 
submitted  by  Roy  Madsen  Construction  Company,  San  Francisco.    Award  was  recommended 
to  the  low  bidder. 

Legislation 

This  department,  in  conjunction  with  the  Water  Department  and  the  City  Attorney8 s 
office,  has  been  analyzing  water  legislation  introduced  during  the  current  session 
of  the  State  Legislature.    To  date,  120  bills  pertaining  to  water  and  power  have 
been  analyzed.    Joint  recommendations  relative  to  the  City's  position  on  these 
bills  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities  for  referral  to  the 
Mayor's  Legislation  Council  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

On  April  15s  1963*  the  contractor  "holed-out"  at  the  downstream  portal  of  the 
tunnel  above  Early  Intake,    To  date,  approximately  26,000  linear  feet  of  the  main 
tunnel  have  been  driven.    The  contractor  is  continuing  to  drive  at  the  upstream 
heading  of  North  i fountain  Adit  and  in  both  directions  at  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Adit. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  contractor  will  be  ready  to  "hole-out"  at  the  Tuolumne 
River  crossing  below  0° Shaughnessy  Dam  about  Hay  2k*    Work  is  continuing  on  the 
access  road  to  the  0' Shaughnessy  Dam  diversion  tunnel,  and  on  excavation  for  the 
access  shaft,  river  channel  surge  shaft  and  tunnel  drain  at  downstream  portal. 

Canyon  Tunnel  Drain  Line 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  Canyon  Tunnel  drain  line  at  the  downstream  portal 
are  being  reviewed  after  receipt  of  preliminary  copies  from  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and 
Associates,  Inc.,  design  consultants  for  the  project. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE JffO.  3 

Section  D-l  (Delta-Ifendota  Canal  to  Tesla  Portal) 

Work  is  continuing  on  backfilling  of  trenches  and  construction  of  concrete 
structures  for  valve  and  manhole  boxes.    Preparations  were  completed  for  the 
field  hydrostatic  test  of  the  third  test  section  which  is  approximately  7,000 
feet  long. 

Section  D-2  (Delta-IIendota  Canal  to  San  Joaquin  River) 

Grouting  has  been  completed  on  the  section  of  pipeline  constructed  with  steel 
tunnel  lining  underneath  State  Highway  33*  The  last  test  section  of  the  line 
is  being  prepared  for  the  field  hydrostatic  test. 
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AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AMD  CONSTRUCT  ION 
South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers 

Plastering,  plumbing,  electrical,  ventilation,  tiling,  marblecrete  wall,  panel 
and  miscellaneous  work  is  continuing.    Elevators  and  conveyors  are  being  installed. 
Work  was  started  on  the  installation  of  the  baggage  carousels  in  the  ground  level 
areas.    The  new  electrical  substation  in  the  building  was  placed  in  service  and  is 
performing  satisfactorily.    Approximately  85  percent  of  the  work  is  now  completed. 

Elevated  Road  and  Ramps 

The  contractor  continues  to  form  and  place  concrete  for  columns,  beams,  deck  slabs 
and  walls.    Work  is  also  progressing  on  the  installation  of  the  precast  concrete 
railing  for  the  elevated  roadway.    It  is  anticipated  that  half  of  the  width  of 
the  upper  level  road  will  be  open  to  traffic  by  the  latter  part  of  June. 

Ground  Level  Road  -  South  Terminal 

Work  continues  on  the  construction  of  sewer  and  water  lines,  and  electrical  duct 
in  front  of  South  Terminal  Building.    Excavation  for  the  sewage  pumping  manhole 
was  completed  and  concrete  placed  for  the  portion  of  manhole  below  the  pump 
base  platform. 

Pavement  and  Facilities  for  South  Terminal  Apron 

The  contractor  performed  limited  work  this  period  due  to  wet  ground*    A  portion 
of  the  concrete  apron  parallel  to  Concourses  F  and  G  was  placed.

South  Terminal  Furniture 

A  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  from  the  Purchasing  and  Airport 
Departments  to  set  up  standards  and  procedures  for  the  purchase  of  furniture 
for  the  new  South  Terminal.

Construction  of  curbs,  gutters,  and  sidewalks  continues.    Work  during  this 
period  was  limited  due  to  wet  ground  conditions.

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  on  the  matter  of  increased  assessment  made  "by 
the  San  Mateo  County  Assessor  on  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  property.     The  assessment  of  the  Airport's  property  has  "been 
increased  from  $1,189,000  to  $3,916,000  which  would  indicate  that 
the  tax  bill  will  jump  from  $93,340  to  $305,797. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  an  appraiser  hired  through  the  Director  of 
Property  had  reported  that  a  minor  increase  of  perhaps  ten  per  cent 
over  last  year!s  assessment  would  have  reflected  a  proper  valuation. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  said  we  will  have  to  assume  that  this  would  be  an 
appeal  matter  for  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  since  there  is  no 
direct  appeal  to  the  San  Mateo  Board  of  Supervisors  under  the  law. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  pointed  out  the  possibilities  for  increased  assessment 
and  higher  taxes  on  watershed  land  on  the  Peninsula  in  subsequent 
years.    He  cautioned  against  getting  into  any  unnecessary  argument 
with  any  of  the  local  authorities  involved  in  assessing  and  taxing 
Utility  lands  on  the  Peninsula. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  advised  the  Commission  that  staff  is  working  with  the 
Director  of  Property  and  the  City  Attorney's  Office  on  this  matter, 
and  may  have  to  come  back  for  funds  to  hire  appraisers,  etc.

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  reported  that  he  did  not 
expect  a  judgment  from  Judge  Arnold  on  the  Canyon  turbine  case 
until  next  Monday. 

He  did  state  that  he  had  received  notice  from  Judge  Arnold's  clerk 
that  Judge  Arnold  had  rendered  judgment  on  City's  demurrer  and 
motion  to  strike  in  the  case  of  Field  v.  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  the  airport  noise  suits.    The  rulings  that  Judge  Arnold 
me.de,  Mr.  Bourne  considered  to  be  extremely  favorable  to  City's 
legal  position  in  this  matter. 
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Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  Dane  Sorensen  of  Fielder, 
Sorensen  &  Davis  had  requested  the  matter  of  a  contribution  "by  the 
Municipal  Railway  tp  the  national  promotion  of  transit  advertising 
be  taken  off  calendar. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Stack,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon, 
the  Commission  unanimously  voted  to  take  the  matter  off  calendar. 


Mr.  Kirkwood  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  list  of  com-

mission . 


Roll  Call? 

Commissioner  Greenberg  reported  on  his  trip  to  Hetch  Hetchy  and 
stated  that  he  and  the  Mayor's  party  had  inspected  the  tunnel.  The 
job  is  50  per  cent  completed,  10  per  cent  ahead  of  schedule;  and 
the  Mayor  was  impressed.     Commissioner  G-reenberg  remarked  that  it 
was  a  shame  the  turbines  would  not  be  in  operation  when  the  tunnel 
is  completed. 

Mr.  Bourne  at  this  point  called  the  Commission's  attention  to  two 
articles  which  were  published  in  The  Wall  Street_  Jojurnaj.  with  regard 
to  a  conference  on  GATT  presently  meeting  in  Geneva,  Switzerland  , 
in  wjiich  fifty  nations  were  participating.    Mr.  Bourne  pointed  cut 
that  the  international  political  problems  certainly  would  influence 
any  determinations  to  be  made  in  the  turbine  matter. 

Commissioner  White  informed  the  Commission  there  were  two  bills  now 
before  the  State  legislature  covering  the  same  subject,  and  that  it 
seemed,  from  the  Committee  hearings,  no  one  can  reach  an  agreement 
in  reference  to  the  Buy  American  policy.

TRANSIT  BRIEFS 


TORONTO ,  CANADA  -  Fare  increases  affecting  adult  and  student  ticket 
and  token  rates  went  into  effect  last  week  and  plans  for  a  far- 
reaching  program  of  new  and  improved  service  were  announced  by  the 
Toronto  Transit  Commission.     Under  the  revised  fare  structure  the 
adult  single-zone  ticket  or  token  rate  was  hiked  from  seven  for  a 
dollar  to  six  for  a  dollar  the  "two  for  30  cents  rate"  boosted  to 
two  for  35  cents.    Cash  fare  remains  at  20  cents. 

BALTIMORE .  MP.  -  The  Baltimore  Transit  Company  raised  the  price  of 
its  "baseball  special"  express  bus  service  last  week  by  15  cents 
to  50  cents  one-way,  following  authorization  of  the  boost  by  the 
Metropolitan  Transit  Authority.     It  was  stated  that  the  company  had 
been  losing  $9,000  a  year  on  the  special  express  runs  to  the  Orioles' 
games  at  Memorial  Stadium  under  the  former  35  cent  fare. 

SAN  FRANCISCO ,  CALIF.   -  In  his  recent  address  to  the  ATA  Western 
Regional  Conference,  John  C.  Baine,  President  of  the  ATA  declared 

a  "  general  break  through  in  the  resurgence  of  transit  has  been 

achieved  and  we  stand  on  the  brink  of  new  dimensions  for  transit". 
Baine  further  stated,   "An  increased  awareness  of  transit  as  the 
key  to  traffic  congestion  problems,  coupled  with  recent  Senate 
passage  of  the  urban  transportation  bill,  has  largely  caused  this 
break-through" . 

BRIDGEPORT,  CONN.  -  The  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting  Company 
has  asked  the  state  PUC  for  a  fare  increase  which  would  eliminate 
the  token  rate,  four  for  90  cents,  and  establish  a  straight  25-cent 
fare  and  boost  the  school  fare  from  15  to  20  cents. 

SEATTLE ,  WASH .  -  The  World's  Fair  liquidating  trustees  have  taken 
the  first  step  toward  saving  the  Monorail  for  Seattle  by  voting 
not  to  take  title  to  the  Monorail,  leaving  it  in  the  hands  of 
Monorail  officials  who  can  negotiate  with  the  city  for  a  long-term 
operation. 

CLEVELAND,  OHIO  -  The  Cleveland  Transit  System  has  ordered  65  new 
Flxible  deisel  coaches  for  delivery  in  August.     Five  of  the  coaches 
will  have  high  speed  transmissions.     This  is  the  third  fleet  order 
from  Cleveland  for  Flxible  coaches. 

AKRON,  OHIO  -  City  Council  recently  approved  the  donation  by  the 
Akron  Jr.  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  seven  benches  at  bus  stops  for 
downtown  Main  Street.     The  benches  are  six  feet  long  with  no  backs 
and  once  installed,  will  become  the  property  of  the  city. 

KANSAS  CITY,  KANSAS  -  Kansas  City  Transit,  Inc.,  has  purchased  kO 
new  General  Motors  air-conditioned  buses  at  a  cost  of  $1,300,000 
virtually  tripling  its  air-conditioned  fleet.     The  first  of  the 
new  "Comfort  Cruisers"  has  already  gone  into  service  this  month 
and  all  will  be  in  use  by  summer. 

LEMOYNE,  PA.  -  Valley  Transportation  Company  of  Lemoyne  last  week 
raised  its  base  fare  from  25  cents  cash  to  30  cents  and  from  25 
cents  to  27  cents  by  token,  selling  two  for  55  cents.     The  10  cent 
school  fare  was  unchanged.

Water  Department ,  presented  the  monthly  report  on  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Commissioner  White,  indicated 
that  the  department  was  training  replacements  for  retiring  gatemen 
within  the  limits  possible.

May  28,  1963 

WATER  QUALITY 

The  turbid  water  conditions  reported  last  month  have 
improved  considerably,  now  being  well  within  acceptable  limits 
and  the  bacteriological  conditions  reported  last  month  have  been 
materially  improved  so  that  water  delivered  to  customers  today 
conforms  to  the  drinking  water  standards  as  prescribed  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

There  were  thirteen  flushing  operations  carried  out  during 
the  month  of  April  to  overcome  dirty  water  conditions.     These  spot 
flushings  have  been  in  addition  to  the  flushing  of  30,600  feet 
of  8"  mains,  41,900  feet  of  6"  mains  and  10,200  feet  of  4"  mains 
as  part  of  a  continuing  program  of  progressively  flushing  all 
mains  in  the  City.     Three  hundred  thirty  valves  in  the  City  were 
inspected . 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Fiscal  year  runoff  of  water  from  the  Department's  local 
watersheds  is  expected  to  be  higher  than  the  long  time  average 
of  48  million  gallons  per  day  by  15  to  20  million  gallons  per  day. 
The  slightly  higher  than  normal  rainfall  has  followed  a  pattern 
which  produced  this  large  runoff  into  the  reservoirs.    At  the 
present  time  there  are  57,500  million  gallons  in  local  reservoir 
storage.    This  is  93»8%  of  maximum  storage  available. 

Draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  source  was  decreased  from  160 
million  gallons  per  day  to  about  86  million  gallons  per  day  on 
April  21st.  This  low  rate  of  draft  continued  to  May  8  when  it 
was  raised  to  about  138  mgd  which  is  the  present  rate  of  flow. 
The  reduction  was  made  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  spilling 
water  at  Crystal  Springs  Dam. 

Irvington  Pumps  are  still  operating  and  have  pumped  94-0 
million  gallons  of  water  collected  in  the  Sunol  Filter  Galleries 
to  Crystal  bprings  Reservoir  this  fiscal  year,  to  date. 


FINANCES 

Comparison  of  collections  from  water  sales  this  fiscal 
year  to  date  with  those  of  the  preceding  year  must  take  into 
account  the  reduction  in  water  rates  made  effective  May  1,  1962 . 
This  reduction  in  rates  averaged  about  6.3%  for  the  entire  system. 

On  this  "basis  the  adjusted  comparison  of  this  year  to 
Nay  14  with  last  year  to  the  same  date  indicates  an  increase  in 
collections  of  about  3»9%» 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year 
through  April  30  amounted  to  $13, 299? 098  ^;hich  is  $336,659  more 
than  the  budget  estimate  for  this  period* 

CONSTRUCTION 

The  contract  for  construction  of  Section  B,  from  Calaveras 
Road  about  1  mile  east  of  Milpitas  to  Stanford  Tunnel,  of  Bay 
Division  Pipeline  No.  4  was  awarded  to  United  States  Steel  Corpo- 
ration on  April  30,  1963  at  the  contract  price  of  %6} 285, 030. 12. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  on  15  construction 
contracts  in  addition  to  professional  service  agreements  for 
preparation  of  plans  for  roofing  the  Lombard  Reservoir  and  studies 
for  water  treatment  plant  in  the  Sunol  area. 

There  were  493  service  pipes  renewed  during  the  month 
of  April, 

Rescheduling  of  the  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the 
1961  Municipal  Water  System  Bond  funds,  to  reflect  changing 
conditions,  has  been  started.    This  will  necessitate  recomputation 
of  all  proposed  bond  sales  and  their  costs  compared  to  revised 
anticipated  income.     The  delays  in  starting  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam 
and  in  awarding  the  contract  for  construction  of  Canyon  Power  House 
have  materially  altered  the  income  pattern  set  up  originally  and 
low  bids  on  contracts  let  to  date  have  changed  the  expenditure 
estimates .

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (April) ; 

Passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  April 
continued  to  show  a  substantial  gain  over  the  corresponding  1962  period.  The 
545,792  passenger  total  was  12. 77*  more  than  a  year  ago.    The  numerical  increase 
of  61,554  shows  a  daily  average  of  in  excess  of  two  thousand  air  travelers  through 
the  Airport  over  the  number  a  year  ago. 

The  passenger  volume  increase  percentagewise  continued  to  be  higher 
than  the  national  average  of  9,1%,  as  reported  by  the  domestic  trunklines. 

In  other  traffic  categories,  United  States  mail  through  the  airport 
increased  15,7%  over  a  year  ago  to  6,421,823  pounds;  the  air  express  total  of 
950,957  pounds  was  up  9.4%,  and  air  freight  gained  .5%  to  12,024,705  pounds. 

Aircraft  movements— landings  and  take-offs— for  the  month  totaled 
18,777,  of  which  13,570  were  scheduled  air  carrier,  1,020  military,  and  4,187 
non-scheduled  carrier,  transient  or  locally  based  privately  or  corporately-owned 
aircraft.    The  scheduled  carrier  total  was  an  increase  of  6.1%  over  the  same  period 
a  year  ago,  and  more  than  80%  of  these  movements  were  by  jet-powered  aircraft.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No. 22, 968 ,  the  issuance  of  the  work  order 
engaging  the  services  of  Henry  Alexander  in  the  preparation  of 
information  for  presentation  to  governmental  agencies  and  others 
in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  new  Don  Pedro  Project, 
Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  he,  Messrs.  J.H.  Turner  and  G.D.  Burr  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  and  O.L.  Moore  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  a^ong  with  the 
City  Attorney,  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel,  and  Deputy  Oity  Attorney 
McMorris  Dow,  had  spent  all  morning  in  Modesto  discussing  the  opinion 
handed  down  by  the  examiner  in  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts'  application  to  the  Federal  Power  Gommission  for  a  license 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  Don  Pedro  Project. 

Last  week,  Mr.  Kirkwood  said,  when  he  reported  to  the  Commission  at 
the  meeting  that  he  had  just  received  a  telephone  call  from  the 
City's  legislative  representative  in  Washington,  D.G.,  in  reference 
to  this  application ?  the  impression  was  that  the  opinion  rendered  by 
the  examiner  was  as  favorable  as  could  be  expected.    Upon  receipt 
of  a  copy  and  having  it  reviewed,  it  was  found  that  while  the  order 
itself  appears  favorable  the  opinion  underlying  it  poses  many 
problems  insofar  as  the  Districts  and  San  Francisco  are  concerned. 
Many  staff  meetings  and  discussions  between  the  Districts  and  San 
Francisco  have  been  held  during  the  week.    Unfortunately,  Mr.  Kirk- 
wood said        basically  because  San  Francisco  was  not  a  party  to  the 
proceedings  —  in  arriving  at  the  examiner's  conclusions,  his 

references  and  statements  made  relative  to  San  Francisco fs  rights  on 
the  Tuolumne  River  under  the  Raker  Act  were  distorted.     These  state- 
ments probably  would  not  have  been  contained  in  the  record  if  San 
Francisco  were  a  party  to  the  application.     On  the  other  hand  both 
the  Districts  and  the  City  Attorney  feel  we  should  not  be  a  party. 
Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  since  San  Francisco  is  not 
a  party ¥    he  felt  that  basically  the  examiner's  comments  are  not 
binding  on  us  in  the  future  and  what  we  are  concerned  with  is  the 
order  and  what  it  will  permit  us  to  do.    Even  though  the  Districts 
agree  with  us  that  the  examiner's  opinion  at  least  s'gets  us  on  base" 
it  is  likely  that  the  final  decision  will  be  to  file  exceptions  in 
an  effort  to  move  us  further  along. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  pointed  out  that  San  Francisco  must  be  the  aggressor  in 
moving  along  the  Fourth  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Districts. 
The  Fourth  Agreement,  under  the  examiner's  opinion,  becomes  the 
primary  tool,  he  stated,  to  get  the  Don  Pedro  Project  moving.  However, 
the  Districts  also  see  in  the  examiner's  opinion  a  tool  vis  a  vis 
San  Francisco. 

The  Department  of  Interior  once  again  has  used  tactics  which  they  have 
been  following  consistently  in  that  they  are  seeking  further  delay, 
and  have  asked  for  an  extension  of  time  for  the  filing  of  exceptions 
to  the  examiner's  opinion.    Mr.  Kirkwood  indicated  that  Robert  L. 
McCarty,  counsel  for  the  Districts,  was  of  the  opinion  that  this 
request  for  extension  of  time  should  be  resisted. 
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Mr.  Kirkwood  stressed  the  importance  of  moving  quickly  on  the 
Fourth  Agreement.     He  indicated  that  the  schedules  and  mechanics 
of  moving  it  forward  will  be  developed  by  Messrs.  Moore  and  Turner, 
along  with  Roy  Meikle  and  Clifford  Plummer ,  the  engineers  for  the 
Districts • 

T^e  reason  for  the  work  order  today  is  that  a  big  part  of  this  is 
to  tell  the  story  to  people  in  an  intelligible  manner.  Mr. 
Kirkwood  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  giving  our  legislators  infor- 
mation, as  well  as  the  various  other  agencies.    He  felt  that  Henry 
Alexander,  who  was  so  helpful  on  our  water  bond  issue,  was  fully 
informed  of  the  problems  and  could  be  a  real  help  in  preparing 
presentations  of  the  facts  to  all  agencies  concerned.     The  money  is 
to  come  from  the  He ten  Hetchy  operating  fund.  Commissioner 
G-reenberg  concurred  with  Mr.  Kirkwood  that  the  amount  involved  was 
extremely  small  in  view  of  San  Francisco's  great  stake  in  this 
pro  ject . 

In  reference  to  Resolution  22,971,  pertaining  to  the  award  of  A.D. 
Contract  No. 352  —  Fueling  Facilities  for  Parking  Garage  Shuttle 
Buses  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  —  Mr.  Kirkwood 
informed  the  Commission  that  before  taking  action  they  should  be 
aware  of  certain  operating  difficulties  that  might  arise  if 
Municipal  Railway  carmen  were  used.    He  stated  if  we  move  in  this 
direction,  and  he  is  recommending  that  we  do,  and  we  proceed  on 
the  basis  where  we  will  use  Municipal  Railway  facilities  for  the 
operation  of  this  shuttle  service,  he  wants  the  Commission  to 
understand  we  will  be  having  a  signup.     It  is  his  understanding 

the  men  of  McGrath ls  union  would  like  to  be  able  to  signup.  There 
would  be  no  objection  from  that  union.     There  may  be  some 
difficulties  with  the  men  in  Mr,  Coleman's  union.    Mr.  Thomas  W. 
McGrath,  President,  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380  AFofL,  and  Sdward 
Coleman,  President,  Municipal  Carmen's  Union  Local  250,  appeared 
on  behalf  of  their  respective  unions,  representing  the  operating 
personnel  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Coleman  demanded  that  the  operators  be  paid  travel  time  from 
the  Municipal  Railway  Division  to  the  Airport,  and  if  this  was 
not  done,  Mr.  Coleman  threatened  to  have  his  men  boycott  the  signup 
for  this  service. 

Mr.  McGrath,  on  the  other  hand,  stated  that  he  had  investigated  the 
possibility  of  travel  time  being  paid  to  the  operators  in  this 
instance  and  found  it  v/as  not  possible  for  the  Commission  to  pay  the 
travel  time.    He  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  could  pay  sixty 
cents  per  day  travel  allowance  under  the  Administrative  Code.  Mr, 
McGrath  emphasised  that  if  travel  time  were  available  to  the  operat- 
ing personnel  of  the  Municipal  Railway  he  would  be  the  first  to 
fight  for  it.    However ,  realising  that  this  was  some  twenty  months 
of  work  for  approximately  eight  operators,  Mr.  McGrath  stated  that 
whether  or  not  Mr.  Coleman's  men  boycotted  the  signup  he  would 
advise  the  members  of  his  union  to  sign  up  for  the  runs  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  thinks  that  in  order  for  us  to  move  forward  to  have  this 
in  operation  immediately  and  without  complicating  our  situation 
with  other  employees  at  the  Airport,  this  is  the  way  we  should 
proceed.    Dispite  this  difficulty  it  is  his  recommendation  that  we 
go  ahead,  get  this  contract  behind  us,  and  have  the  signup. 
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In  reference  to  Resolution  No. 22, 974,  requesting  the  Mayor  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  supplemental  appropriation 
in  the  amount  of  $225,000,  to  provide  funds  to  install  two  standard 
42"  Uw©-lane  horizontal  moving  sidewalks,  approximately  460  feet 
in  length,  between  Concourses  B  and  C  at  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  -  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  explained  this 
was  to  be  done  on  an  experimental  basis.     If  it  were  successful, 
San  Francisco  would  pay  0200,000  for  the  sidewalks;  if  not,  San 
Francisco  would  merely  pay  025, 000  for  the  installation  and 
removal  of  the  moving  sidewalks.    He  pointed  out  this  was  the 
first  such  installation  in  the  nation  following  the  unsatisfactory 
installation  that  was  made  in  Dallas  several  years  ago. 

Mr.  Brown  pointed  out  that  improvements  have  been  made  and  this 
should  be  something  that  would  be  very  helpful  to  the  traveling 
public.    Mr.  Brown' also  mentioned  that  in  view  of  this  experimental 
installation,  Mr.  Moore  would  probably  eliminate  moving  sidewalks 
and  ramps  from  the  garage  construction  contract. 

In  reference  to  Resolution  No. 22,975 ,  relative  to  the  request  for 
0100,000  from  the  1956  Airport  Bond  Fund,  to  provide  funds  for 
Airport  Contract  No. 349  —  Additions  to  South  Terminal  Building 
Piers  E,  F,  and  G-  -  Mr.  Moore  pointed  out  that  t.uis  contract  would 
include  clean-up  items  which  can  be  separated  from  the  existing 
contract  for  the  South  Terminal  Building.    He  answered  in  reply 
to  a  Commission  question  that  no  part  of  the  contract  would  in 
any  way  delay  the  opening  date  of  September  15,  1963 • 

In  reference  to  the  award  of  Airport  Department  Contract  No .331  — 
Construction  of  a  Parking  G-arage  and  Related  Facilities  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  (Resolution  No. 22,975)  -  Mr. 
Moore  indicated  that  the  alternates  affected  were  basically  those 
for  the  moving  sidewalks  and  ramps,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Commission  was  going  to  call  for  bids  for  the  installation  of  an 
experimental  moving  sidewalk  between  Piers  B  and  C  in  the  Central 
Terminal  Building.    Mr.  Moore  stated  he  felt  that  through  this  we 
would  have  some  experience  with  moving  sidewalks  and  if  they  proved 
satisfactory  there  was  sufficient  time  to  call  for  bids  for 
installation  of  these  sidewalks  and  ramps  in  the  garage. 

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Kirkwood  commented  on  two  recent  newspaper  items  -  one,  stating 
that  Pan  American  had  ordered  supersonic  jets;  and  the  second,  a 
notice  relative  to  the  development  of  supersonic  jets  by  the  United 
States  as  announced  by  President  Kennedy, 

Mr.  Brown  pointed  out  that  the  Airport  Operators  Council  believes, 
and  he  concurs,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  should  advise 
the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  that  the  U.S.  supersonic  aircraft  must 
be  designed,  built  and  operated  ^o  as  to  not  create  a  noise  exceeding 
the  level  of  that  of  today's  subsonic  jets.    After  some  discussion 
by  the  Commission,  Mr.  Brown  was  requested  to  prepare  a  resolution 
for  submission  to  the  Commission  at  next  week's  meeting,  which 
resolution  would  advise  the  federal  agencies  involved  of  San 
Francisco's  position  in  this  matter. 

Qommissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  advising  Congress 
and  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  a  copy  of  the  resolution  should  be 
directed  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense.

To 
date,  approximately  30,700  linear  feet  or  about  5f?*5%  of  main  tunnel  has  been  driven.

Work  is  continuing  on  backfilling  of  trenches  and  completing  construction  of  concrete 
structures  for  valve  and  manhole  boxes.     Inspection  was  continued  on  the  interior 
circumferential  girth  joints  after  the  field  hydrostatic  test  on  the  second  test 
section.    This  contract  is  approximately  87$  complete. 

Section  D-2  (Delta-f/iendota  Canal  to  San  Joaquin  River ) 

The  contractor  is  continuing  inspection  of  and  making  minor  repairs  to  interior  girth 
joints  after  completion  of  hydrostatic  tests.-    This  contract  is  approximately  96% 
complete .

After  Mr.  Brown's  presentation,  William  Murphy,  attorn ey-at-law, 
and  Jo  William  Beard,  attorney-at-law,  representing  Trans  California 
Airlines,  appeared  and  indicated  to  the  Commission  their  client  had 
made  an  application  for  an  Airport  Operating  Permit- Scheduled  Intra- 
state Air  Carrier.

would  be  willing  to  post  any  reasonable  bonds  that  were  required 
and,  in  reply  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question,  they  would  be 
willing  to  submit  a  certified  financial  statement. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  recognized  Robert  Raymer,  attorney-at- 
law,  and  Raymond  D.  Costello,  Vice  President,  Pacific  Air  Lines.

Since /-the  February  me  e  t  %!b$J8$f  the  Commission  there  has  been  a  significant 
change  in  the  p.  S.  Civil  Air  Regulations  having  to  do  v/ith  "Commercial  Operator 
Certification  and  Operation  Rules'^    This  change ,  effective  May  1,  1963,  for  the 
first  time  requires  that  the  Administrator  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  will 
look  into  and  consider  whether  (£)  an  air  carrier  or  commercial  operator  certificate 
previously  issued  £c-  the  applicant  has  been  revoked,  (2)  any  person  in  specified 
management  positions  with  the7 applicant  has  contributed  materially  to  the  reasons 
for  which  a  prior  certificate  was  revoked ,  (3)  if  the  applicant  is  unable  for 
financial  or  other  reasons  to  properly  and  adequately  equip  and  conduct  a  safe 
operation. 
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Under  this  air  regulation  revision  most  of  the  areas  covered  by  our 
"Application  Form"  now  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  FAA.    If  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  has  issued  a  "Commercial  Operator  Certificate"  based  upon  a  finding  that 
51  the  applicant  is  properly  and  adequately  equipped  and  able  to  conduct  a  safe 
operation* . ,"  it  would  appear  to  be  a  duplication  for  our  Commission  to  review  and 
pass  judgment  on  the  same  matter. 

Deletion  from  our  application  form  of  those  matters  covered  under  the 
FAA  regulation  leaves  little  of  substance  save  the  proposed  tariff  and  schedule, 

¥®  have  inquired  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  whether  the  Commercial 
Operator  Certificate  (Humber  WB-62(c)5  now  possessed  by  Trans  California  Airlines 
had  been  processed  under  the  revised  regulations  previously  mentioned.    Mr,  A.  L. 
Butler,  Supervisory  Inspector  of  the  FAA  Air  Carrier  District  Office  for  Burbank  - 
the  office  of  jurisdiction  -  told  us  that  the  present  certificate  had  not  been  so 
processed  but  that  Trans  California  has  submitted  the  required  information  to  his 
office  and  requested  a  renewal  of  its  certificate.    Their  financial  data  is  under 
review  by  the  FAA*s  audit  division  with  a  decision  expected  by  June  15th.  The 
present  Trans  California  Airlines'  certificate  expires  on  July  20,  1963. 

Should  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  decline  to  renew  the  certificate  of 
Trans  California  Airlines  then  the  application  before  our  Commission  becomes 
immaterial  since  the  applicant  could  not  operate  even  if  our  Commission  issiied 
an  "Airport  Operating  Permit".    Should  the  FAA  approve  Trans  California's 
certificate  renewal  and  our  Commission  decline  to  issue  Trans  California  Airlines 
an  Airport  Operating  Permit  we  would  find  ourselves  in  opposition  to  the  Federal 
Aviation  Agency's  findings, 

Actually,  this  situation  was  touched  on  in  the  February  presentation  to 
the  Commission  wherein  it  was  explained  that  at  that  time  the  federal  Aviation 
Agency  had  not  yet  entered  that  particular  field  although  a  proposal  was  in 
circulation  for  comment  by  the  interested  parties. 

The  question  may  be  asked  why  should  any  Operating  Permit  be  issued  at  all 
since  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  has  entered  the  field.    The  answer  is  that  impor- 
tant items  such  as  removal  of  disabled  aircraft ,  insurance  coverage f  a  bond  for 
faithful  performance,  payment  of  prevailing  rates  and  charges,  use  and  maintenance 
of  aircraft  loading  positions,  prohibition  of  engaging  in  other  businesses,  hold 
harmless  provisions  and  several  others  are  encompassed  in  the  Operating  Permit  and 
it  is  essential  that  they  be  defined  as  between  the  two  parties  to  the  agreement . 

It  is  recommended  that  Trans  California's  application  be  calendared  for 
June  18,  1963 »  appropriate  advance  notice  having  been  given  them,  and  that  the 
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Commission's  issuance  of  an  Airport  Operating  Permit  be  conditioned  upon  Trans 
California's  being  in  possession  of  a  valid  commercial  operators  certificate 
issued  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  under  the  provisions  of  Part  k3  of  the

Should  the  Commission  take  the  above  action  it  is  also  recommended 
that  issuance  of  an  Airport  Space  Ifee  Permit  covering  counter  and  office  space 
in  the  Executive  Aircraft  Terminal  be  authorised  by  adoption  of  the  enclosed 
resolution;  the  effective  date  to  be  established  by  the  Airport  Manager  when 
satisfactory  evidence  is  presented  regarding  the  Commercial  Operators  Certifi- 
cate of  Trans  California  Airlines, 

Should  this  not  be  acceptable  then  a  hearing  should  be  held  on  the 
merits  of  the  application  and  supporting  documents.    We  have  attached  an 
analysis  of  this  material  which  indicates  several  points  we  wish  to  bring  to 
the  Commission's  attention.    In  view  of  these  points,  we  would  recommend 
denial  of  Trans  California's  application.

He  stated  it  was  his  understanding  these  buses  will  be  serviced  by 
Automotive  Servicemen  (affiliated  with  the  Teamster's  Union)  each 
weekday  up  until  5:00  p.m.,  but  that  after  5s 00  p.m.  and  on  holidays 
and  weekends,  this  duty  is  to  be  assigned  to  the  Airport  Security 
Officers  or  the  Airfield  Safety  Officers. 

Mr.  Jeffery  stated  his  union  represented  the  Airport  Security 
Officers  and  Airfield  Safety  Officers,  and  this  type  of  work  was  not 
within  their  scope  of  duties.     He  stated  his  organization  will  dis- 
cuss this  matter  with  Airport  Management,  but  he  wished  to  apprise 
the  Commission  of  these  facts. 

Edward  A.  Coleman,  of  Carmen's  Union  Local  250,  spoke  on  the  matter 
of  travel  time  for  bus  drivers  assigned  to  the  Airport  courtesy 
coach  runs,  and  announced  that  his  organization  was  holding  a  mass 
meeting  on  Thursday,  June  27?  to  consider  a  work  stoppage  against 
what  he  termed  "unfair  conditions"  on  the  operators  of  the  railway. 

Bernard  B|essing,  speaking  for  the  Carmen's  Union  L0cal  1380,  stated 
their  membership  had  voted  to  accept  the  600  per  day  travel  allowance 
being  paid  airport  employees  residing  in  San  Francisco,  and  had  voted 
to  sign  up  for  these  runs,  which  involves  eight  men  per  week.  How- 
ever, in  view  of  Mr.  Coleman's  statement  and  bulletins  issued  by 
Local  250,  Mr.  Blessing  stated,  the  membership  of  Local  1380,  at  a 
mass  meeting  last  evening,  agreed  if  Local  250  calls  for  work  stop- 
page they  will  respect  the  picket  lines.    Mr.  Blessing,  however,, 
expressed  hope  of  settlement  and  stated  he  had  a  suggested  solution. 
T^e  Commission  requested  that  Mr.  Blessing  take  this  up  with  Railway 
Management  following  the  meeting. 

Albert  C.  Foster,  a  Municipal  Railway  employee  and  a  member  of  Local 
1?80,  speaking  on  his  own  behalf,  stated  as  far  as  the  600  per  day 
travel  allowance  was  concerned,  airport  personnel  are  allowed  to  live 
outside  of  the  City  whereas  the  Railway  employees  are  not.  Com- 
missioner Stack  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Foster  that  those  who  live  outside 
of  the  City  do  not  receive  the  600  a  day  travel  allowance. 
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At  this  point,  Commissioner  Hansen  stated  that  in  view  of  the

V/ATER  Q.UaLITY 

Current  bacteriological  samples  of  water  from  San  Andreas 
and  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  sources  continue  to  be  of  satisfactory 
quality.     The  Department  is  continuing  to  work  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  to  determine  the  cause  of  unsatisfactory  samples 
taken  in  late  March  and  early  April,   so  that  measures  can  be  taken 
to  prevent  possible  recurrence. 

There  were  fourteen  spot  flushing  operations  carried  out  by 
the  City  Distribution  Division  during  the  month  of  May  to  overcome 
local  dirty  water  conditions • 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

The  rainfall  pattern  and  relatively  cool  weather  combined 
to  keep  the  water  demand  lower  than  it  would  normally  be  in  May. 
The  total  consumption  of  water  throughout  the  system  averaged  173 • 96 
million  gallons  per  day  for  the  fiscal  year  to  the  end  of  May«  This 
is  2.63  million  gallons  greater  than  the  same  period  of  the  previous 
fiscal  year.     However,  the  consumption  for  the  month  of  May  1963 
averaged  only  184-7  million  gallons  per  day  as  compared  with  199*3 
million  gallons  per  day  for  May  1962. 

The  system  input  at  Alameda  East  has  recently  been  about 
222  million  gallons  per  day,  of  which  about  155  mgd  came  from  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct,  60  mgd  from  Calaveras  Reservoir,  and  about 
7  mgd  from  the  Sunol  Filter  Beds.     However,  on  June  20,  the  draft 
from  Calaveras  had  to  be  suspended  for  about  two  weeks  pending 
treating  the  reservoir  water  with  copper  sulphate  to  control  algae. 

FINANCES 

Revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  this  fiscal  year  to  the  end 
of  May,  reflecting  the  rate  reduction  that  went  into  effect  May  1, 
1962  and  smaller  than  normal  sales  due  to  the  combined  rainfall  and 
temperature  pattern,  is    14, 4-58, 38 3  which  is  $289,811  less  than 
during  the  similar  period  last  fiscal  year  but  is  $283- 995  greater 
that  the  estimated  revenue  for  the  period  in  the  Department's  1962-63 
budget. 
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REVIEW  OF  LEGISLATION 

The  1963  session  of  the  State  Legislature,  seheduled  to  end 
June  21,  had  a  total  of  ap  roximately  4-700  hills,  constitutional 
amendments  and  various  resolutions  presented.     Legislative  action 
that  appeared  to  he  of  concern  to  San  Francisco's  Water  and  Power 
Utilities  were  inspected  and  a  total  of  164  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions were  Jointly  prepared  by  the  Legislative  Committee,  composed 
of  representatives  of  the  City  Attorney,  "Water  Department  and  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Department,  and  were  forwarded  to  'the  Manager  "of '  Utilities 
for  use  by  the  Mayor's  Legislative  Committee 

NEW  DON  PEDRO  DAM 

The  Presiding  Examiner  for  the  Federal  Power  Commission 
issued  his  decision  on  June  4  upon  the  application  for  a  license  to 
build  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam,  with  a  stipulation  that  interested 
parties  had  until  June  24  to  file  exceptions  to  his  findings.  The 
Secretary  of  Interior  and  the  Attorney  General,  acting  for  the 
California  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  each  filed  requests  for  an 
extension  of  time  to  July  24-  for  filing  exceptions.     The  applicants, 
Modesto  Irrigation  District  and  Turlock  Irrigation  District  filed 
objections  to  extending  the  time.

In  reference  to  the  hearing  on  the  application  of  Trans  California 
Airlines,  Inc.  for  an  Airport  Operating  Permit  for  Scheduled  Intra- 
state Air  Carrier,  Commissioner  Greenberg  opened  the  hearing  by 
calling  on  Mr,  Kirkwood.

Manager  Belford  Brown's  letter  of  June  21  to  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  inquiring  as  to  the  procedures  they  are  following  in  the 
granting  of  licenses  under  the  new  Rule  45.    He  pointed  out  that  if 
the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  grants  the  certificate  they  will  have 
acted  on  the  question  of  financial  responsibility. 

It  was  Mr.  Kirkwood' s  suggestion,  as  well  as  that  of  Mr.  Brown,  that 
the  matter  of  Trans  California's  application  and  the  issuance  of 
an  airport  space  or  use  permit  be  put  over  until  July  23  and  at  that 
time  that  the  matter  be  heard  further.    By  this  date,  it  is  hoped, 
the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  will  have  passed  on  Trans  California's 
application  for  renewal  of  its  certificate.    The  Commission 
unanimously  adopted  this  recommendation,  and  put  the  matter  over 
until  July  2  3. 
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At  this  point,  Mr.  Beard,  representing  Trans  California  Airlines, 
Inc.,  requested  permission  to  file  in  the  record  a  letter  from 
United  States  Senator  Clair  Engle .     This  was  denied  Toy  the  Com- 
mission inasmuch  as  the  subject  matter  was  felt  not  to  be  relevant. 
Mr.  Beard  then  asked  the  Commission  if  the  FAA  granted  the  renewal  of 
Trans  California's  certificate  before  July  23,  would  the  Commission 
consider  acting  on  Trans  California's  application  for  an  Airport 
Operating  Permit.     The  Commission  assured  Mr.  Beard  they  would  act 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  after  the  EAA  passed  on  the  Trans 
California  application  for  certificate. 

In  connection  with  Resolution  No.  23,029?  authorizing  payment  of 
Municipal  Railway  claims,  Commissioner  Hansen  indicated  that  he  had 
made  an  analysis  of  the  major  claims  and  found  that  a  majority  were 
due  to  "falls  on  board"  and  "rear  ender's."    He  called  the  attention 
of  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  V.  ¥.  Anderson  to  the  fact  that 
in  his  opinion  these  could  have  been  avoided,  particularly  those 
occurring  in  instances  when  the  vehicles  were  approaching  inter- 
sections, if  the  drivers  had  been  traveling  at  a  more  reasonable 
speed.    Mr.  Anderson  explained  that  the  schedule  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  was  such  that  there  was  no  need  for  the  operators  to  attempt 
to  make  up  time,  as  there  was  sufficient  recovery  time  at  the  end 
of  the  line  to  cover  any  time  that  might  be  lost  under  normal 
operating  conditions. 

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,042,  extension  of  the  term  of  the 
A. B.C.  Cigar  Company  leases,  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
Mr.  Brown  explained  the  protracted  negotiations  undertaken  in 
formulating  the  extension  of  the  leases,  including  the  physical 
changes  in  the  location  of  the  property  in  the  central  terminal 
building,  as  well  as  substantial  increases  in  the  guarantees.  He 
also  pointed  out  the  agreement  with  the  operators  in  the  matter  of 
pricing  which  would  eliminate  the  six  cent  and  twelve  cent  candy  bar 
and  other  overcharging. 

The  Commissioners  commended  staff  on  this.    Commissioner  White 
cautioned  against  short-changing  by  employees  and  asked  what  had  been 
done  in  this  regard.     Mr.  Brown  ex-plained  that  this  matter  had  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  A. B.C."  Cigar  Company,  and  that  ABC  had 
gotten  to  the  source  of  this  problem. 


Mr.  J.  H.  Turner,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco 
Water  Department ,  explained  the  contract  with  Brown  and  Caldwell 
and  James  M=  Montgomery,  Consulting  Engineers,  Incorporated,  with 
reference  to  engineering  services  in  connection  with  the  Calaveras 
and  San  Antonio  Filtration  Plant  Project,  and  introduced  Mr. 
Caldwell,  representing  Brown  and  Caldwell,  and  Mr.  William  Altman, 
representing  Montgomery. 
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Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items i 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  Paul  J.  Panning,  Director,  Bureau  of 
Personnel  and  Safety,  was  back  on  the  job  after  a  long  absence  due 
to  illness.     He  stated  everyone  was  glad  to  have  him  back  and 
again  in  good  health, 

Mr.  Kirkwood  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  a  copy  of  a 
letter  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  reference  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  street  lighting.  He  stated  that  the  Commission  had 
already  recommended  the  transfer  of  this  function  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and  that  the  present  matter  would  be  turned  over 
to  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  to  follow  up. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  had  in  hand  the  City  Attorney's  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  use  of  Municipal  Railway  vehicles  for  shuttle  bus 
service  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.    Fir.  Kirkwood 
then  read  the  City  Attorney's  opinion  which,   in  effect,  stated 
that  Municipal  Railway  buses  co^.ld  not  be  leased  to  a  private 
operator  to  provide  such  service  but  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  could  contract  with  a  non-City  agency  to  furnish  equip- 
ment and  provide  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  shuttle  bus 
service. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  recommended  that  the  Commission  go  out  to  formal  bid 
for  the  operation  of  the  shuttle  bus  service  during  the  entire  con- 
struction period  of  the  garage  at  the  Airport,  stating  that  this 
bid  should  be  drawn  up  and  called  for  on  a  formal  basis.  He 
suggested,  however,  that  during  the  interim  the  Commission  call  for 
informal  bids  from  three  or  four  of  the  bus  operators  engaged  in 
business  in  the  area,  to  provide  the  service  until  such  time  as  a 
formal  bid  can  be  taken  and  awarded. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  matter,  during  which  time  Commissioner 
White  pointed  out  the  possibility  of  becoming  involved  in  juris- 
dictional disputes  with  certain  labor  unions* 

The  Commission  then  heard  from  Bernard  Blessing  of  Carmen's  Union 
Local  1380,  who  suggested  there  was  still  a  way  to  work  this  matter 
out  using  Municipal  Railway  equipment  and  operators.     He  suggested 
the  Commission  allow  the  men  to  report  to  Geneva  Division  and  from 
there  be  assigned  to  operate  the  buses  for  the  Airport.     This  would 
allow  a  legal  method  of  paying  travel  time  from  the  division  point 
to  the  relief  point,  stated  Mr.  Blessing. 

Frank  Sheehan,  an  international  representative  of  the  Transport 
Workers  union,  speaking  on  behalf  of  Local  250,  requested  that  the 
Commission  allow  the  Municipal  Railway  to  bid  on  the  contract  for 
bus  operation  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Paul  Nathan,  of  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380,  pointed  out  there  was  a 
method  whereby,  if  Municipal  Railway  employees  were  used,  additional 
time  could  be  paid  them.    Mr.  Nathan  suggested  if  the  operators  were 
permitted  to  report  to  the  fi rehouse  before  taking  over  their 
relief,  additional  time  could  be  paid  them  in  this  manner. 

After  further  discussion,  the  Commission  maintained  its  position  of 
the  previous  week  and  ordered  that  a  contract  be  drawn  for  this  work. 
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Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  he  wished  to  make  clear  that, 
as  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  would  vote  to  maintain  the  present 
status  of  the  employees  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in  the  matter  of 
distribution  of  these  jobs.     He  hoped  that  some  settlement  could  be 
reached  between  members  of  Local  250  and  1380,  and  he  suggested  the 
Commission  follow  the  original  plan  for  Municipal  Railway  operation 
and  reach  some  settlement  with  the  Municipal  Railway  employees. 
Commissioner  White,  in  concluding,  pointed  out  again  that  there 
could  be  some  jurisdictional  dispute  if  the  matter  were  put  out  to 


The  Commission  reaffirmed  its  previous  position  as  taken  at  the 
meeting  of  June  24.

Dear  Mr.  Kirkwood: 


Your  letter  of  June  28  relative  to  the  airport  coach 
service  to  and  from  the  terminal  building  and  outlying  park- 
ing garage  poses  two  questions: 

1.     May  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  use  Municipal 
Railway  equipment  to  provide  the  service  and  by 
contract  with  a  non-city  agency  provide  for  its 
operation  and  maintenance? 

Preliminarily,  in  view  of  the  control  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  over  both  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the 
airport,  as  expressed  in  Charter  Sec.  121,  and  subject  to 
existing  fiscal  and  budgetary  controls,  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  may  authorize  use  of  Municipal  Railway  equipment 
at  the  airport.    However,  the  civil  service  provisions  of  the 
charter  prevent  contracting  with  a  private  agency  for  operation 
of  such  equipment;  such  a  contract  being  one  to  provide  personal 
services  only. 

Charter  Section  142  requires: 

"All  positions  in  all  departments  and  offices  of  the 
city  and  county,  including  positions  created  by  laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  where  the  compensation 
is  paid  by  the  city  and  county,  shall  be  included  in 
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the  classified  civil  service  of  the  city  and  county, 
and  shall  "be  filled  from  lists  of  eligibles  prepared 
"by  the  civil  service  commission,  excepting  ..." 
[5  exceptions  —  (l)     attorneys  and  physicians; 
(2)     inmate  help  or  student  nurses,  or  part-time 
services;   (3)  persons  employed  in  positions  outside 
the  city  and  county  upon  construction  work  being 
performed  by  the  city  and  county  when  such  positions 
are  exempted  from  said  classified  civil  service  by 
an  order  of  the  civil  service  commission;   (4)  persons 
employed  for  expert  professional  temporary  services; 
and;   (5)  positions  or  appointments  made  exempt  by 
charter  provisions]. 


In  none  of  the  exceptions  do  I  find  authority  for  contracting 
for  the  operation  of  such  city  equipment.     It  may  be  argued  that 
Charter  Section  142  has  no  application  because  no  present  position 
exists  at  the  airport  for  coach  operators,  however  there  is 
ample  charter  authority  for  the  creation  of  new  positions  and 
the  manner  and  means  by  which  they  can  be  filled  (Charter  Sections 
143*  144,  145,  145.1*  148,  and  149).    Supporting  this  conclusion, 
by  analogy,  are  Stockburger  v  Riley  (1937)  21  C.A.  2d  165,  and 
State  Comp .  Ins .  Fund  v  Riley  ( 1937)  9  Cal .  2d  126,  cases  arising 
under  the  constitutional  provisions  relative  to  state  civil  service. 

Dicta  in  the  Stockburger  case  suggests  thattemporary 
employments  by  contract  for  personal  services  would  be  proper  as 
an  implied  exception  to  state  civil  service  requirements. 
Employment  by  the  City,  however,  is  governed  by  the  charter  as 
a  municipal  affair,  and  charter  section  142  does  not  make  this 
same  distinction;  it  uses  the  word  "temporary"  only  in  exception 
(4)  in  connection  with  expert  professional  services.  Moreover 
Charter  section  142  is  concerned  with  "positions"  not  appointments. 
Once  "positions"  are  created,  Charter  sections  148  and  149 
distinguish  between  emergency,  temporary,  seasonal  and  permanent 
appointments . 

Thus,  the  fact  that  the  courtesy  coach  service  is  only 
to  be  provided  for  two  years  or  less,  does  not  permit  an  exception 
to  civil  service  requirements. 


) 
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2.    May  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  contract  with 
a  non-city  agency  to  furnish  the  equipment,  and 
provide  the  operation  and  maintenance  thereof? 

I  answer  this  question  in  the  affirmative.    Here,  the 
personal  service  features  of  the  contract,  as  in  many  types  of 
contracts  entered  into  by  the  city,  are  incidental.     The  air- 
port courtesy  service  is  not  a  part  of  the  San  Francisco  transit 
system,  inasmuch  as  there  would  be  no  connection  with  any  of  the 
lines  or  routes  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  no  transfer  privileges 
and  no  collection  of  fares.     It  is  intended  as  an  accommodation 
to  the  traveling  public,  pending  construction  of  the  airport  parking 
building,  and  is  unique  in  purpose  and  duration.     Thus,  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  is  not  required  to  use  equipment  of  the  Municipal 
Railway,  and  in  the  exercise  of  its  discretion  may  look  to  a 
Contractor  to  provide  the  service. 

The  fact  that  the  contracting  party  would  have  to  furnish 
the  equipment  as  well  as  the  operators  makes  the  personal  service 
feature  merely  an  incident  of  the  contract  and  clearly  is  outside 
the  civil  service  provisions  of  the  charter.     (Heard  v  Board  of 
Administration  (1940)  39  C.A.  2d  685  (contract  to  furnish  tfuclc 
and  driver)  and  Wisconsin  ex  rel  Sottile  v.  Mensing  (Wis .--1941) 
298  N.W.  620,  134  ALR  1144~H(con  tract  to  furnish  teams  and  teamsters). 

In  summary  then,  the  charter  forbids  contracting  with  a 
third  party  to  furnish  bus  operators  to  run  city  equipment.  Such 
equipment  would  have  to  be  operated  by  persons  occupying  the 
appropriate  civil  service  position,  or  possibly  a  new  position  -- 
airport  courtesy  coach  service  operator.     The  charter  does  not 
forbid  a  contract  wherein  personal  service  is  only  an  incident 
or  part  of  what  is  required  of  the  contractor.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JUNE  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (May) t 

Passenger,  mail,  express  and  freight  volumes  through  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  during  May  continued  to  show  gains  over  a  year  ago. 

The  551,061  passenger  total  was  9.5  per  cent  more  than  for  May  of  1962, 
and  the  total  for  the  first  five  months  of  this  calendar  year  was  11  per  cent 
above  that  of  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 

The  month's  mail  volume  was  6,281,493  pounds,  up  7,8  per  cent  over  May 
of  last  year,  with  the  five-month  total  showing  a  10,9  per  cent  increase;  air 
express  for  the  month  gained  2.6  per  cent  to  979,001  pounds,  with  the  five-month  - 
total  showing  a  7,7  per  cent  increase,  and  air  freight  was  up  11.3  per  cent  to 
14,044,201  pounds,  the  five "month  rise  amounting  to  4.2  per  cent, 

A  9,9  per  cent  increase,  to  14,707,  in  scheduled  aircraft  movements-* 
landings  and  take-offs— in  May  largely  reflected  the  beginning  of  increased  schedules 
by  air  carriers  in  anticipation  of  new  summer  traffic  highs. 
Furniture  for  South  Terminal; 

A  call  for  bids  for  furniture  in  public  areas  of  the  South  Terminal 
Building  has  been  issued  by  the  City  Purchaser.    A  total  of  450  seats  in  these 
areas  is  to  be  provided, 
Moving  Sidewalks : 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  of  the  necessary  appropriation  is 
expected  to  expedite  the  call  for  bids  and  contract  award  for  a  460 -foot  moving 
sidewalk  in  the  Central  Terminal  Building's  north  concourse  which  links  Piers  B  and 
C,    The  contract  would  be  for  the  installation  for  a  one-year  test  period,  during 


which  time  the  Airport  Department  could  require  removal  of  the  installation  if  it 
does  not  prove  satisfactory. 
Mil lbrae  High  Rise  Building; 

Airport  management  was  represented  at  a  hearing  called  by  the  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  pertaining  to  a  proposal  to  construct  a  high  rise  office  building 
development  at  the  corner  of  South  Airport  Road  and  Old  Bayshore  Highway.  Al- 
though the  proposed  site  is  within  the  Millbrae  city  limits,  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  proposed  development  could  jeopardize  full  utilization  of  the  Airport's 
1*19  runways  and  also  could  have  an  adverse  effect  in  any  planning  for  a  general 
aviation  facility  on  the  tidelands  area  parallel  to  the  Old  Bayshore  Highway. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  FAA  hearing  will  result  in  a  survey  to 
establish,  as  early  as  is  practicable,  definite  recommendations  on  land  use  and 
building  heights  along  the  airport  perimeter  which  would  be  compatible  with  maxi- 
mum commercial  aircraft  operations  under  all  conditions. 
Garage  Construction; 

The  Operations  Division  has  completed  its  restudy  of  the  traffic  area 
involved  in  the  start  of  the  garage  construction  and  have  adopted  flexible  plans 
so  as  to  keep  inconvenience  to  motorists  in  the  terminal  areas  at  a  minimum. 
Concessions  (South  Terminal) ; 

Contacts  have  been  made  with  all  major  concessionaires  regarding  space 
allocations  for  the  South  Terminal  and  details  are  being  worked  out  on  an  individual 
basis.

With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,071,  Mr-  Kirkwood  opened  the 
discussion  of  the  proposed  merger  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  by  summarizing  the  recommendations 
contained  in  his  memorandum  of  July  5,  1963,  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  entitled  "Reorganization  of  the  Utilities  Departments." 

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  this  recommendation  for 
the  merger  was  arrived  at  after  a  series  of  meetings  held  with  John 
L.  Mootz,  Administrative  Assistant ,  Mayor's  Office;  George  J.  Grubb, 
General  Manager,  Personnel,  Civil  Service  Commission;  and  Messrs. 
0.  L.  Moore  and  Wesley  F.  Getts.     Mr.  Kirkwood  emphasized  that  the 
merger  as  set  forth  in  his  report  was  being  recommended  as  a  more 
efficient  method  of  operating  the  department. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  at  this  time  he  was  recommending  approval  only 
of  the  merger  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  the  Water  Department 
into  a  single  Department  of  Water  and  Power,  which  merger  would  be 
effective  upon  the  retirement  of  James  H.  Turner,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  possible. 

In  conjunction  therewith  he  was  recommending  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  be  set  up  as  a  separate  bureau  directly  responsible  to  the 
Manager  of  Utilities  and  to  be  responsible  for  the  engineering 
functions  of  all  of  the  Utilities,  departments . 

Mr.  Kirkwood  further  recommended  that  0.  L.  Moore  be  named  as 
Genereal  Manager  of  the  new  Department  of  Water  and  Power,  and  that 
Wesley  F.  Getts  be  named  as  Chief  Utilities  Engineer • 

Mr.  Kirkwood  recommended  that  two  positions  of  Assistant  General 
Manager,  Department  of  Water  and  Power,  be  established  and  that  a 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  position  of  one  Assistant  Chief 
Engineer  be  established.     He  pointed  out  the  two  top  positions  being 
filled  by  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Getts  were  the  only  appointive  positions, 
the  others  would  have  to  be  filled  by  Civil  Service  Commission 
examination, 

Mr.  Kirkwood  said  that  he  had  given  serious  thought  to  an  interim 
appointment  of  George  D.  Burr,  who  has  been  invaluable  to  the  Com- 
mission over  the  years,  but  it  was  his  conclusion,  and  Mr.  Burr  con- 
curred, that  it  would  be  best  to  turn  over  the  reins  to  the  man  who 
will  have  the  responsibility  for  many  years  to  come. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  said  that  in  his  opinion  Mr.  Kirkwood' s  recom- 
mendation of  the  merger  was  well  stated,  and  that  he  would  move  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution.

The  State  Supreme  Court  has 
now  ruled  unanimously,  Mr.  Kirkwood  reported,  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  does  have  jurisdiction.     This  is  a  new  area  of 
thinking  as  far  as  our  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  concerned, 
said  Mr*  Kirkwood,     Mr.  Bourne,  after  reviewing  the  facts  of  the  case, 
will^have  a  letter  of  recommendation  on  this  subject  for  the  Com- 
mission's consideration.

On  the  basis  of  seat  hours, Frank  Vella  submitted  a  bid  of  270  per 
seat  hour;     Greyhound,  a  bid  of  250  per  seat  mile,  which  Mr*  Brown 
felt  was  not  responsive;    Barrett,  30.30  per  seat  hour;    and  Gray 
Line,  320  per  seat  hour. 

Mr.  Brown  stated  there  was  a  question,  however,  as  to  whether  the 
Star  buses  would  be  available,  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Vella  was  purchasing 
them  from  a  Southern  California  bus  line. 

After  Mr.  Brown's  presentation,  Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  he 
had  a  recommendation  as  to  which  operator  should  be  selected.

ment.    The  passage  of  this  amendment  makes  possible  the 
consideration  of  an  overall  reorganization  of  the  departments 
under  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  subject  only  to  the 
approval  of  the  merger  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
pertinent  parts  of  charter  section  122  (with  the  language 
added  by  the  1962  amendment  underlined)  read  as  follows: 


"The  San  Francisco  municipal  railway,  the  San 
Francisco  water  department,  the  He ten  Hetchy 
project  until  the  completion  thereof  when  it 
shall  be  merged  with  the  water  department, 
or  until  any  time  prior  to  completion  that 
the  commission  shall,  with  the  approval  of 
the  ooard  of  supervisors  _by  a  two-thirds 
vote^  declare  the  project  merged  with  the 
water  "department ,  the  airport,  and  any  other 
public  utility  hereafter  acquired,  shall 
each  be  designated  as  a  department  under 
the  commission,  and,  in  addition,  the 
commission  may  create  a  bureau  of  engineering 
and  such  other  bureaus  as  it  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  handling  of  matters  that  do  not  pertain 
exclusively  to  any  one  utility  or  department." 


Section  124  of  the  charter  is  also  pertinent  and  reads  in 
part  as  follows : 


"The  public  utilities  commission  shall  appoint 
a  manager  of  utilities  who  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  of  the  commission  and  shall,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  commission,  have  the 
management  of  all  utilities,  bureaus  and 
operations  under  its  jurisdiction. . .He  shall 
hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  commission. 
Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission,  he 
shall  appoint  or  remove  the  heads  of  departments 
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and  bureaus  under  the  commission,  exclusive 
of  the  civil  service  provisions  of  this 
charter.     The  manager  of  utilities  and  the 
heads  of  departments  and  bureaus  shall  each 
possess  the  necessary  executive,  adminis- 
trative and  technical  qualifications  for  their 
respective  offices.     The  manager  shall  have 
full  power  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
commission  as  chief  executive  officer  and 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  commission, 
act  as  the  head  of  any  department  or  bureau 
created  by  this  charter  or  by  the  commission. 
The  salaries  of  the  manager  and  heads  of 
separate  utilities  and  bureaus  shall  not 
exceed  prevailing  salaries  paid  those  holding 
similar  positions  in  comparable  private 
employment . 

v/hi le  no  formal  request  has  been  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion for  the  submission  of  a  reorganization  plan  informal 
discussions  with  individual  members  of  the  Commission  and 
the  imminence  of  the  retirement  of  James  H.  Turner,  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  (August  31 > 
1963;  and  of  George  D .  Burr ,  Assistant  General  Manager  and 
assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  (November  30, 
1963)  have  pointed  the  way  to  such  a  submission. 

I  am  persuaded  that  any  merger  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment and  Ketch  Hetchy  Project  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
realignment  of  engineering  responsibility.     The  lublic 
Utilities  Commission  should  now  approve  the  basic  elements 
of  a  reorganization  plan.     Upon  Commission  approval  of  the 
merger  of  the  Water  Department  and  He ten  Hetchy  Project, 
which  I  am  prepared  to  recommend,  we  should  also  obtain  the 
approval  of  that  merger  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     I  would 
also  seek  approval  by  the  Commission  at  this  time  of  two 
proposed  appointments  and  of  a  structure  of  top  management 
positions  which  must  be  implemented  through  civil  service 
procedures. 

Recommendations  1     I  therefore  recommend  approval  of  the 

merger  of  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  into  a  single  Department  of  Water  and  Power, 
the  merger  to  be  effective  upon  the  retirement  of  James  H. 
Turner  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible. 

I  also  recommend  that  concurrently  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  be  set  up  as  a  separate  bureau  responsible 
directly  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  and  that  it  be 
responsible  for  the  major  engineering  functions  of  all  the 
Utilities  departments. 

I  recommend  that  Oral  L.  Moore  be  named  as 

General  Manager  of  the  new  Department  of  Water  and  Power  and 
that       Wesley  F.  Getts  named  Chief  Utilities  Engineer. 
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I  further  recommend  that  we  ask  for  approval  of  two 
Principal  Assistants  to  the  General  Manager  of  the  Department 
of  Water  and  Power,, 

In  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  I  recommend  that 
we  seek  one  Assistant  Chief  Engineer. 

I  ask  Public  Utilities  Commission  approval  of  the 
foregoing  recommendations  so  that  the  necessary  steps  can 
be  taken  to  accomplish  the  reorganization. 

Discussion;      If  the  foregoing  recommendations  are  approved 

by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  I  will  work 
out  with        Oral  L.  Moore  and  Wesley  F.  G-etts 

the  details  of  the  reorganization,  so  that  we  can  bring  back 
to  you  a  detailed  organization  chart  of  the  Department  of 
Water  and  Power  and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  together 
with  an  outline  of  the  steps  necessary  to  make  the  organization 
a  r ea  lity . 

Generally  speaking  I  think  it  has  been  recognized 
from  the  start  that  the  fundamental  purpose  of  reorganization 
of  the  Utilities  departments  is  greater  efficiency.     Over  the 
years  we  have  coordinated  the  efforts  of  Water  and  Hetch 
Hetchy  so  as  to  eliminate  overlapping  jurisdictions  and 
duplication  of  effort.    We  have,  however,  a  rapidly  expanding 
physical  plant,     while  automation  has  eliminated  some  of  the 
need  for  increased  manpower  it  has  at  the  same  time  resulted 
in  a  demand  for  more  highly  trained  and  skilled  personnel. 
An  organization  that  is  fully  responsive  to  changing  needs 
is  bound  to  effect  greater  economy  of  operation  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  we  can  or  should  think  in  terms  of  the  elimina- 
tion of  positions  solely  as  a  result  of  reorganization. 

The  recommended  changes  will  be  made  without  the 
creation  of  any  additional  position.     One  of  the  two  present 
positions  of  department  manager  will  become  General  Manager 
of  the  Department  of  Water  and  Power,    While  we  would  request 
the  creation  of  a  position  of  Ohief  Utilities  Engineer,  we 
would  at  the  same  time  eliminate  a  position  of  department 
manager . 

The  two  present  positions  of  Assistant  General  Manager 
and  Assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department  and 
Assistant  General  Manager  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  will  be 
converted  into  the  two  positions  of  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Department  of  Water  and  Power.     The  present  position  of 
Principal  Engineer  in  the  Water  Department  will  become  the 
Assistant  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 

The  problems  of  organization  cannot  be  solved  entirely 
on  the  basis  of  a  theoretically  perfect  organization  plan. 
Any  organisation  should  take  full  advantage  of  the  varying 
abilities  of  the  men  who  are  available  to  staff  it.     It  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  that  changes  be  made  in  a  way  that 
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protects  the  present  occupants  of  positions  and  insures  them 
of  the  fairest  possible  treatment  and  also  permits  encouraging 
promotional  opportunities  to  the  younger  men  in  our  ranks. 

Oral  Moore  and  Wesley  Getts  will  be  bearing  the 
responsibility  for  achievement  in  the  yea,rs  ahead.  With 
your-  approval  the  three  of  us  will  move  promptly  into 
the  preparation  of  a  detailed  organisation  plan  and  a 
schedule  of  target  dates  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
various  segments  of  it.    A  series  of  conferences  not  only 
with  members  of  our  own  staff  but  with  representatives 
of  Civil  Service,  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  City  Attorney 
will  be  required. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  gave  serious 
consideration  to  an  interim  appointment  of  G-eorge  D.  Burr 
as  successor  to  James  H.  Turner  during  the  three  months 
between  their  retirements.     As  you  know,  Mr.  Burr  has 
been  an  invaluable  part  of  Utilities  management  over  a 
long  span  of  years  and  certainly  is  deserving  of  the 
honor.     I  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  however,  in  which 
G-eorge  Burr  concurs,  that  it  is  best  to  turn  over  the 
reins  to  the  man  who  will  have  responsibility  for  many 
years  to  come.    Mr.  Burr,  I  know,  will  do  much  -  just  as 
Mr.  Turner  is  doing  -  to  assist  in  the  period  of  transition.

Report  on  the  Activities  of  the  Bureau 
Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 


July  9,  1963 


Heavy  precipitation  occurred  in  the  mountain  watersheds  during  the  month  of 
June,  amounting  to  over  two  inches  above  the  June  average  of  0.75  inches.  The 
total  precipitation  during  the  past  season  was  approximately  120  percent  of 
normal. 

The  peak  of  the  runoff  is  past  with  Lake  Eleanor ,  Lake  Lloyd  and  Hetch  Hetchy 
reservoirs  full.  Water  has  been  released  from  the  reservoirs  during  the  past 
month  under  flood  control  requirements  for  the  first  time  since  1958. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  June,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  44,395*000  kwh 
and  67,370,000  kwh  respectively. 

Replacement  of  Radio  System 

Two  bids  were  received  on  June  13*  1963,  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  365? 
Radio  System  Replacement.    The  low  bid  of  $39,269  was  submitted  by  the  General 
Electric  Company.    Second  bid  was  $45,701,  submitted  by  Motorola  Communications 
and  Electronics,  Inc.    The  contract  has  been  awarded  to  the  low  bidder. 

Moccasin  Powerhouse 

The  project  planning  report  for  the  reconstruction  and  modernization  of  Moccasin 
Powerhouse  has  been  received  from  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and  Associates,  Inc.  A 
complete  new  plant  to  replace  the  present  plant  was  determined  to  be  the  most 
economical  solution  to  overcome  the  problems  of  dangerous  turbine  runners,  bad 
concrete j  low  efficiency,  and  high  operating  costs  in  the  existing  plant.    A  staff 
review  of  the  report  is  being  conducted. 
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CA1^0N_P0WER_FR0JECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

Tunnel  driving  continues  on  both  headings  at  North  Mountain  Adit  and  on  the 
downstream  heading  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Adit,    The  Contractor  discontinued  driving 
upstream  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Adit  on  June  18,  when  water  was  encountered  with  a 
test  hole  approximately  25  feet  from  the  river*    Work  will  be  resumed  on  the 
heading  when  the  river  flow  becomes  less*    To  date,  approximately  32s  700  linear 
feet  or  about  60.2  percent  of  main  tunnel  has  been  driven.    The  contractor  con- 
tinues work  on  the  access  road  to  the  downstream  portal,  and  placing  concrete 
backfill  around  the  tunnel  drain  line  inside  the  portal. 

Canyon  Tunnel  Drain  Line 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  exterior  section  of  the  Canyon  Tunnel  drain  line 
at  the  downstream  portal  have  been  revised  and  resubmitted  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel, 
design  consultants,  for  final  review  by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 

Powerhouse  Turbines 

As  a  result  of  the  judgment  rendered  by  Judge  B.  Arnold  on  May  29  >  1963?  the 
Purchaser  of  Supplies  rescinded  the  award  to  Pelton  Division,  Baldwin«Lima- 
Hamilton  Corporation  for  furnishing  the  hydraulic  turbines,  governors,  and  valves 
for  Canyon  Powerhouse.    New  specifications  have  been  prepared  and  contract  proposal 
has  been  advertised  for  bids  to  be  opened  July  15,  1963-

The  contractor  is  continuing  to  make  minor  repairs  on  interior  girth  joints  after 
completion  of  hydrostatic  tests •    Construction  of  concrete  structures  for  valves 
and  manholes  was  completed  and  clean-up  is  in  progress.    This  section  is  approxi- 
mately 95  percent  complete. 

Section  B  (San  Joaquin  Rive r  to  Oakdale) 

Vinnel  Company,  Incorporated,  subcontractor  for  the  laying  of  the  pipe,  continued 
drilling  test  holes  in  order  to  determine  the  elevation  of  the  water  table. 
Kaiser  Steel  Corporation  is  submitting  shop  details  and  laying  profiles  for 
approval • 

Connection  at  Tesla  Portal  and  Related  Work 

Plans  and  specifications  were  completed  and  advertised  for  bids  for  Hetch  Hetchy 
Contract  No.  358,  Connection  to  Tesla  Manifold  and  Related  Work.    This  contract 
consists  of  making  a  temporary  cross  connection  between  San  Joaquin  Pipelines 
No  2  and  3»  west  of  the  3an  Joaquin  River,  and  connecting  Pipeline  No.  3  to  the 
Tesla  Manifold.    In  addition,  a  new  valve  house  will  be  constructed  at  Tesla 
Portal  and  alterations  will  be  made  to  the  existing  chlorinating  facilities  there. 
When  completed,  this  work  will  enable  Section  D  of  the  new  line,  now  nearing 
completion,  to  be  placed  in  service.    This  will  provide  an  additional  capacity  of 
about  10  MGD  to  the  aqueduct  system*    Bids  will  be  opened  on  July  18,  1963* 

DON  PEDRO  PROJECT 

On  June  4,  1963,  the  Presiding  Examiner  for  the  Federal  Power  Commission  rendered 
an  initial  decision  upon  the  application  by  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts  for  a  license  to  construct  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project.    On  requests 
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filed  by  the  Secretary  of  Interior  and  the  Attorney  General,  acting  for  the 
California  Department  of  Fish  and  Game,  the  time  for  filing  exceptions  to  the 
findings  has  been  extended  to  July  24.    Conferences  are  being  held  by  the  staffs 
of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Department,  the  Water  -Department,  the  City  Attorney,  the 
Irrigation  Districts,  and  the  City's  consultants.    The  purpose  is  to  review  the 
initial  decision,  consider  exceptions  to  the  findings,  and  to  draft  a  new 
Fourth  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Districts  to  satisfy  the  conditions 
stipulated  in  the  initial  decision,    A  meeting  has  also  been  held  with  represent- 
atives of  Tuolumne  County  in  regard  to  developing  plans  for  recreational  use  of 
the  reservoir  under  the  stipulations  of  the  decision. 

A  report  has  been  received  from  Tudor  Engineering  Company,  City's  consultant 
on  a  review  of  cost  estimates  for  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  and  on  a  review  and  evaluation 
of  reservoir  operation  studies  for  the  Tuolumne  River.    A  staff  review  of  this 
report  is  being  made, 

ALPORT _  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers 

The  contractor  continued  work  on  all  phases  of  interior  finishing.    Work  is  also 
progressing  on  the  installation  of  conveyor  systems,  baggage  carrousels,  elevators 
and  escalators.

A  general  discussion  on  the  styles  was  held  and  a 
pre-qualified  panel  of  bidders  has  been  selected  to  submit  final  bids  on  July  8, 
1963.

The  contractor  continued  fireproof ing  beams  and  plastering  ground  floor  ceilings.

The  contractor  is  planning  work  schedule  and  ordering  materials. 
Runway  19L  Approach  Lighting 

The  construction  of  the  timber  trestle  to  support  the  approach  lighting  system 
has  been  completed.

The  contractor  continued  excavation  of  surcharge  and  construction  of  required  fills.

Mr.  Robert  C.  Murray  of  Pan  American  World  Airways,  appearing  on 
behalf  of  the  foreign  carriers  who  will  be  using  the  new  South 
Terminal  Building,  spoke  of  the  need  for  an  elevator  in  the  restricted 
area  of  the  building  because  of  the  number  of  aged  and  infirm 
passengers  passing  through  the  health,  immigration  and  customs  area 
of  the  Airport, 

Commissioner  Ivhite  called  upon  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  for  an 
expression  of  the  need  therefor. 

Mr,  Brown  stated  that  such  a  convenience  for  the  passengers  was 
included  in  the  functional  design  of  the  South  Terminal  Building 
as  it  relates  to  the  international  carriers.    He  stated  in  the 
financial  feasibility  report  pertaining  to  the  S»outh  Terminal 
Building  there  had  been  included  therein  an  anticipated  ^71,000  to 
be  received  from  the  U.S.  Government  for  rents  for  their  custom, 
immigration  and  public  health  facilities;  however,  when  it  was  learned

TRANSIT  BRIEFS 


CHICAGO,   ILLINOIS  -  The  Chicago  Transit  Board  awarded  a  contract  to 
Pullman-Standard  of  Chicago  for  manufacture  of  90  two-car  units  of 
air  conditioned  "New  Look"  rapid  transit  cars  at  a  cost  of  $18,990,000. 
This  is  the  first  purchase  of  a  fleet  of  air  conditioned  cars  by  any 
U.S.  authority -type  urban  rapid  transit  operation  and  the  largest 
single  order  for  all  new  rapid  transit  cars  ever  placed  by  CTA. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  -  The  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  was  successful  in 
its  bid  to  the  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency  for  assistance 
in  obtaining  a  research  grant  in  public  transit.     The  amount 
$^-,886,000  will  be  used  as  a  "demonstration  grant"  and  is  one  of  the 
largest  made  under  the  program.     The  funds  will  be  used  to  build  and 
operate  a  four-mile  test  track  which  would,  in  effect,  become  a 
national  center  for  advanced  research  in  rapid  transit  methods. 

NEW  YORK  -  The  New  York  City  Transit  Authority  invited  bus  passengers 
to  a  preview  of  305  new  1963-model  buses  just  delivered  to  that 
company.     The  first  10  coaches  are  air  suspension  and  cost  $26,000 
each.    Built  by  the  General  Motors  Corp.  the  new  ^7-seat  bus  has  been 
engineered  for  maximum  safety  and  comfort  and  passengers  exit  by  a 
self -operated  center  safety  door  that  can  be  opened  only  by  the  pas- 
senger when  the  bus  is  stopped. 

SEATTLE  -  In  an  effort  to  "sell"  Seattle  transit  riders  on  the  new 
local  diesel  buses,  the  Seattle  Transit  Commission  announced  free 
bus  service  from  10:00  a.m.  to  2:00  p.m.  to  introduce  the  extension 
of  a  bus  route.     "We're  using  the  first  of  our  newly  purchased  deluxe 
Transi-Cruisers  and  the  free  service  will  provide  an  opportunity  for 
everyone  to  enjoy  and  preview  the  new  equipment,"  stated  Lloyd  Graber, 
General  Manager  of  the  system. 

MINNEAPOLIS  -  A  reduced  token  rate  was  eliminated  by  Twin  City  Lines, 
Inc.,  for  bus  rides  in  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul  resulting  in  an  adult 
fare  of  25  cents  for  transit  travel  in  the  Twin  Cities,  the  four  for 
90  cents  token  rate  being  dropped  and  the  cash  fare  staying  at  a 
quarter. 

WASHINGTON ,  D.C.  -  The  General  Services  Administration  has  recommende 
a  broadening  of  the  stagge red-hour  work  schedule  of  government  worker 
in  Washington  to  further  ease  traffic  congestion  during  peak  commutir 
hours  of  the  day.  The  GSA  suggested  a  widening  of  the  staggered-hour 
schedule  under  which  many  of  the  130,000  Federal  and  District  of 
Columbia  employees  report  to  work  from  7-^5  a.m.  to  8:^5  a.m. 

CLEVELAND  -  Trackless  trolley  wires  are  being  removed  throughout 
Cleveland,  marking  the  passing  of  the  27  year  era  of  these  vehicles. 
One  of  the  trackless  trolleys  has  been  purchased  by  the  Omnibus 
Society  of  America  for  $152  and  will  end  up  in  a  transportation  museur 

BALTIMORE  -  The  scheduled  date  for  conversion  of  this  city's  two 
remaining  streetcar  lines  to  bus  operation  was  postponed  because  of 
delays  in  the  availability  of  101  new  air-conditioned  buses.

He  pointed  out  that  he  and  the  Com- 
mission were  cognizant  of  their  fiduciary  responsibility  to  the 
citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  operation 
of  the  airport  and  all  the  other  utilities  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Beard  then  told  the  Commission  he  and  his  client  were  prepared 
to  negotiate  and  meet  any  reasonable  terms  set  down  by  the  Com- 
mission.    He  said  he  and  his  client  were  more  than  willing  to 
cooperate  with  the  Commission  because  of  the  economic  effect  on  his 
client's  operation  by  not  being  able  to  operate  from  San  Francisco 
Airport.    Mr.  Beard  estimated  by  not  being  in  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  his  client  was  losing  up  to  $2,000  to  S3, 000  per 
day. 

Commissioner  White  reiterated  that  the  Commission  had  financial 
and  economic  obligations  to  the  taxpayers  and  Trans  California 
Airlines  would  be  required  to  meet  the  standards  set  up  by  the 
Commission  for  operation  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port.    Commissioner  White  stated  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Com- 
missioner Stack  has  a  wide  knowledge  of  aviation  and  has  taken  such 
an  intense  interest  in  this  matter,  he  (Commissioner  White)  was 
going  to  cast  his  vote  to  postpone  the  matter  until  August  6,  1963» 
Commissioner  White  then  asked  Mr.  Beard  if  there  were  any  objec- 
tions to  such  a  postponement  until  a  full  Commission  was  present. 
Mr.  Beard  reiterated  his  statement  that  Trans  California's  daily 
loss  was  substantial  but  he  and  his  client  wished  to  give  full 
cooperation  to  the  Commission  and  such  a  postponement  was  accept- 
able. 

The  Commission  unanimously  supported  Commissioner  White  and  the 
matter  was  put  over  until  August  6. 

Commissioner  White  took  the  time  to  suggest  to  Mr.  Beard  and  Trans 
California  Airlines  that  they  get  in  touch  with  the  staff  at  the 
airport  so  that  all  the  requirements  for  issuance  of  a  San  Francisco 
Airport  Operating  Permit-Scheduled  Intrastate  Air  Carrier  and 
Space  or  Use  Permit  would  be  met  on  or  before  August  6. 


Calendar  Item  No.  19 — authorization  for  bid  call,  WD  Contract  No. 
1130,  Laying  of  8-Inch  Cast  Iron  Main  in  Hawthorne  Street  North  of 
Folsom  Street — was  put  over  one  week  at  the  request  of  Commissioner 
White  so  that  James  H.  Turner,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer, 
San  Francisco  Water  Department,  might  provide  more  definite  informa- 
tion as  to  the  need  for  and  the  timing  on  this  job.  Commissioner 
White  pointed  out  that  Hawthorne  Street,  which  is  heavily  traveled, 
has  been  torn  up  by  private  utilities  for  the  past  several  weeks. 
He  stated  he  desired  more  information  as  to  the  real  need  for  this 
pipeline  contract* 
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With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23*104,  pertaining  to  modifications 
of  construction  contracts,  Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that 
great  inconvenience  was  being  caused  the  traveling  public  at  the 
airport  during  the  construction  of  the  airport  garage,  and  suggested 
that  proper  eve-pleasing  barricades  be  placed  at  strategic  loca- 
tions along  with  signs  for  the  guidance  of  the  travelers.     At  this 
point  Ben  Gaines,  Assistant  Director  of  Public  Relations,  inter- 
jected and  informed  the  Commission  such  signs  were  now  in  the 
process  of  being  printed  and  would  be  installed  in  a  day  or  two. 


Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  Oakland  Airport  had  filed  a  protest  be- 
fore the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  reference  to  Western 
Air  Lines'  filing  of  a  rate  schedule  which  indicated  a  slightly  lower 
tariff  for  travel  between  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  as  opposed 
to  Oakland  and  Los  Angeles.    After  some  discussion  in  which  the 
Commission  criticized  the  attitude  of  Oakland,  the  Commission 
advised  Mr.  Kirkwood  to  take  whatever  steps  were  necessary  to 
protect  San  Francisco's  interest  in  this  matter.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  Professional  Services  Contract  for  the  preparation  of 
detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  Calaveras-. San  Antonio  Water 
Treatment  Plant  is  awaiting  certification.    Funds  for  the  first 
stage  of  construction  of  this  plant  have  been  provided  in  the 
current  budget.    When  this  plant  is  in  operation,  interruption  of 
draft  of  water  from  Alameda  sources  will  be  avoided 

During  the  month  of  June  a  total  of  4-6,000  feet  of  water 
mains  were  flushed  under  a  continuing  program  of  flushing  mains 
throughout  the  City.    A  total  of  128,700  feet  of  mains  were  flushed 
in  the  Western  Addition  and  Stanford  Heights  service  areas  during 
the  fiscal  year  1962-63. 

One  of  the  tanks  serving  the  Forest  Hills  area  was  drained, 
cleaned,  inspected  and  restored  to  service, 

Lombard  Reservoir,  built  in  1860  as  part  of  the  first 
integrated  water  pipe  system  to  serve  San  Francisco,  was  drained 
and  cleaned  to  permit  inspection  by  prospective  bidders  on  the 
contract  to  rehabilitate  and  roof  this  reservoir.    The  completion 
of  this  contract  will  mark  the  fulfillment  of  a  program  carried 
out  over  the  years  to  cover  all  distribution  reservoirs  in  active 
use  within  the  City  in  order  to  prevent  contamination  and  pollution 
of  the  stored  water. 
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WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  fiscal  year  1962-63,  total  consumption  of  water 
throughout  the  system  averaged  179.2  million  gallons  per  day.  This 
is  3.8  million  gallons  per  day  greater  than  for  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  but  it  is  approximately  5  million  gallons  per  day  less  than  it 
would  have  been  if  the  cool  weather  aiid  rain  in  April,  May  and  June 
had  not  materially  reduced  the  customary  use  of  water  during  that 
period. 

Total  water  in  storage  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  Reservoirs 
on  June  30,  1963  was  54,943.3  million  gallons  which  is  8,036.2 
million  gallons  greater  than  one  year  ago. 

Draft  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  reduced  below  its 
maximum  capacity  on  October  12,  19§2  for  the  first  time  since 
March  10,  1959,  except  for  short  periods  for  operational  reasons. 
The  need  to  maintain  storage  space  in  local  reservoirs  for  runoff 
required  operation  of  the  aqueduct  at  a  reduced  rate  of  approxim- 
ately 90  million  gallons  per  day  through  most  of  the  rainy  season. 
For  the  fiscal  year  the  draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  averaged  about 
130  million  gallons  per  day  which  was  about  25  million  gallons  per 
day  less  than  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

Irvington  pumps  were  shut  down  on  July  19,  1963  due  to  the 
seasonal  decrease  in  flow  from  the  Sunol  Filter  Beds.    A  total  of 
1,581.1  million  gallons  of  water  from  this  source  was  pumped  this 
fiscal  year,  since  the  plant  began  its  seasonal  operation  on 
February  7.    Such  flow  as  continues  from  the  filter  beds  until 
next  rainy  season  will  be  used  to  satisfy  local  use  requirements 
from  the  Sunol  Aqueduct,  and  to  satisfy  water  rights  requirements. 

FINANCES 

Revenues  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year  1962-63 
have  been  tentatively  reported  as  $15,502,856,  which  is  $206,144 
below  the  revenue  estimated  in  the  1962-63  budget,  due  primarily 
to  reduced  water  demand  referred  to  under  the  heading  "Water 
Conditions."    However,  total  revenues  from  all  sources  exceeded 
the  budget  estimates  by  $26,093  and  a  saving  of  $406,659  was  made 
on  estimated  expenditures  so  the  Department  completed  the  fiscal 
year  well  within  its  budget. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

The  Department  is  working  on  the  various  phases  of  re- 
scheduling the  projects  to  be  constructed  with  these  funds  as  men- 
tioned In  my  April  23  report*    One  of  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  this  rescheduling  will  be"  the  building  of  the  tunnel  and  pipe- 
line connecting  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  to  the  Crystal  Springs 
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pipelines  bringing  water  directly  to  San  Francisco  at  an  earlier 
date  than  previously  contemplated.    Financial  feasibility  studies > 
surveys  of  routes  and  lands  and  rights  of  way,  and  the  collection 
of  geological  information  for  this  project  are  being  planned  for 
an  early  date. 

The  combined  staffs  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Department,  Water 
Department  and  City  Attorney  have  been  active  in  developing  an 
agreement  with  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District  and  the  Turlock 
Irrigation  District  spelling  out  the  responsibilities  of  each  party 
for  the  construction  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam.    Findings  and 
Decision  of  the  Presiding  Examiner  for  the  Federal  Power  Commission 
have  been  reviewed  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  (together  with  the 
Districts)  exceptions  to  Examiner *s  Initial  Decision,  which  ex- 
ceptions must  be  filed  by  July  24. 

Satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  on  construction  con- 
tracts.   The  contract  for  construction  of  James  H.  Turner  (San 
Antonio)  Dam  and  the  contract  for  clearing  the  Dam  Site  and 
Reservoir  Area  are  both  progressing  ahead  of  schedule.    The  con- 
struction of  Bay  Division  Pipeline  No6  4  around  the  southern  end 
of  San  Francisco  Bay  Is  getting  under  way  and  the  first  seven 
lengths  of  pipe  are  now  being  delivered  to  the  job  site.

William  Simons  that  Messrs.  Joseph  Martin,  Don  Fazackerley,  and  Cyril 
Magnin,  Co-Chairmen  of  the  Citizens*  Committee,  would  like  to  discuss 
plans  with  the  Commission. 

It  was  ordered  by  Commissioner  White  and  concurred  in  unanimously  by 
the  Commission  that  this  report  be  the  first  order  of  business  at  the 
meeting  of  August  6,  1963. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  he  had  received  at  noontime  a  copy  of  the 
Order  of  the  State  Public  Utilities  Commission  in  the  matter  of  the 
petition  of  the  City  of  Oakland  and  of  the  Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  suspension  and  investigation  of  certain  fares  of  Western  Air  Lines. 
Inc.  under  California  Intrastate  Local  Passenger  Fares,  Tariff  No.  8, 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission  No.  25.     Both  Long  Beach  and 
Oakland  were  petitioners  against  the  proposed  reduction  in  coach 
fares  submitted  by  Western  Air  Lines.     The  State  Public  Utilities 
Commission  has  permitted,  Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission,  the 
lower  coach  fare  to  go  into  effect  between  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles  and  will  hold  a  hearing  later  as  to  whether  it  should  also 
be  effective  as  to  Oakland  and  Long  Beach.     This  is  a  matter,  Mr. 
Kirkwood  said,  that  the  City  Attorney  has  under  advisement. 

The  other  matters  on  which  Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  wished  to  report,  were 
the  status  of  the  application  of  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation 
Districts  in  connection  with  the  Don  Pedro  Dam  Project,  before  the 
Federal  Power  Commission,  and  the  Fourth  Agreement  between  the 
Districts  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  it  was  his  belief  that  City  would  be 
lucky  to  have  a  decision  by  the  F*P.C.  by  I  member;  so,  apparently, 
the  pressure  is  off  for  the  immediate  signiag  of  the  Fourth  Agreement, 
since  the  Examiner's  decision  is  now  suspended  pending  action  by  the 
Federal  Power  Commission. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  that  a  number  of  meetings  were  held  with  the 
Irrigation  Districts  on  the  Fourth  Agreement  and  with  them  and  Tuolmne 
County  in  regard  to  recreational  plans  and,  he  thought,  that  agreement 
had  been  reached  as  to  who  should  develop  the  recreational  plans. 

Mr,  Kirkwood  said  that  this  week  was  the  week  for  filing  exceptions  to 
the  Examiner's  decision  in  the  application  before  the  Federal  Power 
Commission.     Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  he  had  at  hand  the  exceptions 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  the  presiding  examiner's  initial 
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decision ,  issued  June  4-,  1963,  and  the  motion  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  for  institution  of  investigation  and  issuance  of  order 
to  show  cause,  as  well  as  a  copy  of  the  memorandum  to  accompany  the 
motion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.     Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that 
one  of  these  was  received  only  last  night  and  that  he  had  not  had  the 
time  to  go  over  it  thoroughly. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  gave  a  report  to  the  Commission  on  the  status  of 
the  application  before  the  Federal  Power  Commission.

In  the  highly  technical  and  specialized  business  of  air  carrier 
transportation  much  documented  data  is  accumulated  throughout  the  entire  system 
before  a  diversion  order  is  given,  and  when  so  is  done  in  the  interests  of 
safety.    I  know  this  is  of  little  solace  to  you  or  Governor  Sal ley;  however, 
the  record  is  clear  as  to  why  the  diversion  was  ordered .    Mainly,  I  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  aircraft  would  have  exceeded  its  service-check 
time  and  thereby  would  have  violated  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency's  rules  and 
regulations.    This  of  course  could  not  have  possibly  been  known  by  you  at  the 
time. 

Mr.  Meyer  has  assured  me  that  he  will  be  in  touch  with  you  on  this 
matter,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  your  future  trips  to  the  Airport  are  more 
pleasant.

Commissioner  Greenberg  opened  the  public  hearing  on  the  Application 
of  Trans  California  Airlines,  Inc.  for  an  Airport  Operating  Permit, 
Scheduled  Intrastate  Air  Carrier  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  by  calling  on  Mr.  Robert  C.  Kirkwood,  Manager  of  Utilities, 
for  a  review  of  the  matter.    Mr.  Kirkwood  then,  in  turn,  called  on 
Mr.  Belford  Brown,  Manager,  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  for 
a  presentation. 

Mr.  Brown  summarized  events  and  meetings  that  took  place  between 
Airport  Management  and  Trans  California  Airlines  since  July  23rd  and 
recommended  issuance  of  an  Airport  Operating  Permit. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Greenberg,  Mr.  Brown  assured 
the  Commission  that  the  requested  insurance  and  bonds  had  been 
supplied  by  Trans  California. 

Commissioner  Simon  commented  on  the  financial  statement  submitted  by 
Trans  California  Airlines,  stating,  in  effect,  that  it  was  beyond 
his  comprehension  how  an  airline  company  could  operate ,  or  how  a 
Oormit  could  be  granted  on  the  basis  of  such  a  financial  statement. 

At  this  point,  Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  it  was  the  feeling  of  Mr.  Brown 
and  himself  that  inasmuch  as  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  had  moved 
into  this  field  prior  to  issuing  the  new  certificate  to  Trans 
California,  that  they  had  pre-empted  it  and  Airport  Management 
*Louldn't  put  themselves  in  the  position  of  reviewing  the  financial 
stability.. of  the  airline.     Mr.  Kirkwood  pointed  out  that  he  and  Mr. 
Brown  were  concerned  with  the  protection  of  the  San  Francisco  Inter** 
national  Airport.     He  stated  that  they  felt  in  reference  to  the 
liability  to  the  Airport  that  there  was  full  and  complete  protection. 
Mr.  Kirkwood  went  on  to  summarize  his  point  of  view  and  concurred  in 
Mr.  Brown's  recommendation  that  an  Airport  Operating  Permit  be  issued 
"^o  Trans  California  Airlines. 
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Mr.  Brown  then  read  a  letter  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  rela- 
tive to  Trans  California  Airlines,  indicating  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  had  not  waived  the  requirements  of  Section  4-5  of  their  rules 
and  regulations  regarding  the  submission  of  financial  data. 

At  this  point,  Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  this  Commission  had  no 
knowledge  as  to  the  type  of  information  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency 
had  required  of  the  Applicant,  save  and  except  for  the  audited 
Financial  Statement  that  Trans  California  Airlines  had  submitted  to 
this  Commission,  which  showed  the  following:     Capitalization  of  only 
110,000.00;  Net  Operating  Loss  for  year  ending  April  30,  1963  in 
excess  of  $150,000.00;  Notes  Payable  from  TCA  to  "Officer-Stockholder 
in  excess  of  $210,000.00;  and  a  ratio  of  Liabilities  to  Assets  of 
4-  to  1. 

Commissioner  Stack  further  stated  that  Part  4-5  of  the  F.A.A.  Regula- 
tions had  identical  language  as  the  application  forms  adopted  by 
resolution  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  earlier  this  year, 
requiring  the  submission  by  the  Applicant  of  such  additional 
information  that  would  show  the  Applicant  had  "sufficient  financial 
resources"  as  to  conduct  safe  operations  in  the  interest  of  the 
general  public. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  on  the  basis  of  the  financial  state- 
ment submitted  by  TCA  to  this  Commission,  he  could  not  conclude  TCA 
had  such  "sufficient  financial  resources"  to  conduct  a  safe  operation 
and  further,  that  if  the  F.A.A.  had  reached  an  opposite  conclusion 
based  on  such  limited  information,  that  he  then  totally  disagreed 
with  the  latter ' s  conclusion,  and  felt  that  the  Commission  ±s  not 
obliged  to  accept  that  conclusion  merely  because  an  Agency  of  the 
Federal  Government  had  so  decreed. 

Commissioner  Stack  further  stated  that  his  inspection  and  review  of 
TCA's  Application  showed  the  following  facts:     That  "in  the  opinion 
of  TCA"  it  was  not  controlled  by  any  other  person  or  firm;  that  TCA 
did  not  have  a  valid  lease  of  any  aircraft  at  this  time,  in  that  the 
lease  attached  to  the  Application  expired  on  the  2nd  day  of  July, 
1963,  more  than  a  month  before;  and  that  TCA  failed  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  Application,  in 
that  it  failed  to  render  all  significant  data  concerning  the  Notes 
Payable  by  TCA  in  the  sum  of  $210,000.00. 

Upon  being  questioned  by  the  Commission,  Deputy  City  Attorney  John 
Elmer  Barricklo  advised  that  it  was  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Commission  to  determine  whether  Trans  California  Airlines' 
Application  for  a  Permit  was  sufficient  or  adequate  for  Commission's 
purposes,  and  that  the  Commission  could  make  such  findings  as  it 
desired,  based  on  the  evidence  before  it,  and  act  on  Trans  Califor- 
nia's Application. 

Mr.  Brown-,  in  reply  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Greenberg  in 
reference  to  quality  and  safety  of  operation,  said  that  this  was  the 
province  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency. 

Again,  Mr.  Brown,  in  reply  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack  in 
reference  to  Trans  California's  statement  of  income  and  expenses, 
said  that  this  was  a  considered  part  of  the  financial  statement  which 
was  within  the  province  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency. 

The  Commission  then  heard  from  J.  William  Beard,  Attorney  at  Law, 
representing  Trans  California  Airlines.     Mr.  Eeard  argued  that  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  had  control  of  intrastate  airlines  as  far  as 
safety  was  concerned.     He  said  that  seven  people  from  the  Federal 
Aviation  Agency  had  spent  one  week  examining  their  equipment  and  book 
and  had  certified  their  equipment  as  being  airworthy.    Mr.  Beard 
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stated  that  he  was  served  a  copy  of  Pacific  Air  Lines'  letter 
objecting  to  the  issuance  of  an  Airport  Operating  Permit.     He  said 
that  he  wished  to  state  that  this  was  the  least  factual  document 
he  had  ever  seen  -  being  full  of  half-truths  and  innuendoes.  Mr. 
Beard  strongly  pointed  out  it  was  desirable  and  necessary  to  his 
client's  economic  well-being  to  be  able  to  use  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  in  order  to  complete  their  airline  operations.  He 
said  that  San  Francisco  was  protected  by  bonds  and  insurance  and  he 
respectfully  requested  that  the  Commission  grant  to  his  client  the 
requested  Permit, 

Robert  M.  Raymer,  Attorney  at  Law,  representing  Pacific  Air  Lines, 
Inc.,  was  then  heard.  He  had  previously  filed  a  letter  with  the 
Commission,  dated  July  24-,  1963 ,  which  letter  is  attached  to  and 
made  a  part  of  the  Minutes,  objecting  to  the  issuance  of  an  Operating 
Permit  to  Trans  California  Airlines,    Mr.  Raymer  argued  against  the 
issuance  of  said  Permit,  emphasizing  that  the  Commission  had  power 
to  accept  or  reject  Applicant's  Application.     He  pointed  out  that  at 
the  present  time  the  Commission  was  deliberating  in  a  legal  vacuum, 
and  that  there  was  no  Federal  legislation  on  the  economics  of  intra- 
state carriers.    He  assured  the  Commission  that  they  could  set  up 
classes  of  carriers  at  the  Airport  without  fear  of  charges  of 
discrimination.     He  again  pointed  out  the  "frightful"  balance  sheet 
submitted  by  Trans  California  Airlines  and  called  the  financing  of 
the  airline  a  mystery  in  that  neither  he  nor  his  clients  knew  where 
Trans  California's  financing  was  coming  from.     In  Mr.  Raymer1 s 
opinion,  there  was  nothing  preventing  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion from  inquiring  as  to  the  economic  stability  of  Trans  California 
Airlines. 

There  were  no  questions  asked  of  Mr.  Raymer, 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  thanked  the  Applicant  and  %he  Protestant 
and  took  the  matter  back  in  the  Commission's  hands  for  discussion. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  stated  that  his  prime  concern  was  the  safety 
of  the  general  public,  and  that,  in  his  opinion,  the  Applicant  did 
not  have  sufficient  financial  resources  to  conduct  a  safe  operation 
based  on  the  information  supplied  this  Commission;  further,  that  the 
matter  of  sound  and  adequate  regulation  of  intrastate  carriers  is  the 
basic  responsibility  of  either  the  State  or  Federal  Government;  that 
the  California  Assembly  failed  in  its  last  session  to  enact  any 
suitable  legislation  in  this  respect,  although  a  bill  to  that  effect 
was  before  it  at  the  time  of  its  adjournment;  and  lastly,  that  the 
F.A.A.  regulations  do  not  embody,  in  Commissioner  Stack's  opinion, 
the  same  type  of  regulatory  control  over  intrastate  carriers  that 
exists  over  interstate  carriers. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  pointedly  stated  that  he  did  not  feel  Trans 
California  Airlines  was  before  the  Commission  with  entirely  clean 
hands,  and  presented  the  following  documents:     A  large  banner, 
advertising  flights  to  "San  Francisco"  for  $10.50  by  Trans  California 
Airlines;  a  photograph  of  TCA's  ticket  counter  at  Los  Angeles  Airport 
showing  two  such  banners  on  the  wall,  facing  the  public;  a  full-page 
advertisement  from  a  January,  1963  issue  of  the  Los  Angeles  Herald 
Examiner,  advertising  package  flights  to  San  Francisco  in  large  print 
landing  (in  very  small  print)  at  the  new  $20  million  East  Bay  airport 
a  schedule  of  rates  and  charges,  dated  January  5,  1963,  of  TCA's 
operations,  setting  forth  takeoff  and  landing  times  of  flights  to 
San  Francisco,  indicating  the  terminus  to  be  "Metropolitan  Inter- 
national"; and  a  copy  of  an  advertisement  by  TCA  in  the  Los  Angeles 
telephone  directory  of  earlier  this  year,  proclaiming  flights  to  San 
Francisco . 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  if  TCA  could  so  deceive  the  general 
public  with  such  blatant  and  misleading  advertising,  it  could,  if  it 
wished,  further  deceive  the  public,  in  a  way  the  public  could  not 
determine  until  after  the  tragedy  of  a  plane  crash,  by  faulty, 
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improper,  or  no  maintenance;  and  that  if  an  air  carrier,  is  on  its 
face  insolvent,  it  cannot  devote  sufficient  monies  to  maintenance, 
when  it  dQesn't  have  those  monies. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  until  the  F.A.A.  could  satisfy  him 
that  it  had  considered  all  of  these  factors,  he  could  not  concur 
with  their  action  and  felt  that  the  Commission  need  not  ratify  the 
F.A.A.  action,  if  it  was  not  convinced  that  Agency  had  given  this 
matter  the  full  consideration  that  this  Commission  had  given  it. 

The  Commission  then  allowed  Mr.  Beard  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 
Mr.  Beard  argued  that  all  along  his  client  was  given  indications 
that  he  would  receive  permission,  if  he  but  complied  with  the  require- 
ments set  forth  by  Airport  Management,    Mr.  Beard  emphasized  that  his 
client  was  and  always  had  been  willing  to  meet  any  reasonable 
requirements  demanded.     He  then  explained  that  $150,000.00  of  the 
$210,000.00  debt  consisted  of  a  note,  without  security,  to  a  Mr. 
Stillwell  of  Constitutional  Life  Insurance  Co.     Mr.  Beard  pleaded 
that  it  was  necessary  for  his  client  to  be  in  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  in  order  to  make  money. 

Commissioner  Hansen  then  stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  Commission 
should  oonfine  itself  only  to  those  questions  involving  operations  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  said  that  he  was  disturbed 
by  the  Airlines'  advertising  and  promotion,  but  felt  that  Trans 
California  could  give  some  assurance  that  they  would  cease  and  desist 

Commissioner  White  indicated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  issuing  a  Permit 
to  Trans  California  Airlines.     He  cautioned  those  present  by  saying 
that  he  did  not  wish  anyone  to  think  that  pressure  from  certain 
areas  carried  any  weight,  but  stated  frankly  that  the  Commission  had 
to  be  consistent  and  measure  all  airlines  with  the  same  ruler. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Stack,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted:

In  reference  to  Item  12,  issuance  of  Airport  Space  or  Use  Permits  to 
various  Peninsula  Hotels  for  parking,  consideration  was  over  two 
weeks  at  the  request  of  Commissioner  White ,  to  clean  up  the  "hodge 
podge"  of  pictures  which  were  not  intended  when  said  hotels  were 
allowed  the  use  of  courtesy  telephones. 


In  reference  to  Item  22,  the  matter  of  the  request  of  Barrett 
Garages,  Inc.  for  adjustment  in  Valet  Parking  Rates  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  Mr.  Kirkwood  opened  the  discussion  by  explain 
ing  the  problem  was  broader  than  just  the  increase  in  rates  and 
included  valet  operations  at  the  South  Terminal  as  well  as  present 
operations. 
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Belford  Brown  then  summarized  the  problems  involved  from  Airport 
Management's  point  of  view.     He  stated  that  his  Staff  and  George 
Negri,  Director,  Bureau  of  Accounts,  had  given  much  time  and  thought 
to  this  matter.     Mr.  Brown  said  that  it  was  his  and  Airport  Staff's 
basic  thinking,  not  necessarily  Mr.  Negri's,  the  valet  service 
should  be  supplemented  with  booth  control,  i.e.,  with  telephone  from 
cashier  to  parking  lot,  and  with  service  to  the  South  Terminal. 
Airport  Management  felt  that  this  would  require  twelve  men  above 
the  present  thirty-two,  whereas,  Barrett  saw  the  need  for  only  ten 
more.     Mr.  Brown  indicated  that  a  survey  by  Mr.  Negri  showed  that 
73%  of  the  cars  were  delivered  within  ten  minutes. 

Commissioner  White  then  pointed  out  that  this  ten  minutes  was  in 
addition  to  a  wait  in  line  at  the  cashier's  window. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if,  in  view  of  the  shuttle  bus 
operation,  the  valet  parkins  might  not  be  eliminated. 

The  Commission  then  allowed  Dr.  Edmund  Barrett,  representing  Barrett 
Garages,  Inc.,  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

Dr.  Barrett  answered  that  the  elimination  of  valet  service  was  not 
the  answer.     In  his  opinion  he  said  the  public  wished  the  valet 
service.     He  then  went  into  the  economics  of  the  valet  operation, 
citing  high  labor  costs  and  pointing  out  the  several  problems 
involved  not  only  at  the  Central  Terminal,  but  also  to  be  expected 
at  the  South  Terminal.     Dr.  Barrett  argued  that  a  charge  of  $2 #00 
was  needed.     If  such  a  charge  were  allowed,  he  estimated  the  service, 
including  the  South  Terminal,  would  only  break  even  with  present 
operations.     (According  to  Dr.  Barrett's  figures,  the  present 
operation  has  a  deficit  of  $29,000.00  annually.) 

After  a  short  discussion  by  the  Commission,  the  item  was  referred 
back  to  Airport  Management  for  recommendation.

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REPORT  TO  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 
AUGUST  6,  1963

The  Airport  Citizens  Committee  accepted  the  assignment  from  Mayor 
George  Christopher  of  organizing  a  program  for  the  opening  of  the 
new  South  Terminal  building  by  recognizing  that  the  new  terminal  is 
but  one  of  several  important  elements  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport, 

In  rapid  order  the  South  Terminal  will  be  followed  by  the  extensive 
interior  remodelling  of  the  Central  Terminal  —  before  that  building 
is  even  10  years  old  —  and  the  construction  of  the  initial  2,850- 
car  unit  of  the  world's  first  Airport  Garage. 

The  Citizens  Committee  recognizes  that  the  keystone  element  designed 
into  this  130,000,000  terminal  area  development  is  the  character  of 
service:     The  paramount  objective  is  convenience  for  people  who  want 


This  concept  of  compactness  and  convenience  is  somewhat  unique  in 
jet-age  airports »     In  San  Francisco  we  are  deliberately  reversing 
the  pattern  of  other  major  world  airports,  most  of  which  are 
dedicated  to  the  Big  Sprawl,  to  galloping  decentralization.     And  we 
feel  our  growth  record  thoroughly  justifies  this  approach:  Only 
three  IT.  S.  cities  exceed  our  passenger  traffic;  only  four  exceed  it 
internationally. 

So  the  Citizens  Committee  has  adopted  "The  New  Era  Airport"  as  its 
program  theme.     With  the  opening  of  the  South  Terminal  next  month 
and  the  start  of  the  several  other  elements,  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national is  about  to  enter  an  entirely  new  era  for  commercial 
aviation  in  Northern  California,     Our  program,   intended  to  underline 
this  Now  Era,  is  basically  a  two-day  affair: 


to  fly. 
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On  Saturday,  September  14,  Nr.  Najeeb  E.  Halaby,  Administrator 
of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  will  open  the  Airport's  "New 
Era"  at  an  invitational  reception  in  the  South  Terminal. 

On  Sunday,  September  15,  the  South  Terminal  will  be  open  to 
the  public  for  an  all-day  preview  before  it  goes  into 
operation  the  next  day. 

During  the  preceeding  week  the  following  events  are  scheduled: 

On  Tuesday,  September  10,  a  Junior  Press  Conference  will  be  held  in 
the  South  Terminal  during  which  the  Airport  Junior  Chamber  of 
Commerce  will  be  host  to  more  than  100  student  journalists  and 
faculty  advisors  from  Peninsula  high  schools.     Stories  concerning 
the  Airport  written  by  the  young  editors  for  their  school  papers 
will  subsequently  be  judged  by  a  committee  of  Peninsula  editors 
and  the  winners  will  receive  highly  attractive  prizes  from  the 
Airport  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  —  the  first  prize  being  a 
trip  to  Disneyland. 

On  Wednesday,  September  11,  an  interesting  and  significant  all-day 
New  Era  Conference  will  be  held  at  Hilton  Inn  at  the  Airport  to 
emphasize  and  examine  the  impact  of  aviation  on  business  and 
industry  and  on  land  development  in  the  adjacent  areas.    This  could 
very  well  be  a  prototype  for  other  major  airports.    The  Citizens 
Committee  is  indebted  to  its  sponsors  and  organizers:     The  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  San  Mateo  County  Development 
Association,  the  Greater  San  Jose  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the 
Peninsula  Division  of  the  League  of  California  Cities.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JULY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (Fiscal  year  1962-63): 

Passenger  count  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  June  was 
643,646,  the  highest  for  any  single  month  in  airport  history,  and  brought  the  total 
for  the  1962-63  fiscal  year  to  a  record  6,352,389,    The  June  total  was  13.1  per  cent 
above  last  year,  and  the  fiscal  year  figure  was  an  increase  of  11.3  per  cent. 

The  previous  monthly  high  was  632,191  passengers  in  August  last  year,  and 
the  1961-1962  fiscal  period  total  was  5,706,640. 

June  and  fiscal  year  totals  for  volumes  in  other  traffic  categories  were: 
Mail— 5,785,457  pounds,  down  .2  per  cent  from  June  1962;  71,794,443  pounds,  up  7.1 
per  cent  over  fiscal  1961-62. 

Air  Express--931,448  pounds,  up  2.7  per  cent  for  June;  and  11,717,707  pounds,  up 
11.7  per  cent  for  the  fiscal  year. 

Air  Freight— 13,659,968  pounds  in  June,  up  14.3  per  cent;  and  150,420,752  pounds  for 
the  year,  a  gain  of  9.8  per  cent  over  fiscal  year  1961-62. 

The  year's  volumes  of  mail,  express  and  freight  all  set  new  highs. 

Aircraft  movements— landings  and  takeof f s— for  the  year  numbered  225,843, 
of  which  164,061  were  by  scheduled  air  carriers,  50,380  non-scheduled  carrier, 
itinerant  civil  and  locally-based  privately  or  corporately  owned  planes,  and  10,772 
military  aircraft.    Approximately  75  per  cent  of  the  scheduled  carrier  aircraft 
were  jet-powered. 
Grand  Jury  Visit: 

Sixteen  members  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Grand  Jury  for  1963  visited 
the  Airport  on  an  annual  inspection  tour.    They  were  briefed  by  staff  members  on 


accomplishments  during  the  last  year  and  the  program  for  the  next  12  months ,  and 
then  taken  on  a  walk-through  tour  of  the  South  Terminal  Building.    Their  visit 
concluded  with  a  bus  trip  around  the  Airport,  during  which  the  various  installations 
were  pointed  out  and  their  purposes  explained. 
Parking  Garage: 

Relocation  of  roadways  and  other  preliminaries  to  the  start  of  work  on 
the  first  portion  of  the  Airport's  parking  garage  were  completed  and  construction 
started. 
South  Terminal: 

Both  upper  and  lower  roadways  linking  the  South  and  Central  Terminal 
Buildings  were  opened;  contract  was  awarded  for  furniture  for  public  areas  of  the 
South  Terminal  to  cost  nearly  $55,000;  installation  of  the  public  address  system  is 
complete  and  ready  for  testing  when  power  is  available. 
League  of  California  Cities  Meeting: 

Airport  General  Manager  Belford  Brown  and  Assistant  General  Managers 
Burnett  Smith  and  John  Meacham  joined  other  PUC  staff  members  in  attending  a  meeting 
of  the  Peninsula  Division,  League  of  California  Cities,  in  San  Jose,  where  it  was 
voted  to  hold  the  next  meeting  at  the  Hilton  Inn  during  the  week  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  South  Terminal. 
High  Rise  Buildings : 

Two  meetings  held  with  the  Millbrae  Planning  Commission  and  Millbrae 
developer  James  Richmond  resulted  in  a  maximum  height  reduction  from  124  feet  to  98 
feet  for  a  proposed  office  building  complex  on  Old  Bayshore  Highway  just  south  of 
Millbrae  Avenue. 

A  conference  also  was  held  pertaining  to  the  proposed  erection  of  ten 
multi-story  apartment  buildings  up  to  150  feet  high  in  Burlingame  on  a  site 
adjacent  to  the  Bayshore  Freeway,  which  could  pose  a  possible  obstacle  to  current 
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or  future  flight  patterns.  The  conversations  were  held  in  a  congenial  atmosphere 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  future  meetings  will  result  in  an  acceptable  solution. 
Shuttle  Buses : 

Free  courtesy  shuttle  bus  service  between  the  Central  Terminal  and  outer 
public  parking  areas  was  inaugurated  as  an  accommodation  to  air  travelers  and  other 
Airport  visitors.    This  service  was  deemed  necessary  because  of  close-in  parking 
areas  being  displaced  to  make  way  for  the  parking  garage  construction. 

Extremely  favorable  comments  have  been  received  by  patrons  of  the 
shuttle  buses,  and  past  frequent  complaints  pertaining  to  the  long  distances  from 
the  outer  areas  to  the  Central  Terminal  largely  have  been  eliminated. 

Passenger  loads  are  averaging  in  excess  of  2,000  per  day,  and  usage  has 
been  increasing  constantly  since  the  start  of  service.    Experience  to  date 
indicates  some  modifications  in  stops  along  the  shuttle  route  may  be  required, 
and  close  observation  of  the  service  is  being  made  so  as  to  provide  the  maximum 
in  convenience  to  the  public.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  AUGUST  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (July) : 

Passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  totaled  630,519, 
a  12.7  per  cent  gain  over  the  previous  July,  and  the  third  time  in  Airport  history 
when  the  total  exceeded  the  600,000  mark  (the  other  months  were  June  of  this  year 
and  August  1962). 

Mail  volume  was  5,660,469  pounds,  up  14.3  per  cent;  Air  Express  gained 
7.4  per  cent  to  942,997  pounds,  and  Air  Freight  totaled  13,635,539  pounds,  an 
increase  of  23.1  per  cent. 

Aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-offs- -by  scheduled  carriers  numbered 
15,687,  up  7.8  per  cent  from  a  year  ago.    There  also  were  556  movements  by  itinerant 
military  aircraft;  4,554  by  itinerant  civilian  piaoen;  468  by  locally-based  mili- 
tary, and  1,008  by  locally-based  civilian  aircraft,  for  a  total  of  22,273  movements. 
Air  Cargo  Facilities: 

A  $600,000  item  for  construction  of  a  fourth  Air  Cargo  Building  was 
included  in  a  supplemental  budget  request  to  the  Mayor's  office  and  Board  of  Super- 
visors.   The  proposed  structure  to  the  north  of  Cargo  Buildings  #2  and  #3  would 
contain  some  55,000  square  feet  and  would  expand  air  cargo  handling  facilities  by 
approximately  40  per  cent.    The  fund  also  would  provide  for  installation  of  related 
pavement  areas  and  utilities.    Since  the  opening  of  Cargo  Buildings  #2  and  #3  in 
1959,  air  cargo  volume  has  increased  from  112  million  pounds  a  year  (fiscal  1958-59) 
to  166  million  pounds  (fiscal  1962-63). 

Also  included  in  the  budget  request  were:    $10,000  for  Gate  Room  57  in 
the  South  Terminal;  $667,500  for  construction  of  Pier  FF,  including  interim 
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facilities  to  serve  adjacent  aircraft  parking  positions;  and  $450,000  for  recon- 
struction of  Pier  D  and  the  South  Concourse. 
Sound  Abatement  Center: 

Airline  tenants  voted  to  extend  the  operations  of  the  Sound  Abatement 
Center  for  another  six  months,  and  Airport  management  agreed  that  the  City  should 
continue  to  participate.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  approves  Traveling 
Expense  Voucher  in  amount  of  $249*51  covering  the  expenses  of 
John  R.  Ade,  Junior  Engineer,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  in 
connection  with  trip  to  Fontana,  California,  August  3  to  17,  1963, 
for  the  purpose  of  inspection  of  pipe  being  manufactured  by 
Kaiser  Steel  Corporation  for  HHSW  Contract  No-  357— San  Joaquin 
Pipeline  No.  3,  Section  B. 
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HEARING  on  the  application  of  Trans  California 
Airlines,  Inc.  for  an  Airport  Operating  Permit 
-  Scheduled  Intrastate  Air  Carrier 


Commissioner  Greenberg  opened  the  hearing  on  the  matter  of  Trans 
Calif ornia  Airlines ♦  application  for  an  Airport  Operating  Permit- 
Scheduled  Intrastate  Air  Carrier,  by  calling  upon  Robert  C.  Kirkwood, 
Manager  of  Utilities.     Mr.  Kirkwood,  in  turn,  asked  Emmett  Smith, 
Assistant  General  Manager-Business  Administration,  Airport  Depart- 
ment, to  review  the  current  application  received  from  Trans 
California  Airlines. 

Mr.  Smith  gave  a  brief  resume  of  what  had  transpired  since  the  last 
meeting.    He  stated  that  Trans  California  had  filed  the  new  applica- 
tion with  the  Commission  two  weeks  ago,  which  application  included 
by  reference  the  materials  previously  filed  with  the  prior  applica- 
tion, so  that  the  present  application  includes  the  same  financial 
statement  that  had  been  previously  submitted.     In  lieu  of  faithful 
performance  bonds,  Trans  California  Airlines  had  deposited  a 
$25,000  certified  check  in  connection  with  the  operating  permit  and 
a  $5,000  certified  check  in  connection  with  the  revocable  permit  for 
occupancy  of  space.    Mr.  Smith  pointed  out  the  facts  on  the  new 
application  are  basically  the  same  as  those  previously  on  file. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Mr.  Kirkwood,  Mr#  Smith  confirmed  the 
fact  that  a  new  lease  had  been  entered  into  by  Trans  California  Air- 
lines for  the  rental  of  one  aircraft. 

Commissioner  Crreenberg  asked  if  a  valid  certificate  had  been  issued 
Trans  California  Airlines  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency.  Mr. 
Smith  informed  the  Commission  that  Trans  California  Airlines  was  in 
possession  of  a  valid  certificate  issued  by  the  FAA,  which  certificate 
expires  in  July  of  1964. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  called  upon  Commissioner  Stack. 
Commissioner  Stack  submitted  an  eighteen-page  report  dated 
September  6,  1963,  entitled  "Re:  Trans-California  Airlines,  Inc.',11 
and  then  read  excerpts  from  his  report. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Commissioner  Stack's  report,  Commissioner 
Greenberg  requested  William  P.  Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel, 
for  his  interpretation  of  the  last  paragraph  of  the  report.  Mr* 
Bourne  replied  that  he  had  not  had  a  chance  to  study  it. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  in  his  opinion  Commissioner  Stack 
had  stated  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  did  not  have  the 
authority  of  vetoing  the  action  of  the  PAA.     He  asked  Mr.  Bourne  to 
review  the  last  paragraph  of  Commissioner  Stack's  report  and  give 
the  Commission  his  professional  advice. 

Mr.  Bourne  answered  that  he  would  have  to  study  this  matter  further. 
He  was  not  certain  whether  Commissioner  Stack,  speaking  about 
vetoing  the  action  of  the  PAA  in  the  matter  of  authority  to  fly  in 
California,  is  talking  about  flight  safety  issues  only,  or  whether 
his  report  contemplates  the  effect  of  PAA  jurisdiction  and  action 
upon  the  position  that  San  Francisco  finds  itself  in  now  with  regard 
to  the  application  of  Trans  California  Airlines  to  make  use  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  its  commercial  purpose. 
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Commissioner  Greenberg  said  that  Commissioner  Stack  seemed  to  have 
come  to  this  decision  himself,  and  he  was  hopeful  that  Mr.  Bourne 
would  agree  with  Commissioner  Stack, 

Commissioner  Stack  then  pointed  out  that  he  had  oome  to  these  con- 
clusions as  a  member  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  not  as 
an  attorney  for  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  there  was  any  further  information 
to  be  brought  before  the  Commission.    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that 
there  seemed  to  be  no  further  information  at  this  time.     He  then 
went  on  to  state  that  in  the  opinion  of  himself  and  Belford  Brown, 
Airport  Manager,  in  view  of  the  Federal  government's  action  in 
granting  the  certificate,  they  could  not  recommend  to  the  Commission 
that  it  do  otherwise  than  grant  this  permit  to  fly  into  San 
Francisco . 

Commissioner  White  then  commended  Commissioner  Stack  for  the  efforts 
which  he  put  into  this  matter.    Commissioner  White  commented  that 
in  his  opinion  Commissioner  Stack's  report  was  not  prepared  with  any 
vindictiveness  but  only  to  guarantee  that  in  the  event  anything 
should  happen  "the  monkey  was  on  the  back"  of  those  on  which  it 
belonged. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  there  was  anything 
further  to  be  said  by  members  of  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  a  question  of  J.  W.  Beard,  attoraey- 
at-law  representing  Trans  California  Airlines.     Commissioner  White's 
question  was  whether  or  not  Mr.  Beard  was  a  member  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Commission  of  the  State  of  California.    Mr.  Beard  stated 
that  he  was  Chairman  of  the  State  Industrial  Accident  Commission, 
at  a  salary  of  $17,500  a  year,  and  he  was  allowed  to  practice  law. 

Commissioner  G-reenberg  asked  if  there  were  any  further  questions. 

CoEtfiiissioner  Simon  then  inquired  in  view  of  the  fact  that  President 
C-yeenberg  had  asked  the  Commission's  attorney  for  an  answer  on  the 
last  paragraph,  which  the  latter  stated  he  would  not  care  to  give 
without  further  study,  would  it  not  be  possible  for  the  Commission 
to  have  this  study  before  giving  a  final  decision  on  this  matter? 

Commissioner  White  asked,  if  it  is  a  fact  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  has  no  authority  of  vetoing  the  action  of  the  PAA,  could 
not  this  operating  permit  be  handled  administratively  through  air- 
port management?    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  the  Commission  by  its 
own  resolution  had  set  up  the  procedures  whereby  this  matter  had  to 
come  before  the  PUC  for  approval. 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  if  the  Commission* s  original  resolution 
were  withdrawn,  might  not  the  whole  matter  be  ended  here  and  now? 
He  again  asked — if  it  were  true  that  the  Federal  government  had  pre- 
empted this  field— if  the  Commission  might  not  have  this  question 
settled  administratively  by  airport  management.    Mr.  Kirkwood  stated 
he  supposed  the  permit  procedure  could  have  been  drawn  otherwise, 
but  the  rules  as  drawn  provide  for  a  hearing  before  the  Commission 
before  the  granting  of  an  airport  operating  permit. 

Commissioner  White  then  reiterated  that  in  his  opinion  Commissioner 
Stack  had  gone  into  this  matter  thoroughly,  and  stated  further  that 
he  did  not  intend  to  be  used  as  a  rubber  stamp  by  direction  or 
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indirection  of  the  FAA  or  any  other  governmental  agency. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  explained  to  the  Commission  that  they  were  not  voting 
on  the  same  thing  as  the  FAA  had  ruled  on,  but  that  what  was  before 
the  Commission  was  the  operating  permit  at  the  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport.    Because  of  the  variations  in  the  arrangements 
made  with  the  different  companies  operating  at  the  airport  it  has 
always  been  felt  that  this  sort  of  matter  should  be  presented  to  the 
Commission.    He  stated  further  that  the  insurance,  the  bonds,  and, 
for  the  first  time,  the  reference  to  removal  of  disabled  aircraft 
from  an  airport,  were  felt  to  be  proper  subjects  for  review  of  the 
Commission.    He  stated  this  was  the  matter  he  understood  to  be 
presently  before  the  Commission  for  review  and  this  was  not  some- 
thing the  FAA  could  pass  on# 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  what  the  Commission  was  dealing 
with  was  the  ability  of  the  corporation  to  guarantee  the  landing 
fees  and  its  financial  security  as  far  as  the  airport  was  concerned, 
and  not  whether  the  Commission  should  grant  the  permit,  which,  he 
stated,  "the  Government  says  we  have  to." 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  when  this  matter  first  came  before  the 
Commission  the  FAA  did  not  have  a  rule  similar  to  Rule  45,  but  now 
that  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  has  preempted  this  field  the  Com- 
mission might  want  to  review  its  procedures  with  the  City  Attorney's 
Office;  however,  basically,  the  Commission  would  still  have  the 
problem  of  deciding  whether  or  not  to  issue  an  operating  permit  and 
a  space  or  use  permit  to  Trans  California  Airlines. 

Commissioner  White  again  emphasized  that  if  this  field  had  been  pre- 
empted by  the  FAA,  then  the  Commission  was  merely  a  rubber  stamp 
and  he  did  not  believe  the  onus  of  responsibility  for  the  death  or 
injury  of  any  person  should  be  placed  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Com- 
mission in  order  to  satisfy  the  desires  of  anyone  to  make  a  "fast 
buck." 

Commissioner  G-reenberg  stated  that  in  his  opinion,  in  view  of  the 
FAA!s  action,  the  Commission  had  little  discretion  but  to  grant  the 
operating  permit. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  stated  that  what  he  had  said  before 
was  essentially  the  same  as  Mr.  Kirkwood 1  s  statement.    The  question 
before  the  Commission  on  Calendar  Item  #5  was  whether  or  not  the 
application  to  make  use  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for 
commercial  purposes  by  Trans  California  Airlines  should  be  allowed; 
and  under  Calendar  Item  #6,  whether  or  not  the  space  or  use  permit 
should  be  authorized.    He  stated  they  were  two  different  questions* 

Mr.  Bourne  went  on  to  say  that,  in  regard  to  what  Commissioner 
Stack  was  perhaps  suggesting  in  the  last  paragraph  of  his  report — 
about  which  Commissioner  G-reenberg  had  asked  Mr.  Bourne  to  comment — • 
it  was  not  clear  to  him  what  that  portion  mean©:     that  the  FAA. 
action  in  issuing  to  Trans  California  a  commercial  operators 
certificate  has  placed  it  beyond  the  power  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  to  determine  who  shall  make  use  of  its  airport;  or 
that  the  report  merely  meant  that  the  FAA  action  now  precludes  the 
possibility  that  the  Gity  and  County  of  Sa^  Francisco  shall  exercise 
any  control  over  flight  safety  issues.     He  stated  that  insofar  as 
the  latter  part  is  concerned  he  would  thoroughly  agree  that  the  FAA 
has  exercised  the  power  which  is  undoubtedly  its  alone,  and  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  not  free  to  employ  any  power 
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that  would  be  in  derogation  of  that  power.    The  other  issue,  Mr. 
Bourne  stated — and  the  entire  premise  of  this  permit  procedure 
which  the  Commission  had  set  up  earlier  in  the  year — is  based  on 
some  control  being  resident  in  the  City  and  County,  and  more 
specifically  in  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  as  to  who  makes 
commercial  use  of  the  airport  -  that  is  possibly  a  different  point 
than  Commissioner  Stack  is  talking  about  at  the  end  of  his  report. 

Mr,  Bourne  stated  that  if  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  the 
application  should  be  granted,  he  would  point  out,  if  the  FAA  is  the 
sole  one  in  whom  there  is  any  power,   then  the  Commission  would  be 
rubber-stamping,  as  Commissioner  White  had  said,  but  would  be 
recognizing  that  the  FAA  is  the  one  to  determine,  from  the  flight 
safety  aspect,  who  shall  and  shall  not  use  the  various  airways  and 
airports.     If  the  Commission  is  of  the  viewpoint  that  it  should 
allow  Trans  California  to  use  those  facilities,  and  the  FAA  is  not 
the  sole  controlling  agency,  then,  he  said,   the  Commission  would  be 
free  to  make  the  determination  of  the  Trans  California  Airlines1 
right  to  use  this  facility  notwithdtanding  the  FAA  action  as  to  the 
commercial  operator's  certificate. 

Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  when  Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  him 
to  comment  on  Commissioner  Stack's  report,  he  questioned  what  was 
meant  s     If  the  report  means  authority  insofar  as  concerns  the 
question  of  safety  regulations  in  the  flight  of  these  airplanes, 
the  Commission  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

Commissioner  Stack  explained  that  what  he  stated  in  the  last  para- 
graph of  his  report  was  that  in  his  opinion  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  of  this  City  has  no  authority  to  veto  the  actions  of  the 
FAA  in  granting  a  commercial  operator's  certificate  to  Trans 
California  Airlines,  which  they  did.     The  Commission  has  no  right 
to  take  that  away  from  the  FAA.     He  said  what  he  attempted  to  point 
out  in  his  report  was  the  CAB  in  application  of  new  Section  401(d)(3) 
which  Congress  enacted  in  I960,  intended  that  all  applicant© — those 
for  interim  authority,  as  a  supplemental  carrier,  as  well  as  thOBe 
for  interstate,  foreign  and  overseas — should  be  required  to  meet  the 
same  stringent  compliance  tests  before  they  would  be  permitted  to 
fly,  and  that  it  was  intended  by  Congress  to  weed  out  all  those  not 
capable  of  complying  with  the  Federal  Aviation  Act.     Tfrat  applies  to 
every  airline  that  flies  as  a  domestic  line.    Mr.  Stack  stated  that 
in  respect  to  the  intrastate  carrier,  the  CAB  has  no  control  to 
weed  out  those  with  financial  inability  or  lacking  in  fitness , 
ability  or  willingness  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act;  and, 
further,  the  only  thing  the  FAA  has  is  the  broad  power  to  investigate 
the  capability  of  a  carrier  to  fly  within  a  state.     The  CAB  cannot 
control  if  the  FAA  has  stated  they  are  not  interested  in  anything 
else  but  safety,  or  if  they  have  granted  the  certificate  only  on 
one  proving  flight  and  not  safety  experience.     The  FAA  has  been 
granted  by  Congress  the  tremendous  authority  to  investigate  the 
finances  of  this  organization  and,  he  explained,  in  his  report  he 
stated  that  they  have  completely  failed.     There  is  a  gap  in  the  law 
in  the  intrastate  carriers—the  Federal  laws  do  not  control  the 
intrastate  traffic,  he  said. 

Mr,  Bourne  stated  that  he  would  have  to  thoroughly  agree  with  that. 
However,  he  added,  the  only  net  result  is  that  the  Commission  can- 
not say  that  this  air  operation  is  unsafe,  unfit  to  fly— that  is 
not  within  its  province. 
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At  this  point  Commissioner  Hansen  stated  that  he  thought  Commissioner 
Stack  made  it  quite  clear  that  insofar  as  the  matter  of  readiness 
of  aircraft  to  use  San  Francisco  International  Airport  is  concerned, 
that  is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  it  is  within 
the  FAA's;  the  proving  flights,  the  pilots,  all  relates  to  air 
safety ;  and,  further,  that  the  FAA  has  certain  standards  of  measure- 
ment and  qualifications — whether  or  not  they  are  applied  is  debatable 
— but  in  any  event  they  have  measures,  and  in  this  case  the  certifi- 
cate has  been  issued. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  further  the  Commission  should  not  consider 
themselves  a  rubber  stamp  of  that  action  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  within 
the  Commission's  power  to  deny — the  safety  aspect — therefore,  what 
the  Commission  has  before  it  is  not  the  rubber-stamping  of  the  FAA, 
but  rather  an  application  to  simply  use  S^n  Francisco  International 
Airport.     To  the  extent  that  an  applicant  applies  to  use  the  airport 
is  in  itself  no  different  than  asking  for  a  lease  of  the  PUC  grazing 
land.     In  his  opinion,  this  was  an  applicant  asking  to  use  the  City's 
f acilit  ies • 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  the  procedure  under  which  the 
Commission  was  proceeding  was  one  that  was  adopted  last  February, 
before  Section  4-5  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Act  was  in  existence.  In 
view  of  this  fact,  Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  might  not  be 
proper  to  withdraw  the  resolution  under  which  the  Commission  was 
proceeding. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  there  was  no  conflict  between  the  procedure  which 
the  Commission  adopted  and  the  activities  of  the  FAA.     He  pointed  out 
that  all  the  Commission  was  doing  was  asking  for  proof  of  the 
financial  ability  of  airlines  using  the  airport  to  meet  the  required 
bonds,  insurance,  etc. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Hansen  suggested  that  the  Commission  act 
on  the  matter  before  it  and  leave  any  revision  of  the  procedures  to 
the  future  • 

Commissioner  G-pcenberg  pointed  out  that  this  matter  was  a  hearing, 
that  the  Commission  had  no  resolution  before  it.    Commissioner  White 
suggested  that  in  view  of  that  fact  the  matter  be  ended  there  and 
then. 

The  Commission  was  then  presented  a  draft  of  a  resolution. 
Commissioner  White  pointed  out  there  was  no  resolution  on  the 
calendar  and  questioned  as  to  the  right  of  the  Commission  to  take 
action  on  anything  that  was  not  previously  listed  on  the  calendar. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  it  was  his  opinion  the  purpose  of  a  hearing  was 
to  take  action,  that  holding  a  hearing  presupposes  action.  He 
emphasized  that  in  his  opinion  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  has  authority  to  act  on  this  matter  at  the 
present  time. 

Mr.  Bourne  observed  at  this  point  there  were  two  propositions  with 
which  he  would  agrees     1)     The  FAA  has  preempted  the  field  of  safety? 
2)    We  do  have  something  to  do  with  who  shall  use  the  airport  for 
commercial  purposes  and  the  circumstances  under  which  it  shall  be 
i:sed . 

Commissioner  Greenberg  felt  that  since  the  FAA  had  passed  on  the 
question  of  safe  operation,  and  as  Trans  California  Airlines  had 
met  the  requirements  in  regard  to  bonds? ,  insurance,  etc.  imposed  by 
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the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  then  the  Commission  had  no 
alternative  but  to  grant  them  an  operating  permit. 


Commissioner  White  thereupon  moved  the  question.    Commissioner  Hansen 
inquired  as  to  what  the  question  was,.     Commissioner  Greenberg  asked 
if  a  resolution  had  been  prepared  for  the  Commission.  Public 
Utilities  Commission  Secretary  Janes  J.  Finn  stated  that  all  that 
was  before  the  Commission  was  a  hearing  on  the  subject,  that  it  was  no 
within  the  discretion  of  the  Commission  to  entertain  a  motion  to 
either  grant  or  refuse  the  issuance  of  a  permit. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  started  to  discuss  the  question  further  and 
Commissioner  White  raised  a  point  of  order  on  parliamentary  procedure, 
pointing  out  the  fact  that  he  ( Commissioner  White )  had  moved  the 
previous  question. 

Commissioner  Simon  seconded  the  motion  to  move  the  previous  question. 

Commissioner  Hansen  then  moved  that  the  following  resolution  be 
ad opted  t 

"RESOLVED,  That,  after  public  hearing  of  the  application  of 
Tpans  California  Airlines,   Inc.  for  an  Airport  Operating 
Permit-Scheduled  Intrastate  Air  Carrier,  this  Commission 
does  hereby  authorize  and  direct  the  issuance  of  said 
Permit  to  Trans  California  Airlines,  Inc.,  said  Permit  to 
be  effective  upon  a  date  to  be  established  by  the  Airport 
General  Manager, and  subject  to  all  operating  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
particularly  with  reference  to  suitable  bonding,  insurance > 
and  of  related  protective  financial  requirements." 

Commissioner  White  felt  that  if  parlimentary  procedures  were  to  be 
followed  this  resolution  could  not  be  considered  by  the  Commission 
at  the  present  time,  and  so  stated. 

Commissioner  Hansen  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  had  hearings  on 
many  matters,  and  had  not  formulated  and  adopted  a  resolution  until 
all  the  pros  and  cons  had  been  heard  and  some  conclusions  arrived  at. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  Commission  could  not  possibly  come  with  a 
prepared  resolution  not  knowing  the  out  come  of  the  hearing  and  the 
effect  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  upon  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  if  it  was 
legal  to  act  on  the  proposed  resolution.    Mr.  Bourne  advised  the 
Commission  that  it  was  legal. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  for  a  second  to  Commissioner  Hansen's 
resolution.     In  securing  none,  Commissioner  Greenberg  seconded  it 
himself. 

Upon  roll  call  the  vote  was  as  follows? 
C omm i s s i o ne r  Gr e e nb i erg :  Aye 
Commissioner  White;  No 
Commi  s  s i  one r  Hn  ns  en ;  Aye 

Commissioner  Stack  refrained  from  casting  a  vote  because  his 
conscience  would  not  allow  him  to  grant  a  permit. 


Commissioner  Simon  as-kod  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  what 
would  he  the  legal  position  of  a  Commissioner  if  he  voted  "yes"  °r 
"no."    Mr.  Bourne  advised  that  it  was  a  matter  of  discretionary 
power,  but  the  Commissioner  would  not  be  free  to  vote  on  the 
operational  aircraft  safety  as  that  has  been  preempted  by  the 
Federal  government.    Commissioner  Simon  then  voted  No. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel, 
inasmuch  as  Commissioner  Stack  had  refrained  from  voting,  if  Com- 
missioner Stack  had  the  privilege  of  refraining  or  must  he  cast  a 
vote.    Mr.  Bourne  advised  the  President  of  the  Commission  that  the 
Commissioner  must  cast  his  vote  5  that  the  only  grounds  which 
occurred  to  him  at  that  time  for  excusing  a  Commissioner  from  voting 
would  be  "conflict  of  interest,"     Commissioner  Stack  suggested  per- 
haps there  were  other  grounds  that  wo  aid  occur  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Counsel  in  the  future.    Mr.  Bourne  answered  that  he  knew 
of  no  other  grounds  for  excusing  a  Commissioner  from  voting  except 
conflict  of  interest  or  lack  of  qualification. 

After  further  discussion  Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  had 
explained  his  position  in  an  eighteen-page  memorandum.    He  refrained 
from  casting  his  ballot. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  it  was  a  two-to-two  vote  and  the 
matter  was  dead  unless  Commissioner  Stack  must  cast  his  ballot. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  also  stated  that  Calendar  Item  #6,  Trans 
California  Airlines'  request  for  space  or  use  permit,  died  along 
with  their  request  for  operating  permit. 


Mr,  Kirkwood  reported  to  the  Commission  that  he  had  sent  a  reply  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  reference  to  a  proposed  resolution 
entitled  "Requesting  Public  Utilities  Commission  To  Conduct  Prelim- 
inary Study  of  a  Monorail  System  from  Downtown  San  Francisco  to  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,"  which  was  under  consideration 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    Mr.  Kirkwood  gave  copies  of  his  letter 
to  the  Commission  and  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  any 
report  to  the  Board  would  not  be  a  definitive  study  but  an  estimate 
of  future  use  of  the  Airport,  review  with  other  Departments  of 
possible  routes,  review  with  Bay  Area  Eapid  transit  District  of 
problems  of  compatibility  -  BART  has  already  rejected  monorail  - 
conversations  with  monorail  manufacturers,  regarding  estimated  cost, 
specifications  and  availability  of  equipment,    Mr.  Kirkwood  mentioned 
that  thorough  study  of  the  problem  would  have  to  be  made  before  any 
final  recommendation  supporting  a  monorail  system  from  the  downtown 
area  to  the  International  Airport.     Such  a  study  would  require  the 
employment  of  consultants. 

Departmental  Report? 


0,  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  submitted  his  monthly  report.     Mr.  Moore  also 
informed  the  Commission  that  the  terrazzo  workers1  labor  dispute 
had  been  settled  and  they  were  expected  to  be  back  on  the  job 
immediately. 
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President  Stuart  N.  G-reenberg  read  a  message  from  Robert  Murray, 
Vice  President,  Pan  American  World  Airways,  complaining  about  the 
valet  parking  service. 

Commissioner  Simon  stated  that  he  had  received  three  or  four  com- 
plaints during  the  past  week  relative  to  this  situation. 

Commissioner  White  observed  that  this  situation  could  be  caused  by 
Barrett  using  valet  parking  employees  to  service  tour  groups  and 
warned  that  this  could  load  to  a  labor  dispute  in  addition  to  inter- 
fering with  the  efficiency  of  the  valet  parking  service. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  suggested  that  rather  than  take  up  the  matter 
of  valet  parking  on  todayTs  calendar,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Murray, 
that  all  of  the  Commis si oners  during  their  visits  to  the  Airport 
during  the  coming  week  take  time  to  observe  the  operations  of  the 
valet  parking  service.    He  suggested  that  perhaps  it  might  be 
possible  to  consider  elimination  of  valet  parking  service  entirely*

I  -  BACKGROUND  FACTS: 

On  August  6,   1963,   the  PUC  rejected  the  application  of  TCA 
for  an  operating  permit  at  SFIA.     Objections  to  the  appli- 
cation were  voiced  by  President  Greenberg  and  Commissioners 
Simon  and  Stack.     Principal  points  upon  which  the  objections 
were  based  were : 

1  -  TCA  had  a  capitalization  of  only  $10,000. 

2  -  TCA's  net  operating  loss  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  April  30,   1963,  was  $175,  120. 

3  -  TCA's  ratio  of  liabilities  over  assets  for  said 
fiscal  year  v/ere  in  excess  of  four-to-one. 

4  -  TCA's  Balance  Sheet  for  the  same  period  indica- 
ted debts  to  an  officer  stockholder  of  $210,167. 

5  -  TCA  had  no  valid,  existing  ownership  certificates 

or  leases  of  any  aircraft. 

< 

6  -  The  employment  by  TCA  of  two  individuals  in  the 
posts  of  (1)  President,  Chief  of  Operations  and  Chief  Pilot, 
and  (2)  Chief  Inspector-Maintenance  Coordinator,  who  bad 
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respectively  been  associated  with  Paramount  Airlines,  whose 
certificate  as  a  Supplemental  Carrier  was  denied  by  the  CAB, 
and  with  Great  Lakes  Maintenance  Co.,   affiliated  with  Great 
Lakes  Airlines,  whose  certificate  was  revoked  by  the  CAB. 

Commissioner  Stack,   in  stating  his  reasons  for  rejecting  the 
application,   cited  the  following  sections  of  Part  45  of  the 
Civil  Air  Regulations,  enforced  by  the  FAA  as  of  May  1,  1963, 
which  sections  are  identical  to  the  regulations  adopted  by 
resolution  of  the  PUC  of  February  5,   1963,  relative  the  issu- 
ance of  operating  permits  at  SFIA  to  intra-state  carriers: 

Section  45.4  (8) :   "An  applicant  must  submit  such  other 
financial  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  Adminis- 
trator to  enable  him  to  determine  that  the  applicant  has 
sufficient  financial  resources  to  conduct  its  operations 
with  the  degree  of  safety  required  in  the  public  interest." 

Section  45. 5  (b) :   "The  Administrator  may  deny  an 
application  for  a  commercial  operator  certificate  if  he 
finds:    (2)  That  a  person  who  was  employed  in  a  manage- 
ment position  similar  to  any  of  those  listed  in  subdi- 
vision (i)  to  (v)   of  this  subparagraph  with   ...  any 
operator  whose  air  carrier  or  commercial  operator  cer- 
tificate has  been  revoked,  will  be  employed  in  any  of 
those  positions  or  a  similar  position   (or  will  be  in 
control  of  or  have  substantial  ownership  interest  in  the 
applicant) . . . 

(i)  General  Manager 

(ii)  Director  of  Operations 

(iii)  Director  of  Maintenance  and  Airworthiness 

(iv)  Chief  Pilot 

(v)  Chief  Inspector  for  Quality  Control 

(3)  That  for  financial  or  other  reasons  the  applicant  is 
not  properly  and  adequately  equipped  or  able  to  conduct  a 
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safe  operation  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (a)  of  this 
section . " 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that,   in  bis  opinion,   the  applica- 
tion of  TCA  failed  to  reasonably  establish  that  it  bad 
". . 0suf f icient  financial  resources  to  conduct  its  operations 
with  the  degree  of  safety  required  in  the  public  interest.,.", 
and  that  if  the  FAA  bad  reached  an  opposite  conclusion  based 
on  the  above  cited  financial  facts  and  data,  be  totally  dis- 
agreed with  that  conclusion .     He  further  stated  that  bis 
prime  concern  was  the  safety  of  the  general  public;  that  the 
applicant,   in  bis  opinion,  was  not  "...properly  and  adequately 
equipped  or  able  to  conduct  a  safe  operation,..";  that  the 
matter  of  sound  regulation  of  intra-state  air  carriers  is  the 
basic  responsibility  of  either  the  State  or  Federal  Govern- 
ments;  that  the  State  of  California  has  failed  to  adopt  any 
type  of  regulatory  control  over  such  carriers,  and  that  the 
FAA  regulations  do  not  embody  the  same  type  of  regulatory  con- 
trol over  intra-state  carriers  that  exists  over  inter-state 
carriers.       He  further  stated  that  until  and  unless  the  FAA 
could  establish  all  of  the  above  to  tbe  contrary  and  to  his 
satisfaction,  he  would  reject  the  application  of  an  operating 
permit  to  TCA  at  SFIA.     Thereafter,   tbe  PUC  rejected  said  ap- 
plication by  a  3-2  vote. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  Belford  Brown  advised  tbe  PUC  that 
the  FAA  Regional  Office  in  Los  Angeles  stood  ready  to  make 
a  full  disclosure  to  the  PUC  of  tbe  facts  upon  which  it  had 
renewed  tbe  commercial  operator  certificate  of  TCA,  effective 
July  20,   1963.     On  August  20,   1063,  at  tbe  special  request  of 
the  PUC,  Commissioner  Stack  and  George  Negri,  Director,  Bur- 
eau of  Accounts,  travelled  to  Los  Angeles  and  conferred 


personally  for  over  four  hours  with  Ned  K.  Zartmann,  Region- 
al Attorney  for  the  FAA,   along  witb  two  members  of  bis  inves- 
tigating staff.     The  following  is  a  concise  resume  of  the 
facts  and  information  disclosed  at  said  conference. 

II  -  TCA'S  FINANCIAL  CONDITION: 

1.  A  commercial  operator  certificate  was  initially 
granted  to  TCA  by  tbe  FAA  on  July  20,   1962,  under  Part  45  of 
tbe  Civil  Air  Regulations.     TCA  further  qualified  under  tbe 
operating  provisions  of  Part  40  of  said  Regulations  to  conduct 
scheduled  intra-state  passenger  carrying  operations,  utilizing 
aircraft  of  more  than  12, 500  lbs.,  maximum  certificated  take- 
off weight.     Before  being  certificated,   it  was  only  necessary 
for  TCA  to  conduct  a  "proving  flight . "    At  tbe  time  the  cer- 
tificate was  issued,  TCA  bad  no  air  carrier  experience,  nor 
flight  or  maintenance  checks.     It  further  bad  no  capitalization 
nor  assets  whatsoever. 

2.  TCA  commenced  flight  operations  on  August  15,  1962, 
at  which  time  it  again  bad  no  capitalization  whatsoever,  and 
accordingly,  no  financial  responsibility.     Its  Financial  State- 
ment for  tbe  five  months  ending  September  30,   1962,  indicated 
it  was  operating  on  a  cash  loan  of  $101,750  from  "officers-- 
stockholders."     It  bad  no  stockholder  at  that  time,  however. 

3.  From  July  20,   1962,  to  approximately  July  2,  1963, 
apparently  no  financial  investigation  was  made  of  TCA 1 s  opera- 
tions.    On  tbe  latter  date,   tbe  FAA  commenced  processing  of 
TCATs  application  for  renewal  of  its  certificate.     Tbe  FAA 
based  its  entire  review  of  tbe  financial  condition  of  TCA,  un- 
der tbe  new  provisions  added  to  Part  45  of  tbe  CAR  on  May  1, 
1963,  upon  a  Financial  Statement  of  TCA  issued  by  tbe  CPA  firm 
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of  Grville  Kelman  &  Co.     The  work  papers  of  these  account- 
ants were  made  available  to  the  FAA,   and  the  latter  sought 
certain  bank  verification  of  commercial  accounts  and  time 
deposits  of  TCA.     No  other  substantive  verification  was  re- 
quested or  obtained  of  the  applicant  Ts  financial  condition, 

4,  The  Financial  Statement  of  TCA  for  the  year  end- 
ing April  30,   1963,  was  the  sole  financial  data  submitted 

to  the  FAA  by  TCA.     In  view  of  the  fact  said  statement  showed 
a  total  net  operating  loss  from  the  firm's  inception  of 
$181,151,   the  FAA  requested  an  unverified  financial  state- 
ment from  L.  A.  Mudgett,   sole  stockholder  of  TCA.     Mudgett 's 
statement  of  July  18,   1963,  showed  total  assets  of  $314,500, 
of  which  $220,000  was  listed  as  his  "investment"  in  TCA,  and 
liabilities  of  $200,900,   of  which  $150,000  was  a  loan  from 
one  G.  R.  Stillwell  (further  identification  undisclosed  to 
the  FAA).     The  FAA  concluded  that  Mr,  Mudgett  thus  had  ade- 
quate financial  capability  to  stand  behind  his  corporation, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  corporation  had  then  capitalization 
of  only  $10,000,   owed  Mr.  Mudgett,  as  a  corporate  liability, 
in  excess  of  $210,000,  had  a  net  operating  loss  in  excess  of 
$181,000,   and  Fir.  Mudgett,  himself,  had  a  net  worth,  exclu- 
sive of  his  claimed  "investment"  in  TCA,   of  only  $43,600. 

5.  The  FAA,   despite  the  stringent  new  requirements 
added  to  Part  45  of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations,   as  of  May  1, 
1963,  designed  to  effect  a  tight  control  over  applicants  for 
commercial  operator  certificates  by  a  discriminating  evalu- 
ation of  the  financial  background  and  condition  of  applicants, 
nonetheless  renewed  the  commercial  operator  certificates  of 
TCA,  effective  July  20,   1963,   for  one  year.     TCA  thus  has 
theoretically  been  determined  by  the  Federal  Government's 
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Federal  Aviation  Agency  to  have  "., 0 sufficient  financial  re- 
sources to  conduct  its  operations  with  the  degree  of  safety- 
required  in  the  public  interest,"  and,   further,   that  TCA 
"...is  properly  and  adequately  equipped  or  able  to  conduct  a 
safe  operation ..." 

6.  In  view  of  this  determination,  predicated  upon  the 
identical  financial  data  submitted  to  the  PUC,  we  questioned 
the  FAA  as  to  the  validity  of  their  conclusions  as  set  forth 
above.     The  FAA  stated  that,   in  effect,   the  only  consideration 
they  gave  to  the  financial  background  of  TCA  was  the  fact  it 
maintained  a  fairly  steady  cash  bank  account  of  $25,000  or 
thereabouts,   that  it  paid  its  bills,   and  that  they  had  no 
complaints  from  any  pilot  or  crew  member  that  their  salaries 
were  unpaid  or  paid  late.     None  of  the  other  financial  factors 
discussed  above  were  considered  of  any  true  importance  to  the 
FAA,  despite  the  broad  aspects  of  the  new  sections  to  Part  45 
of  the  CAR,   and  no  verification  was  sought  as  to  the  source  of 
the  loan  to  La  A.  Mudgett  from  one  G.  R„  Stillwell ,   to  ascer- 
tain that,   if  any  conditions  attached  to  same,   and  who,  per- 
haps in  effect,  had  control  over  the  applicant  and/or  Mr.  Mudgett. 

7.  The  FAA  officials  made  it  plain  and  clear  that, 
despite  the  new  and  broad  aspects  of  financial  review  they 
were  now  permitted  to  undertake  over  applicants  such  as  this 
by  reason  of  the  sections  of  Part  45  of  the  CAR  that  became 
applicable  May  1,   1963,   they  were  inclined  to  "go  slow";  that 
they  were  permitted  by  the  new  law  to  undertake  another  fi- 
nancial review  of  the  applicant  four  months  after  its  certifi- 
cate renewal  date,  viz:  November  20,   1063;  that  their  area  of 
control  over  holders  ox  commercial  operator Ts  certificates, 
whether  they  are  inter-state  or  intra-state,  related  to  safety

factors  primarily;  that  they  did  not  possess  the  broad  powers 
of  the  CAB  in  determining  the  economic  authority  of  such  op- 
erators,  and  they  did  not  feel  that  the  new  sections  to  Part  45 
were  intended  to  have  the  FAA  pass  judgment  on  the  economic 
stability  of  an  applicant, 

III  -  TCA'S  AIRCRAFT  AND  SAFETY  PERFORMANCE: 

1,  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  original  certificate 
to  TCA,   all  they  were  required  to  undergo  v/as  a  "proving 
flight,"  full  details  of  which  were  undisclosed  to  us.  Pass- 
ing same,  the  applicant  was  granted  a  commercial  operator's 
certificate,  and  was  further  authorized  to  conduct  scheduled 
intra-state  passenger  carrying  operations,  utilizing  aircraft 
of  more  than  12,500  lbs.  maximum  certificated  takeoff  weight, 
viz:  Constellation  aircraft, 

2,  Since  issuing  the  original  certificate  to  TCA,  the 
FAA  advised  that  they  conducted  46  enroute  inspections,  and 
47  ramp  inspections,  exact  nature  of  which  were  not  described 
to  us.     Further,   the  FAA  advised  that  in  the  same  period,  they 
made  16  spot  inspections  of  TCA  aircraft,  while  undergoing 
maintenance  or  overhaul.     These  inspections  were  in  addition 
to  the  normal  annual  operations  base  inspection  and  the  bi- 
annual maintenance  base  inspection.     Civil  Air  Regulations 
require  that  a  pilot -in -command  pass  a  proficiency  check  every 
six  months  and  a  first  officer  is  required  to  pass  a  similar 
check  at  least  once  a  year.     In  the  instance  of  TCA,   the  FAA 
did  not  personally  undertake  such  inspection  tests  and  check- 
rides,  but  permitted  a  company  (TCA)  check  pilot  to  give  such 
checks . 

3,  TCATs  Manual  of  Operations  was  approved  by  FAA, 
and  the  latter  claims  they  run  periodical  checks  to  ascertain 


if  compliance  is  made  to  the  manual.     None  of  the  inspection 
records  of  the  FAA  were  reviewed  relative  the  above.     The  FAA 
indicated  satisfaction  of  the  safety  program  of  TCA,  despite 
their  acknowledged  awareness  that  TCA  was  leasing  four  Con- 
stellation type  aircraft  from  California  Airmotive  Corporation, 
which  lease  expires  on  January  2,   1964,   and  that  said  aircraft 
were  serviced  and  maintained  by  Great  Lakes  Maintenance  Corpora- 
tion, both  of  which  ventures  were  owned  and/or  controlled  by 
Irving  E.  and  Ida  Mae  Hermann,   another  fact  acknowledged  well 
known  by  the  FAA. 

IV  -  CONTROLLING  LAW: 

1.  The  Federal  Aviation  Act  of  1958,   as  amended,  con- 
trols all  United  States  air  carriers  that  are  engaged  in  in- 
ter-state,  overseas  and  foreign  air  transportation.  Such 
control  is  vested  in  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.     Neither  the 
CAB  nor  the  FAA,   actually,   have  any  direct  regulatory  control 
over  intra-state  air  carriers. 

2.  All  United  States  air  carriers,  engaged  in  any  type 
or  mode  of  air  transportation,  must  comply  with  the  Civil  Air 
Regulations,  Part  45,  and  obtain  what  is  known  as  a  "commercial 
operator  certificate,"  issued  by  the  FAA.     Such  certificates 
are  now  issued  after  the  FAA  theoretically  undertakes  a  pertin- 
ent investigation  that  the  applicant  has  basically,  "...suf- 
ficient financial  resources  to  conduct  its  operations  with  the 
degree  of  safety  required  in  the  public  interest...,"  as  well 
as  whether  the  applicant  complies  with  the  various  safety 
checks  and  safeguards  enforced  by  the  FAA  as  to  all  air  car- 
riers.    However,  Part  45  of  the  CAR  incorporates  Part  42  of  the 
CAE  relating  to  supplemental  carriers,   and  Part  40  of  the  CAR 
relating  to  safety  requirements. 
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3.  The  Civil  Air  Regulations,  enforced  by  the  FAA, 
do  not  have  the  broad  provisions  of  Section  401  (d) (3)  of 
the  Federal  Aviation  Act,  which  governs  the  issuance  of 
supplemental  air  carrier  certificates.     Thus,   a  very  fla- 
grant gap  exists  in  our  national  law  regulating  air  trans- 
portation,    California  has  no  protective  law  covering  this 
gap.     Section  401   (d)(3)   of  the  Federal  Aviation  Act  (en- 
forced by  the  CAB  and  not  the  FAA),   and  the  legislative  his- 
tory behind  it,  evidences  that  Congress  made  it  clear  that  it 
intended  for  the  CAB  to  screen  carefully  each  applicant  for 
interim  authority  (as  a  supplemental  carrier)  and  to  grant 
authority  only  to  those  companies  that  could  be  found  affirm- 
atively to  have  met  the  more  stringent  tests  of  fitness, 
willingness  and  ability  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  and  the  rules,  regulations  and  requirements  of  the  CAB. 
Further,  the  CAB  has  full  power  to  determine  if  a  certain 
carrier  should  be  permitted  to  fly  certain  inter-state  routes, 
and  this  is  called  the  element  of  "public  convenience  and 
necessity,"  otherwise  referred  to  as  "economic  authority?  to 
engage  in  certain  air  transportation. 

4.  In  our  discussion  with  the  FAA,   they  readily  con- 
ceded that  the  Congressional  requirements  of  the  Federal  Avia- 
tion Act  of  1958  for  an  applicant  as  a  supplemental  carrier  to 
meet  the  stringent  compliance  tests  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,   do  not  apply  in  any  manner  with  the  applicant  com- 
ing before  the  FAA  merely  for  a  "commercial  operator Ts  certificate 

5.  The  FAA  then  acknowledged,  upon  inquiry,  they  were 
cognizant  of  the  following  facts: 

(a)   the  painstaking  investigation  and  proceedings 
of  the  CAB  from  1954  thru  1961  against  Irving  and  Ida  Mae 
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Hermann,   and  their  corporate  entity,  Great  Lakes 
Airlines ,   Inc . ; 

(b)  the  ruling  banded  down  on  January  28,  1959, 
and  subsequently  affirmed  by  the  United  States  District 
Court,   to  the  effect  that  the  Hermanns  and  Great  Lakes 
Airlines,    Inc.  had  improperty  engaged  in  air  transporta- 
tion, were  guilty  of  violating  Sections  401(a),  403(b), 
408(a),  412(a)  and  1005(e)   of  the  Act,   and  ordered  tbem 

to  cease  and  desist  from  engaging,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  air 
transportation  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Act; 

(c)  the  determination  of  the  CAB  on  October  5, 
1962,   denying  the  application  of  Quaker  City  Airways, 
Inc.,   doing  business  as  Admiral  Airways,   Inc.,   for  interim 
authority  to  engage  in  supplemental  air  transportation ; 

(d)  the  determination  of  the  CAB  on  October  5, 
1962,   denying  the  application  of  Paramount  Airlines,  Inc. 
for  similar  authority; 

(e)  the  basis  for  the  denial  in  each  of  the  above 
cases  being  the  findings  by  the  CAB  that  both  applicants 
lacked  proper  compliance  disposition  to  be  found  willing, 
fit  and  able  to  conform  with  the  provisions  of  said  Act; 
that  both  applicants  bad  functioned  in  close  association 
with  known  violators  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Act,  viz: 

the  Hermanns,  and  that  both  may  operate  in  planned  conjunc- 
tion with  Hermann  controlled  companies,  and  are  part  of  a 
Hermann  dominated  and  controlled  combine ; 

(f)  the  mode  of  operandi  of  both  Admiral  and 
Paramount  Airlines,  viz: 

(1)  Neither  Admiral  nor  Paramount  owned  any 
aircraft.     Admiral  leased  all  its  six  aircraft  from 
Nevada  Aero  Trades  Company  (a  partnership  owned  by 
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Irving  and  Ida  Mae  Hermann)  and  California  Air- 
motive  Corporation,  a  Hermann  controlled  enter- 
prise.    Paramount  leased  two  of  its  four  aircraft 
from  California  Airmotive  Corporation. 

(2)  Neither  Admiral  nor  Paramount  bad  its 
own  aircraft  maintenance  facilities  or  performed  a 
maintenance  function.     All  maintenance  was  performed 
by  Great  Lakes  Airlines  Maintenance  Corporation,  an 
acknowledged  Hermann  controlled  enterprise  as  well; 

(3)  Paramount' s  President  purchased  all  of 
the  applicant's  issued  and  outstanding  stock,  using 
in  major  part  the  proceeds  of  an  unsecured  loan  of 
$50,000  made  by  an  individual  who  was  the  former 
owner  of  a  Hermann  controlled  agency, 

(4)  Admiral's  President  was  Assistant  to 
the  President  of  Bankers  Life  and  Casualty  Company; 
was  directly  involved  in  Bankers  Life  aviation  in- 
vestments, and  said  Bankers  Life  and  Casualty  Company 
financed  the  acquisition  of  aircraft  by  the  Hermanns, 
which  Admiral  then,   at  the  time  of  the  application, 
bad  under  lease. 

6.     The  FAA  officials  being  interrogated  admitted  that 
all  of  the  foregoing  factors  upon  which  the  CAB  issued  highly 
revolutionary  rulings,  attempting  to  regulate  the  safety  of 
air  travellers  (and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  Congress  did  not  ac 
until  after  the  unfortunate  tragedy  that  killed  over  100  Army 
recruits  being  flown  by  the  Army  to  their  first  training  base, 
via  one  of  the  supplemental  carriers,  who  v/as  later  found  to 
be  totally  unfit)  did  not  have  any  effect  or  weight  with  the 
FAA  with  reference  to  their  issuance  of  a  "commercial  opera- 
tor's certificate,"    They  further  advised  that  the  similarity 
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of  facts  that  applied  in  the  TCA  leasing  and  maintenance 
arrangements  witb  Hermann  controlled  enterprises  did  not 
enter  into  their  consideration  in  granting  the  original 
certificate  to  TCA.     Nor  did  the  financing  arrangements  of 
Mr.  Mudgett  witb  Mr.  Stillwell,   identity  unknown  to  FAA, 
enter  into  their  consideration  in  granting  the  renewal  of 
the  TCA  certificate  on  July  20,  1963. 

V  -  CONCLUSIONS: 

1.     FAA  DETERMINATION.     It  can  only  be  fairly  stated 
that  the  actions  of  the  FAA  in  granting  the  original  "Com- 
mercial operator  certificate"  to  TCA  in  July  of  1962,  were 
based  solely  on  the  fact  that  the  applicant  passed  a  "prov- 
ing flight."    Financial  considerations,   seemingly,  were  of 
little  importance.     By  way  of  comparison,   if  an  applicant 
before  the  United  States  Comptroller  of  Currency,  for  author- 
ity to  establish  a  national  bank  to  be  successful,  be  would 
be  required  to  prove  as  an  actual  fact  (and  not  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt)  that  he  v/ould  have  capital  of  a  fixed  sum, 
viz:  $500,000.00  or  $1,000,000.00;  that  he  would  establish 
adequate  cash  reserves  and  surplus;  that  be  would  be  bound 
by  the  capitalization  conditions  precedent  as  set  forth  by 

this  particular  Federal  agency,   for  only  one  reason    the 

protection  of  themmoney  of  the  individual  investors. 

On  the  other  hand,   if  another  individual  desired  to 
establish  an  airline,   and  handle,  not  the  money  of  people, 
but  their  very  lives,   all  he  need  do  is  file  an  application 
with  another  Federal  agency,   the  FAA,   submit  limited  finan- 
cial data,  which  is  not  scrutinized,  nor  investigated  me- 
ticulously,  pass  a  "proving  flight,"  whatever  that  happens 
to  be,  gain  a  certificate  as  a  "commercial  operator,"  and 
immediately  engage  in  the  business,  not  of  accepting  people's 
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money  on  deposit,  but  their  bodies  for  safe  travel.  Nor 

must  such  an  applicant  have  any  capital  investment,  i.e„, 
one  dollar  locked  into  the  corporate  entity  making  the  ap- 
plication.    The  best  example  of  this  ridiculous  and  odious 
comparison  is  the  present  case,  wherein  such  a  certificate 
was  granted  to  a  flimsy  corporation  to  handle  people's  lives, 
without  having  any  financial  capitalization  or  responsibility 
whatsoever . 


that  the  renewal  of  the  certificate  to  TCA  for  another  year 
was  based  primarily  on  their  past  experience,   for  the  preceding 
year,  viz:  the  fact  that  they  were  paying  their  bills,  no  com- 
plaints had  been  received  by  the  FAA  that  the  crews  were  not 
timely  paid,   and  the  safety  checks  made  by  the  FAA  did  not 
show  any  diminuation  of  safety  precautions. 


flights  per  day,   for  a  total  of  2,190  to  2,920  flights  per 
year  (as  their  schedule  indicates) ,  the  FAA  ran  only  46  enroute 
inspections,   only  47  ramp  inspections,  and  also  tolerated  pro- 
ficiency check  rides  of  flight  personnel  to  be  conducted  by 
a  company  (TCA)  check  pilot.     Whether  these  precautions  are 
comparable  to  those  of  bank  examiners  is  left  to  your  inde- 
pendent conclusion.     It  is  apparent  to  me  that  the  precautions 
and  protections  for  the  handling  of  our  citizenry's  money  are 
far  more  advanced  than  those  for  handling  our  citizenry's 
lives  in  intra-state  air  transportation. 


of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations  do  not  permit  a  more  hard-boiled 
approach  to  the  problem.     From  all  that  the  Regional  Office  of 
the  FAA  could  say,   the  sole  conclusions  that  can  be  reached 
are  that  they  are  being  cordial  if  not  conciliatory,   in  con-

This  is  not  to  say  that  the  new  requirements  of  Part  45 
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eluding  a  bankrupt  operation  has       .  . sufficient  financial 
resources  to  conduct  its  operations  with  the  degree  of 
safety  required  in  the  public  interest..."  (Quotations 
from  Part  45  of  the  CAR) . 

2.  EVALUATION  OF  DETERMINED  FACTS .     It  should  not  be 
the  requirement  of  the  PUC  that  it  should  engage  in  an  evalu- 
ation of  relevant  facts  and  circumstances  to  determine  who 
should  use  SFIA.     This  is  the  province  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment with  reference  to  all  inter-state  carriers.     The  defic- 
iency in  our  Federal  and  State  laws  concerning  intra-state 
carriers  must  be  cured  by  these  agencies. 

In  view  of  the  amendments,  effective  May  1,   last,  to 
the  Civil  Air  Regulations,   it  would  appear  that  the  FAA  has 
ample  authority,  not  only  to  insist  upon  strict  compliance 
with  safety  requirements,  but  also  with  financial  capability 
of  applicants  for  "commercial  operator's  certificates." 

In  this  respect,   it  is  my  measured  opinion  that  no  con- 
sideration has  been  given  herein  to  such  financial  "resources, 
save  to  the  fact  that  the  TCA  is  currently  paying  ail  of  its 
bills,  and  maintains  a  cash  flow  position  of  approximately 
$25,000.     Rather,  past  performance  is  used  as  the  criterion, 
rather  than  future  capability.     That  capability  was  based  upon 
nothing  in  the  first  instance. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  one  Federal  agency  can  so 
dia-nietr ically  oppose  the  findings  of  another  Federal  agency, 
and  being  aware  of  the  facts  upon  which  another  such  agency 
renders  a  finding  with  reference  to  inter-state  air  transpor- 
tation,  does  not  apply  those  same  facts  and  findings  to  an 
intra-state  carrier,   or  engage  in  piercing  inquiry  to  refute 
same.     The  pattern  of  operation,   the  connections,   and  the  odi- 
ous comparisons  of  Admiral  Airways,   Inc.,   and  Paramount 
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Airlines,   Inc.,  and  the  various  Hermann  controlled  enterprises 
to  the  present  applicant,  TCA,   should  merit  such  investigation, 
scrutiny  and  foolproof  conclusions  by  the  FAA .     It  is  obvious 
such  investigations  were  not  undertaken,  nor  appropriate  deci- 
sions reached.     It  is  not  the  responsibility  of  the  PUC  to 
undertake  such  investigations.     The  law  adequately  permits  the 
FAA  to  do  so,  and  to  properly  evaluate  the  findings  of  its 
sister  Federal  agency- — -the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

The  question  in  mind  why  hasn  T t  this  been  done? 

3 .     REC QMMENDAT I ONS ,     As  an  attorney,   I  can  but  evalu- 
ate the  present  situation  by  stating  that  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment has,   in  fact,  pre-empted  the  field  of  partial  regulation 
of  intra-state  carriers  by  reason  of  the  amendments  to  Part  45 
of  the  CAR,  effective  May  1,   1963 „     In  this  respect,   it  is 
neither  the  desire,  privilege  nor  right  of  the  PUC  to  either 
legislate,   investigate  nor  interpret  the  existing  Federal 
statutes . 

Accordingly,   the  San  Francisco  PUC  can  do  no  less  than 
say  that  the  United  States  Government  has  full  authority  over 
the  application  before  us.     They  have  seen  fit  to  grant  TCA, 
in  view  of  all  of  the  facts  hereinabove  set  forth,  a  renewal 
certificate  as  a  "commercial  operator."    The  Federal  Government, 
in  effect,  has  pre-empted  this  legislative  field.     In  so  doing, 
they  bear  the  full  responsibility  of  properly  enforcing  same. 

In  my  measured  opinion,   tbey  have  totally  abdicated  that 
responsibility.     Nothing  that  was  disclosed  in  the  conference 
in  Los  Angeles  with  representatives  of  the  FAA  has  changed  my 
conclusion  that  TCA  does  not  have  "...sufficient  financial  re- 
sources to  conduct  its  operations  with  the  degree  of  safety 
required  in  the  public  interest..." 


In  saying,   however,   that  the  PUC  has  neither  the  desire, 
privilege  nor  right  to  either  legislate,   investigate  or  in- 
terpret existing  Federal  statutes,    I  do  not  intend  that  v/e 
should  be  a  passive  adopter  of  precepts,  which ,   on  their  face, 
are  glaringly  false.     My  conscience  dictates  that  I  think  of 

the  air  traveller    and  his  safety    whether  I  have  that 

limited  right  as  a  member  of  this  Commission  or  as  a  private 
citizen.     In  view  of  what  I  feel  is  an  abdication  of  Federal 
responsibility,   and  the  obvious  gap  in  our  Federal  and  State 
statutes  concerning  solely  intranstate  air  carriers,   I  cannot 
sit  idly  by,  and  permit  irresponsibility  either  by  way  of 
administrative  interpretation  or  because  of  inordinate  poli- 
tical pressures,   to  control  the  field  of  transporting  human 
lives  around  the  State  of  California. 

The  perils  of  flying  are  too  well  known  to  those  who 
have  actually  and  actively  participated  in  flight  as  a  crew 
member.     The  public,   generally,   is  not  so  aware.     Their  risks 
should  not  be  compounded  by  sophisticated  or  passive  tolera- 
tion of  rules,  nor  the  strict  considerations  of  an  airport 
management.     We,   in  San  Francisco,   are  not  interested  in  re- 
ceiving fees  for  passengers  taking  off  who  may  not  land 
someplace,   somewhere,  safely. 

If,  by  this  report,   I  am  in  opposition  to  the  findings 

of  the  Federal  Government  in  this  instant  matter,  perhaps  a 

sound  reason  exists.     It  v/ould  seem  that  the  CAB,   in  the 

Admiral  Airv/ays,    Inc.  case  cited  above,   stated  the  prevailing 

principles  far  more  succinctly  than  i  could: 

"The  basic  plan  of  Public  Law  87-528  and  its  legis- 
lative history  establish  beyond  doubt  that  the  major 
concern  of  Congress  in  enacting  the  new  lav/  was  the 
protection  of  the  public.     It  is  clear  that  this 
concern  accounted  for  the  abandonment  by  Congress  of 
the  bills  that  it  had  under  consideration  in  prior 
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"years,  which  would  have  granted  all  companies 
that  held  and  were  utilizing  supplemental  au- 
thority,  interim  authority  in  the  nature  of 
"grandfather"  rights  allowing  them  to  continue 
to  operate  during  the  period  that  might  be  re- 
quired to  complete  evidentiary  hearings  upon 
their  applications  for  certificates  under  the 
new  provisions  of  Section  401(d)(3).     It  is 
further  clear  that  Congress  intended  for  the 
new  law,   in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to 
weed  out  from  the  field  of  supplemental  air 
transportation  --  promptly  and  without  the 
protracted  proceedings  which  history  showed  had 
been  required  to  withdraw  authority  from  even 
the  most  unqualified  companies  in  the  past  — 
those  carriers  which  failed  to  establish  that 
they  possess  financial  strength,  operational 
ability,  and  a  disposition  to  comply  with  the 
law  and  the  regulations  the  Board  might  lay  down 
under  it.     To  this  end,  Congress  terminated  all 
supplemental  authority  that  had  previously  been 
granted  by  the  Board;  made  the  receipt  of  new 
interim  authority,  even  by  a  going  concern,  a 
matter  of  grace;  and  further  indicated  its  in- 
tention that  an  applicant  receive  such  authority 
only  if  the  Board  is  able  to  conclude  affirma- 
tively that  the  applicant  meets  the  more  strin- 
gent requirements  of  fitness,  willingness,  and 
ability  that  Congress  intended  to  have  applied 
under  the  new  law. 

"Against  this  background,  we  must  carefully  scru- 
tinize each  application  for  interim  authority  to 
assure  ourselves  that  the  applicant  possesses 
those  qualifications  which  Congress  intended  to 
require,  and  we  would  be  remiss  in  the  obliga- 
tions imposed  on  us  if  we  were  to  issue  interim 
authority  in  any  case  in  which  v/e  are  not  able 
to  make  an  affirmative  finding  that  the  applicant 
is  qualified." 


Congress  has,   on  the  one  hand,   given  to  the  CAB  abso- 
lute and  effective  regulatory  control  over  scheduled,  as  well 
as  supplemental  air  carriers,  engaged  in  inter-state,  foreign 
and  overseas  transportation.     The  CAB  has,   in  the  Great  Lakes, 
Admiral  and  Paramount  cases,   applied  these  tight  regulatory 
controls  to  effectively  police  these  fields  of  air  transporta- 
tion. 

Congress  has,  on  the  other  hand,  given  to  the  FAA  far 
broader  authority  than  it  previously  had  over  the  operations 
of  commercial  intra-state  carriers,  by  requiring  such  carriers 
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to  submit  to  detailed  and  exacting  financial  scrutiny.     It  is 
conceivable  that  Congress  intended  the  interest  of  intra-state 
air  travellers  would  be  thus  as  well  protected  as  inter-state 
air  travellers. 

It  well  appears  in  this  case  that  two  agencies  of  the 
Federal  Government  are  applying  double  standards  in  almost 
identical  circumstances.     If  TCA  were  applying  to  the  CAB  for 
a  certificate  as  a  supplemental  inter-state  carrier  to  fly 
from  San  Francisco  to  Reno  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  CAB 
in  applying  tbe  principles  set  forth  in  the  Admiral  and  Para- 
mount cases,  would  reject  tbe  application. 

Tbe  application  of  TCA  for  authority  to  fly  intra- 
state from  San  Francisco  to  Los  Angeles  has,  however ,  been 
granted  by  tbe  FAA.     The  incongruity  of  this  decision  in  view 
of  tbe  Congressional  legislation  and  intent  to  strictly  regu- 
late air  transportation  and  in  view  of  tbe  CAB  pronouncements, 
is  appalling.     The  PUC  does  not  have  tbe  authority,  as  a 
Municipal  Governmental  agency,   of  vetoing  tbe  action  of  the 
FAA,  but  it  does  have,   in  my  estimation,   tbe  civic  responsi- 
bility to  point  out  any  defective,   illogical  and  passive  ad- 
ministration of  laws  designed  to  protect  tbe  public.  This, 
unfortunately,   is  all  that  the  PUC  can  do  herein.     Tbe  full 
moral  and  legal  responsibilities  for  permitting  TCA  to  operate 
as  an  intra-state  commercial  air  carrier  must  be  borne  solely 

by  tbe  governmental  body  that  granted  such  license  -tbe

Conditions 

Storage  conditions  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  are  excellent,  with  a 
small  amount  of  runoff  continuing  to  flow  into  the  three  reservoirs. 
Lake  Eleanor  is  still  filled  to  capacity.    Normal  releases  are  being  made 
from  the  reservoirs  for  domestic  supply,  power  generation,  and  fish  main- 
tenance. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  August,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated 
kk, 990,000  kwh  and  77,662,000  kwh,  respectively. 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

Tunnel  driving  continues  at  the  upstream  heading  of  North  Mountain  Adit  and 
the  downstream  heading  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Adit.  To  date,  approximately  ii0,300 
linear  feet  or  about  fk  percent  of  the  main  tunnel  has  been  driven.  During 
this  period  contractor  "holed  thru"  at  the  upstream  portal  of  the  tunnel  at 
the  river  crossing.  Work  continues  on  the  installation  and  concrete  backfill 
of  the  steel  tunnel  liner  at  the  downstream  portal.  About  700  linear  feet 
has  been  completed  to  date. 
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Canyon  Tunnel  Drain  Line 

Bids  were  received  on  September  5  for  the  construction  of  a  drain  line  at  the 
downstream  portal  of  the  Canyon  Power  Tunnel.    The  low  bidder  was  Roy  Madsen 
Construction  Company 3  San  Francisco,  in  the  amount  of  $Sh^h31 *S0.    Award  has 
been  recommended  to  this  bidder.    Two  other  bids  were  received,  ranging  to  a 
high  of  $79>77£.00. 

^  anX2*L  Powerhouse 

Contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  hydraulic  turbines,  governors  and  valves, 
was  certified  on  August  8,  1963,  and  the  official  starting  date  of  this 
purchase  is  August  9,  1963. 

Specifications  for  furnishing  and  installing  the  generators  for  Canyon  Power- 
house were  forwarded  to  the  Commission  for  inclusion  on  the  calendar  for 
Tuesday,  September  3,  1963.    It  was  recommended  that  the  specifications  be 
approved  and  the  work  be  advertised  to  allow  contractors  six  weeks  in  which 
to  prepare  bids,  with  October  17,  1963,  suggested  as  the  date  for  bid  opening.

Plans  and  specifications  for  this  work  have  been  completed  by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel 
and  are  being  reviewed  by  the  department. 

Engineering 

Preliminary  studies  have  been  started  on  the  problem  of  connecting  the  tailrace 
of  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  to  the  Mountain  Division  Tunnel  so  as  to  be  able  to 
exclude  water  from  the  Tuolumne  River  at  such  times  as  it  may  be  contaminated 
or  muddy.    Work  was  also  started  on  plans  for  providing  a  by-pass  around 
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Canyon  Powerhouse  to  insure  continuity  of  water  deliveries  when  the  powerhouse 
is  shut  down  or  generation  is  curtailed.    Design  work  on  the  powerhouse  is  in 
abeyance  pending  receipt  of  drawings  from  the  turbine  manufacturer.

Mr,  Ralph  F0  Clark,  Real  Estate  Appraiser;  Mr.  William  J.  Dwyer,  U.E.B.;  and 
Mr.  William  Tong,  TJ.E.B.    The  City  opposed  an  increase  in  assessed  valuation 
of  airport  property  for  1963-6U  from  $1,189,1160  to  $3,921*, 800,  which  would 
increase  the  City's  taxes  from  $9li,l53  paid  in  1962-63  to  $270,000  for 
1963- 6h. 

The  State  Board  reduced  this  proposed  assessment  from  $3,921*,  800  to  $3,1*22,000 
which  would  reduce  the  airport  property  taxes  to  $235,500  or  a  reduction  of 
$3l*,500  from  the  original  proposed  increase. 

This  proposed  assessment  figure  was  arrived  at  by  the  Board  accepting  the 
County's  fair  market  value  of  the  airport  property  and  using  an  average 
county  assessment  ratio  of  21.8  percent.    (The  percentage  of  market  value 
at  which  the  property  is  assessed.)

tions are  covered  by  the  FAA  and  that  supercedes  the  PUC. 

Mr.  Bourne  replied  that  the  FAA,  as  an  arm  of  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, has  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  safety  factors  involving  air 
operations.    The  owner  of  an  airport  has  no  jurisdiction  in  this 
field.     However,  as  a  proprietary  owner,  San  Francisco  has  certain 
authorities,  limited  by  its  sponsorship  agreement  and  Federal  law, 
to  determine  who  shall  make  use  of  its  airport  for  commercial 
purposes.     Insofar  as  flight  safety  is  concerned,  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  is  in  effect  forbidden  by  the  Federal  law  to 
inquire  into  those  matters,  he  stated. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  White  asked  that  the  letter  from  Mr. 
Tippets  be  read  aloud  so  that  all  present  might  know  of  its  contents. 
This  was  ordered  and  so  done. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  stated  that  he  would  entertain  a 
resolution  granting  to  Trans  California  Airlines  an  intrastate 
operating  permit  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  There- 
upon, for  the  purpose  of  discussion,  Commissioner  Hansen  moved, 
seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon,  the  adoption  of  a  proposed  resolu- 
tion read  by  the  Secretary. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  explained  his  position,  stating  that  it  was 
not  his  intention  to  engage  in  continuing  correspondence  with  the 
FAA,  nor  was  it  his  intention  to  enter  into  a  rebuttal  to  Mr. 
Tippets'  remarks.    He  stated  he  was  interested  in  one  thing,  which 
the  FAA  verified  and  which  he  had  previously  stated  before  the 
Commission;  namely,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  had  the  right 
to  engage  in  a  review  of  an  application  of  an  intrastate  carrier  to 
use  San  Francisco  International  Airport.    Commissioner  Stack  quoted 
from  the  letter  Mr.  Sippets1  words  stating  that  "this  is  strictly  a 
metter  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  decide." 

Commissioner  Stack  observed  further  that  the  information  contained 
in  Mr.  Tippets*  letter  was  not  any  different  than  that  which  Com- 
missioner Stack  had  learned  on  his  visit  to  Los  Angeles. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  the  FAA  knew  full  well  the  connection 
of  Irving  and  Ida  Mae  Hermann  with  Trans  California  Airlines,  noting 
that  Mr.  Tippets  in  his  letter  stated  they  had  no  proof  of  the 
Hermann's  financial  interest  in  Trans  California  or  that  they  were 
controlling  the  daily  operations,  but  that  the  FAA  conveniently 
overlooked  the  fact  and  had  not  investigated  any  further  than  the 
financial  statements.

Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  in  his  opinion  everyone  connected  with 
aviation  must  feel  that  the  safety  and  interest  of  the  flight  passen- 
ger, as  well  as  users  of  the  airport  and  those  living  nearby,  must 
he  considered  before  permitting  weak  standards  and  allowing  an  air- 
line such  as  Trans  California  Airlines  to  fly. 

Commissioner  White,  in  his  remarks,  recalled  the  speech  made  by 
President  Patterson  of  the  United  Air  Lines  during  the  dedication  of 
the  South  Terminal  wherein  he  stressed  one  of  the  major  obstacles  the 
airlines  must  overcome  is  "Pear."     Commissioner  White  stated  he  felt 
the  actions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  during  the  past  few 
weeks  demonstrated  to  the  users  of  the  Airport  that  the  Commissioners, 
too,  are  cognizant  of  fear,  and  that  it  was  only  this  awareness  of 
fear  which  swayed  the  individual  commissioners  in  taking  their 
negative  action.     Commissioner  White  stated  he  was  fully  cognizant 
of  the  meaning  contained  in  the  FAA  letter  where  Mr.  Tippets  on  one 
hand  says  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  the  sole  judge  of 
whether  or  not  an  airline  flies  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport,  and  on  the  other  hand  pleads  guilty  to  the  fact 
that  the  FAA  did  not  investigate  as  closely  as  they  might  have.  He 
stated  that  as  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  was  perfectly  willing  to 
allow  the  FAA  to  assume  the  responsibility  for  air  safety,  and  as 
far  as  he  was  concerned,   the  Commission    would  act  in  its  best 
judgment  when  the  vote  was  taken.

Dear  Mr.  Greenberg: 

I  am  taking  the  liberty  of  commenting  on  the  report  dated  September  6, 
1963^  filed  by  Commissioner  Thomas  F.  Stack,  with  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  since  the  report  contains  several  statements  which  reflect 
upon  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  and  its  certification  of  Trans - 
California  Airlines,  Inc.    I  do  not  wish  my  comments  to  be  interpreted 
as  interceding  in  behalf  of  Trans-California  Airlines  in  regard  to  its 
application  to  operate  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
which  I  consider  strictly  a  matter  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  decide. 

As  stated  in  our  Regional  Counsel's  letter  to  Mr.  Stack  dated  August  30> 
1963;  c°Py  °f  which  is  attached,  Trans -California  Airlines,  Inc.  was 
originally  certificated  on  July  20,  I962,  under  Part       of  the  Civil 
Air  Regulations  as  a  commercial  operator  authorizing  it  to  conduct 
scheduled  intrastate  passenger-carrying  operations,  utilizing  aircraft 
of  more  than  12,500  lbs.  maximum  certificated  takeoff  weight.    At  the 
time  of  original  certification,  the  Civil  Air  Regulations  did  not  require 
that  financial  information  be  filed  with  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency. 
In  fact,  prior  to  the  revision  of  Part  45  on  May  1,  I.963,  and  extending 
back  to  March  23,  19^9 >  when  Part  k-5  was  originally  adopted  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board,  no  financial  information  of  any  sort  was  required 
from  applicants  for  a  Part  h$  commercial  operator  certificate.    In  adop- 
ting the  revision  to  Part  45  in  May,  19&3 >  ^e  Agency  stated  as  follows: 

"It  was  not  the  intent  of  Draft  Release  No.  62-53;  nor  is  it 


the  intent  of  this  rule,  to  indicate  that  financial  ability  is 
conclusive  as  to  whether  an  applicant  can  or  cannot  conduct 
safe  operations.    Financial  status  is  but  one  of  the  important 
considerations  entering  into  such  a  determination.  Other 
elements  such  as  equipment,  skill,  and  experience  are  equally

or  more  important.    The  important  point  is  that  under  present 
procedures,  the  Administrator  does  not  have  sufficient  detailed 
and  reliable  information  pertaining  to  the  management,  control, 
and  financial  status  of  commercial  operators  to  be  able  to 
carry  out  his  statutory  responsibilities  and  make  a  sound  de- 
termination regarding  an  applicant's  ability  to  conduct  opera- 
tions with  the  degree  of  safety  required  in  the  public  interest" . 

Thus,  recognizing  that  financial  condition  might  induce  some  persons  to 
seek  cost  savings  in  the  field  of  aircraft  maintenance  and  other  safety 
requirements,  the  Agency  determined  that  at  least  a  minimum  financial 
ability  must  exist  in  order  to  safely  conduct  the  proposed  operation. 
This  is  not  to  say,  however,  that  each  applicant  must  necessarily  be 
of  the  type  in  which  an  individual  would  decide  to  invest  his  money  as 
a  prof it -making  venture. 

In  July,  19^2,  although  not  required  to  do  so,  Trans-California  Airlines, 
Inc.  submitted  a  balance  sheet  showing  that  it  had  $91,97^ • 00  cash  on 
hand  and  in  the  bank.    This  amount  was  verified  by  our  auditors  and 
was  considered  adequate  to  conduct  the  proposed  operation.    It  is  true 
that  no  common  stock  had  been  issued  to  date  nor  did  we  consider  this 
at  all  necessary  in  deciding  to  certificate  the  operator.  Beginning 
late  in  May,  1963*  Trans -California  Airlines,  Inc.  submitted  certain 
financial  information  as  required  by  the  newly  revised  Part  ij-5  regulation, 
together  with  its  application  for  renewal  of  its  certificate  due  to  ex- 
pire on  July  20,  19&3 •    In  addition  to  submitting  all  of  the  information 
required  by  Sections  *J-5«3  and  k^.k,  the  applicant  also  submitted  certain 
additional  information  requested  by  the  Western  Region,  such  as:  letters 
of  credit  for  maintenance  and  other  services,  details  of  insurance 
coverage,  aging  of  accounts  receivable  and  accounts  payable,  and  mainten- 
ance costs  by  type  of  aircraft.    In  addition,  we  requested  and  received 
details  in  regard  to  its  aircraft  leases.    It  is  correct,  as  stated  on 
Page  5  of  Mr.  Stack's  report,  that  the  financial  statement  showed  a 
total  net  operating  loss  of  $l8l, 151*00  from  the  firm's  inception.  It 
is  also  correct  that  the  Agency  requested  a  financial  statement  from 
Mr.  Mudgett,  sole  stockholder  of  Trans -California  Airlines.    Even  though 
such  a  statement  is  not  required  by  Part  k5,  we  were  concerned  about 
Mr.  Mudgett 's  personal  financial  condition  due  to  the  $150,000.00  note 
payable  to  him  by  the  corporation.    Contrary  to  Mr.  Stack's  statement, 
however,  Mr.  Mudgett 's  net  worth,  exclusive  of  his  "investment"  in 
Trans -California  Airlines,  was  $65,200.00,  rather  than  $^3,600. 00.  Also, 
despite  the  net  operating  loss  of  $l8l, 151.00  since  inception  of  the 
firm,  we  found  that: 

1.    Trans -California  Airlines  maintained  an  average  monthly 

bank  balance  for  the  first  five  months  of  Calendar  Year  I963 
in  the  medium  five  figures  and  certificates  of  deposit  indi- 
cated an  additional  $22,500.00  was  available  to  them. 
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2.  Revenue  from  ticketing  operations  was  steadily  increasing 
from  an  average  of  $40,000.00  gross  per  month  to  $85,000.00 
per  month,  with  indications  that  growth  would  continue  in 

the  months  following  renewal  of  the  certificate  in  June,  1963. 

3.  There  was  no  adverse  information  in  the  most  recent  credit 
report  available  to  us  indicating  that  obligations  were  being 
paid,  which  corroborated  our  analysis  of  the  accounts  payable 
as  being  current.    Also,  our  audit  conducted  in  July,  19&3, 
showed  that  at  least  $30,000.00  of  the  $79,029.00  listed 

as  liabilities  on  the  April  30,  19&3,  balance  sheet,  had  been 
paid. 

k.    Trans -California  Airlines  had  leases  on  four  L-7^9  aircraft 

giving  them  at  least  six  months  exclusive  use  on  each  aircraft. 
In  a  separate  agreement,  we  found  that  Trans -California  Airlines 
had  options  to  purchase  two  of  the  leased  aircraft. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Part  U-3  was  not  revised  until  May  1,  1963,  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  had  no  legal  right  to  make  a  "financial  in- 
vestigation" as  suggested  by  Mr.  Stack  prior  to  that  date.    However,  our 
financial  evaluation  made  after  May  1,  1963,  extended  back  to  July,  1962. 
Although  we  relied  heavily  upon  the  financial  statements  of  Orville  Kelman 
and  Company,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  this  is  certainly  not  unusual 
in  that  they  are  a  reputable  firm  and  licensed  by  the  State  of  California. 
We  saw  no  necessity  to  make  verifications  of  the  same  bank  accounts  when 
the  workpapers  of  Orville  Kelman  and  Company  showed  they  had  made  such 
verifications  and  copies  of  the  actual  bank  verifications  were  obtained 
for  our  certification  files. 

I  wish  to  make  it  abundantly  clear  that  our  investigation  and  evaluation 
of  the  financial  fitness  of  an  applicant  for  a  commercial  operator  certi- 
ficate is  based  primarily  and  solely  upon  safety.    This  does  not  mean, 
as  stated  by  Mr.  Stack,  that  we  are  necessarily  applying  different  stan- 
dards than  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  when  it  determines  that  an  air 
carrier  is  "fit,  willing  and  able",  to  conduct  operations  under  a  certi- 
ficate of  convenience  and  necessity. 

As  stated  in  Mr.  Stack's  report,  we  were  well  aware  of  the  determination 
of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  in  regard  to  Great  Lakes  Airlines,  Inc., 
Quaker  City  Airways,  d/b/a  Admiral  Airways,  Inc.,  and  Paramount  Airlines, 
Inc.,  as  well  as  the  relationship  of  Irving  and  Ida  Mae  Hermann  with  these 
organizations  and  with  California  Airmotive  Corporation.    In  fact,  upon 
the  decision  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  to  deny  interim  economic 
authority  to  Paramount  Airlines,  Inc.,  Order  No.  E-18880,  and  to  Quaker 
City  Airways,  d/b/a  Admiral  Airways,  Inc.,  Order  No.  E--I8879,  on  October  8, 
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1962,  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  immediately  by  emergency  order  re- 
voked their  F.A.A.  air  carrier  operating  certificates  on  the  basis 
that  they  no  longer  held  the  required  economic  authority  under  Part  h2 
of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations.    Certainly  there  is  a  history  of 
economic  violations  by  the  Hermanns.    So  far  as  I  know,  however,  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  has  not  ruled  finally  on  applications  by  both 
of  the  aforementioned  carriers  for  permanent  certificates  to  conduct 
supplemental  air  transportation  under  Section  401(d)(3)  of  the  Federal 
Aviation  Act.    It  is  correct,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Stack,  that  Trans- 
California  Airlines  leased  its  aircraft  from  California  Airmotive 
Corporation  and  is  authorized  to  have  its  maintenance  performed  by 
Great  Lakes  Airlines  Maintenance  Corporation,  an  F.A.A.  approved 
repair  station.    Trans -California  Airlines  is  also  authorized  to  have 
its  engines  repaired  at  Grant  Central  Aircraft  Engine  Corporation, 
Glendale,  California,  its  propellers  repaired  at  Service  Air  Company, 
Glendale,  California,  its  instruments  repaired  at  Bill  Johnson  Instru- 
ment Service,  North  Hollywood,  California,  and  its  radios  repaired  at 
Superior  Aircraft  Electronics,  Burbank,  California.    At  the  time  of 
original  certification  in  July,  1962,  and  renewal  in  July,  1963 >  we 
had  no  proof  that  Irving  and  Ida  Mae  Hermann  held  a  financial  interest 
in  Trans -California  Airlines  or  were  controlling  the  daily  operations 
of  Trans -California  Airlines,  Inc.,  and  we  have  no  proof  as  of  this 
date  to  conclusively  show  that  this  is  true.    If  Mr.  Stack  has  such 
proof,  we  will  be  glad  to  receive  it,  because  he  did  not  have  it  when 
our  Regional  Counsel  asked  him  during  the  meeting. 

Prior  to  conducting  scheduled  intrastate  flights,  the  applicant  is  re- 
quired to  comply  with  Part  kO  of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations,  the  same 
regulations  applicable  to  scheduled  interstate  air  carrier  operations. 
In  other  words,  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines  and  Trans -California  Airlines, 
Inc.,  as  intrastate  scheduled  operators,  are  required  to  comply  with 
the  same  safety  operating  rules  as  United  Airlines  and  Western  Airlines, 
who  operate  in  interstate  air  transportation.    They  are  also  required 
to  provide  maintenance,  operations  and  training  manuals  for  F.A.A. 
approval  prior  to  operating.    The  aircraft  utilized  must  of  course  be 
certificated  for  airworthiness,  the  pilots  must  be  properly  trained  and 
certificated,  and  maintenance  must  be  performed  at  approved  FAA  repair 
stations,  if  they  are  not  going  to  conduct  their  own  maintenance.  As 
you  can  see  and  contrary  to  Mr.  Stack's  several  statements,  it  is  not 
merely  a  simple  matter  of  conducting  a  "proving  flight"  to  become  a 
qualified  intrastate  operator,  although  one  is  required  prior  to  actually 
conducting  any  operations. 

Our  surveillance  and  inspection  of  intrastate  commercial  operators,  as 
well  as  interstate  air  carriers,  is  geared  to  the  size  of  the  operation 
and  the  daily  utilization  of  its  aircraft.    Trans -California  Airlines,  Inc. 
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is  authorized  presently  to  utilize  as  regular  airports:  Lockheed  Air 
Terminal,  Los  Angeles  International  Airport ,  Oakland  International 
Airport,  and  Lindbergh  Field.    I  can  assure  you  that  the  k6  F.A.A. 
enroute  inspections  and  hj  F.A.A.  ramp  inspections,  as  veil  as  16 

F.A.A.  spot  inspections  of  Trans  California  Airlines'  aircraft, 

while  undergoing  maintenance  and  overhaul,  are  well  within  our  pro- 
gram of  surveillance  for  an  operator  the  size  of  Trans -California 
Airlines,  with  its  limited  area  of  operations  utilizing  only  four 
aircraft.    The  fact  that  we  authorized  an  approved  company  check 
pilot  to  conduct  pilot  proficiency  checks  is  not  unusual  and  as  re- 
ported in  our  letter  to  Mr.  Stack,  at  least  50$  of  such  pilot  profi- 
ciency checks  are  actually  conducted  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency 
each  year.    I  take  exception  to  Mr.  Stack's  statement  that  the  neces- 
sary precautions  and  protection  of  the  lives  of  persons  traveling  in 
intrastate  transportation  are  not  being  fulfilled.    In  fact,  despite 
our  efforts  to  clearly  explain  to  Mr.  Stack  our  numerous  requirements 
and  precautions,  it  is  quite  apparent  to  me  that  he  is  not  knowledgeable 
of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  certification  procedures  and  methods  of 
surveillance.    In  addition,  Mr.  Stack,  in  his  report,  has  conveniently 
overlooked  the  enforcement  actions  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency 
Western  Region  wherein  we  revoked  certificates  on  the  basis  of  investi- 
gations showing  that  the  operators  or  carriers  concerned  had  demonstra- 
ted a  lack  of  qualification  by  falsification  of  records,  failure  to 
give  pilot  checks  and  to  perform  proper  maintenance.    For  your  informa- 
tion, we  have  revoked  one  supplemental  air  carrier  operating  certificate 
and  three  commercial  operator  certificates  for  these  reasons.  Three 
of  these  cases  were  appealed  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  and  our 
actions  were  sustained;  the  fourth  did  not  appeal.    None  of  the  companies 
affected  by  such  actions  appealed  to  the  U.  S.  Court  of  Appeals,  although 
they  had  the  legal  right  to  do  so. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  question  whether  Mr.  Stack  has  any  proof  that  the 
Hermanns  have  a  financial  interest  in  or  are  controlling  Trans -California 
Airlines,  Inc.    If  he  does  not  have  such  proof,  it  seems  to  me  that  his 
statements  in  his  report  which  question  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency's 
action  and  upon  which  he  predicts  that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
would  not  certificate  Trans -California  Airlines  as  a  supplemental  inter- 
state air  carrier,  are  baseless  and  conjectural. 

I  trust  that  this  letter  has  clarified  some  of  the  misconceptions  and  in- 
accuracies contained  in  Mr.  Stack's  report.    We  will  be  happy  to  cooperate 
with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  further  in  regard  to  this  and  any 
other  matter.

ANNUAL  REPORT: 

Preparation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  Annual  Report  for 
the  Fiscal  Year  1962-63  was  completed  during  the  past  month. 
It  was  submitted  to  Mr9  Robert  G.  Kirkwood,  Manager  of  Utilities, 
on  September        in  the  form  of  a  72-page  booklet  for  transmission 
to  the  Mayor. 

SCHEDULE  CHANGE  EFFECTIVE  SEPTEMBER  1,  1963: 

During  the  Summer  Vacation  period,  a  total  of  777  transit 
vehicles  were  scheduled  during  the  weekday  morning  peak  period, 
528  during  the  midday  period,  and  8l6  during  the  afternoon  peak 
period e     To  meet  changes  in  passenger  traffic  with  the  close  of 
the  vacation  period  and  the  reopening  of  schools,  schedules 
effective  September  1st  require  a  total  of  828  transit  vehicles 
during  the  weekday  morning  peak  period,  538  midday,  and  838 
during  the  afternoon  peak  period. 

PLATFORM  MANPOWER: 

The  Manpower  Report  for  the  week  ended  September  5th 
indicates  a  shortage  of  66  platform  men  in  the  motor  coach, 
trolley  coach  and  cable  car  divisions.     It  also  shows  an  overage 
of  I4.  at  the  streetcar  division. 

A  net  shortage  of  39  platform  men  was  indicated  in  the 
previous  monthly  report  to  the  PUC.     The  additional  shortage 
covered  in  the  preceding  paragraph  is  due  principally  to  the

TRANSIT,  BRIEFS 

TORONTO,  CANADA  -  Pares  will  rise  to  six  tickets  for  $1.00  next 
January,  Toronto  Transit  Commission  Chairman  Ralph  Day  has  announced. 
The  present  rate  is  seven  tickets  for  $1.00.     The  increase  of  about 
two  cents  a  ticket  will  produce  an  estimated  $5,600,000  a  year  in 
additional  revenue  for  the  TTC  of  which  $5,000,000  will  be  required 
to  offset  1964' s  estimated  operating  deficit. 

UPPER  DARBY,  PENNSYLVANIA  -  The  Philadelphia  Suburban  Transportation 
Company  and  its  subsidiary,  Red  Arrow  Line,  has  increased  school  and 
childrens'   fares  from  ten  cents  to  12  cents. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA  -  The  Stanford  Research  Institute  has  been 
retained  to  conduct  major  scientific  work  in  connection  with  the  Bay 
Area's  three-county  rapid  transit  project.    Under  a  sub-contract  with 
Parsons  Brinckerhof f-Tudor-Bechtel ,  general  engineering  consultants 
to  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,  the  nationally  known  re- 
search firm  will  conduct  studies  designed  to  improve  the  stability 
of  lightweight  trains,  reduce  sound  and  vibration  and  eliminate  buf- 
feting of  trains  entering  tunnels,  tubes  and  subways  at  high  speeds. 
Much  ©f  the  work  will  be  carried  out  on  the        mile  test  section  ©f 
the  network  which  will  be  placed  in  operation  between  Concord  and 
Walnut  Greek  in  mid-1965. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  -  The  last  200  of  D.  C.  Transit  System's  street- 
cars have  been  sold  to  a  Washington,  D.  C,  radio  personality, 
Milton  Q.  Ford  and  his  attorney,  Alvin  Newmyer.     Believing  that  the 
trolleys  can  be  converted  into  many  uses,  the  two  men  have  formed  a 
company,  Trolley  Corporation.     Some  of  the  discarded  transit  cars 
are  being  readied  as  playrooms,  workshops,  clubrooms ,  baby  sitting 
facilities  for  shopping  centers,  childrens'  movie  theatres,  parking 
lot  waiting  rooms  and  pro  golf  shops . 

BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND  -  The  first  contingent  of  101  air-conditioned 
General  Motor  buses,  ordered  by  the  Baltimore  Transit  Company  to 
convert  its  remaining  streetcar  lines  to  motor  bus  operation,  were 
inspected  by  public  officials  in  a  public  ceremony  and  placed  im- 
mediately in  service.    The  buses  feature  air-conditioning,  better 
visibility,  colorful  interior,  fluorescent  lighting,  improved  venti- 
lation and  temperature  control,  air-assist  push- type  center  doors 
and  the  most  modern  developed  diesel  engines. 

TACOMA,  WASHINGTON  -  The  Citizens  Transit  Subcommittee  has  recommend- 
ed to  city  council,  an  increase  in  the  fare  for  rides  on  the  city's 
transit  system  to  a  flat  fare  of  25  cents,  by  abolishing  the  pre- 
sent 20-cent  token  rate.     In  addition  to  the  elimination  of  five  for 
a  dollar  tokens,  the  subcommittee  also  recommended  that  the  City  of 
Tacoma  Transit  Department  be  allowed  to  raise  the  price  of  students' 
bus  rides.    The  student  (through  college)  cash  fare  would  be  hiked 
a  nickel  to  20  cents  and  the  school  rate  (through  high  school)  of 
12>&  cents  per  ticket  would  be  boosted  to  15  cents  a  ticket. 

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS  -  A  new  king-size  vacuum  cleaner  which  cleans 
three  buses  simultaneously  was  put  into  operation  by  the  Chicago 
Transit  Authority  at  its  North  Park  station.     An  average  of  300  buses 
per  day  can  be  cleaned  of  accumulated  litter  and  debris  with  more 
thorough  results  than  by  manual  methods  and  with  a  considerable  sav- 
ing in  time. 

WEST  WARWICK,  R.  I.  -  The  28  drivers  of  the  Shore  Line  bus  company 
have  volunteered  to  take  a  ten-cent  hourly  pay  cut  to  aid  the  firm's 
re-attempt  at  profitable  Sunday  and  holiday  services  between  Provi- 
dence and  the  Pawtuxet  Valley.

Since  the  retirement  of  James  H.  Turner  as  General  Manager 
and  Chief  Engineer  and  the  appointment  of  George  D.  Burr  to  act  in 
such  position,  effective  September  1,  19&3*  measures  have  been 
taken  to  facilitate  the  planned  consolidation  of  the  Water  and 
Hetch  Hetchy  Departments  into  one  Department  of  Water  and  Power. 
Among  these  measures  are  having  the  Hetch  Hetchy  personnel  meet 
jointly  with  the  Water  Department  personnel  at  the  Water  Depart- 
ment's staff  meetings,  routing  Water  Department  operating  div- 
isions' daily  reports  and  Purification  Division's  reports  to  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Department  for  his  information 
and  review,  routing  to  him  of  many  other  Items  that  will  assist 
him  in  gaining  information  of  Water  Department  practices  and  oper- 
ations, and  frequent  conferences.    Other  measures  will  also  be 
devised  and  used  to  the  end  that  the  consolidation  may  be  effected 
as  smoothly  as  possible „ 

WATER  QUALITY. 

On  August  30,  1963 j  a  conference  was  held  with  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  relative  to  their  requirements  concern- 
ing future  plant  and  operations  of  the  City's  water  utility.  Among 
other  matters,  it  was  agreed  that  the  1961  Water  Bond  Project  work 
will  be  rescheduled  so  that  the  Bay  Division  to  Crystal  Springs 
tunnel  and  pipeline  will  be  completed  by  about  October  1967 ,  which 
is  three  years  earlier  than  originally  contemplated,  so  as  to  bring 
water  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  and  the  Sunol  Filtration  Plant 
directly  into  San  Francisco  that  much  earlier.    It  was  also  agreed 
that  a  minimum  sized  filtration  plant  will  be  completed  at  San 
Andreas  Reservoir,  to  be  financed  in  1964  by  a  bond  issue  or  other- 
wise, so  as  to  provide  filtered  water  from  that  source  for  the 
higher  portions  of  the  northern  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula 
by  about  December  19^7 >  which  is  about  the  same  time  that  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  and  filtered  water  from  Alameda  sources  will  be  deliv- 
ered to  other  areas  in  San  Francisco  and  the  northern  Peninsula. 
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A  training  program  is  being  prepared  for  personnel  of  the 
Water  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Departments  connected  with  the  operation  of 
any  water  treatmant  plant ,  which  includes  plants  for  chlorination, 
fluoridation ,  lime  treatment,  alum  treatment ,  and  filtration  plants , 
in  order  to  qualify  such  personnel  for  certification  as  Water 
Treatment  Plant  Operators.     Such  certification  is  one  of  the  require 
ments  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

During  the  month  of  August  44,200  feet  of  6-inch  mains  and 
40,000  feet  of  8-inch  mains  in  the  Merced  Manor  Reservoir  service 
area  north  of  Sloat  Boulevard  and  west  of  the  Sunset  Reservoir  area 
were  flushed.    Incidental  to  this  main  flushing,  about  2,000  feet 
of  20-inch  mains  and  3*600  feet  of  16-inch  mains  were  also  flushed. 
In  addition,  18  individual  spot  flushing  operations  were  performed 
to  prevent  or  correct  dirty  water  conditions. 

The  preliminary  report  of  the  consulting  geologist  for  the 
proposed  Sunol  Filtration  Plant  site  showed  the  presence  of  a  fault 
at  the  proposed  plant  site,  and  also  the  probable  instability  of 
the  earth  overlying  the  fault.    On  September  5  a  suitable  alternate 
site  was  selected  after  field  examination.    The  selected  site  is  on 
stable  soil  and  rockjt  and  is  at  the  optimum  elevation.    This  new 
location  will  require  about  3*000  feet  of  additional  treated  water 
transmission  pipeline,  but  some  saving  can  be  made  in  the  plant 
grading  and  foundation  costs. 

WATER  CONDITIONS . 

During  the  month  of  August  the  consumption  of  water  through- 
out the  system  averaged  239-5  million  gallons  per  day.    This  is 
10.5  million  gallons  per  day  greater  than  for  the  month  of  August 
one  year  ago . 

On  August  31  there  was  a  total  of  49*300  million  gallons 
of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  Reservoirs  which  is 
6,715.2  million  gallons  greater  than  one  year  ago. 

The  draft  of  water  from  Calaveras  Reservoir  has  continued 
at  approximately  70  million  gallons  per  day  which  is  the  maximum 
rate  under  present  conditions,  and  the  present  flow  from  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  is  about  107  million  gallons  per  day. 

FINANCES . 

Revenue    from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year  through 
the  month  of  August  1963  is  $3,263,154  which  is  $179*937  greater 
than  the  revenue  for  the  same  period  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 
The  early  rains  and  cloudy  weather  that  have  occurred  in  September 
may  be  expected  to  at  least  reduce  the  revenue  during  the  first 
half  of  fiscal  year  1963-64  to  about  the  amount  estimated  for  the 
budget . 
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1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS . 

The  Professional  Services  Agreement  to  employ  a  geological 
consultant  in  connection  with  establishing  the  alignment  and  grade 
of  the  tunnel  portion  of  the  connection  between  the  Bay  Division 
Pipeline  and  Crystal  Springs  Pipelines  was  certified  by  the  Con- 
troller.   The  geologist  has  made  an  exploratory  field  trip  over  the 
area  to  be  studied. 

Construction  progress  on  the  James  H.  Turner  Dam  and  on 
Section  B  of  the  Bay  Division  No.  4  Pipeline  continues  to  be  on 
schedule . 

Roofing  and  rehabilitation  of  the  north  basin  of  University 
Mound  Reservoir  is  approaching  completion 3  and  was  30%  completed 
as  of  September  6. 

The  contract  for  roofing  and  reconstruction  of  Lombard 
Street  Reservoir  has  been  certified  by  the  Controller,,  but  work  is 
being  held  up  by  the  City's  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  pending 
issuing  of  a  building  permit. 

The  construction  of  the  new  Corporation  Yard  is  progressing 
on  schedule.    Roofing  on  all  buildings  except  one  has  been  com- 
pleted and  the  remaining  roofing  should  all  be  done  within  about 
a  week.    The  exterior  walls,  doors  and  fenestration  are  also  near- 
ing  completion.    Subgrade  for  pavement  is  being  prepared  and  is 
scheduled  for  early  completion .    It  is  therefore  expected  that  the 
entire  job  will  continue  on  schedule 9  and  will  not  be  materially 
interfered  with  by  inclement  weather.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  SEPTEMBER  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (August) : 

Scheduled  airline  passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
in  August  set  an  all-time  record  of  730,102,  up  15,5  per  cent  over  a  year  ago. 
It  was  the  first  time  in  Airport  history  that  the  passenger  total  for  any  one  month 
exceeded  the  700, 000 -mark.      The  previous  record  was  in  June  of  this  year,  with 
643,646  passengers, 

A  new  high  also  was  recorded  in  air  freight,  with  15,711,461  pounds 
handled  during  the  month,  up  21,2  per  cent  over  last  year.    The  previous  record 
total  was  15,018,472  pounds  in  October,  1962, 

Mail  volume  for  the  month  totaled  5,969,915  pounds,  up  8.2  per  cent, 
and  air  express  gained  6,2  per  cent  to  1,131,221  pounds. 

Scheduled  aircraft  movements --landings  and  take-off s--were  up  5,2  per 
cent,  to  15,442 — a  gain  of  5.2  per  cent  over  August  of  1962.    Total  aircraft  move- 
ments, in  addition  to  the  scheduled  carriers,  were  22,063,  including  1,160  military, 
and  5,461  non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  aircraft  and  locally-based  private 
or  corporate-owned  planes. 
South  Terminal; 

Approximately  2,500  persons  were  present  for  the  New  Era  invitational 
preview  held  in  the  South  Terminal  Building  on  the  afternoon  of  September  14. 
Formal  dedication  of  the  building  was  held  on  September  15  to  highlight  the  New 
Era  public  preview,  during  which  an  estimated  40,000  persons  visited  the  Airport. 

Trans  World  Airlines  moved  to  the  new  building  and  began  operations  on 
September  16,  and  it  was  hoped  the  other  airline  tenants  would  be  operational  by 
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today  (October  1),    However,  further  delays  in  completing  final  construction 
phases  have  necessitated  a  further  postponement  of  the  operational  target  date 
of  all  tenants  to  October  15. 

Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.  expects  to  be  fully  operational  by  October  14, 
with  their  first  units  scheduled  to  be  open  on  October  3. 

Airline  tenants  have  been  advised  of  the  approximate  parking  facilities 
which  will  be  allotted  to  them  as  the  building  becomes  fully  operational.  Final 
details  are  being  worked  out. 
Water  Pollution: 

Airport  management  was  represented  at  an  Oakland  meeting  of  the  State's 
Bay  Area  Regional  water  Pollution  Control  Board  on  September  19,  when  a  resolution 
was  adopted  requiring  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  take  immediate  steps 
to  prevent  the  discharge  of  contaminants  into  the  Bay. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  interested  parties  held  at  SFIA,  lengthy 
discussion  was  held  on  immediate  measures  which  would  lessen  any  "dumping"  of 
harmful  materials,  and  on  a  permanent  solution  to  the  problem.    Attending  the 
meeting  were  representatives  of:    SFIA,  State  of  California  Fish  &  Game  Commission, 
State  Attorney  General's  Office,  San  Mateo  County  District  Attorney's  Office,  and 
the  City  Attorney's  Office  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

Storage  conditions  in  the  City?s  mountain  reservoirs  continue  to  be  excellent 
with  full  power  production  at  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  anticipated  for 
this  coming  winter. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  September 9  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated 
43,625,000  kwh  and  75,231,000  kwh,  respectively.

To  date  approximately  41,700  linear 
feet  or  about  76.5  percent  of  the  main  tunnel  has  been  driven.  Installation 
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and  concrete  backfilling  of  the  steel  tunnel  liner  at  the  downstream  portal 
were  completed.

Canyon  Powerhouse 

Layouts  of  Canyon  Powerhouse  by  Sverdrup  £  Parcel  have  been  reviewed  by  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau.    Also  received  from  the  consultants  were  their 
proposal  for  design  of  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  bypass  and  connection  to  the 
Mountain  Division  Tunnel  *    A  modification  to  Sverdrup  6  Parcel Ts  contract 
for  engineering  services  is  being  prepared  for  this  additional  work. 

The  first  approval  drawings  for  the  powerhouse  turbines  have  been  received  from 
Hitachi  New  York,  Ltd.,  and  are  under  review  by  the  staff..

Item  #21,  Resolution  No.  23,338,  requesting  the  Mayor  to  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  supplemental  appropriation  in  the 
amount  of  $277,200*00,  to  provide  funds  for  partial  replacement  of 
Municipal  Railway  cable  car  machinery,  was  taken  out  of  order  on 
motion  of  Commissioner  White,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon,  with 
the  unanimous  consent  of  all  Commissioners  present. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  announced  that  this  item  was  being  taken  out 
of  order  because  of  the  urgency  of  the  matter.    He  stated  that  three 
members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission — Commissioners  White, 
Simon  and  himself — visited  the  Washing ton -Ma son  carbarn  at  Is 00  p.m. 
that  day,  in  conjunction  with  0,  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch 
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Hetchy  5#oject  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  Mr.  Anderson,  and 
many  of  the  Utilities  engineering  staff.    Commissioner  Greenberg 
also  brought  along  with  him  at  that  time  two  members  of  his  firm  - 
his  chief  engineer  and  assistant  engineer  -  to  see  if  they  could 
render  any  aid  to  Mr«  Moore, 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  all  of  those  on  the  Commission 
feel  that  San  Francisco  should  keep  the  cable  cars  running  as  long 
as  possible,  and  this  rehabilitation  should  take  place  because  of 
the  need  to  render  the  best  service  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  visitors  from  throughout  the  world.    He  said  the  cable  cars 
should  be  continued  for  the  foreseeable  future;  they  are  a  great 
advertisement  for  San  Francisco,  far  greater  than  the  bridges, 
Fisherman's  Wharf,  or  any  of  the  other  attractions  for  people  the 
world  over;  the  Commissioners  have  been  shown  the  machinery  and  have 
seen  the  need  for  the  replacement.     Commissioner  Greenberg  stated 
rehabilitation  should  be  started  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
with  the  shortest  shutdown  delay. 

Commissioner  White  stated  he  was  very  much  interested  in  the  visit 
to  the  carbarn— that  this  wasn't  the  first  time  he  had  been  there, 
but  the  first  time  in  this  kind  of  situation.    He  said  he  would  like 
to  dispell  from  the  minds  of  the  people  concerned,  the  traveling 
public, — and  would  certainly  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  press 
in  this — any  connotation  of  danger  to  life,  limb  or  property  by 
reason  of  this  so-called  emergency.     If  the  cable  breaks  down,  he 
said,  the  cable  will  stop  running,  and  that  is  it.     There  is  no 
danger  for  people  to  continue  to  ride,  as  they  have  been  doing  for 
many  years  and  as  he  hoped  they  will  continue  to  do  for  years  to  come. 
He  said  there  is  no  more  reason  to  believe  that  the  machinery  is 
going  to  break  down  tomorrow  than  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
your  car  is  not  going  to  break  down  on  the  trip  home,  even  though  it 
may  be  a  1964  model. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  with  that  in  mind,  he,  as  a  member  of 
the  Commission,  is  not  against  any  appropriation.     He  would  like  to 
have  the  appropriation  made  and  processed  through  as  speedily  as 
possible.     The  only  reason  "emergency"  is  attached  to  the  resolution 
is  in  order  to  do  the  job  in  the  most  expeditious  manner.     For  that 
reason  and  that  reason  alone,  Commissioner  White  stated,  he  would 
recommend  the  resolution  be  passed. 

Commissioner  White  announced  he  wished  to  make  a  statement  also  in 
regard  to  this  matter  but  having  nothing  to  do  with  the  cable  cars 
themselves  or  the  machinery  which  operates  the  cable  end  of  the  rail- 
way.    He  pointed  out  that  the  Calif ornia- Hyde  barn,  when  it  was 
operative,  was  a  show  place  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
It  was  a  show  place  because  it  had  adequate  space  for  the  machine 
shop,  adequate  space  for  the  operation    of  the  various  parts  of  the 
cable  department,  and  because  appropriations  had  been  made.  The 
place  was  painted.    The  place  was  kept  clean.     The  gallery  for 
visitors  was  maintained.     It  was  operated  in  that  manner,  and  a  great 
many  people  enjoyed  touring  the  plant. 

Commissioner  White  stated  such  is  not  the  case  now.    A  wonderful 
job  may  have  been  done  in  eliminating  positions  and  employments  in 
the  railway,  but  we  have  asked  a  group  of  men  to  work  at  the  rail- 
way right  now,  to  operate  under  conditions  which  would  not  have  been 
allowed  in  private  employments  working  lathes  fifteen  to  twenty  years 
old,  working  without  any  safety  guards,  and  working  without  protec- 
tive goggles.    He  stated  that  in  this  year,  1964 »  he  watched  a  man 
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change  a  belt  on  a  lathe  with  a  14-foot  pole,  changing  the  belt 
over  from  one  speed  to  another.     Had  the  man  slipped,  the  situation 
could  have  been  disasterous. 

In  Commissioner  White's  opinion,  if  a  survey  should  be  mad^*  the 
survey  should  be  made  of  the  entire  carbarn.    Rather  than  cutting 
employments  in  this  particular  facility,  there  should  be  positions 
provided  in  this  facility  to  clean  it  up.    He  stated  any  State 
engineer  or  San  Francisco  fire  warden  who  took  his  work  seriously 
would  condemn  the  building.     He  stated  he  was  saying  this  because 
he  had  looked  at  the  building  today,  and  that  if  $275,000  is  going 
to  be  provided,  the  Commission  should  ask  for  $25,000  or  $35,000 
more  to  clean  the  place  up. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  he  wished  to  reiterate  what  Commis- 
sioner White  said.     The  cable  car  system  has  been  an  orphan  child 
of  the  City's  transportation  system,  he  said,  but  it  is  not  the 
fault  of  this  particular  Commission,     In  his  opinion  it  is  not  an 
orphan  child  and  should  not  be  treated  as  such.. it  has  been  in  the 
past  because  of  other  Commissions  and  because  of  the  cost.  Commis- 
sioner G-reenberg  stated  he  noticed  in  the  employment  situation 
where  a  man  had  failed  as  a  bus  driver  he  was  put  on  as  an  operator 
of  a  cable  car.    fie  felt  it  should  be  the  reverse.    In  his  opinion 
the  cable  car  is  Number  One  priority. 

Commissioner  Simon  stated  he  had  only  one  comment,  and  that  was  we 
should  get  moving  and  do  it  fast.     Get  the  appropriation  and, 
where  the  PUC  has  jurisdiction*  have  the  work  done  in  a  hurry.  If 
it  is  necessary  tto -make  a  further  appropriation  for  the  clean-up, 
etc.,  this,  he  thought,  had  merit.     It  could  be  combined  or 
separate — either  way  .     It  should  be  taken  care  of  immediately. 

Commissioner  Stack  questioned  Joseph  Corrao,  Superintendent  of 
Power  and  Plant,  Municipal  Railway,  in  reference  to  his  (Mr. 
Corrao' s)  letter  of  July  31,  1963,  addressed  to  Mr.  Anderson  on  the 
subject  of  cable  winder    repairs-*  Washington -Mas  on  Carhouse.  Com- 
missioner Stack  attempted  to  determine  if,  when  the  rehabilitation 
work  had  been  done  in  1954?  the  cable  cars  had  been  out  of  operation. 
A  discussion  between  the  Commission  and  staff  present  indicated 
there  was  no  definite  knowledge  as  to  whether  the  cars  were  out  of 
operation  for  a  period  of  time  or  not.     It  was  the  consensus  of 
staff  that  the  rehabilitation  of  the  cable  carbarn  at  that  time  did 
not  entail  a  lengthy  shutdown  of  the  cable  car  operation. 

Commissioner  Stack  took  issue  with  Mr.  Corrao1 s  statement  in  his 
letter  of  July  31?  1963.    Mr.  Corrao  stated  in  the  letter  that  at 
the  time  of  reconditioning  and  remodeling  of  the  Washington-Mason 
Carhouse  mechanical  defects  involved  in  the  cable  winding  equipment 
were  recognized  and  it  had  been  recommended  at  that  time  new 
bearings  and  new  shaft  be  installed  to  overcome  the  problem.  Mr. 
Corrao  had  further  stated  the  complete  plant  was  shut  down  at  that 
time  and  it  would  have  been  an  ideal  time  to  have  done  this  work, 
and,  further,  that  because  of  limited  funds  available  the  work  was 
not  done. 

Commissioner  Stack  questioned  Mr.  Corrao  as  to  whether  any  request 
had  been  made  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  necessary 
funds  to  proceed  with  the  work  in  1954.    Mr.  Corrao  indicated  that 
he  was  not  on  the  job  at  that  time  and  could  not  state  for  certain. 
In  any  event,  Mr.  Corrao  stated,   the  work  was  not  done  at  that  time. 
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Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  Commission  accept  the  report 
of  the  Engineering  Bureau,  and  Commissioner  Stack  stated  that  he  was 
merely  trying  to  point  out  that  this  matter  was  coming  before  the 
Commission  on  a  highly  critical  basis  and  should  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Commission  far  sooner  by  the  persons  responsible. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  Mr,  Moore  whether,  in  the  Bond  Issue  in 
the  eleotion  of  some  eight  years  ago  which  provided  for  the  amalgama- 
tion of  the  cable  car  system,  provisions  had  been  made  for  the 
replacement  of  any  of  this  machinery.    Mr.  Moore  assured  Commissioner 
Gpeenberg  that  he  had  reviewed  the  items  provided  for  in  said  Bond 
Fund  and  no  mention  was  mi.de  of  new  cable  winder  machinery. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  when  visiting  the  carbarn  he  had 
brought  two  engineers  from  his  own  firm  on  a  personal  basis — Chief 
Engineer  Verner  Hagberg,  and  Assistant  Engineer  Edward  Page — to  see 
if  they  could  assist  in  speeding  up  because  of  the  urgency  of  the 
mat  t er . 

Mr.  Moore  stated  the  Engineering  Bureau  has  recommended  a  complete 
rehabilitation  of  the  system,  and  from  previous  conversations  he 
had  held  with  Messrs.  Hagberg  and  Page,  they  are  in  agreement  with 
the  recommendation.    He  stated  that  as  the  work  progresses  there 
may  be  some  salvage  possible.    The  plan  is  to  first  let  a  contract 
for  the  purchase  of  equipment  necessary  to  replace  the  major  compon- 
ents and  once  that  material  is  on  hand,  to  let  a  contract  for  the 
installation  of  it. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Greenberg* s  question,  Mr.  Moore  informed 
the  Commission  that  he  had  checked  with  major  producers  and  a  con- 
servative estimate  would  be  about  ten  months  for  completion  of  the 
fabrication  of  the  materials  needed.    Mr.  Moore  further  stated  that 
installation  would  take  40  days,  working  two  10-hour  shifts,  and 
this  estimate  was  arrived  at  by  consultation  with  local  firms 
capable  of  installing  the  equipment. 

Verner  Hagberg,  Chief  Engineer,  M.  Greenberg*s  Sons,  Inc.,  stated 
that  he  was  very  interested  in  visiting  the  plant  for  the  cable  car 
operation.    He  said  that  Mr.  Page  and  he  had  studied  this  very 
carefully  for  the  time  they  were  there  and  saw  the  many  difficulties 
involved  in  the  operation  of  what  equipment  is  now  there,     They  both 
concur  that  it  is  in  serious  critical  condition  and  should  be 
replaced. 

Mr.  Hagberg  stated  their  thought  was,  with  reference  to  the  whole 
arrangement  of  these  pulleys,  12  feet  in  diameter ,  covering  an  area 
about  the  length  of  the  Commission  Room,  a  competent  mechanical 
engineer  should  design  the  whole  setup  in  such  a  way  that  all  parts 
are  detailed,  manufactured  and  placed  in  such  a  condition  that  any 
time  the  City  is  prepared  to  make  the  complete  change  it  could  be 
set  into  position  where  the  present  defective  material  is  now  in 
operation, 

Mr. Hagberg  stated  it  appeared  to  him  likely,  if  kept  on  any  longer 
under  present  operation,  a  forced  shutdown  would  result,  ifurther, 
it  appeared  also  likely,  if  it  is  handled  expeditiously,  having 
complete  engineering  drawings  made  for  the  manufacture  of  the  compon- 
ent parts  would  be  helpful  so  that  in  future  years  replacements  could 
be  ordered  and  on  hand  and  ready  for  positioning  in  new  installation 
in  a  very  short  time. 

Edward  Page,  Assistant  Engineer,  M.  Greenberg's  Sons,  Inc.,  stated 
he  concurred  with  all  of  Mr.  Hagberg's  statements,  and  in  addition 
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would  suggest  that  extra  bearings  be  retained  on  hand  if  this  plan 
goes  into  operation  inasmuch  as  bearings  are  subject  to  the  greatest 
amount  of  wear. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  any  of  the  old  patterns  or  engineering 
drawings  of  this  cable  car  machinery  were  on  hand.    Mr.  Moore 
replied  that  some  but  not  all  were  available f  and  he  was  going  to 
check  a  lead  he  had  received  this  morning  on  the  possible  location 
of  some  additional  patterns  and  drawings. 

In  response  to  a  further  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Moore 
indicated  it  would  take  about  two    months  to  prepare  the  drawings 
and  patterns.    Mr.  Moore  indicated  that  he  had  all  four  of  his 
mechanical  engineers  working  on  the  cable  car  problem. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  G-reenberg  wished  to    clarify  a  statement 
by  Commissioner  White  that  this  was  an  emergency.     James  J.  Finn, 
Secretary ,  explained  that  the  appropriation  request  was  not  made  on 
an  emergency  basis,  but  was  a  routine  request  to  be  processed  through 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  a  routine  manner.     If  at  a  later  date 
after  the  funds  are  available,  the  Commission  finds  it  necessary  to 
declare  an  emergency  in  order  to  have  the  work  done  in  the  most 
expeditious  manner,  it  could  do  so. 

Commissioner  G-reenberg  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Thomas 
W.  McGrath,  President,  Carmen's  Union  L0cal  1380  API,  and  Mr.  Mc  Gratia 
explained,  in  reference  to  an  earlier  statement  made  by  Commissioner 
Green berg  that  rejected  bus  drivers  are  assigned  as  cable  car 
operators,  that  this  was  not  the  case.     Mr.  McGrath  pointed  out  that 
experienced  men  no  longer  able  to  operate  buses  and  trolley  coaches 
were  allowed  to  sign  up  on  the  cable  cars  as  conductors  only  and 
were  in  no  way  involved  as  cable  car  gripmen. 

Mr.  McGrath  asked  for  assurance  that  the  men  would  be  protected  in 
the  event  of  a  foraed  shutdown,  as  did  Edward  Coleman,  President, 
Carmen's  Union  Local  250. 

Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  with  the  present  shortages  of 
the  railway  it  might  be  possible  to  absorb  employments  in  the  event 
of  a  planned  shutdown.    After  discussion  between  Commission  and 
staff,  Mr.  Coleman  and  Mr.  McGrath  were  assured  that   every  reason- 
able attempt  would  be  made  to  plan  the  shutdown  in  such  a  manner 
so  as  to  least  effect  the  employees. 

Mr.  Anderson  pointed  out  that  it  was  his  plan  to  shut  down  the  Cable 
car  operation,  if  the  money  were  appropriated,  at  the  end  of  1964 
and  beginning  of  1965  in  order  to  minimize  any  inconvenience  to  the 
traveling  public  as  well  as  to  protect  the  employees  of  the  railway 
involved.     He  pointed  out  that  if  the  shutdown  took  place  between 
the  end  of  1964  and  the  beginning  of  1965?  it  would  be  possible  to 
work  out  a  six-week  vacation  for  the  men,  using  vacation  allowances 
for  the  ends  of  1964  and  1965. 

Mr.  McGrath  indicated  he  was  not  implying  he  was  against  the  replace- 
ment of  the  cable  car  machinery  and  was  only  interested  in  the 
rights  and  welfare  of  the  employees. 

Commissioner  G-reenberg  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  expediting  the 
work  involved  as  soon  as  possible. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Stack,  seconded  by  Commissioner  White, 
Resolution  No.  23>338  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Item  #15,  awarding  Airport  Department  Contract  N0 .  362  for 
Directional  Signs  for  Parking  Garage  on  the  Main  Entrance  Road  at 
S^n  Francisco  International  Airport,  was  put  over  one  week. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  that  signs  on  the  roads  coming  into  the 
airport  he  posted  designating  location  of  the  individual  airlines; 
and  Commissioner  Greenberg  suggested  that  more  temporary  signs  be 
placed  at  the  Airport  showing  the  whereabouts  of  the  free  shuttle  bus. 

Mr.  M0ore  explained  the  question  of  locating  signs  on  the  access 
roads  had  been  discussed  and  the  architects  feel  such  signs  would  not 
be  observed  because  of  the  speed  at  which  the  people  coming  into  the 
airport  by  automobile  would  be  traveling. 

The  Commission  then  requested  Mr.  Moore  to  bring  before  them  next 
week  the  plans  and  design  of  the  directional  signs  contemplated  under 
Airport  Department  Contract  N0»  362. 


V.  Wo  Anderson ,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  submitted  the 
Municipal  Railway  monthly  report. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  that  in  addition  to  submitting  the 
written  report  the  Department  Managers  in  the  future  should  also 
give  an  oral  report  on  those  particular  items  requiring  specific 
attention,  study  or  action  by  the  Public  Utilities  C0mmission. 


Commissioner  Greenberg  wished  to  know  the  cause  of  the  shortage  of 
61  platform  men  on  the  motor  coaches  and  trolley  coaches,  and  why 
the  excess  of  fourteen  existed  on  streetcars  and  cable  cars.  Mr. 
Anderson  pointed  out  that  the  excess  was  caused  by  the  shifting  of 
cable  car  schedules  from  summer  schedules  to  regular  schedules.  He 
pointed  out  this  excess  would  be  absorbed  in  a  very  short  time. 

Commissioner  Stack  requested  Mr.  Anderson  to  pay  close  attention  and 
give  serious  study  to  the  transportation  needs  of  the  new  Federal 
Office  Building.

CABLE  CAR  SCHEDULES; 

Following  the  close  of  the  "Tourist  Season",  the  summer  schedules 
which  had  been  used  on  the  cable  car  lines  were  superseded  by 
"Regular"  schedules,  effective  September  29. 


CHINESE  PARADE: 

On  Thursday,  October  10,  1963,  the  Chinese  Parade  celebrating  the 
Tenth  Independence  Day  of  the  Republic  of  China  was  held,  the  parade 
route  being  from  Market  &  Post  via  Post,  Grant  Avenue,  Pacific, 
Columbus  and  Kearny  to  Portsmouth  Square. 

This  parade  affected  operation  of  lines  If?  and  Lj.2  on  Kearny  Street; 
lines  1,  2,   3*   30  and  4.5  on  Sutter;   line  55  on  Sacramento  and  Clay; 
line  6l-Calif ornia  Cable  on  California  Street;  and  line  h-1  on 
Columbus  Avenue . 

The  Police  Department  agreed  to  endeavor  to  keep  Sutter  Street  open 
for  Sutter  Street  lines.  Line  61  was  delayed  for  approximately  one 
hour.  Line  55  was  rerouted  around  the  parade.  Line  li.l  trolley 
coaches  were  operated  from  Lyon  &  Greenwich  to  Columbus  &  Greenwich 
to  connect  with  a  temporary  motor  coach  shuttle  which  operated  from 
Columbus  &  Greenwich  to  Beale  &  Howard  via  Columbus. 


CLAY  STREET  SEVER : 

Effective  approximately  October  27,   1963,  Clay  Street  will  be  closed 
to  traffic  between  Drumm  and  Battery  Streets  due  to  sewer  constructio 
work.     This  will  necessitate  interruption  of  through  trolley  service 
on  line  #b.l.     During  daytime  hours  on  weekdays  only,   trolley  coaches 
will  operate  between  Lyon  &  Greenwich  and  Sansome  &  Clay,   and  be- 
tween 26th  &  Mission  and  Sacramento  &  Davis, 

Patrons  can  use  line  #55  j-iiotor  coaches  for  connection  between 
temporary  line  ff\\l  terminals  at  Sansome  co  Clay  and  at  Sacramento  & 
Davis . 

Motor  coaches  will  provide  through  service  on  line  #lj-l  from  Lyon  & 
Greenwich  to  Beale  &  Howard  at  all  hours  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays 
and  for  night  and  owl  service  on  weekdays. 

This  temporary  operating  change  necessitates  an  interdivisional  sign- 
up to  be  held  to  include  Kirkland,  Potrero  and  Presidio  Divisions. 


DIAMOND  HEIGHTS  SERVICE; 

A  recommendation  is  being  submitted  at  today's  meeting  of  the  PUC  for 
initial  service  in  the  Diamonds  Heights  area  together  with  a  proposed 
minor  modification  in  the  outer  terminal  loop  for  line  #37.

PLATFORM  MANPOWER: 

The  manpower  report  for  the  x^jeek  ending  October  3  indicates  a  short- 
age of  6l  platform  men  in  the  motor  coach  and  trolley  coach  divisions. 
The  report  also  indicates  the  manpower  at  streetcar  and  cable  car 
divisions  as  being  llj.  in  excess  of  normal  requirements. 


TURK  STREET  SUBSTATION: 

The  first  section  of  the  Turk  Street  Substation  12000  Volt  bus 
structure,   together  with  three  totally  enclosed  switching  cubicles, 
was     installed  by  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company.     The  obsolete 
6000  Volt  Type  H-2  switch  for  Motor  Generator  Unit  No.  1  was  replaced 
with  a  12000  Volt  Type  H-3  sx^itch.     This  work  is  being  done  by  PG&E 
to  comply  with  State  Safety  Requirements. 


TROLLEY  OVERHEAD  CONSTRUCTION: 

The  Municipal  Railway  Contract  No.  Lj.79  for  the  trolley  overhead  con- 
struction in  conjunction  with  the  revised  track  work  at  Elkton  Yard 
because  of  State  freeway  construction  has  been  awarded  to  Abbett 
Electric  Corporation.       Preparations  are  being  made  to  start  work. 


RELOCATION  OF  FEEDERS: 

Work  has  started  on  Municipal  Railway  Contract  No.  1+80  relative  to 
"Relocation  of  Feeders  for  Temporary  Detour  on  San  Jose  Avenue  at  the 
Southern  Freeway51.    Work  is  being  done  by  Bay  Area  Electric  Company. 


ELECTRIC  LOCK  INSTALLATION  VANDALISM: 

Trolley  contact  pan  and  electric  door  switch  were  installed  for  rest 
room  at  La  Playa  and  Balboa  Terminal  to  overcome  the  excessive 
vandalism  at  this  location.    Water  closet  and  other  plumbing  fixtures 
had  been  coraple  tely  demolished  and  had  to  be  replaced.     No  cases  of 
vandalism  have  occurred  since  installation  of  the  electric  lock. 


RADIO  INTERFERENCE  TESTS: 

Radio  interference  tests  have  continued  by  the  consulting  engineer 
toward  eliminating  difficulties  as  far  as  possible  as  related  to 
changing  Municipal  Railway  equipment  as  required  by  Federal  regu- 
lations . 

The  changeover  to  a  wave  length  of  I4.Jj_.58  megacycles  Is  scheduled  to 
take  effect  November  1.

MINEQLA .  N.Y*  -  The  Franchisee!  Bus  Service  Council  of  Nassau  County,  L.I 
announced  a  coordinated  plan  of  express  bus  transportation  to  the  196*4- 
World's  Fair  for  residents  in  all  parts  of  Nassau  County  served  by 
franchised  bus  routes.     Under  the  plan  proposed  by  the  bus  council,  the 
12  privately-owned  bus  lines  that  serve  the  county's  daily  riders  will 
pick  up  Fair-bound  passengers  along  their  regular  routes,  and  bring  them 
to  one  of  several  convenient  express  points  where  they  can  board  an 
express  coach  direct  to  the  World' s  Fair  site  in  Flushing* 

NEW  ORLEANS,  LA»  -  A  new  one-year  wage  contract  negotiated  recently  at 
New  Orleans  Public  Service  Inc »  provided  operators  with  a  seven-cent 
hourly  pay  boost*     The  maximum  rate  for  bus  and  trolley  coach  operators 
was  elevated  by  the  raise  to  $2*57  an  hour. 

ALBUQUERQUE.  N.M.  -  For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  officials  of  the  New 
Mexico  State  Fair  and  the  Albuquerque  Bus  Co.,  have  worked  out  a  co- 
operative arrangement  during  the  annual  exposition.    The  plan,  first 
started  in  I96I,  permits  city  buses  to  drive  directly  onto  the  fair- 
grounds during  the  exposition,  and  unload  and  pick  up  passengers  from 
in  front  of  several  major  buildings  on  the  200-acre  grounds,.  Bus 
tickets,  which  bring  passengers  from  any  point  in  the  city  to  the  fair, 
are  sold  at  90  cents  each  for  adults,  k$  cents  for  children.  They 
include  admission  to  the  grounds. 

TACOMA.  WASH.  -  Elimination  of  f ive-f or-a-dollar  tokens  and  a  boost  in 
the  off-hour  student  fare  have  been  approved  by  city  council  and  were 
put  Into  effect  last  month.    Under  the  new  ordinance,  adult  fares  will 
be  increased  to  a  flat  25  cents,  with  the  token  being  dropped,  and  non- 
school-hour  student  cash  fares  will  be  hiked  a  nickel  to  20  cents. 
Students  will  still  be  able  to  buy  tickets  for  12^  cents  each- — -at  a 
ten  for  $1.25  rate---througb  the  schools  for  riding  to  and  from  schools. 

MILWAUKEE .  WIS.  -    Milwaukee  and  Suburban  Transport  Corp.,  has  announced 
the  delivery  of  75  new  5 3 -passenger  diesel  buses  which  the  company 
ordered  earlier  this  year  from  General  Motors  at  a  cost  of  almost 
$2,250,000.     The  new  vehicles  enabled  the  company  to  convert  two  track- 
less trolley  routes,  make  other  service  improvements  and  retire  some 
older  gasoline  buses  from  the  fleet. 

CLEVELAND.  OHIO  -  A  counterfeit  ring  which  had  been  printing  bogus 
transit  passes  and  tickets  for  almost  a  year — and  costing  the  Cleveland 
Transit  System  thousands  of  dollars  in  revenue — lias  been  smashed,  city 
police  said.    The  phony  20-cent  tickets,  authorities  said,  poured  into 
fare  boxes  at  the  rate  of  about  $100  a  day.     Police  said  the  arrests 
climaxed  a  seven-month  painstaking  probe  which  included  detectives 
taking  motion  pictures  of  the  counterfeit  tickets  and  passes  being  sold 
by  ring  members  on  the  streets.     The  probe  was  started  last  December, 
when  on  a  single  day  1,800  forged  tickets  were  found  in  CTS  fare  boxes. 
Police  questioned  more  than  200  suspects,  many  of  whom  claimed  they  had 
purchased  the  tickets  from  bus  drivers. 

SAN  FRANCISCO.  CALIF.-  Advance  Data  Systems  Corporation,  an  internation- 
ally-known firm  of  electronics  specialists,  will  help  develop  the  fare 
collection  system  for  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  project.     The  company, 
with  headquarters  in  Los  Angeles,  has  been  retained  by  BARTD's  engineer- 
ing consuitants  to  refine  rapid  transfer,  discount  and  credit  policies — 
as  well  as  determine  the  basic  method  in  which  fares  will  be  collected. 
Advance  Data  Systems  also  will  estimate  and  program  the  development  of 
any  necessary  equipment.     They  will  also  determine  the  need  for  passenge 
aids,  such  as  route  maps,  fare  boards  and  audio  instruction  devices. 
A  spokesman  for  the  company  stated,   "Because  we  have  no  existing  equip- 
ment to  absorb  and  therefore  do  not  have  to  restrict  ourselves  to  tradi- 
tional techniques*  we  expect  the  basic  3ARTD  system  to  record  major  fare 
collection  advances  over  what  now  exists  in  the  industry."

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items: 

Commissioner  Hansen  reported  on  the  Airport  Operators  Council 
Conference  in  New  Orleans  which  Manager  of  Utilities  Robert  C. 
Kirkwood,  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown,  and  he  attended  last  week. 
He  said  it  was  an  excellent  meeting,  with  approximately  400  people 
in  attendance.     There  were  very  fine  speakers  at  the  various  luncheon 
and  dinner  meetings,  but  apart  from  that  the  program  consisted 
primarily  of  panel  discussions  and  the  participants  were  leaders  in 
the  air  transit  industry,  very  high  officials  in  the  Federal 
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Aviation  Agency  and  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  including  Alan  S.  Boyd, 
Chairman  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.     To  give  an  idea  of  the 
subjects  covered,  Commissioner  Hansen  reported  that  on  management 
and  the  economic  side  there  were  discussion  on  a  universal  accounting 
system,  handling  of  leases  with  airport  users,  efficient  and 
economic  use  of  airport  land  within  the  complex  itself  and  also 
adjoining  the  airport;  and  on  the  technical  side,  discussions 
on  parking,  services  to  users  of  the  airport,  reduction  of  walking 
time  to  point  of  enplaning,  considerable  discussion  on  noise 
abatement  with  various  airport  managers  giving  views  on  this  and 
their  experience  with  litigation.    He  said  there  was  great  and 
interesting  discussion  on  the  future  use  of  supersonic  transports 
and  what  this  is  going  to  cause  in  the  way  of  problems  at  the  various 
airports  around  the  country. 

Commissioner  Hansen  mentioned  he  was  impressed  with  the  Airport 
Operators  Council  in  relation  to  its  office  on  the  legislative  side. 
Because  one  airport  of  itself  cannot  follow  all  matters  in  Washington, 
the  Airport  Operators  Council  has  a  very  fine  staff  that  keeps  in 
touch  with  these  matters  and  acts  for  the  industry  as  a  whole. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  his  impression  from  attendance  is  that 
there  is  a  great  value  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  members 
in  the  Airport  Operators  Council  Conference  and  he  would  strongly 
urge  maximum  participation  in  its  activities  in  the  future.  He 
said  all  problems  discussed  were  of  course  not  new  to  San  Francisco 
but  for  him  it  certainly  gave  a  new  dimension,  a  new  concept  of 
these  problems  and  helped  him  considerably  in  determining  how  the 
Commission  might  resolve  them  here  in  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Hansen  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Brown  was  president  of  the 
Airport  Operators  Gouncil  this  past  year,  presided  at  all  the 
meetings  and  did  an  outstanding  job;  and  while  attending  the  meeting 
Commissioner  Hansen  had  occasion  to  talk  to  airport  managers 
throughout  the  country  and  he  was  gratified  with  the  esteem  Mr.  Brown's 
contemporaries  have  for  him. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  the  meeting  was  a  great  experience  for 
all  three  and  they  have  returned  with  a  fresh  viewpoint  of  the 
various  problems  which,  in  his  opinion,  is  certainly  going  to  help 
in  carrying  out  their  responsibilities  in  the  various  areas. 


Mr.  Kirkwood  reported  the  oral  argument  before  the  Federal  Power 
Gommission  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  the  Irrigation  Districts'  applica- 
tion for  the  lew  Don  Pedro  Dam  license  had  been  postponed  from 
October  28  to  December  5* 


Mr.  Kirkwood  also  reported  the  low  bid  for  the  new  generators  for  the 
Canyon  Power  Plant,  submitted  by  Ets-Hokin  &  Calvan,  Inc.,  provided 
for  manufacture  of  the  equipment  by  a  Japanese  firm. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  O.L.  Moore,  General 
Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  stated 
he  did  not  wish  to  elaborate  on  the  bid  at  this  time  and  that  a 
recommendation  would  be  before  the  Commission  next  Tuesday. 
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Departmental  Report: 

Geo.  D.  Burr,  Acting  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  submitted  the  departmental  report,  and  pointed  out 
it  contained  mention  of  the  supplemental  appropriation  for  the  Turner 
Dam  which  was  acted  on  by  the  Commission  this  afternoon,  and  a 
summary  of  the  progress  made  by  Michael  Murphy,  Jr.  on  Water  Jepart- 
ment  Contract  No. Ill 5- Laying  of  6M  and  16"  Oast  Iron  Mains  in 
University  Street  between  Manscll  and  Olmstead  Streets. 

He  also  stated  the  Bay  Counties  Water  Problems  Committee  would  meet 
on  Friday,  October  25*  in  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
at  IOjOO  a.m.,  with  the  group  holding  a  luncheon  at  Rocca's 
Restaurant,  555  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  at  which  time  Mr.  Burnham  Enersen 
would  address  the  group  on  the  subject  "The  Secretary  of  the  Interior's 
Pacific  Southwest  Water  Plan." 

Mr.  Burr  also  informed  the  Commission  the  main  Hctch  Hetchy  Pipeline 
will  be  shut  down  commencing  November  18  for  a  period  of  three  weeks 
due  to  installation  of  manifold  connection  at  Tesla  Portal.  Water 
will  be  supplied  to  South  Bay  communities  during  this  period  from 
Calaveras  Reservoir. 

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  White  asked  that  the  Water  Department  alert  all  concerned 
so  that  there  will  be  an  ample  supply  of  water  at  Harding  Park  for 
the  Lucky  International  Golf  Tournament  January  22-26.  Commissioner 
White  wished  to  correct  the  situation  which  existed  last  year  when 
there  was  an  insufficient  water  supply.     Mr.  Burr  told  the  Commissioner 
the  Water  Department  lines  supplying  Harding  Park  were  adequate  but 
in  his  opinion  the  inadequacy  existed  in  the  Recreation  &  Park  Depart- 
ment's  pipes.    Mr.  Burr  was  requested  by  Commissioner  White  to  contact

During  the  last  month  construction  work  and  planning 
construction  work  for  plant  expansion  and  water  quality  control 
comprised  the  most  significant  portion  of  the  Water  Department's 
operation, 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

Work  on  the  James  H.  Turner  Dam  project  is  ahead  of  schedule, 
33$  of  the  work  having  been  completed  during  29$  of  elapsed  scheduled 
construction  time  as  of  October  11.     A  modification  of  contract 
in  the  amount  of  $384,650.00  has  been  submitted  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  consideration,  for  the  purpose  of  encum- 
bering funds  due  to  the  necessity  of  excavating  to  greater  depth 
than  anticipated  to  reach  satisfactory  foundation  conditions  at 
the  lower  part  of  the  southerly  abutment  and  in  a  comparatively 
small  area  under  the  northerly  portion  of  the  dam.     Sufficient  funds 
have  previously  been  appropriated  and  are  available  to  cover  this 
modification  since  the  bid  price  for  the  contract  was  $4,390,132.00 
which  was  $5799868.00  less  than  the  estimated  cost.     The  contract 
date  for  completion  of  all  work  under  the  contract  is  December  12, 
1964,     The  greater  quantities  of  excavation  and  embankment  found 
necessary  are  not  anticipated  to  delay  storage  of  water  and  putting 
the  water  to  beneficial  use  by  December  1,  1964. 

Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  4  construction  was  30$  completed 
during  20%  of  elapsed  contract  time  as  of  October  11.     Pipe  has  been 
constructed  for  about  36,500  lineal  feet  extending  south  from 
Stanford  Tunnel  to  beyond  Moffet  Boulevard  in  Mountain  View,  and 
excavation  of  pipeline  trench  extends  about  3>500  feet  further 
southeast.     The  total  length  of  the  job  is  about  90,850  feet. 

The  consulting  geologist  on  October  11,  1963»  delivered  his 
preliminary  report  on  the  geology  and  tentative  alignment  for  the 
tunnel  connecting  the  Bay  Division  to  the  Crystal  Springs  pipelines. 
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The  contract  for  necessary  diamond   drill  boles  to  further  explore 
the  intended  tunnel  line  is  being-  prepared.     After  the  lops  of  the 
diamond  drill  holes  are  available,  the  tunnel  construction  plans 
and  specifications  will  be  started.     The  target  date  for  advertising 
for  tunnel  construction  bids  is  December  1964. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROGRESS 

As  of  October  11,  the  new  Corporation  Yard  was  80%  completed 
during  66%  of  the  contract  time.     Although  the  work  will  not  be 
completed  by  the  middle  of  November,  it  will  be  sufficiently  advanced 
so  that  dedication  ceremonies  can  satisfactorily  take  place  if  so 
desired.     The  contract  calls  for  completion  of  all  work  by 
February  27,  1964,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  may  be  Com- 
pleted in  December  or  possibly  in  January. 

The  Contract  for  Roofing  and  Rehabilitation  of  the  North  Basin 
of  University  Mound  Reservoir  is  95%  complete, 

Lombard  Street  Reservoir  roofing  and  reconstruction  work  offi- 
cially started  on  Monday  October  14  following  issuing  of  the  build- 
ing permit  under  date  of  September  26.     The  reservoir  has  been 
drained  and  water  is  being  supplied  to  its  service  area  by  snilling 
from  a  reservoir  at  higher  elevation. 

Work  on  Contract  WD— 1115  for  laying  6"  and  16"  cast  iron  mains 
in  University  Street  between  "Tansell  and  Olmstead  Streets  is 
progressing.     At  the  hearing  on  September  24  before  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  the  Contractor,  Michael  ^Turnhy,  Jr.,  promised 
to  start  the  work  on  Thursday,  September  26  and  to  complete  it  within 
the  period  of  25  working  days  by  October  29,  1963.     To  date  he  has 
laid  the  16-inch  main,  which  as  of  October  16  was  being  connected 
to  existing  mains  at  each  end  by  the  Water  Department's  force. 
The  Department  of  Public  Works*  contractor  then  will  brin.f  the 
street  surface  to  grade  (which  operation  will  undermine  and  remove 
the  existing  old  12-inch  nine)  following  which  Mr.  Murphy  will 
install  the  6-inch  pipe  and  thus  complete  his  contract  work. 

SUNOL  FILTRATION  PLANT 

On  September  24  the  consultant  delivered  his  formal  supplemental 
report  on  Site  D,  which  has  been  reviewed  by  the  Water  Department. 
A  topographic  map  of  the  new  plant  site  area  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Department,  as  required  under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and 
has  been  delivered  to  the  consultant.     The  consultant  is  now  prog- 
ressing with  the  working  plans  and  specifications  for  the  plant 
construction.     The  necessary  change  of  plant  site  due  to  defective 
foundation  conditions  found  by  the  soils  and  geologic  explorations 
has  delayed  preparation  of  the  working  plans  by  about  six  weeks, 
but  has  resulted  in  very  materially  better  foundation  conditions. 
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WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  the  month  of  September,  system  consumption  of  water 
averaged  224.9  million  gallons  per  day,  which  is  17.3  mgd  greater 
than  during  the  same  month  a  year  ago.     During  the  first  three 
months  of  fiscal  year  1963-64  to  September  30,  1963,  system  con- 
sumption averaged  238.8  mgd,  which  is  18.2  mgd  or  7*9%  more  than 
last  year.     If  this  trend  continues  through  the  current  fiscal 
year,  the  year's  average  consumption  will  be  about  193.3  mgd  as 
compared  to  last  year's  179.2  mgd. 

On  September  30,  there  was  a  total  of  45,411.9  million  gallons 
of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  Reservoirs  which  is 
4,778 . 4  million  gallons  greater  than  one  year  ago.     The  draft  of 
water  from  Calaveras  is  about  70  million  gallons  per  day  and  the 
draft  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  is  about  107  million  gallons 
per  day. 

The  first  significant  rainfall  of  the  1963-64  season  since 
September  13,  1963,  fell  on  October  10  with  more  than  1  inch  of 
rain  reported  at  seven  of  the  ten  gauging  stations  operated  by 
the  Department. 

FINANCES 

Revenue  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year  through 
the  month  of  September  1963  is  $4,764,260  which  is  $396,588  greater 
than  the  revenue  for  the  corresponding  period,  of  the  previous 
fiscal  year.     The  actual  revenue  is  $173,761  greater  than  estimated 
for  this  period  in  the  1963-64  budget. 

MAIN  FLUSHING 

During  the  month  of  September,  8,000  feet  of  4-inch  mains, 
21,000  feet  of  6-inch  mains,  18,000  feet  of  8-inch  mains  and 
16,000  feet  of  12-inch  mains  were  flushed  to  remove  rust  and 
sediment  accumulation.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No. 23, 374- »  agreeing  to  set  up  principles 
to  be  contained  in  a  proposed  stipulation  to  be  executed  by  the 
Tuolumne  County  Water  District  No ,2,  Tuolumne  County  Board  of 
Supervisors,  Modesto  Irrigation  District,  Turlock  Irrigation  District 
Waterford  Irrigation  District,  and  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
relative  to  Tuolumne  County  Water  District  No,2's  Tuolumne  River 
project,  O.L.  Moore,  General  Manager  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Project, 
explained  the  background. 

He  stated  a  meeting  had  been  held  at  which  all  of  the  representatives 
of  the  above  agencies  participated.    At  that  time  it  was  agreed 
that  a  set  of  principles  to  be  included  in  the  proposed  stipulation 
would  be  prepared,  under  which  downstream  appropriators  would  agree 
to  withdraw  their  protests  filed  against  applications  No. 12493  and 
No. 19423  covering  the  project  before  the  Commission  today.  Tuolumne 
County  Water  District  No. 2  and  Tuolumne  County  would  withdraw  all 
other  applications  made  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed.    After  the 
principles  are  agreed  to,  Mr,  William  Gianelli,  engineering  con- 
sultant, will  prepare  in  final  form  the  stipulations  to  be  submitted 
to  the  State  Water  Rights  Board  in  this  case.     These  stipulations, 
as  finally  drafted,  will  be  brought  back  to  the  Commission  for 
approval. 

Commissioner  White  asked  Mr.  Moore  if  it  were  not  so  that  a  short 
time  ago  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  conjunction  with 
the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  objected  to  demands 
which  were  being  made  at  that  time  for  water  releases  to  sustain 
fish  life.     Commissioner  White  asked  are  xve  now  agreeing  to  give  the 
fish  and  game  interests  all  the  water  they  ask  for,  or  less? 

Mr,  Moore  pointed  out  the  releases  to  which  the  Commissioner  was 
referring  are  those  involved  in  connection  with  the  New  Don  Pedro 
Dam  Project,  which  would  be  releases  downstream  from  the  New  Don 
Pedro  Dam  totaling  some  127,000  acre  feet.     This  water  would  be 
water  which  would  by-pass  our  facilities  and  which  we  would  not  be 
able  to  make  use  of. 
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The  water  being  discussed  here  for  fish  and  game  would  be  impounded 
above  the  New  Don  Pedro  reservoir  and  is  not  water  that  is  by-passing 
our  projects.     It  is  non-consumptive  water  use  as  far  as  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  concerned.     In  fact,  Mr,  Moore 
continued,  the  additional  storage  in  the  upper  watershed  provided 
by  the  proposed  Tuolumne  County  project  would  actually  be  of  some 
benefit  to  the  New  Don  Pedro  Dam  project  in  that  it  provides 
additional  storage  which  the  City  would  be  able  to  take  advantage  of. 

Commissioner  White  then  referred  to  material  submitted  to  the 
Commission  by  one  Mr,  Neilan  in  reference  to  the  City's  conformity 
with  the  Raker  Act,     Commissioner  White  asked  Mr.  Moore  whether  or 
not  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  provisions  of 
certain  bond  issues  which  have  been  passed  by  the  City,  including 
the  last  one  for  $115,000,000,  was  not  actually  placing  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  in  jeopardy  unless  and  until  the  question  of  the 
disposition  of  electric  energy  is  finally  resolved.  Commissioner 
White  pointed  out  the  fact  that  this  particular  decision  has  been 
lying  dormant  for  some  time,  but  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that 
in  the  not  too  distant  future  a  Secretary  of  the  Interior  might 
very  well  make  the  decision  that  City  has  not  complied  with  all  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  it  should  be  the  case  that  the  develop- 
ments of  the  mountain  area,  with  particular  reference  to  the  trans- 
mission of  water  and  development  of  power,  have  not  complied  with 
the  Act,  what  would  happen  to  all  of  the  projects  the  City  and 
County  of  ban  Francisco  has  made  and  paid  for  in  the  mountain  area? 

Mr.  Moore  assured  the  Commission  that  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
operates  under  the  constant  surveillance  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,    Monthly  and  quarterly  reports  are  made  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.    Hetch  Hetchy  Department  assumes  if  Interior  makes 
no  objection,  then  City  is  operating  under  the  terms  of  the  Raker 
Act,  This  has  been  the  only  guide  the  City  administration  and 
management  have  had,    Mr.  Moore  said  City  has  from  time  to  time 
received  assurances  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  that  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project  is  operating  in  accordance  with  Interior's 
understanding  of  the  provisions  of  the  Raker  Act,     The  last 
assurance,  in  writing,  came  at  the  time  City  was  given  authority 
to  change  the  Canyon  tunnel  from  the  south  to  the  north  side  of  the 
Tuolumne  River,     The  Secretary  indicated  as  far  as  he  was  concerned 
City  was  operating  within  the  criteria  established  under  the  Raker 
Act, 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  if  City  had  assurance  that  after  the 
Canyon  generating  plant  is  developed,  and  operating  at  full  capacity, 
and  after  changes  have  been  made  in  production  at  Moccasin  power 
plant,  and  other  changes  in  the  hydroelectric  plants  which  have  been 
contemplated,  City  would  then  be  operating  in  conformity  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior's  understanding  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Raker  Act, 

Mr.  Moore  answered  that  City  has  approval  of  all  of  the  power  con- 
tracts in  existence  at  the  present  time. 

Commissioner  White  stated  he  would  like  to  have  the  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  give  his  opinion.    Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne 
stated  his  answer  would  be  the  same  as  Mr,  Moore's,  that  the  Federal 
government  has  had  constantly  under  surveillance  the  entire  operation, 
and  they  have  agreed  with  City's  analysis  that  City  is  in  compliance 
with  the  Raker  Act, 
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Commissioner  White  questioned  Mr.  Bourne  by  saying,  "in  other  words 

you  are  now  stating  we  are  operating  under  inference  rather  than 
permissive  regulation?"    Mr.  Bourne  stated  the  City  was  operating 
under  the  law, 

Commissioner  White  said  he  wanted  to  make  the  record  clear.     It  is 
the  opinion  of  a  great  many  people  that  City  may  very  well  be 
operating  on  a  very  thin  line,  which  line  may  be  drawn  at  any  time 
on  the  whim  or  caprice  of  some  person  of  higher  authority. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  that  this  discussion  be  fully  noted 
in  the  minutes  so  that  anyone  wishing  to  could  refer  to  it. 

In  reference  to  Resolution  No. 23, 375,  awarding  WD  Contract  No. 1117, 
Laying  of  8-Inch  Cast  Iron  Main  xn  Crestmont  Drive,  to  Michael 
Murphy,  Jr.,  in  net  amount  of  &3 ,219«25,  the  Commission  questioned 
Water  Department  staff:  George  D.  Burr,  Acting  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer;  H#C.  Medbery,  Engineering  Division;  and  Kenneth  Boyd, 
City  Distribution  Division;  in  reference  to  the  progress  made  by 
Mr.  Murphy  on  WD  Contract  No .1115-Laying  of  6-Inch  and  16-Inch  Cast 
Iron  Pipe  in  University  Avenue  between  Mansell  and  Olmstead. 

Messrs.  Burr  and  Medbery  pointed  out  the  difficulties  they  had  in 
getting  Mr.  Murphy  to  proceed  with  the  work,  indicating  that  in 
their  opinion  Mr.  Murphy  was  not  cooperating  with  the  Water  Depart- 
ment in  the  expeditious  performance  of  the  work  under  this  contract* 

The  Commission  then  heard  Mr,  Murphy's  explanation  as  to  the  reasons 
for  delays  and  asked  Mr.  Murphy  and  his  people  to  cooperate  with  the 
Water  Department  in  order  to  attain  the  completion  of  contract  No. 
1115. 

The  Commission  then  awarded  Contract  No. 1117  to  Michael  Murphy,  Jr. 
and  cautioned  him  to  pursue  it  diligently.     This  he  assured  the 
Commission  he  would  do. 

In  reference  to  Item  #14,  approving  the  form  of  proposed  Shuttle 
Bus  Service  Agreement  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
Mr.  Kirkwood  explained  the  Department  had  run  into  certain  delays 
in  getting  the  draft  of  the  proposed  agreement  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners.     As  a  result  the  Commission  had  only  received  the 
revised  draft  just  before  the  start  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  called  upon  Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  who 
summarized  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  agreement. 

Commissioner  White  asked  that  a  provision  be  placed  in  the  contract 
calling  for  base  pay  for  operators.     He  asked  that  said  base  pay  not 
be  less  than  the  rate  prescribed  for  bus  operators  in  the  union 
contracts  prevailing  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

After  discussion,  inasmuch  as  this  is  a  Purchaser's  contract  the 
matter  was  put  over  one  week  in  order  that  staff  might  confer  with 
the  Purchaser  relative  to  this  point.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  accepts  the  work 
as  being  satisfactorily  completed  in  accordance  with  the  contract 
documents,  approves  Modification  of  Contract  in  the  amount  of 
$1,140.96,  to  adjust  estimated  quantities  of  work  to  be  performed 
to  agree  with  actual  work  performed,  and  approves  Certificate  of 
Acceptance  and  Authorisation  for  Final  Payment  in  the  amount  of

— RESOLUTION  NO.,  25,410— 

WHEREAS,  By  the  terms  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Contract  No.  514,  Pavement  and  Electrical  Work  for  Relocation  of 
Parking  Facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  the 
Contractor,  The  Lowrie  Paving  Company,  was  to  hove  completed  all 
contract  work  on  or  before  May  18,  1963;  and 
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WHEREAS ,  The  Contractor  was  delayed  4-1  days  by  adverse  weather 
conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Contractor  experienced  difficulty  in  procuring 
material  for  a  period  of  54  calendar  days;  and 

WHEREAS ^  The  Contractor  was  delayed  32  calendar  days,  due  to 
changes  in  the  work  ordered  by  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Contractor  was  prevented  by  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  commencing  or  prosecuting  the  work  for  a 
period  of  9  calendar  days ;  and 

WHEREAS,  "...adverse  weather  conditions  • " ;  "...Inability  to 
procure  materials...";  "...changes  in  work  ordered  by  the  City..."; 
and  "...prevention  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  from 
prosecuting  the  work..."  are  unavoidable  delays  as  defined  in  File 
No.  13456,  Ordinance  No.  94-84,  Section  6.3  UNAVOIDABLE  DELAYS, 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  January  16,  1956; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby 
grants  an  extension  of  136  calendar  days  to  October  2,  1963 ,  for 
which  liquidated  damages  are  hereby  waived;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  accepts  the  work 
as  being  satisfactorily  completed  in  accordance  with  the  contract 
documents,  approves  Credit  Modification  in  the  amount  of  $5 , 273, 19 > 
adjusting  the  estimated  quantities  of  xtfork  to  be  performed  to  agree 
with  actual  work  performed;  approves  Certificate  of  Acceptance  and 
Authorization  for  final  payment  in  the  amount  of  $12,273*42. 


— RESOLUTION  NO.  23,411— 

WHEREAS ,  On  November  2,  1963,  at  approximately  8:15  a.m.,  the 
13,800-volt  stator  widing  of  generator  No.  1  in  Cherry  Powerhouse 
failed,  resulting  in  considerable  damage  to  the  coils;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  failure  has  imparled  the  operation  of  said 
powerhouse;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  failure,  through  reduced  generation  of  electric 
energy,  will  result  in  loss  of  revenue  to  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  time  being  of  the  essence, 
this  Commission  in  accordance  with  Chapter  6,  Section  6.30  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  hereby  declares  the  existence 
of  an  emergency  to  minimize  the  loss  of  revenue  to  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  Manager  of  Utilities  be  and  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  effect  necessary  repairs  to  said  generator  No.  1 
in  the  most  expeditious  manner;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  requests 
the  Controller  to  approve  the  transfer  of  funds  in  the  amount  of 
160,000  from  Appropriation  3.756.000.000,  Reconstruction  and 
Replacement,  Unallocated,  to  Appropriation  3.756.720 .000 ,  to  pro- 
vide for  necessary  emergency  repairs  to  said  generator  No.  1. 
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In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,390,  determining  the  necessity  for 
modernization  of  868  fare  boxes  arid  the  acquisition  of  10  addi- 
tional new  and  unused  fare  boxes  for  use  by  the  Municipal  Railway, 
Mr.  Ilirkwood  opened  the  discussion  by  informing  the  Commission  that 
Vernon  W«  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  had  studied 
and  reviewed  the  problem  and  had  some  additional  figures  to  submit 
to  the  Commission.    He  stated  further  that  Commissioner  Hansen  had 
been  to  the  Municipal  Railway  head  offices  and  had  gone  over  phe 
problems  involved  with  Mr.  Anderson. 

Thereupon  Mr.  Anderson  submitted  to  the  Commission,  orally  and  in 
writing,  additional  data  in  reference  to  the  cost.     This  data  showed 
the  employments  in  the  accounting  department  engaged  in  revenue  and 
statistical  accounting  before  and  after  the  fare  box  conversion. 

In  1957-1958,  before  conversion,  there  were  87  monthly  employees 
engaged  in  revenue  and  statistical  accounting,  plus  special  duty 
assignments  equal  to  six  full-time  employments,  plus  over  time;  or 
a  total  of  93  full-time  employments.     After  conversion,  it  was 
indicated  in  the  1962-1963  Municipal  Railway  budget  there  were  80 
full-time  employments,  plus  special  duty  assignments  equal  to  35 
full-time  employments;  or  a  total  of  115  full-time  employments, 
which  was  an  increase  of  22  employments.     The  figures  presented  by 
Mr.  Anderson  indicated  that  this  resulted  in  an  estimated  annual 
increase  in  personnel  costs  of  $132,209.00. 

Mr.  Anderson  submitted  further  figures  on  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
equipment  changes  required  on  the  roads  on  account  of  fare  boxes 
for  the  fiscal  year  1962-1963  which  amounted  to  ^13,886.88. 

Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  the  traffic  department  had  estimated  that 
the  conversion  resulted  in  the  elimination  of  traveling  time  and 
turn-in  time  to  the  extent  of  more  than  the  $253,000  per  year 
originally  estimated.     In  fact,  Mr,  Anderson  pointed  out,  a  compari- 
son between  the  schedules  in  man  hours  immediately  preceding 
conversion  and  those  immediately  following  showed  a  savings  of 
something  in  the  neighborhood  of  ^350,000,  or  a  net  over-all  savings 
— based  on  1958-59  wage  scales— in  excess  of  ^200,000  per  year.  At 
this  point  Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  Mr.  Anderson  to  explain 
how  the  new  fare  boxes  saved  1-1-5,000  man  hours  per  year.  Mr. 
Anderson  then  explained  how  before  the  fare  boxes  men  were  required 
to  report  to  the  car  barns  to  pick  up  their  outfits  and  for  turn-in, 
thus  necessitating  the  payment  of  travel  time,  turn-in  time,  etc., 
which  was  largely  eliminated  by  the  new  Grant  fare  boxes. 
Commissioner  White  expressed  an  interest  in  the  costs  and  time 
attributable  to  equipment  changes  on  the  road  on  account  of  fare 
boxes,  and  questioned  the  small  amount  of  time  attributed  by 
Mr.  Anderson's  report  to  these  equipment  changes.     Mr.  Anderson 
explained  the  time  estimated  was  an  average;  in  some  cases  it  would 
be  less  and  in  others  slightly  more,  but  on  an  average  road  calls 
for  changing  of  fare  boxes  took  approximately  40  minutes,  and  other 
road  calls  for  clips,  etc.,  not  requiring  car  or  coach  change 
averaged  ii  hour. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  new  kits  to  be  installed  on  the  fare 
boxes  wotfld  cure  the  defects  that  had  been  accountable  the  past  five 
years.     Mr.  Anderson  stated  he  believed  they  would  and  cited 
experience  with  two  samples  of  the  new  modified  fare  boxes  which 
have  been  used  on  the  Railway  since  last  March  and  they  have  en- 
countered no  difficulties  with  them  whatsoever. 
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In  response  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Anderson 
explained,  as  shown  in  the  data  submitted  to  the  Commissioners, 
that  starting  with  the  fiscal  year  1963-1964  there  would  be  no 
payment  on  the  existing  fare  boxes  for  the  next  nine  years,  at  the 
end  of  which  time  the  15-year  lease  would  conclude.    At  that  time 
the  Municipal  Railway  has  the  option  of  continuing  lease  of  the 
fare  boxes  at  the  nominal  sum  of  $1.00  per  year  per  fare  box.  If 
the  modification  is  approved  and  the  10  new  fare  boxes  leased,  the 
cost  of  $74-? 300,  which  includes  freight,  taxes  and  interest,  would 
be  amortized  over  a  three-year  period".- 

Mr.  Anderson  assured  the  Commission  that  in  his  opinion,  this 
modernization  of  the  existing  fare  boxes  and  the  purchase  of  ten 
new  fare  boxes  was  needed  end  would  go  a  long  way  in  solving  tho 
difficulties  encountered  heretofore. 

Commissioner  Hansen  stated  that  he  spent  an  afternoon  at  the 
Municipal  Railway  headquarters  with  Mr,  Anderson  and  his  staff  in 
going  over  and  satisfying  himself  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  state- 
ments and  figures  presented.     Commissioner  Hansen  presented  a 
careful  analysis  of  the  figures  involved,  and  recommended  that  the 
Commission  adopt  the  resolution  that  was  before  it. 

Commissioner  White  asked  Commissioner  Hansen  if  he  had  investigated 
the  use  of  special  duty  men  in  fare  box  revenue  accounting,  and  if 
it  were  not  true  that  these  men  were  being  worked  out  of  their 
proper  Civil  Service  classifications .     Commissioner  Hansen  stated 
that  he  understood  that  these  were  platform  men  reassigned  to  special 
duty  for  an  hour  or  more  in  the  evening.     Mr.  Anderson  further  ex- 
plained that  some  of  the  special  duty  nen  are  used  in  shifts  of 
8  hours,  and  in  reply  to  questions  from  Commissioner  White,  indicated 
that  some  of  these  men  were  reassigned  from  day  to  de.y  and  some  paid 
overtime  rates. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  it  were  not  true  that  these  35  employ- 
ments were  composed  of  two  inspectors  and  the  remainder  being 
platform  employees  who  should  be  operating  equipment.     Mr.  Anderson 
pointed  out  that  the  inspectors  and  platform  men  assigned  to  special 
duty  were  performing  a  needed  service  for  the  Railway  and  that  the 
transit  service  inspectors  were  properly  assigned  under  the  Jacobs 
survey  and  elected  to  keep  their  original  classification  rather 
than  accept  a  new  classification  at  a  lower  rate  of  pay,  which  was 
their  privilege  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  moved  the  question. 

At  this  point  Thomas  W.  McG-rath,  President,  Carmen's  Union  Local 
1380,  requested  the  privilege  of  the  floor  which  was  granted  by 
Commissioner  Groenberg.     Mr.  McGrath  stated  he  quarrelled  with  the 
figures  submitted  by  Mr,  Anderson,  requested  that  he  be  given  a 
copy,  and  claimed  that  the  installation  of  the  Grant  fare  boxes 
meant  a  cut  in  pay  for  the  platform  employees.     He  stated  he  was 
opposed  to  the  measure  before  the  Commission, 

Commissioner  Greenberg  corrected  Mr.  McGrath1 s  statement  that  the 
Grant  fare  boxes  resulted  in  a  cut  in  pay  for  platform  employees. 
He  pointed  out  the  employees'  rates  were  not  affected  and  that  the 
fare  boxes  resulted  in  a  savings  to  the  Municipal  Railway  by  the 
elimination  of  turn-in  time  and  travel  time. 

Mr.  McG-rath  made  further  statements  to  the  effect  that  in  his  opinio 
the  new  fare  boxes  did  not  cure  any  of  the  difficulties  and 
certainly  did  not  improve  security. 
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Edward  Coleman,  President  of  the  Municipal  Carmen's  Union  Local  250, 
who  was  also  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  stated  that  the 
Grant  fare  boxes  had  been  used  by  the  New  York  Transit  Authority 
and  after  six  months  had  been  discontinued. 

On  the  motion  of  Commissioner  Stack  to  move  the  question,  the 
Commission  consented  unanimously.     On  the  resolution  the  vote  was 
four  to  one  in  favor  of  adoption,  Commissioner  White  voting  in  the 
negative. 


Item  #6  relative  to  the  proposed  Shuttle  Bus  Service  Agreement  at 
the  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  was  token  off  calendar 
after  a  full  discussion  by  the  Commission,  during  which  they  heard 
from  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  P.  Bourne  and  Leon  Ardzrooni, 
attorney  at  law  from  the  firm  of  Neyhart  and  Grodin,  representing 
the  Teamsters  Union. 

Mr.  Bourne  explained  how  the  Board  of  Supervisors  earlier  this  year 
had  removed  the  requirement  for  parity  $a,j  from  the  Purchaser's 
contracts  due  to  the  difficulty  in  enforcing  such  provision, 
Mr,  Bourne  advised  the  Commission  that  it  was  his  opinion  that 
policy  had  been  set  in  this  matter  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and 
it  was  not  advisable  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  request 
the  Purchaser  to  insert  such  a  provision  in  this  contract, 

Mr,  Ardzrooni  took  the  opposite  point  of  view,  stating  in  his 
opinion  the  fact  that  a  mandatory  provision  had  been  removed  from  a 
Purchaser's  contract  by  action  of  the  Board  of  oupcrvisors  did  not 
take  away  the  permissive  right  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
or  the  Purchaser  to  insert  a  parity  pay  provision  in  contracts  of 
this  nature. 

After  further  discussion,  Commissioner  Stack  made  a  motion  that  the 
matter  be  taken  off  calendar  until  such  time  as  legislation  could 
be  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  permit 
the  inclusion  of  a  section  concerning  parity  pay  in  the  proposed 
Shuttle  Bus  Contract  and  other  contracts  of  a  similar  service  nature. 

The  motion  was  carried  by  a  vote  of  four  to  one,  Commissioner 
Greenberg  voting  in  the  negative. 


In  reference  to  Item  #11,  finding  and  determining  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  to  award  and  awarding  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No,  511 
— -Purnish  and  Install  Synchronous  Genera-tors  for  Canyon  Generating 
Station,  to  We s  t inghous e  Electric  Corporation  in  the  amount  of 
$805,240.00,  rejecting  the  low  bid  of  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  of 

3p799>756.00,  Commissioner  Greenberg  disqualified  himself  from 
voting  due  to  the  fact  that  he  had  a  small  amount  of  V/estinghouse 
common  stock.     This  was  done  after  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne 
had  given  an  interpretation  of  Section  222,1  of  the  Charter. 

Upon  disqualification,  President  Greenberg  turned  the  gavel  and 
the  meeting  over  to  Vice  President  Thomas  P.  White. 

At  this  point  Mr.  'Kirkwood  advised  the  Commission  he  thought  it 
would  be  well  before  proceeding  further  if  they  heard  from  Mr. 
Bourne  relative  to  an  action  that  was  brought  by  Ets-Hokin 
Corporation  in  the  court  of  Judge  Walter  Carpeneti  this  morning. 
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Mr.  Bourne  then  went  on  to  explain  that  Ets-Hokin  had  sought  an 
alternate  writ  of  mandate  to  prevent  the  Commission  from  awarding 
Hetch  He-tchy  Contract  No.  331  to  Westinghouso  Electric  Corporation. 
Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  this  matter  had  been  discussed  in  the  Judge* s 
chambers.     Present  were  Lawrence  R.  Klein,  Attorney- at -law,  of 
Peldman  &  Waldman,  representing  Ets-Kokin  Corporation;  Robert  Daggett 
Attorney-at-law,  of  Brobeck,  Phleger  &  Harrison  representing 
Westinghouso  Electric  Corporation;  and  representatives  of  Ets-Hokin 
as  well  as  Westinghouse .     Inasmuch  as  Commission  action  on  this  was 
not  a  ministerial  act  but  a  discretionary  matter,  the  Judge  advised 
Ets-Hokin  representatives  that  they  might  come  back  tomorrow  if 
dissatisfied  with  the  action  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Commissioner  White  then  laid  down  the  ground  rules  for  conduct  of 
the  hearing  on  this  matter;  namely,  the  recommendations  of  the 
so-called  affirmative  side  by  the  staff  of  the  PUG  would  be  heard 
first,  and  the  recoinmendations  of  the  so-called  negative  side, 
representatives  of  Ets-Hokin  Corporation,  would  be  heard  second, 
with  each  side  being  given  an  opportunity  for  a  10-minute  rebuttal. 
Commissioner  White  said  these  rules  were  being  laid  down  in  order  to 
grant  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing,  and  also  to  speed  the  hearing, 
otherwise  there  would  be  the  possibility  of  said  hearing  continuing 
ad  infinitum.     Commissioner  White  also  pointed  out  that  once  a 
representative  from  either  side  had  been  heard,  either  in  argument 
or  rebuttal,  he  would  not  be  heard  from  further.     He  cautioned  each 
side,  therefore,  to  present  all  of  its  pertinent  arguments  at  the 
time  allotted. 

Lawrence  R.  Klein,  attorney-at-law  representing  Ets-Hokin,  objected 
to  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Bourne  as  not  being  factual. 
Commissioner  White  advised  Mr.  Klein  and  all  present  that  the 
statements  made  by  Mr.  Bourne  were  in  no  way  to  affect  the  outcome 
of  this  hearing,  but  were  merely  presented  to  advise  the  Commission 
of  what  had  transpired  in  Judge  Ce,rpenetifs  chambers  this  morning. 
Jeremy  Ets-Hokin,  president  of  Ets-Hokin  Corporation,  objected  to 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Klein  was  not  heard  from,  stating-  that  the 
pronouncements  made  by  Mr.  Bourne  were  legal  and  as  there  seemed  to 
be  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the  two  lawyers  who  were  present 
in  the  Judge's  chambers,  Mr.  Klein  should  be  heard. 

Commissioner  White  said  "very  well"  but  that  if  Mr.  Klein  wished 
to  be  heard  from  at  that  time,  he  would  not  be  heard  from  again 
during  the  proceedings;  he,  like  everyone  else,  must  abide  by  the 
ground  rules. 

Commissioner  White  then  called  upon  the  so-called  affirmative  side 
to  make  its  presentation, 

Mr.  Moore  started  to  make  the  presentation  and  was  interrupted  by 
Mr.  Kirkwood.     Commissioner  White  cautioned  Mr.  Kirkwood  and  advised 
him  if  he  was  to  be  heard  now,  ho>  too,  must  abide  by  the  ground 
rules  and  would  not  be  heard  again. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  apologized  to  the  Commission  for  not  communicating 
with  them  earlier  and  informing  them  of  the  nature  of  staff's 
recommendation.    He  went  on  to  explain  that  Mr.  Moore  had  been  in 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  staff  and  the  final  recommendation  was  not  put  into  written 
form  until  late  Thursday  afternoon.     It  was  necessary,  Mr.  Kirkwood 
further  stated,  that  Mr.  Moore  and  he  arrive  at  a  joint  recommenda- 
tion on  Thursday,  as  both  were  going  to  Sacramento  on  Friday  to 
attend  a  State  Water  Resources  Commission  meeting. 
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Inasmuch  as  this  is  the  first  tine  in  his  five  years  in  office  that 

he  has  recommended  to  the  Commission  rejection  of  the  low  bid  and 
award  to  the  second  bidder,  Mr,  Kirkwood  stated,  he  did  not  give  full 
consideration  to  the  import  of  such  a  recommendation,  and  he 
apologized  for  not  getting  the  information  into  the  hands  of  the 
Commission  sooner. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Administrative  Code  provided  that  the  bids  must  be  awarded  not 
later  than  20  clays  from  the  date  of  the  bid  opening.     He  pointed  out 
that  November  6  was  the  last  day  in  this  instance,  and  therefore 
this  item  had  to  appear  on  the  Commission1 s  calendar  on  this  date. 
He  explained  to  the  Commission,  however,  that  he  had  been  advised 
by  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne,  and  Deputy  City  Attorney  Thomas 
J.  Blanchard  agreed,  that  if  the  Comir*  ssion  wished  to  seek  post- 
ponement they  could  do  so;  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  act 
retroactively,  that  is,  at  its  meeting  Monday  next, 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  he  felt,  over  all,  that  Mr,  Moore* s  re- 
jection was  not  based  on  one  point  as  against  another,  although 
some  may  have  been  more  important  in  reaching  his  recommendation. 
Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  was  impressed  by  Mr.  Moore's  arguments  and 
felt  that  award  to  Westinghouse  rather  than  the  lowest  bidder  was 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Moore  then  proceeded  to  present  his  arguments  to  the  Commission. 
He  emphasized  the  arguments  set  forth  in  his  letter  of  October  31  > 


First,  the  cost  for  inspection  at  the  plants  of  Toshiba  in  Japan 
would  be  at  least  +|:<3?000  greater  than  for  inspection  at  the 


Westinghouse  plants  in  Pennsylvania,  stating  that  he  had  checked  ^_ 
the  price  of  round  trip  flights  to  Japan,  said  trip  being  ^570,000. ^ 
He  also  pointed  out  that  inspection  in  Japan  would  require  100  days 
as  opposed  to  80  days  at  the  Westinghouse  plants  in  Pittsburgh. 

Second,  due  to  the  increased  volume  of  the  Toshiba  generator  housing, 
six  additional  carbon  dioxide  cylinders  would  be  required  for  each 
generator,  for  a  total  additional  cost  of  v'2,4-00.     Although,  said 
Mr.  Moore,  Mr.  Ets-Hokin  orally  agreed  to  provide  the  carbon 
dioxide  cylinders  at  a  lesser  cost,  there  was  no  assurance  his 
company  would  be  the  low  bidder. 

Third,  the  estimated  value  of  the  power  to  be  generated  at  Canyon 
Powerhouse  is  si>9>000  per  day.    Mr.  Moore  said  the  time  the 
generators  would  be  out  of  service  for  repairs  is  of  prime  impor- 
tance, as  would  also  the  time  when  the  generators  can  be  scheduled 
to  begin  commercial  operation.     The  time  required  to  obtain  parts 
and  servicing  is  of  monetary  importance  to  the  City.    He  felt 
selection  of  Westinghouse  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  City, 

Mr,  Moore  pointed  out  that  the  availability  of  local  repair  and 
manuf acturing  plants  .and  a  staff  of  design  and  service  engineers 
was  anticipated  to  be  of  considerable  value  to  the  City. 
Westinghouse  has  plants  located  within  1^0  miles  of  the  Canyon 
Powerhouse  and  has  engineering  service  in  its  San  Francisco  office. 
There  is  no  assurance  such  would  be  the  case  with  the  low  bidder 
who  proposes  to  furnish  and  install  generators  which  he  does  not 
manufacture • 

Mr.  Moore  argued  that  the  accessibility  and  ease  of  repair  of  the 
generators  is  important  in  reducing  the  amount  of  time  that  they 
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nay  be  out  of  service  clue  to  mint e nance  and  repairs,  either  emer- 
gency or  routine ♦    He  felt  that  because  of  design  the  Westinghouse 
generators  were  better  in  this  respect  than  the  Toshiba  generators. 
The  difference  in  time  in  repairing  a  breakdown  on  the  Toshiba 
generators  could  cost  more  in  lost  revenue  than  the  difference  in 
first  cost  between  the  two  proposals. 

Mr.  Moore  stated  that  Toshiba  proposes  to  manufacture  the  generators 
in  the  metric  system,  except  for  parts  to  be  connected  to  equipment 
to  be  supplied,  under  other  contracts,  and  that  such  manufacture 
would  be  in  accordance  with  Japanese  Industrial  Standard  (JIS) 
rather  than  the  American  Standards  called  for  in  the  City's  speci- 
fications.    He  pointed  out  that  a  complete  stock  of  separate  parts 
would  have  to  be  maintained  by  the  City,  along  with  tools  to  fit 
these  parts.     Lack  of  a  small  bolt  or  nut  during  repair  or  main- 
tenance could  result  in  a  delay  of  several  hours  or  more  while 
replacement  was  obtained*     The  monetary  value  of  increased  stock 
of  spare  parts  and  additional  tools  occasioned  by  the  use  of  metric 
standards  has  not  been  estimated  but  would  undoubtedly  be  substantial 
Again,  a  delay  of  14-  hours  over  the  life  of  the  equipment  would 
wipe  out  the  saving  in  the  first  cost. 

Mr.  Moore  again  emphasized  that  in  his  opinion  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  would  be  served  by  rejecting  the  low  bid  submitted  by 
Ets-Hokin  Corporation  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  Contract  No. 
331 »  and  awarding  said  contract  to  the  second  bidder,  Westinghouse 
Electric  Corporation.    Mr.  Moore  recommended  that  the  award  be  made 
to  Westinghouse  Electric, 

Commissioner  White  then  called  upon  Jeremy  Ets-Hokin  to  present  his 
side  or  the  so-called  negative  side  of  the  argument.     Mr.  Ets-Hokin 
stated  that  he  had  submitted  a  letter,  dated  November  1,  1963*  to 
the  Commission, 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  opened  bis  argument  by  introducing  Mr.  Masao  Sato, 
Second  A.C.  Generator  Designing  Section,  Toshiba  Company's  Tsurumi 
Works,  from  Yokohama,  Japan;  and  Mr.  Yosuke  Yamauchi,  Electrical 
Engineer,  representing  Toshiba  Company,  Tokoyo ,  Japan.     Mr.  Ets-Hokin 
advised  that  these  men  had  flown  here  from  Japan  when  they  heard 
that  there  might  be  trouble. 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  attacked  Mr.  Moore's  arguments  point  by  point.  He 
argued  there  was  no  justification  in  the  statement  that  costs  for 
inspection  at  the  plants  of  Toshiba  in  Japan  would  be  at  least 
$3j000  greater.     Three  round  trips,  he  estimated,  would  cost  ^1710. 
He  also  took  issue  with  the  argument  that  there  would  be  a  20-day 
differential  in  inspection  time.     Mr.  Ets-Hokin  advanced  the 
argument  that  this  consideration  was  not  even  mentioned  in  the 
bidding  document  and  should  not  become  significant  now.     If  it  were 
important  to  the  cost  of  the  contract  it  should  have  been  included 
in  the  terms  and  conditions,  he  claimed. 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  took  issue  with  the  need  for  additional  carbon  dioxide 
cylinders,  stating  his  engineers  did  not  agree  that  six  additional 
cylinders,  in  fact,  would  be  required,  and  charging  that  in  his 
opinion  no  computation  was  actually  made  by  City  personnel  in  order 
to  arrive  at  this  conclusion, 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  pointed  out  that  the  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  is  the 
service  agent  for  Toshiba  Company  in  California;  the  firm  is  an  old 
one  in  San  Francisco,  has  installed  literally  thousands  of  genera- 
tors, and  has  always  stood  by  its  work.     He  advised  the  Commission 
the  firm  is  presently  selling  and  installing  several  million  dollars 
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worth  of  Toshiba  generators  for  the  American  River  Project  in  Placer 
County.     He  also  pointed  out  that  the  Ets-Hokin  service  organization 
is  even  closer  to  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  site  than  is  Vestinghouse . 
Ho  said  that  Ets-Hokin  would  have  a  complete  engineering  field 
office  and  a  stock  pile  of  Toshiba  parts  in  Northern  California 
within  the  next  twelve  months, 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  informed  the  Commission  that  Toshiba  is  one  of  the 
outstanding  generator  manufacturers  in  the  free  world  today  and 
is  actually  the  fourth  largest  electrical  manufacturer  in  the  world. 
He  was  sure,  he  said,  that  many  qualified  experts  could  be  found 
who  prefer  Toshiba  for  the  same  reasons  that  Mr.  Moore  claims 
Westinghouse  is  superior. 

He  said  that  there  was  only  one  inquiry  of  Mr.  JP  R.  Schyberg, 
director  of  his  engineering  office,  in  reference  to  Japanese 
Industrial  Standard,  and  that  his  engineering  office  had  replied 
that  Toshiba  manufactures  generators  in  accordance  with  American 
equivalents,  as  was  evidenced  by  his  reply  to  an  inquiry  from 
Sako  Yakahi  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau.     He  pointed  out 
that  expert  service  from  the  Toshiba  plant  was  not  more  than  a  few 
hours  away,  as  manifested  by  the  presence  of  the  gentlemen  from 
Japan. 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  then  introduced  Mr.  C.  T.  Takahashi,  president  of 
C.  T.  Takahashi  &  Company,  Inc.,  importers  and  exporters,  who  are 
the  West  Coast  agents  for  Toshiba  Corporation,  with  headquarters  in 
Seattle  and  an  office  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Takahashi,  in  the  interest  of  American-Japanese  relations, 
implored  the  Comr   ssion  to  award  the  contract  to  Toshiba.     He  took 
issue  with  Mr.  Moore !s  opinion  that  Westinghouse  products  were 
superior,  pointing  out  the  prominent  place  held  by  Toshiba  in  the 
manufacturing  world.    He  then  asked  the  Commission  in  reaching  a 
decision  this  afternoon  to  give  serious  consideration  to  everything 
that  was  said  by  himself  and  Mr.  Ets-Hokin. 

Jeremy  Ets-Hokin  then  concluded  his  presentation  by  summing  up  and 
cautioning  the  Commission  that  an  award  to  other  than  the  low 
bidder  would  make  a  mockery  of  and  destroy  competitive  bidding, 
which  is  basic  in  American  government— Federal ,  state,  and  local. 
He  asked  that  the  Commission  give  full  consideration  to  the 
arguments  he  made,  in  reaching  its  decision  and  making  its  award 
today.     He  then  waived  any  rebuttal  on  his  part,  but  stated  perhaps 
his  technical  people  might  wish  to  make  a  rebuttal  argument. 

Mr.  Moore  in  rebuttal  pointed  out  that  the  inclusion  of  a  cost 
differential  in  inspection  fees  between  an  American  and  foreign 
manufacturer,  and  the  requirement  that  repair  services  be  available 
locally,  were  discussed  with  the  City  Attorney  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  the  bid  specifications.     At  that  time,  Mr.  Bourne 
advised  Mr.  Moore  that  the  inclusion  of  any  such  provisions  would 
probably  be  regarded  as  a  violation  of  the  General  Agreement  on 
Tariffs  and  Tro.de.     Por  this  reason  such  provisions  were  not  in- 
cluded in  the  proposal,     Mr.  Moore  pointed  out  that  nevertheless 
he  felt  because  of  the  differential  in  inspection  costs  and  the 
value  of  local  service  being  available  he  felt  it  was  his  duty  as 
a  matter  of  public  interest  to  consider  these  two  factors. 

Mr.  Moore  stated  further  that  he  investigated  the  award  of  the 
Contract  for  the  generators  on  the  American  River  Project,  which  is 
being  financed  by  Placer  County  and  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company. 
He  indicated  the  reason  for  the  award  to  Toshiba  and  Ets-Hokin 
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Corporation  in  this  instance  was  because  their  bid  was  half  a 
million  dollars  below  the  next  lowest  bidder.     In  the  instance  of 
today's  bid,  he  pointed  out,  there  was  no  such  differential  in  cost. 

In  reference  to  the  fact  that  Toshiba,  proposes  to  construct  auxil- 
iary equipment  in  accordance  with  Japanese  Industrial  standards 
and  all  manufacturing  will  be  in  metric  system  except  for  parts  to 
be  connected  to  equipment  supplied  by  other  contractors,  Mr.  Moore 
stated  he  had  no  recourse  but  to  go  back  to  Toshiba's  proposal. 
He  stated  he  was  concerned  with  more  than  the  connections  to  the 
other  manufacturers'  products.     He  was  concerned  with  the  problems 
of  maintenance  inasmuch  as  the  City  would  have  to  live  with  these 
generators  for  a  long,  long  time. 

Mr.  Moore  stated  that  after  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau's 
recommendation  of  awarding  the  bid  to  the  second  lowest  bidder  had 
been  made,  and  after  his  mind  had  boon  made  up  to  recommend  the 
award  to  Westinghouse,  he  had  a  conference  with  a  representative 
of  Westinghouse  who  called  at  his  office,  and  at  that  time  Mr. 
Moore  informed  the  representative  that  he  was  contemplating  awarding 
the  bid  to  Westinghouse. 

Mr.  Moore  then  stated  that  he  wished  to  emphasize  again  that  in 
recommending  he  was  not  recommending  against  Toshiba.,  Takahashi , 
or  Ets-Hokin,  but  his  recommendation  was  solely  based  upon  wha,t 
was  in  his  opinion  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Schybcrg  of  Ets-Hokin  then  explained  his  conversations  with  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  stating  his  only  contact  was  with 
Sako  Yakahi  and  Bob  Lee.     He  then  read  a  telegram  from  Toshiba  in 
Japan  which  apparently  reaffirmed  that  Toshiba.' s  bid  was  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  ox  the  Hutch  Hctchy  propose.1.  He 
stated  he  had  forwarded  this  with  a  covering  letter  from  Ets-Hokin 
to  Mr.  Yakahi  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  of  October  25  ? 
1963.     Mr.  Schyberg  felt  that  they  had  been  very  explicit  that  ASA 
standards  would  be  used. 

Mr.  Moore  stated  that  he  was  not  satisfied  that  the  clarif ication 
suited  his  purposes.     He  stated  in  his  own  mind  he  was  not  sure 
whether  or  not  he  must  hold  Toshiba  and  Ets-Hokin  to  the  language 
in  the  proposal  or  whether  they  would  be  bound  by  the  communication. 

Mr,  W.  L.  Moats,  District  Manager,  Electric  Utility  Sales, 
Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation,  requested  the  privilege  of  the 
floor.     It  wa.s  denied  by  Commissioner  White. 

Commissioner  White  stated  the  Commission  would  rather  not  hoar 
from  Westinghouse.     At  this  point  the  matter  was  taken  under 
submission  and  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission  for  decision. 

Commissioner  Hansen  made  the  point  that  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  in  reviewing  the  bids  were  not  improving  or  adding  to  the 
conditions  of  bidding,  but  were  merely  analyzing  the  total  effect 
of  the  bids.     Ho  stated  where  proposa.ls  are  received  from  one, 
two,  or  more  companies  they  are  studied  carefully.     He  remarked 
that  the  points  regarding  inspection  costs  and  additional  CO2 
cylinders  were  questions  which  had  to  be  analyzed  in  comparison 
of  the  bids.     These  points  which  have  been  brought  up  did  not 
belong  in  the  specifications,  said  Commissioner  Hansen,  but  are  a 
result  of  the  analysis  of  the  bids. 
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Commissioner  Hansen  asked  Mr,  Moore  to  comment  on  a  remark  made  by- 
Mr.  Ets-Hokin  that  a  savings  could  be  made  in  the  use  of  a  lighter 
weight  crane  if  the  Toshiba  generators  were  used.    Mr.  Moore  stated 
he  preferred  not  to  make  any  comment  on  this  item  until  such  time 
as  he  could  confer  with  his  people.     While  there  may  be  some  truth 
in  the  fact  that  a  lighter  crane  might  be  used,  Mr.  Moore  said,  he 
also  felt  there  were  certain  advantages  in  the  use  of  heavier 
generating  equipment. 

Commissioner  Hansen  asked  in  respect  to  American  vs.  Japanese 
standards  whether  or  not  Toshiba  was  going  to  comply  with  American 
standards,    Mr.  Moore  answered  he  was  not  completely  reassured  in 
this  respect  himself.    On  one  hand  he  had  the  proposal  submitted  by 
Toshiba  and  on  the  other  hand  a  statement  submitted  after  the  bid 
was  opened. 

Commissioner  Hansen  asked  the  Public  Utilities  Counsel  if  the 
Commission  were  to  be  guided  by  the  proposal  and  specifications  or 
by  clarification  letter  from  the  bidder.     Mr.  Bourne  informed  the 
Commission  that  in  his  opinion  it  was  to  be  guided  by  the  speci- 
fications, and  a  proposal  once  submitted  and  opened  could  not  be 
amended. 

Commissioner  Simon  at  this  point  took  exception  to  the  reference  of 
"politics"  in  Jeremy  Ets-Hokin' s  letter  of  November  1,  1963. 
Commissioner  Simon  asked  who  was  the  person  Mr.  Ets-Hokin  referred 
to  in  his  letter. 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  refused  to  answer  on  the  basis  it  was  not  germane  to 
the  issue.     He  admitted  his  letter  was  charged  with  politics,  and 
stated  it  was  still  his  opinion  that  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Moore 
was  and  is  inf3.uenced  by  the  political  atmosphere. 

Commissioner  Simon  stated  that  Mr.  Ets-Hokin  was  entitled  to  his 
opinion  but  he,  Mr.  Simon,  wished  to  make  it  clear  that  he  had 
nothing  to  do  with  politics  and  in  reaching  a  decision  this  after- 
noon would  not  be  influenced  by  politics.    Mr.  Ets-Hokin  stated  he 
did  not  think  that  Commissioner  Simon  was  personally  involved. 
Commissioner  Simon  retorted  there  was  an  inference  reflecting  on  all 
Commissioners  in  Mr.  Ets-Hokin* s  letter. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  if  the 
bid  of  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  was  responsive  to  the  proposal  put  out 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.    Mr.  Bourne  said  it  appeared  in 
general  to  be  responsive  to  the  proposal. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  bid  is  responsive  does  the  Com- 
mission have  the  prerogative  to  distinguish  between  the  bidders;  if 
certain  equipment  is  asked  for,  is  the  Commission  able  to  make  a 
prejudgment  without  experience  as  to  whether  that  equipment  is 
satisfactory?    Mr.  Bourne  advised  Commissioner  Stack  the  Commission 
is  allowed  to  exercise  its  judgment. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  it  were  unusual  for  a  department,  in 
analyzing  a  bid,  to  seek  clarification  of  certain  items  in  the  bid. 
Mr.  Bourne  said  this  was  not  unusual. 

Commissioner  Stack  went  on  record  as  saying  he  had  the  highest 
esteem  for  Mr.  Moore  and  his  staff;  however,  as  a  lawyer,  he  had  to 
look  at  the  other  side  of  the  coin.     He  said  that  in  case  the  City 
is  faced  with  the  threat  of  a  law  suit,  the  Commissioners  were 
obliged  to  act  according  to  their  conscience.     Commissioner  Stack 
explained  that  he  could  not  help  but  feel  that  litigation  could 
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result,  tying  up  the  project  and  resulting  in  a  loss  of  some  $9,000 
a  day  revenue,  which  would  result  in  a  loss  of  $270,000  per  month. 
In  view  of  this  fact  he  felt  it  would  he  a  tragedy  if  the  City  were 
tied  up  by  litigation  and  then  found  themselves  installing  Toshiba 
generators  two  years  hence. 

Commissioner  white  then  asked  Mr,  Bourne  if  any  steps  would  be  taken 
to  protect  the  City  by  requiring  the  posting  of  a  bond  in  this 
action.    Mr,  Bourne  explained  that  although  the  proceeding  started 
this  morning  was  for  a  writ  of  mandate,  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
would  take  the  position  that  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  was  truly  seeking 
injunction  relief  and  the  City  Attorney's  Office  would  seek  bond. 
Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  unlike  the  Allis-Chalmers  case,  in  which 
Judge  Arnold  held  the  City's  bid  proposal  was  defective,  the  City 
Attorney  would  take  the  position  in  this  case  that  the  bid  proposal 
was  completely  legal  and  that  Ets-Hokin  was  merely  attempting  to 
block  the  action  of  the  Commission  by  an  action  which  was  injunctive 
in  nature. 

Commissioner  Simon  wished  to  know  if  the  proposal  submitted  by  Ets- 
Hokin  and  Toshiba  would  provide  for  manufacture  under  American 
standards  and  that  there  would  be  no  trouble.    Mr.  Kirkwood  said 
this  was  a  legal  question. 

Commissioner  White  stated  that  what  was  argued  at  this  point  was 
whether  or  not  the  submission  of  a  letter  by  Ets-Hokin  Corporation 
is  a  change  in  the  bid  or  merely  a  clarification  of  the  bid  item. 
He  stated  that  if  the  Commission  takes  the  position  now  that  the 
letter  changes  the  bid  the  matter  is  wide  open.     In  his  opinion, 
he  stated,  it  must  be  held  that  the  letter  cannot  change  the  bid; 
conversely,  Ets-Hokin  will  claim  that  this  letter  does  not  change 
the  bid  but  is  merely  a  clarification  of  a  bid  item;— it  becomes  a 
question  of  semantics. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  there  was  a  possibility  that  if  there  were  liti- 
gation the  letter  might  be  interpreted  to  be  an  explanation  of  a 
bid  item.    He  also  said  it  was  not  inconceivable  that  someone  who 
expresses  an  intention  or  interpretation  in  a  letter  might  at  a 
later  date  attempt  to  recant. 

Commissioner  Simon  again  asked,  referring  to  Mr.  Moore's  letter  of 
October  31  ,  in  point  3-D,  whether  the  proposal  of  Toshiba  was 
American  standards  or  Japanese  standards,  and  if  the  bid  was  in 
accordance  with  the  language  of  the  proposal  advertised  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,    Mr.  Moore  answered  that  this  was  the 
matter  which  has  been  attempted  to  be  corrected  by  the  use  of  the 
letter  from  Ets-Hokin.     Commissioner  White  remarked  that  this  become 
a  question  of  interpretation. 

Commissioner  Stack  requested  to  know  if  the  inquiry  of  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau  staff  member  made  to  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  was 
oral  or  written. 

Commissioner  Hansen  then  asked  Mr.  Moore  to  read  from  the  proposal 
the  paragraph  calling  for  American  standards,  which  Mr.  Moore  did. 
Mr.  Moore  then  went  on  to  explain  that  under  the  Toshiba  proposal 
the  internal  parts  would  be  manufactured  according  to  the  metric 
system,  and  the  external  parts  manufactured  according  to  American 
standards.     Commissioner  Hansen  wanted  to  know  which  would  comprise 
the  greater  part  of  the  work.    Mr.  Moore  replied  the  internal 
mechanism.

Mr.  Schyberg  stated  that  all  external  parts  and  connections  to 
existing  equipment  will  be  in  United  States  standards,  the  internal 
parts  will  be  ma.de  according  to  the  metric  system.  Commissioner 
Simon  then  asked  if  these  measurements  are  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  Mr.  Moore's  proposal.     Jeremy  Ets-Hokin 
answered  that  they  were  absolutely  in  conformance  with  the  proposal, 
Mr*  Ets-Hokin  stated  what  was  not  clarified  was  that  they  will  be 
equivalent . 

Commissioner  Simon  asked  if  they  were  the  same  or  different.  Jeremy 
Ets-Hokin  again  answered  the  American  and  Japanese  standards  are 
equivalents;  that  this  had  been  worked  out  in  Geneva;  and  that  there 
would  be  no  problem. 

Mr.  Klein,  attorney  for  Ets-Hokin  Corporation,  argued  that  Com- 
missioner Simon's  question  had  been  answered  when  everyone  conceded 
that  Ets-Hokin' s  proposal  was  responsive  to  the  bid  call. 

Commissioner  Simon  said  he  was  not  clear  in  his  own  mind  as  to  the 
answer  to  Mr.  Moore's  statement— is  it  or  is  it  not  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  submitted?  Mr.  Moore  replied  there  may  be 
a  deficiency  in  their  exponents  to  this  extent — there  are  equiva- 
lents in  the  JIS  to  the  ASA — they  will  give  you  a  measurement  in 
metric  system  and  an  equivalent  in  feet  and  inches.    Mr.  Moore  said 
as  he  understood  Toshiba's  proposal  all  the  internal  parts  were  in 
the  metric  systems-threads,  nuts  and  bolts.     These  are  not  going  to 
fit  American  tools  or  parts. 

Commissioner  Hansen  asked  if  a  nut  were  lost  was  there  an  American 
nut  that  would  fit.  Mr,  Moore  answered  "no."  Commissioner  Hansen 
made  the  observation  then  that  they  were  not  equivalent. 

Mr.  Schyberg,  referring  to  the  proposal,  claimed  that  they  do  comply. 
Commissioner  Simon  differed  with  Mr.  Schyberg,  stating  that  the 
specifications  for  bid  call  was  different  from  Toshiba's  proposal. 

Mr.  Moore  said  that  there  was  nothing  in  the  specifications  which 
specifically  provides  for  the  use  of  American  standards  nor  was  it 
specifically  intended.     He  said  he  only  introduced  this  as  one 
factor  for  the  Commission's  consideration;  for  them  to  make  of  it 
what  they  would,  the  fact  that  from  now  on  if  it  is  necessary  to 
repair  the  internal  mechanism  of  the  generators  it  could  be  expen- 
sive.    He  added  further  that  he  had  never  said  thezce  was  any 
language  in  these  specifications  that  the  bidder  could  not  use  the 
metric  system. 

Mr.  Ets-Hokin  stated  at  this  point  he  did  not  think  Mr.  Moore 
understood  the  problem. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Simon  made  the  motion  that  the  Commission 
adopt  the  matter  as  presented  and  award  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No. 
331  to  Westinghouse.     Commissioner  Hansen  seconded  the  motion.  Cn 
roll  call  the  vote  was  as  follows: 

Ayes-Commissioners  Hansen  and  Simon 

Hoes-Commissioners  White  and  Stack 

Mr.  Kirkwood  suggested  that  the  Commission  request  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  additional  time  in  which  to  award  the  contract. 
Commissioner  White  explained  that  the  resolution  before  the  Com- 
mission resulted  in  a  tie  vote  and  failed  to  carry;  therefore, 
there  was  nothing  before  the  Commission  at  this  time;  the  question 
was  moot. 
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Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  believed  that  while  the  recommendation  was 
lost  the  item  on  the  calendar  was  not  dead;  "by  rejecting  the  re- 
commendation the  Commission  did  not  lose  jurisdiction  to  accept  one 
bid  or  the  other, 

Mr,  Bourne  opined  that  the  resolution  was  dead  and  could  not  be 
reconsidered. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  said  in  his  opinion  the  Commission  still  had  the  right 
to  request  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  additional  time,  to  postpone 
the  problem  for  a  week  or  more,  and  thus  re-examine  the  subject 
matter  and  place  it  back  on  the  calendar  for  action  at  a  future  date. 

Mr.  Bourne  held  that  the  only  other  recommendation  possible  would  be 
to  award  to  the  low  bidder.    Mr.  Kirkwood  asked  about  the  possi- 
bility of  rejecting  all  bids.    Mr.  Bourne  advised  if  action  was  not 
taken  by  tomorrow  and  no  request  for  extended  time  for  award  of  the 
contract  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  then  the  proposal 
would  have  to  be  re-advertised.    Mr.  Bourne-  said  the  Commission  could 
entertain  anything  except  the  recommendation  to  award  to  Westinghouse 

Mr.  Kirkwood  said  he  assumed  that  a  Motion  to  give  the  award  to  the 
lowest  bidder  would  be  in  order  today;  that,  as  the  Commission  was 
stale-mated,  this  would  seem  better  than  rejection. 

The  Secretary  advised  the  Commission  that  the  item  of  award  to  the 
second  low  bidder  was  dead.    He  further  advised  the  Commission  that 
they  were  free  to  entertain  any  motion  or  resolution  they  desired. 

Commissioner  White  alleged  there  was  nothing  before  the  Commission, 

The  Secretary  again  advised  that  under  the  rules  of  the  Commission, 
the  Commission  was  free  to  entertain  a  motion  to  award  to  the  lowest 
bidder  or  any  other  motion  or  resolution  they  wished. 

Commissioner  Stack  recommended  requesting  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  an  extension  of  time  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Kirkwood,  Commissioner 
Hansen  asked  if  it  were  not  possible  upon  the  next  consideration 
that  the  award  could  be  made  to  the  lowest  bidder.  Commissioner 
Stack  replied  in  effect  the  next  time  around  the  contract  could  be 
awarded  to  the  low  bidder.     Commissioner  Hansen  remarked  he  thought 
that  was  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  that  if  the  resolution  to  be  considered  was 
awarded  to  Sts-Hokin  Corporation,  Commissioner  Greenberg  would  be 
eligible  to  cast  a  vote. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Kirkwood  suggested  a  recess.     Upon  motion  by 
Commissioner  Simon,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Hansen,  a  short  recess 
was  called,  the  time  being  4:25  p.m. 

At  4:50  p.m.,  with  Commissioner  White  presiding  and  Commissioner 
Greenberg  still  excused,  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  resumed. 

Commissioner  Hansen  expressed  that  his  great  concern  in  this  problem 
was  the  matte\r  of  Japanese  standards  versus  American  standards  in 
respect  to  equipment,  parts,  etc.     For  that  reason  and  the  belief 
that  the  bid  was  not  properly  responsive,  Commissioner  Hansen 
explained,  he  voted  for  Item  \1  on  the  calendar  awarding  the 
contract  to  Westinghouse.     Upon  discussing  this  with  the  engineering 
staff  during  the  pastf  recess,  he  said  this  would  not  be  the  problem 
he  envisioned.     All  other  matters,  Commissioner  Hansen  stated,  were 
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too  petty  to  be  of  great  concern,  such  as  travel  time,  cost  of 
cylinders,  etc.    Since  he  was  now  satisfied  on  the  matter  of 
standards,  he  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare  a 
resolution  awarding  this  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Ets-Hokin 
Corporation,  and  that  the  Commission  vote  on  said  resolution  at  this 
time . 

Commissioner  Simon  seconded  the  motion. 

On  roll  call,  Resolution  No,  23,394-  was  adopted  by  the  following 
vote : 

Ayes-Commissioners  White,  Hansen,  Stack,  Simon. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  abstaining. 


Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  that  he  would  be  absent  from 
next  Tuesday1 s  meeting  inasmuch  as  he  had  been  invited  to  attend 
the  Governor's  water  conference  in  Sacramento  on  that  day. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  reported  on  the  United  Bay  Area  Crusade.  He 
commended  all  of  the  departments,  stating  they  had  done  better  than 
last  year,  and  had  exceeded,  their  quotas,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Municipal  Hallway  which  he  felt  would  ultimately  reach  its  goal. 

Departmental  Report: 

Belford  Brown,  Airport  Manager,  submitted  the  Airport  Department 
monthly  report.    He  informed  the  Commission  that  from  a  revenue 
standpoint  there  was  a  net  annual  increase  due  to  the  opening  of 
the  South  Terminal  of  1461,64-2.    He  hoped  for  another  1^400,000 
annual  increase  in  revenues  when  the  Central  Terminal  Building  has 
been  rehabilitated. 

Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  White  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a 
new  movement  afoot  in  the  Peninsula  towns  to  protect  jet  operation 
at  the  San  Francisco  Airport. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  informed  the  Commission  that  Commissioner 
Stack  might  be  absent  from  next  Tuesday's  meeting,  and  that  he, 
Commissioner  Greenberg  would  be  in  Los  Angeles  on  that  day.

On  October  17,  19&3,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  received  bids  on 
Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  Contract  No.  331,  Furnish  and  Install 
Synchronous  Generators  for  Canyon  Generating  Station.

The  lowest  bidder,  Ets-Hokin  Corporation,  proposes  to  furnish  gener- 
ators manufactured  by  Tokyo  Shibaura  Electric  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  Japan. 
These  generators  will  be  installed  by  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  with 
Toshiba  providing  the  services  of  its  supervising  and  testing 
engineers . 

The  second  bidder,  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation,  proposes  to 
manufacture  the  generators  in  its  own  shops  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvani— 
a,  and  to  install  them  with  its  own  forces. 

These  proposals  have  been  reviewed  by  the  staff  of  the  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau.     This  review  indicates  that  the  public  interest 
will  best  be  served  by  award  of  the  contract  to  the  second  bidder, 
Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation,   instead  of  the  low  bidder,  Ets- 
Hokin  Corporation,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.     The  City's  cost  for  factory  inspection  at  the  plants  of  Toshiba  in 
Japan  will  be  at  least  03,000  greater  than  for  inspection  at  the 
Westinghouse  plants  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 
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2.  Due  to  the  increased  volume  of  the  Toshiba  generator  housing,  six 
additional  CO2  cylinders  will  be  required  for  each  generator,  for 
a  total  additional  cost  of  02,^00  to  the  City. 

3.  The  estimated  value  of  the  power  to  be  generated  at  Canyon  Power- 
house is  |9,000  per  day;  therefore,  the  time  that  the  generators 
may  be  out  of  service  for  repairs,  either  routine  or  emergency, 
is  of  prime  importance.     Also,  the  time  when  the  generators  can 
be  scheduled  to  begin  commercial  operation  is  of  equal  monetary 
importance  to  the  City. 

a.  Since,  under  their  £>roposal,  Westinghouse  will  have  the  sole 
responsibility  for  the  design,  manufacture,  and  installation 
of  the  generators,  it  can  be  expected  that  delays  due  to  co- 
ordination of  the  work  between  the  plant  and  the  field, 
including  shipping,  will  be  less  than  can  be  expected  where 
this  responsibility  is  divided,  as  in  the  case  of  the  low 
bidder.     In  the  case  of  the  low  bidder,  the  time  needed  to 
obtain  replacements  for  parts  damaged  or  lost  in  shipment 
could  well  exceed  the  difference  in  cost  between  the  two 
proposals . 

b.  The  availability  of  local  repair  and  manufacturing  plants  and 
a  staff  of  design  and  service  engineers  is  anticipated  to  be 
of  considerable  value  to  the  City  in  the  continued  operation 
of  the  generators.     Westinghouse  has  such  plants  at  Emeryville 
and  Sunnyvale,  within  15°  miles  of  the  Canyon  Powerhouse,  and 
has  engineering  service  available  at  its  San  Francisco  office. 
On  various  occasions  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  the  advantage 
of  having  local  repair  facilities  of  the  manufacturer  avail- 
able has  been  demonstrated.     It  has  been  possible  to  have 
manufacturers'   service  people  on  the  job  within  12  hours  of 
the  occurrence  of  an  emergency.    There  is  no  assurance  that 
such  would  be  the  case  with  the  low  bidder  who  proposes  to 
furnish  and  install  generators  which  he  does  not  manufacture. 

c.  The  accessibility  and  ease  of  repair  of  the  generators  is 
important  in  reducing  the  amount  of  time  they  may  be  out  of 
service  due  to  maintenance  and  repairs,  either  emergency  or 
routine.     The  Westinghouse  generators  are  better  in  this 
respect  than  the  Toshiba  generators.    For  example,  to  reach 
the  thrust  and  upper  guide  bearing  of  the  Toshiba  generators 
requires  removal  of  the  exciter,  whereas  these  bearings  are 
readily  accessible  in  the  Westinghouse  design.     A  repair  or 
adjustment  of  these  bearings  would  require  several  days'  time 
on  the  Toshiba  equipment  as  against  one  day  or  less  on  the 
Westinghouse  equipment.     One  repair  of  this  nature  would  cost 
more  in  lost  revenue  than  the  difference  in  first  cost  between 
the  two  proposals . 
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d.    Toshiba  proposes  to  construct  the  auxiliary  equipment  in 
accordance  with  JIS  (Japanese  Industrial  Standard)  rather 
than  the  American  Standards  called  for  in  the  City 
specifications.    They  also  state  that  all  manufacturing 
will  be  in  the  metric  system  except  for  parts  to  be 
connected  to  equipment  supplied  under  other  contracts.  This 
means  that  items  such  as  piping  and  bolts  and  nuts  will  not 
be  interchangeable  with  American-made  items.     A  complete 
stock  of  spare  parts  of  these  items  would  have  to  be 
maintained  by  the  City  along  with  tools  to  fit  these  items. 
Lack  of  even  a  small  bolt  or  nut  during  repair  maintenance 
could  entail  a  delay  of  several  hours  or  more  while  a  replace- 
ment was  obtained.    The  monetary  value  of  the  increased  stock 
of  spare  parts  and  additional  tools  occasioned  by  the  use  of 
metric  standards  has  not  been  estimated,  but  would  undoubtedly 
be  substantial.    Again,  a  delay  of  1^  hours  over  the  life  of 
the  equipment  would  wipe  out  the  saving  in  first  cost. 

For  the  above  stated  reasons,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  be  served  by  rejecting 
the  low  bid,  submitted  by  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  for  Hetch  Hetchy 
Water  Supply  Contract  No.  331 ,  and  awarding  said  contract  to  the 
second  bidder,  Westinghouso  Electric  Corporation,  and  I  so  recommend. 

Copies  of  a  form  of  resolution  for  such  action  are  being  prepared  and 
will  be  forwarded  to  you  on  or  before  November        19^3  •

Gentlemen: 


I  am  given  to  understand  by  virtue  of  seeing  a  letter  from  Mr.  0. 
L.  Moore,  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Commission,   that  our  bid 
of  October  17,   1963  regarding  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Supply  Contract 
No.   331  should  be  rejected,   and  the  awarding  of  this  contract 
should  be  made  to  Westinghouse  Electric  Corporation.     Please  be 
advised  that  we  hereby  protest  any  action  that  your  Commission 
may  take  other  than  awarding  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  subject  con- 
tract on  the  basis  of  Ets-Hokin  Corporation's  low  bid. 

We  will  use  the  nomenclature  starting  with  paragraph  six,  page  one, 
of  aforementioned  letter  of  October  31  from  Mr.  Moore  to  Mr. 
Kirkwood  as  a  convenient  format  to  articulate  our  grounds  for  afore- 
mentioned protest: 

"1." "The  City's  costs  for  factory  inspection  at  the  plants  of  To- 
shiba in  Japan  will  be  at  least  $3,000  greater  than  for  in- 
spection at  the  Westinghouse  plants  in  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania." 

Mr.  Moore  has  no  evidence  that  I  know  of,   outside  of  an  "edu- 
cated guess,"  regarding  the  $3,000.     Our  computations  indi- 
cate a  net  difference  of  air  fares  between  Pittsburg  and 
Tokyo  of  $370   (coach  or  economy  class)   per  person,   round  trip. 
.It  is  further  known  to  us,   as  our  company  constantly  sends 
personnel  to  both  the  East  Coast  and  to  Japan,   that  during  • 
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a  two-week  visitation  period,   the  cost-of-living  expenses  in 
Japan  would  be  at  least  one-half  that  amount  less  than  they 
would  be  on  the  East  Coast.     Furthermore/   our  representatives 
have  made  it  clear  that  we  will  indemnify  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  for  differential  of  costs  of  this  nature  between 
Toshiba  and  a  domestic  source  of  the  generators. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  consideration  was  not  even  x 
mentioned  in  the  bidding  documents/  but  now  becomes  "signifi- 
cant" that  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  is  the  low  bidder.     Aside  from 
the  fact  that  it  is  considered  to  be  intrinsically  unfounded 
as  a  consideration/   it  also  is  completely  extraneous  as  a  ger- 
mane item  to  the  bid  itself,   and  in  fairness  to  all  bidders, 
it  should  have  been  made  clear  prior  to  the  bid  that  it  would 
be  a  consideration. 

'2."  "Due  to  the  increased  volume  of  the  Toshiba  generator  housing/ 
six  additional  CO2  cylinders  will  be  required  for  each  genera- 
tor,   for  a  total  additional  cost  of  $2,400  to  the  City." 

Again,  Mr.  Moore  brings  up  a  matter  about  which  there  is  no 
indication  prior  to  bid  time,  but:,   amazingly,  becomes  "per- 
tinent" now  that  Ets-Hokin  is  the  low  bidder.     Mr.  Moore  is 
quoting  maximum  retail  prices  on  the  CO2  cylinders  to  arrive 
at  his  $2,400.     Ets-Hokin  Corporation  will  be  happy  to  furnish 
any  additional  required  CO2  cylinders  of  the  nature  that  this 
job  requires,   as  an  authorized  distributor  for  the  Fry-Fryter 
'  Company,   for  one-half  this  amount  or  less.     Our  engineers  do 
not  even  agree  that  six  additional  cylinders  will/  in  fact, 
be -required,   and  it  is  my  studied  opinion  that  no  computation 
was  actually  made  by  City  personnel  in  order  to  arrive  at  this 
conclusion. 

"3."    Because  of  the  length  of  the  text,  we  will  not  quote  this  sec- 
tion of  the  letter,  but  will  comment  as  per  the  nomenclature. 
This  is  a  reiteration  of  the  bidding  documents  and.  our  com- 
pany already  agreed  when  we  rendered  our  bid  to  be  bound  by 
all  •  conditions  of  the  bidding  documents. 


"»3k"     Please  be  advised  that  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  is  the  ser- 
vice agent  for  Toshiba  Company  in  California.     Please  be  fur- 
ther advised  that  we  have  made  this  fact  known  to  pertinent 
City  personnel,   as  well  as  the  fact  that  we  are  selling  and 
installing  several  million  dollars  worth  of  Toshiba  generators 
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for  the  American  River  Project  in  Placer  County.     We  have 
already  proved  to  several  agencies,   engineers,   and  utility 
companies  that  stock  piles  and/or  deliveries  of  Japanese 
parts  are  equal  to  or  better  than  that  of  domestic  manu- 
facturers. 

"31p"     The  fact  that  the  City  favors  these  items  should  have 
been  made  clear  prior  to  bid  time,    instead  of  afterwards. 
Furthermore,  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  is  just  as  close  to  the 
job-site  as  is  Westinghouse.     Our  service  organization  is 
.even  closer,    since  we  have  a  complete  engineering,  field 
office,   and  will  have  a  Toshiba  stock-pile  in  Auburn,  Cali- 
fornia,  now  and  within  the  next  12  months. 

"3c"     I  categorically  deny  the  truth  of  this  statement  and, 
furthermore,  believe  that  there  may  be  elements  of  libel 
in  its  contents.     This  is  a  matter,   naturally,   for  others  to 
decide.     Toshiba  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding 
generator  manufacturers  in  the  free  world  today,   and  I  am 
surc>  that  many  qualified  experts  could  be  found  who  prefer 
Toshiba  for  the  same  reasons  that  Mr.  Moore  claims  Westing- 
house  jls  in_  fact  superior, 

"3$"     In  my  opinion,   this  is  a  complete  distortion  of  the  To- 
shiba proposal  and  unfathomable  to  me  how  Mr.  Moore  can  give 
such  an  interpretation;  unless,   of  course,   there  are  reasons 
other  than  those  stated  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  want  to  award  this  contract  to  someone  other  than 
the  low  feidder. 

I  cannot  help  but  form  the  opinion  that  the  currently  acting 
Mayor's  office  may  have  influenced  Mr.  Moore's  authorship  of 
subject  letter.     My  reasons  for  forming  this  opinion  are  as 
follows: 

A)  I  am  Co-Chairman  of  the  John  F.   Shelley  for  Mayor  Executive 
Committee  and  have  been  since  March  of  this  year  when  the 

■Campaign  Committee  was  formed. 

B)  The  reasons  stated  by  Mr.  Moore  are,   in  my  opinion,  so 
obviously  falacious,  spurious,   irrelevant  and/or  redundant, 
that  I  must  assume  that  there  are  underlying  real  reasons 
not  stated  in  the  letter.    .  Since  our  firm  has  been  doing 
business  with  the  City  and  County,  of  San  Francisco  for 
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almost  43  years,   and  since  we  have  literally  installed 
thousands  of  generators  in  the  time  we  have  been  in  busi- 
ness,  and  since  our  relations  with  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  have  always  been  honorable,   above  board, , 
and  satisfactory,   the  only  plausible  explanation  left 
seems  to  be  the  above- stated  in  reference  to  the  office 
of  the  currently  acting  Mayor. 

c)  The  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  a 
j-:vic-v.3cndwn  and  outspoken  l3obb 8  s  supporter. 

d)  I  am  given  to  understand  that  there  is  at  least  one  com- 
pany in  San  Francisco  whose  head  would  probably  have 
been  a  strong  Shelley  supporter  if  it  were  not  for  the 
fact  that  Harold  Dobbs-Mel  Weiss  restaurants  give  his 
company  considerable  amounts  of  profitable  business.  I 
realise  that  this  is  not  exactly  germane  to  the  protest 
I  am  making  here,  but  I  must  admit  that  it  is  helpful 

to  me  in  forming  my  opinion  regarding  the  possibility  of 
/the  acting  Mayor's  office  exerting  some  influence  over 
Mr.  Moore's  letter  to  Mr.  Kirkwood. 

There  has  been  no  indication  given  to  us  by  anyone  in  the 
City  Administration  that  there  was  any  question  that  we 
would  be  awarded  subject  contract.     Now,   suddenly  ,  ,  on  \ 
October  31,   it  occurs  to  Mr.   0.  L.  Moore,  whom  I  have 
never  heard  of  before,   that  for  a  myriad  variety  of  "rea- 
sons" that  "the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  will  be  served  by  rejecting  the  low  bid. " 

F)     It  is  my  opinion  that  the  best  interests  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Will  be  served  by  awarding  this 
contract  to  the  low  bidder,   and  that  any  other  efforts, 
at  least  for  the  reasons  given,  will  do  nothing  more 
than  undermine  the  integrity  of  the  competitive  bidding 
system  which  San  Francisco  always  has  zealously  adhered 
to.     It  would  certainly  seem  lamentable  if  this  inte- 
•'grity  were  aborted  due  to  political  consideration  which, 
unfortunately,   seems  to  be  the  case,   in  my  opinion,  at 
this  time.

OCTOBER  HIGHLIGHTS 
Traffic  Summary 

January  1  -  September  30,  1963  -  Air  passenger  and  cargo  volumes  during 
the  first  three  quarters  of  this  year  have  exceeded  the  totals  for  any  full  calendar 
year  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  prior  to  1961. 

The  nine-month  period  saw  5,165,844  air  travelers  through  the  Airport--an 
increase  of  12.4  per  cent  over  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago.    Air  cargo 
(freight  and  express)  handled  through  the  Airport  for  the  three  quarters  totaled 
126,725,923  pounds,  up  10.8  per  cent  over  a  year  ago.

traffic  continued  at  a  high  level. 

The  passenger  total  was 

624,317,  up  13,5  per  cent  over  a  year  ago;  mail  by  air  gained  a  slight  2,3  per  cent 
to  5,523,289  pounds;  air  express  topped  September  1962  figures  by  .2  per  cent  to 
1,091,755  pounds,  and  air  freight  gained  18.7  per  cent  to  15,357,277  pounds. 

Aircraft  movements  (landings  and  take-offs)  for  the  month  totaled 
21,431,  of  which  14,903  were  by  scheduled  carrier,  1,107  military,  and  5,421 


non-scheduled  carrier,  itinerant  and  locally  based  private  and  corporate  planes. 
Of  the  scheduled  carrier  movements,  nearly  77  per  cent  were  by  jet-powered  air- 
craft. 

South  Terminal 

Airline  tenants  for  the  South  Terminal  Building  are  in  the  process  of 
moving  with  full  operations  scheduled  for  Monday,  November  4,  with  the  exception 
of  Western  Airlines.    WAL  is  delaying  its  move  until  interim  gate  facilities  are 
completed.    Interstate  Hosts,  Inc.  bar  and  restaurant  facilities  are  in  operation, 
and  ABC  Cigar  Co.  has  opened  its  newstand-gif t  shop-sundries  counter. 
Barrett  Strike 

Airport  taxicab  and  bus  service  was  snarled  for  about  four  hours  on 
Friday,  October  10,  due  to  a  labor  dispute  involving  Barrett  car  rental  personnel 
downtown.    Other  cab  companies  were  called  in,  and  there  was  little  apparent 
serious  inconvenience  to  air  travelers.

D.  Burr,  Acting  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San 
Francisco  Water  Department,  assured  the  Commission  that  this  sub- 
stitution would  in  no  way  affect  the  City's  rights  or  liabilities. 
This  was  being  done  at  the  request  of  the  prime  contractor,  Cahill 
Construction  Company,  who  was  liable  to  the  City.     He  pointed 
out  the  City  had  no  direct  contractual  relations  with  the  sub- 
contractor. 

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,421,  approving  the  drawings  sub- 
mitted by  Western  Airlines,  Inc.  for  Nose-in  Parking  Guide  System 
in  Pier  F  at  South  Terminal;  Commissioner  White  questioned  whether 
the  work  entailed  would  delay  the  prime  contractor  in  finishing 
the  South  Terminal.    Mr.  0,  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  assured  the  Commission 
the  work  by  Western  Airlines  under  this  contract  was  on  the  apron 
and  would  not  interfere  with  the  completion  of  the  South  Terminal. 


Departmental  Report; 

0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  submitted  the  monthly  report.    He  stated  there 
was  nothing  to  add  to  the  written  report  as  submitted , except  that 
damage  to  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  generator  was  more  extensive  than 
first  estimated.    He  now  estimated  it  would  be  about  December  1 
before  the  generator  is  back  in  service,  and  told  the  Commission 
the  work  was  being  performed  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy  crew  with  the  help 
of  Allis-Chalmcrs  representatives. 


Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Burr  of  the  status  of  Michael  Murphy 
Jr.'s  contract  on  University  and  Manscll  Streets.    Mr.  Burr  stated 
that  Fay,  the  contractor  for  the  Department  of  Public  Works ,  was 
paving  the  street  but  that  on  another  part  of  the  job  Mr.  Murphy 
still  had  two  holes  open. 

Commissioner  White  took  issue  with  Mr.  Burr,  asking  how  Fay  could 
be  grading  since  on  Friday  there  were  no  stakes  in  place.    Mr.  Burr 
explained  that  was  a  Public  Works  contract  and  not  the  Water  Depart' 
ment's  concern.     Commissioner  White  then  asked  Mr.  Burr  if  the 
Water  Department  really  wanted  the  holes  filled  why  they  had  not 
supplied  the  collars  for  the  pipes?    He  also  asked  if  inspectors 
devoted  full  time  to  a  job  or  whether  they  were  assigned  half  a 
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dozen  or  more  jobs  while  each  contractor  was  assessed  $42.00  per 
day.     Mr.  Burr  explained  that  as  far  as  he  knew  the  holes  were 
ready  to  he  hack-filled  today.     He  further  explained  that  each 
inspector  is  assigned  severs.!  jobs — in  fact,  the  man  on  the 
University  Mound  job  inspects  the  Michael  Murphy  job  at  University 
and  Mans ell.     Commissioner  White  indicated  that  he  had  been  out  on 
the  job  Friday  and  the  Water  Department  work  had  not  been  finished 
at  that  time • 


Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Moore  the  status  of  the  contract  for 
the  installation  of  moving  sidewalks  for  Concourses  B  and  C  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport.     Mr,  Moore  stated  he  had  a 
request  from  the  United  Air  Lines  in  this  respect  which  would  be 
brought  to  the  Commission  for  action.    United  Air  Lines  is  asking 
that  Stephens -Adams on ,  the  contractor,  be  granted  a  delay  in  their 
starting  day  until  after  the  holidays.    Mr. Moore  informed  the  Com- 
mission it  would  take  sixty  days  in  which  to  install  the  moving 
sidewalks . 


At  this  point  Commissioner  White  asked  Airport  Manager  Belford 
Brown  if  he  had  anything  to  report. 

Mr.  Brown  informed  the  Commission  of  the  circumstances  leading  up 
to  the  publicity  relative  to  the  occupancy  of  South  Terminal 
quarters  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  by  the  govern- 
mental inspection  agencies.     He  then  reviewed  the  previous 
attempts  made  by  Airport  Management  to  enter  into  negotiations  that 
would  have  led  to  a  contract  for  occupancy.     He  also  mentioned  the 
attempts  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Kirkwood  and  himself,  as  "/ell  as  the 
Airport  Operators  Council,  to  attempt  to  implement  Public  Law  which 
would  allow  those  agencies  to  pay  rent.     Although  public  law  No. 
87-255  is  on  the  books,  no  funds  have  been  appropriated.  Neverthe- 
less, Mr.  Brown  pointed  out,  he  felt  that  the  least  these  agencies 
could  do  is  pay  for  their  janitorial  services,  as  other  agencies 
such  as  the  Post  Office  now  do. 

Commissioner  White  read  the  following  statement: 

"After  review  of  the  chronological  file,  the  Commission: 

"a)    Supports  staff's  efforts  and  previous  options. 

"b)  Confirms  that  governmental  agencies  are  in  the  South 
Terminal  Building  without  the  City's  permission,  and 
are,  in  effect,  trespassing. 

"c)    Admonishes  the  governmental  agencies  for  threatening 
the  City  07/  withdrawing  designation  of  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  as  a  port  for  debarkation  of 
passengers  from  foreign  ports* 

"d)     City  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  are  concerned 
mainly  with  the  passengers  and  travelling  public  who 
use  San  Francisco  International  Airport;  and  therefore, 
although  the  record  is  clear  in  respect  to  San 
Francisco's  position  regarding  payment  of  rentals, 
custodial  services  and  utilities,  the  Commission  hereby 
instructs  Airport  management  to  grant  the  governmental 
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agencies  permission  to  remain  in  the  South  Terminal 
Building  providing  the  agencies  involved  will  meet 
with  the  City's  representatives  and  work  out  a 
formal  document  concerning  their  occupancy. 

Me)    Although  this  permission  will  result  in  the  City's 

providing  the  services  in  question  during  the  interim 
period  and  until  such  time  as  Public  Law  87-255  is 
implemented ,  the  Commission  further  instructs  Air- 
port Management  to  continue  aggressively  to  pursue 
the  matter  of  getting  back  the  monies  for  utilities 
and  Janitorial  services  through  the  cooperation  of 
other  San  Francisco  agencies  and  our  legislative 
representatives  in  Washington." 


At  this  point  Commissioner  White  requested  that  the  Commission 
adopt  the  foregoing  statement  as  a  statement  of  policy  and  direct 
Mr.  Brown  to  proceed  in  accordance  therewith. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Stack,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Simon, 
the  above  statement  was  adopted  as  the  official  policy  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  this  matter. 


The  Secretary  stated  he  had  received  a  letter  dated  November  11, 
1963»  from  the  Forest  Sill  Association,  requesting  that  their 
Board  of  Directors  be  granted  permission  to  appear  before  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  relative  to  the  relocation  of  water 
mains  in  the  Forest  Hill  area. 

Mr.  Burr  in  response  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  stated 
that  although  he  had  not  seen  the  letter,  the  Water  Department 
under  a  contract  authorized  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
several  weeks  ago  was  relocating  water  services  from  easements 
behind  the  homes  in  Forest  Hill  to  the  streets  in  front  of  the 
homes.    He  stated  that  this  involved  some  cost  to  the  home  owners 
for  connections  and  he  felt  sure  that  this  was  the  matter  which 
the  Board  of  Directors  wished  to  discuss  with  the  Commission. 
He  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Department  had  appeared  be- 
fore the  Forest  Hill  Association  several  times  and  was  in  posses- 
sion of  a  letter  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney  advising  of  the 
legality  of  the  Department's  operation. 

The  Commission  then  instructed  the  Secretary  to  sot  a  date  that 
was  convenient  for  the  Commission  and  the  Association.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Storage  conditions  in  the  mountain  reservoirs  continue  to  be  good  for  this  time  of 
the  year.    All  water  in  Lake  Eleanor  which  can  be  diverted  to  Lake  Lloyd  through 
the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  has  been  transferred  for  power  generation  at 
Cherry  Powerhouse. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  October,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  44,940,000 
kwh  and  76,264,000  kwh,  respectively , 

Cherry  Generator  Failure 

On  November  2,  1963,  at  approximately  8:15  a..m„  the  13,800-volt  stator  winding 
of  generator  No.  1  in  Cherry  Powerhouse  caught  fire  as  a  result  of  insulation 
failure.    Protective  relays  automatically  shut  down  the  unit.    Upon  declaration 
of  an  emergency  City  forces  proceeded  immediately  to  dismantle  the  unit  for 
repairs.    Armature  winders  of  the  generator  manufacturer,  Allis-Chalmers  Manu- 
facturing Company,  together  with  City  forces,  are  performing  the  repair  work. 

Replacement  of  Radio  System 

Base  stations  at  Moccasin,  Early  Intake  and  O'Shaughnessy  Dam,  and  practically 
all  of  the  mobile  stations  in  vehicles  have  been  completed  and  are  operating 
on  the  new  frequency  of  48.20  Mc. 
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New  Don  Pedro  Project 

The  Federal  Power  Commission  currently  has  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project  under  con- 
sideration.   Oral  arguments  before  the  commission  by  the  counsels  of  the 
various  interested  agencies  are  scheduled  for  December  5,  1963, 

CANYON  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

Tunnel  driving  continues  at  the  upstream  heading  of  North  Mountain  adit  and  the 
downstream  heading  at  Hetch  Hetchy  adit.    To  date  approximately  44,800  linear 
feet  or  about  82.5  percent  of  the  main  tunnel  has  been  driven.    The  contractor 
continues  to  excavate  the  surge  shaft  on  a  two  shift  basis,  bringing  total 
surge  shaft  excavation  to  about  370  feet  or  95  percent  complete.  Installation 
and  concreting  of  steel  tunnel  lining  at  the  upstream  portal  is  progressing. 
Excavation  for  the  river  crossing  was  completed  and  steel  pipe  for  the  crossing 
has  been  installed  and  set  to  line  and  grade.    A  13-ft.  section  of  tunnel  between 
the  river  crossing  and  the  existing  diversion  tunnel  has  been  excavated. 

On  October  11  through  October  13,  an  inspection  was  made  of  the  completed 
portion  of  the  tunnel  upstream  from  North  Mountain  adit  with  our  consulting 
geologist  to  determine  lining  treatment  required  for  the  few  faulted  sections 
of  tunnel  encountered  during  driving. 

Canyon  Powerhouse 

A  supplement  to  the  "Preliminary  Design  Report,  Canyon  Powerhouse"  by  Sverdrup 
6  Parcel  has  been  submitted  for  approval  and  is  presently  under  review  by  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau. 
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Five  bids  were  received  on  October  17,  1963  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No.  331, 
Furnishing  and  Installing  Synchronous  Generators  for  Canyon  Generating  Station. 
The  low  bid  of  $799,736  was  submitted  by  Ets-Hokin  Corporation  of  San  Francisco 
quoting  on  generators  to  be  supplied  by  the  Tokyo  Shibura  Electric  Company 
(Toshiba)  of  Japan .    The  high  bid  was  $979,165.     Award  was  made  to  the  lov; 
bidder  on  November  5 . 

0* Shaughnessy  Dam  Power  Plant 

An  application  map  for  the  necessary  Raker  Act  permit  for  the  small  power  plant 
to  be  constructed  in  the  diversion  tunnel  at  C^Shaughnessy  Dam  was  filed  on 
October  18,  1963  in  the  U9  S.  Bureau  of  Land  Management  office  in  Sacramento i. 
This  power  plant,  1200  kilowatts  in  capacity,  will  generate  power  from  the 
water  to  be  released  for  fish  life  as  stipulated  when  the  Canyon  Power  Project 
was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  May,  1961. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPE  LINE  MO.  3 

Section  B  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Oakdale) 

Work  continues  on  excavation  of  pipe  trench  and  laying  of  the  79-1/2  inch  steel 
pipe.    Approximately  13,000  feet  of  pipe  has  been  laid  to  date.  Installation 
of  tunnel  liner  plates  for  the  encasement  of  the  pipe  under  State  Highways  99 
and  109A  was  completed  and  the  exterior  annular  space  grouted. 

Section  C  (San  Joaquin  River  Crossing) 

The  contractor  is  mobilizing  equipment  and  has  started  preliminary  work  at  the 
river  for  well  points  and  the  driving  of  test  piles.     Shop  drawings  on  the 
laying  sequence  and  design  of  the  78-inch  pipe  for  the  aqueduct  and  the  48-inch 
pipes  for  the  blowoff  have  been  submitted  by  the  contractor  for  approval. 
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Tesla  Portal 

Construction  of  the  valve  house  foundation  including  the  pier,  anchor  bolts  and 
sole  plates  for  the  78-inch  butterfly  valve  was  completed*    The  valve  was 
shipped  to  the  job  site  and  has  been  installed. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers 

All  airline  tenants  except  Western  Airlines  occupied  the  premises  for  operation 
commencing  November  k  and  5 . 

Additions  to  South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers  "E,"  "F"  and  "G" 
The  contractor  continued  welding  of  structural  steel  stairway  at  Concourse  "G", 
and  completed  installation  of  glass  on  baggage  enclosure  at  Concourse  "Fn  and 
lettering  on  all  signs.

All  equipment  has  been  installed  and  checked  by  a  factory  representative.

The  contractor  has  moved  equipment  on  to  job-site  and  commenced  excavation  for 

foundation  beams. 

Extension  to  Pier  "C" 

Work  is  continuing  on  all  phases  of  interior  finish,  electrical  and  mechanical 
work . 
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Pavement  and  Lighting  for  Extension  of  Runway  28L 

The  contractor  completed  asphalt  surface  on  perimeter  road  and  commenced  place- 
ment of  2-inch  finished  asphalt  surface  on  runway.    Installation  of  conduits, 
light  bases  and  wiring  is  complete  along  west  side  of  runway  and  about  85  per- 
cent complete  on  the  east  side.

Two  bids  were  received  on  October  24,  1963  for  Municipal  Railway  Contract  No.  476 
for  the  placement  of  permanent  track  on  Ocean  Avenue  at  Southern  Freeway.  The 
low  bid  of  $39,792  was  submitted  by  Sharp  and  Fellows  Construction  Company  of 
Torrance,  California.    Second  bid  was  $4-0,077,    Award  has  been  made  to  the  low 
bidder. 

Cable  Cars 

On  October  28,  1963,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  appropriated  $277,200  for  the 
replacement  of  cable  car  machinery  and  related  work  in  the  Washington-Mason 
Powerhouse,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  personnel  are  currently  preparing 
plans  and  specifications  for  this  work.

V.  W.  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  presented  the 
monthly  report. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  remarked  that  the  revenues  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  were  holding  up  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  rest  of 
the  country,  and  went  on  to  mention  that  nearly  every  city  in  the 
country  was  raising  its  fare. 

He  then  took  up  the  subject  of  the  recent  letter  of  the  Downtown 
Association,  dated  November  13,  1963,  in  which  the  Association 
stated  its  opposition  to  an  increase  in  the  basic  fare  structure 
of  the  Municipal  Railway, 

He  suggested  that  Mr,  Anderson  compile  a  report  for  Mayor-elect 
Shelley,  showing  wage  rates  and  fares  in  other  major  cities. 

Further  discussion  followed,  in  which  Commissioner  White  pointed 
out  that  the  Municipal  Railway's  seven  million  dollar  deficit  comes 
out  of  property  taxes  and  it  still  costs  the  average  home  owner 
more  than  150  for  a  ride  on  the  Municipal  Railway,  Commissioner 
Greenberg  said  that  he,  too,  had  done  some  rough  figuring  and 
concluded  that  the  average  person  was  better  off  absorbing  the 
deficit  in  his  taxes  rather  than  paying  a  230  fare. 


Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  Mr.  Anderson,  after  noting  the  costs 
to  the  Municipal  Railway  resulting  from  recent  parades ,  if  there 
was  some  method  wherein  the  organizations  sponsoring  these  parades 
could  pick  up  the  bill  for  the  Municipal  Railway.

Western 
Greyhound  Lines,  which  will  build  the  facility  and  lease  to  LAMTA,  will 
proceed  to  clear  the  site  in  preparation  for  early  construction. 

READING,  PA.-  Reading  Bus  Company  recently  boosted  its  fare  from  18  cents  to 
20  cents  as  a  result  of  state  Public  Utility  Commission  authorization  of  the 
revised  fare  structure.     The  company's  interurban  fares,  covering  three  to 
seven  zones  and  ranging  previously" between  30  and  55  cents,  were  hiked 
five  cents. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.-  September  revenues  of  the  Chicago  Transit  Authority  showed 
a  decrease  of  nearly  two  percent  from  the  same  month  last  year.  Receipts 
totaled  $10,820,228  which  was  a  $212,783  decline  from  September  of  the 
prior  year.     (The  Muni,  by  comparison  was  "up"  about  3%.) 

PORTLAND,  ORE. 

SAN  ANTONIO,  TEXAS  -    Wage  increases  were  recently  granted  transit  operators 
at  Portland,  Oregon  and  San  Antonio,  Texas,  covering  two  year  periods.  At 
Portland,  the  Rose  City  Transit  Company  has  signed  a  new  two-year  contract 
with  Division  757  of  the  Amalgamated  Transit  Union  which  provides  operating 
employees  with  a  three-step  hourly  pay  increase  totaling  23  cents  an  hour 
plus  seven  cents  additional  in  fringe  benefit  improvements.  Following 
negotiation  of  the  new  wage  pact,  Rose  City  Transit  submitted  a  proposal 
for  a  fare  increase  to  the  city.     Sought  is  a  3Q-cent  fare  and  a  hike  in 
the  weekly  pass.     Maximum  base  rate  of  Rose  City  operators  will  ultimately 
reach  $2.80  an  hour.     The  new  contract  will  cost  the  company  an  estimated 
$143,000  additional  yearly  in  wage  costs.  At  San  Antonio,  bus  drivers  of 
the  San  Antonio  Transit  System  received  a  ten  cent  an  hour  wage  boost,  to 
be  granted  in  two  stages.     They  received  a  five  cent  raise  as  of  August  1 
of  this  year,  upping  the  top  rate  to  $2.20  an  hour  and  will  get  another 
five  cent  hike  on  August  1,  1964,  putting  the  top  rate  at  $2.25. 

ATLANTA ,  GA . -  The  fare  for  bus  rides  in  the  Atlanta  area  has  been  raised 
a  nickel  to  25  cents  under  a  higher  rate  structure  authorized  recently  by 
the  Georgia  Public  Service  Commission.     In  addition  to  the  rive  cent  rise 
in  the  cash  fare  from  20  cents  approved  for  Atlanta  Transit  System,  Inc., 
the  commission  allowed  the  company's  request  for  a  hike  in  tokens  from  a 
rate  of  four  for  75  cents  to  four  for  85  cents. 

LONG  BEACH,  CALIF.-  Fifteen  new  luxury  buses  were  introduced  to  local 
residents  in  a  special  parade  recently,  the  parade  marking  the  arrival 
of  $375? 000  worth  of  rolling  equipment  from  the  General  Motors  plant  in 
Pontiac,  Michigan. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIF.-  Details  of  a  unique  tunneling  machine  test  program 
that  could  greatly  reduce  the  cost  and  inconvenience  of  future  subway 
construction  have  been  revealed  by  consulting  engineers  for  the  Bay  Area 
Rapid  Transit  District.     The  test  program  scheduled  to  begin  next  July, 
will  involve  the  fabrication  of  at  least  one,  and  probably  two  specially- 
designed  tunneling  machines  whose  performance  can  be  evaluated  and  compared 
on  a  selected  underground  test  section  of  the  bay  region's  forthcoming  75- 
mile  rail  rapid  transit  network.     If  successful,  either  or  both  machines 
will  be  Used  later  to  excavate  large  portions  of  the  downtown  subways 
scheduled  for  construction  in  downtown  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  Berkeley. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.-  Major  cities  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  are  making 
immediate  provisions  for  future  rapid  transit  routes  in  the  median  strips 
of  freeways  and  superhighways  being  built  now,  the  Institute  for  Rapid 
Transit  reported;     "A  survey  of  large  cities  shows  that  many  city  planners, 
highway  engineers,  and  other  public  officials  have  now  recognized  the 
importance  of  planning  for  future  rapid  transit  operations  at  the  time  free- 
ways and  superhighways  are  constructed,"  said  Walter  McCarter,  president 
of  the  Institute  for  Rapid  Transit.

At  2:20  p.m.,  Mayor  George  Christopher  came  in  and  presented 
Commission  resolutions  to  the  retirees. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,4-4-4-,  directing  Robert  C.  Kirkwood 
to  act  as  head  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  Mr.  Kirkwood 
explained  he  had  sent  a  copy  of  his  memorandum  on  the  subject  to 
each  of  the  Commissioners  and  planned  to  distribute  a  copy  to  the 
departments  involved.     He  explained  this  was  only  a  temporary 
expedient  pending  merger  of  the  Ketch  Hetchy  Project  with  the  Water 
Department.

George  De  Burr,  Acting  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  ex- 
plained this  filtration  plant  'was  necessary  because  of  the  imminent 
construction  of  the  State  freeway.     He  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of 
the  first  unit  would  run  about  v 5, 000, 000  and  this  cost  would 
induce  features  such  as  a  pumping  plant,  which  would  be  used  for 
the  entire  plant  when  completed.     He  estimated  that  the  entire 
plant  would  cost  something  in  the  neighborhood  of  #20,000,000. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  then  explained  that  in  discussions  with  the  State  it 
was  agreed  that  the  incremental  approach  would  be  the  proper  one 
here.     To  be  built  into  the  plant,  he  explained,  are  features  for 
its  expansion,  and  he  felt  that  this  was  a  solid  plan  which  could 
fit  into  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department's  financial  program. 

Mr.  Burr,  in  reply  to  Commissioner  White's  question,  explained  the 
cost  of  the  unit  would  bo  in  the  neighborhood  of  #5,000,000  by 
reason  of  having  to  build  a  pumping  plant  and  due  to  some  heavy 
grading.     Commissioner  White  asked  how  long  this  plant  would  suffice 
Mr.  Burr  estimated  about  a  period  of  twenty  years. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  what  would  be  the  cost  of  the  larger  plant 
anticipated  twenty  years  from  now.     Mr.  Burr  answered,  something 
in  the  neighborhood  of  ^10,000,000  to  $15,000,000.  Commissioner 
Stack  asked  if  the  larger  plant  were  built  today  would  not  the 
Department  save  money?    Mr.  Burr  explained  that  there  would  be  no 
saving  because  of  the  added  cost  of  operation  and  built-in  obsoles~ 
cence  which  would  obtain  before  the  additional  treatment  facilities 
were  needed. 

In  reference  to  a  question  from  Commissioner  Stack,  Mr.  Burr  ex- 
plained that  with  the  Sunol  treatment  plant,  plus  this  plant  and 
the  new  tunnel,  ho  believed  that  the  Dcpazctment  would  have  treat- 
ment facilities  that  would  last  fifteen  to  twenty  years  and  would 
enable  the  Department  to  hold  its  rates  and  deliver  a  fine  quality 
of  water. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,4-5-1,  Mr.  Burr  explained  to  the 
Commission  the  need  of  the  supplemental  appropriation  to  provide 
for  the  cost  of  installation,  service  charges  and  additional  costs 
for  telephone  service  for  the  new  Corporation  Yard.

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,4-52,  Water  Department  request  for 
supplemental  appropriation  to  employ  two  janitors  and  one  gardner, 
Mr.  Burr  explained  both  of  these  items  had  been  in  this  year's 
budget  but  had  been  deleted  after  approval  by  the  Commission. 
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The  Commission  accepted  without  question  the  need  for  the  two 
Janitors.     Commissioner  White  then  asked  for  an  explanation  as  to 
where  and  how  the  gardener  was  to  be  used.     Mr,  Burr  explained  he 
would  be  used  in  the  new  Corporation  Yard,  at  University  Hound,  and 
at  other  reservoirs  in  the  area.     Mr.  Burr  explained  the  Department 
had  nine  gardeners  and  they  were  looking  after  many  areas  and  had 
a  huge  backlog  of  work.     Many  complaints  about  lack  of  maintenance 
of  landscaping  in  certain  areas  were  being  received.     Mr.  Burr 
stated  in  his  opinion  the  garden  staff  was  stretched  to  the  limit. 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown  how 
many  gardeners  he  had  at  the  airport.     Mr.  Brown  explained  he  had 
two  part-time  gardeners  and  one  sub-foreman  gardener. 

Commissioner  white  asked  Mr.  Burr  how  he  planned  to  move  this 
gardener  from  area  to  area.     Mr.  Burr  told  the  Commission  that  the 
gardener  would  be  moved  out  on  trucks  with  the  regular  crews. 
Commissioner  White  then  pointed  out  that  the  Department  was  already 
short  two  trucks.     Mr.  Burr  explained  they  were  requesting  these  in 
the  forthcoming  budget. 

Commissioner  White  said  he  wished  to  emphasize  that  if  the  Commis- 
sion wished  to  expand  its  facilities  and  services  it  must  provide 
suf f  i c  i e nt  manpo we r .

WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  the  month  of  October  1963*  system  wide  consumption 
of  water  averaged  182.9  million  gallons  per  day,  which  is  1.1% 
greater  than  for  the  month  of  October  one  year  ago.     During  the 
first  four  months  of  fiscal  year  1963-64 ,  system  consumption  aver- 
aged 224.75  million  gallons  per  day  which  is  7 .8$  greater  than  for 
the  similar  period  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  which  indicates 
that,  if  the  same  trend  continues  during  the  remainder  of  the 
fiscal  year,  the  1963-64  consumption  will  average  about  193  mgd  as 
compared  to  the  179.2  mgd  last  fiscal  year. 

At  the  end  of  October  there  was  a  total  of  43,179-9  million 
gallons  of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  and  Peninsula  reservoirs,  which 
is  1,206.9  million  gallons  greater  than  one  year  ago.     However,  the 
storage  in  the  Peninsula  reservoirs  is  about  2,500  million  gallons 
less  than  last  year  and  that  in  Calaveras  is  about  3*700  million 
gallons  greater  than  last  year. 

The  seasonal  rainfall  is  nearly  normal  at  the  nine  gauging 
stations  operated  by  the  Water  Department. 

The  draft  of  water  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  re- 
duced on  the  7th  of  November  to  the  capacity  of  San  Joaquin  Pipe- 
line No.  1  (approximately  73  million  gallons  per  day)  to  accomplish 
construction  work  scheduled  for  performance  at  this  time  of  low 
demand  for  water.     The  draft  from  Calaveras  was  reduced  for  a  per- 
iod of  a  few  days  due  to  some  of  the  above  construction  work  but 
has  been  restored  to  approximately  70  million  gallons  per  day, 
which  is  the  capacity  of  the  Calaveras  pipeline  under  present 
operating  conditions. 

It  had  been  planned  to  shut  down  the  flow  from  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Aqueduct  for  about  two  to  three  weeks  and  draw  all  water 
for  the  east  and  south  bay  areas  from  Calaveras  starting  about 
November  18,  1963*  in  order  to  permit  installation  of  a  manifold 
unit  connecting  the  Tesla  Portal  of  the  Coast  Range  Tunnel  to  the 
new  San  Joaquin  No.  3  pipe.     However,  a  delay  in  the  delivery  of 


the  manifold  unit,  coupled  with  Calaveras  Reservoir  becoming  turbid 
to  the  extent  of  about  3  Ppni  following  the  rain  storms  of  Novem- 
ber 15  to  20  and  the  historical  probability  of  further  turbidity 
soon,  has  made  it  necessary  on  November  21  to  postpone  the  con- 
templated shut  down  until  next  autumn  or  possibly  next  spring. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS. 

Construction  work  on  James  H.  Turner  Dam  is  41$  complete 
with  35%  of  the  scheduled  time  having  elapsed.    A  contract  was 
awarded  and  certified  for  Road  Relocation  around  the  westerly  end 
of  the  reservoir  in  order  to  replace  the  existing  road  within  the 
reservoir  basin  that  will  be  flooded. 

Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  4  construction  is  now  43$  com- 
plete within  25%  of  the  scheduled  time  elapsed. 

For  the  Bay  Division  to  Crystal  Springs  pipelines  connec- 
tion tunnel  and  pipeline ,  the  contract  for  diamond  drilling  along 
the  preliminary  tunnel  alignment  is  being  prepared  and  will  be 
transmitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  within  about  forty 
days  for  approval  and  advertising  for  bids. 

NEW  CORPORATION  YARD. 

Construction  of  the  new  Corporation  Yard  is  materially 
ahead  of  schedule,  being  98$  complete  within  76%  of  scheduled 
elapsed  time.  All  work  and  structures  are  expected  to  be  complete 
by  about  December  20,  1963,  except  for  the  Administration  Building 
which  will  probably  be  completed  about  January  10,  1964.     It  is 
planned  to  move  operations  to  the  new  yard  on  about  January  1 ,  1964 . 

FINANCES , 

Collections  for  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year 
1963-64  through  November  18,  1963,  total  $7,183,842,  which  is 
$231,881  greater  than  collected  for  the  comparable  period  of  one 
year  ago,  and  which  is  about  $138,000  more  than  estimated  for 
this  period  in  the  1963-64  budget. 

WATER  QUALITY. 

A  proposed  professional  services  agreement  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $2,500  authorizing  employment  of  consultants  to  prepare  a 
preliminary  report  on  the  proposed  Filtration  plant  at  San  Andreas 
Reservoir  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  their  consideration  today.     It  is  intended  that  the  report 
will  provide  the  basis  for  cost  estimates,  site  location,  and 
plant  capacity  for  initial  construction  and  future  enlargement. 
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A  conference  was  held  yesterday  with  the  consultants  who 
are  preparing  the  plans ,  specifications  and  estimates  for  the 
Sunol  filtration  plant.     It  is  expected  that  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications and  estimates  for  the  construction  of  the  initial  40  mgd 
unit  of  the  plant  will  be  completed  within  about  four  months . 

The  program  of  flushing  water  mains  within  the  City 
Distribution  System  on  an  area  wide  basis  is  progressing  at  pres- 
ent in  the  Richmond  District.     Publicity  in  the  press  has  informed 
the  public  of  the  program  and  the  necessity  for  this  activity,  and 
has  materially  reduced  public  inconvenience  from  main  flushing 
operations . 

The  program  for  roofing  and  rehabilitating  all  actively 
used  distribution  reservoirs  in  San  Francisco  is  approaching 
actual  accomplishment.     The  work  for  the  North  Basin  of  University 
Mound  Reservoir  is  substantially  completed ,  and  the  basin  is  being 
progressively  filled  with  water  (which  is  now  about  15  feet  deep) 
to  test  it  for  water  tightness  before  placing  it  back  into  service. 
Lombard  Reservoir  work,  which  was  the  last  actively  used  uncovered 
basin ,  has  progressed  to  the  point  where  the  concrete  parapet  wall 
forms  and  reinforcing  steel  work  and  column  base  construction  are 
well  under  way. 

Bids  will  be  received  on  December  12  for  construction  of 
the  new  San  Andreas  No.  3  outlet  chlorination  station,  which  will 
materially  increase  the  capacity  and  effectiveness  of  the  station 
at  this  reservoir. 

NEW  DON  PEDRO  DAM. 

The  City  Attorney's  office  has  prepared  information  for  the 
use  of  the  Irrigation  Districts'  attorneys  in  preparing  oral  argu- 
ments before  the  Federal  Power  Commission  scheduled  for  December  5* 
1963.     Such  information  has  been  reviewed  and  commented  on  as  an 
assistance  in  its  preparation. 

REMARKS . 

At  the  end  of  this  month ,  just  four  days  from  today ,  I  will 
retire  from  the  City's  service ,  which  service  started  under 
M.  M.  0 'Shaughnessy  in  July  1926.     I  hope  that  my  efforts  have  con- 
tributed to  the  growth,  well-being  and  progressive  development  of 
San  Francisco,  particularly  as  related  to  the  utilities,  including 
the  Airport,  Railroad,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Water  Department. 

In  any  event  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  working  with  the 
many  fine  people  who  make  up  the  government  of  our  City,  as  well 
as  the  officials  and  citizens  of  our  neighboring  Cities,  Counties 
and  Districts  with  which  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  often 
been  closely  associated.    Working  under  this  particular  Public 
Utilities  Commission  has  been  particularly  gratifying.

Mr,  Culver  stated  that  for  years  the  home  owners  in  the  Forest 
Hill  Tract  received  their  utility  services  from  a  6-foot  easement 
which  ran  through  the  rear  of  their  properties.     Some  months  ago 
the  Association  was  approached  by  the  Water  Department  relative 
to  the  replacement  of  mains  since  the  existing  main  was  leaking, 
old,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Water  Department,  was  not  adequate. 
At  that  time  the  Water  Department,  said  Mr,  Culver,  for  ease  of 
construction  indicated  they  would  like  to  put  the  mains  in  the 
streets  of  Forest  Hill  area  rather  than  through  the  easement, 
which  meant  placing  the  water  meters  at  the  curbstone*     Mr.  Culver 
stated  that  they  had  agreed  to  the  replacement  of  the  old  pipeline, 
and  when  informed  that  the  new  lines  were  to  be  located  in  the 
street,  the  Association  was  not  very  happy  about  it  but  they  had 
agreed  to  the  replacement. 

Then  the  home  owners  were  informed  that  they  would  have  to  make 
connections  from  their  house  pipes  to  the  new  meter  at  the  curb. 
The  cost  of  this  is  estimated  to  run  from  $150  to  $350  for  the 
average  householder.     Mr.  Culver  felt  it  was  not  proper  that  the 
property  owner  should  be  forced  to  this  expense  and  asked  that 
the  ;;ater  Department  bear  the  cost  of  connections  which  would  be 
occasioned  by  the  relocation. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Denney,  of  21  Sotelo  Avenue,  in  behalf  of  the  Forest 
Hill  Association,  expalined  to  the  Commission  that  when  the 
■problem  involving  the  costs  of  the  connections  developed,  the 
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Water  Department  solicited  the  City  Attorney's  opinion  at  the 
request  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association.    Mr,  Denney  felt  that  the 
opinion  rendered  by  the  City  Attorney  was  not  applicable  to  this 
particular  problem.     The  City  Attorney's  opinion,  he  said,  applies 
to  rules  of  the  Water  Department  relative  to  connections.     He  felt 
upon  reading  those  rules  that  they  applied  to  new  applications  for 
connections  and  were  not  applicable  where  connections  had  to  be 
made  in  the  relocation  of  mains.     In  his  opinion  the  rules  in  this 
instance  do  not  apply. 

Nr.  Denney  also  stated  that  the  Association  felt  that  within  the 
limits  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Water  Department  the 
Commission  had  an  area  where  it  could  make  a  decision  in  this 
case,  where  the  householder  must  pay  twice,  and  Mr.  Denney  urged 
a  ruling  in  favor  of  the  home  owners  of  the  Forest  Hill  Associa- 
tion, which  he  felt  would  be  fair  end  equitable  in  this  case. 

Mr,  E.  J.  Conn,  Jr.,  of  18  Marcella  Avenue,  argued  that  the  issue 
in  this  case  was  simple**-merely  a  question  of  who  is  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  connection.    Mr.  Conn  pointed  out  that  once  a  house- 
holder receives  water  and  pays  for  the  initial  connection  and  is 
served,  water  services  cannot  be  discontinued.     He  vas  sure  that 
if  the  Forest  Hill  Association  members  refused  to  pay  for  their 
connections,  the  Director  of  Public  Health  would  step  in  and 
order  continuance  or"  the  water:  service. 

Mr.  Conn  said  in  his  opinion  there  were  three  courses  open  to  the 
Forest  Hill  Association:     One,  bring  an  injunctive  action  against 
the  Commission  asking  that  the  water  not  be  discontinued;  two, 
not  pay  for  the  new  connections  and  let  the  City  sue  the  house- 
holder; three,  pay  for  the  connections  and  bring  an  action  against 
the  City  for  damages.     Mr.  Conn  felt  that  because  of  the  time 
involved  in  any  law  suit  and  because  the  cost  would  exceed  $350.00, 
it  would  be  prohibitive. 

Mr.  Conn  stated  this  relocation  is  an  affirmative  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Water  Department.     It  is  an  action  that  the  Forest 
Hill  Association  did  not  request.     It  is  an  action  solely  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Water  Department  based  on  the  fact  that  it  is  more 
economical  to  maintain  and  service  water  mains  located  in  the 
street.     He  felt  the  slight  additional  cost  to  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  to  pay  for  these  connections  will  be  absorbed  in 
the  long  run. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Medbery  on  behalf  of  the  Water  Department  related  the 
water  Department's  system  in  the  Forest  Hill  Subdivision  was 
constructed  by  Hewell-Murdoch ,  Developers,  in  191$.     It  is  a 
3-inch  steel  pipe  which  would  be  classed  as  a  somewhat  substandard 
system.     This  system  was  taken  over  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  in  1913.     Mr.  Medbery  stated  the  pipes  arc  now  fifty 
years  old,  and  that  steel  pipe  cannot  be  maintained  past  fifty 
yea:. s.     It  is  leaking  and  is  not  adequate.     He  pointed  out  the 
difficulties  in    repairing  or  replacing  the  main  in  the  existing 
easements.     It  is  and  would  be  expensive  and  difficult  to  do  so. 
He  said  people  have  encroached  on  the  easement  over  the  years. 

Mr.  Medbery  stated  that  under  the  Rules  and  Regulations  the  Water 
Department  cannot  build  a  service  line  from  the  house  to  the 
meter.     This  has  been  explained  to  the  Forest  Hill  Association  at 
previous  meetings  and  the  City  Attorney  has  ruled  that  this  is  a 
fair  interpretation  of  the  Water  Department  Rules  and  Regulations. 
This  is  something  that  the  Department  does  not  do  for  others  and, 
in  his  opinion,  it  could  not  be  done  in  this  case. 
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Commissioner  White  then  asked  what  wab  "built  in  the  easements.  His 
question  was  answered  by  lir.  Kenneth  Boyd,  Superintendent,  City 
Distribution  Division,  who  explained  that  retaining  walls,  fences, 
garages,  ornaments  and  shrubbery  were  present  on  the  easements. 
Commissioner  White  asked  if  the  people  requested  permission  to 
build  on  the  easements,    Mr,  Boyd  answered  not  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department. 

Mr,  Boyd  pointed  out  to  the  Commission  that  the  first  speaker 
intimated  that  the  Water  Department  first  asked  for  permission  to 
relocate  the  mains,  then  to  place  them  in  the  streets,  and  third 
and  last,  asked  for  the  householders  to  pay  for  the  connections. 

Mr.  Boyd  stated  that  the  Water  Department  did  not  broach  this  plan 
piece-meal.     The  whole  situation  was  explained  to  the  Forest  Hill 
Association  directors  at  the  first  meeting. 

Commissioner  White  then  called  for  rebuttal,  at  which  point  Mr. 
Jerome  Sapiro,  66  Sotelo  Avenue,  requested  to  be  recognized  and 
asked  that  his  name  be  placed  on  the  record  as  an  individual 
property  owner.    Mr,  Shapiro  stated  there  were  more  basic  rights 
involved  on  behalf  of  the  individual  property  owners  than  had  been 
explained  here  today.     When  the  subdivision  was  laid  out  there  was 
a  program  for  off-street  easements  developed  by  the  Newell  Murdoch 
Realty  Company,     These  casements  were  transferred  to  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  which  was  later  bought  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,     The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  did  not 
formally  accept  the  streets  of  the  Forest  Hill  Tract.     The  property 
owner.3  are  still  assessed  for  streets  and  street  maintenance. 

Mr.  Sapiro  pointed  out  in  later  yea.  s  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  b     assignment  acquired  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
and  that  legally  the  City  could  not  acquire  any  greater  rights  than 
Newell  Murdoch  or  the  Spring  Valley  had  under  the  original  grant. 

Keeping  the  utility  repairs  in  the  easement,  said  Mr.  Sapiro,  is 
advantageous  to  the  prop^rtj'"  owner  by  giving  him  ease  of  ingress 
and  egress  and  prevents  tearing  up  of  the  streets. 

Mr.  Sapiro  said  that  when  the  Water  Department  proposed  relocation, 
they  indicated  they  were  going  to  leave  the  existing  pipes  in  the 
easement.     With  the  City  purporting  to  abandon  the  water  system 
and  leaving  the  pipe  in  the  easement,  use  of  said  easement  leaves 
a  cloud  on  the  title.     He  felt  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
should  pay  the  cost  of  clearing  the  title  of  each  property  owner. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  White  pointed  out  that  the  Commission 
was  willing  to  hear  any  and  all  factual  arguments  but  was  not  in 
a  position  to  make  fine  legal  determinations.     Commissioner  White 
said  that  the  Commission  was  obliged  to  rely  upon  the  City  Attorney 
for  a  determination  of  legal  points. 

Mr.  Shapiro  went  on  to  point  out  that  the  easement  granted  was  to 
be  used  and  enjoyed  as  granted,  and  he  felt  that  the  Water  Depart- 
ment's leaving  the  pipe  in  the  easement  and  laying  a  new  main  in 
the  streets  of  the  ..  orest  Hill  Tract  amounted  to  taking  of  a 
double  easement.     This  he  said  smacks  of  inverse  condemnation. 

Mr.  Shapiro  stated  he  was  prepared  to  submit  authorities  to  the 
Commission  or  the  City  Attorney  on  these  points.     He  asked  the 
Commission  to  consider  those  facts  and  resolve  the  problem  in 
favor  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association  property  owners. 
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At  this  point  Alan  Nichols,  attorney  at  law,  stood  up  and  requested 
to  be  recognized.     Commissioner  White  stated  all  the  authorized 
members  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association  had  been  heard  and,  in  fact, 
had  exceeded  the  time  allowed  for  rebuttal.    Mr*  Nichols  stated  he 
did  not  wish  to  expound  on  any  material  that  had  been  presented  but 
merely  wished  to  aek  a  question  of  policy. 

Mr.  Nichols  was  then  granted  the  floor.    Mr.  Nichols  stated  he 
would  like  to  ask  whether  the  rules  and  regulations  which  have  been 
cited  by  the  Department  as  justification  for  their  actions  were 
written  by  this  Commission  with  this  situation  in  mind,  and  if  not, 
would  not  it  be  fair  or  proper  for  the  Commission  to  consider 
that  the  ponalties    of    this  situation  would  justify  eome  special 
rul©&* 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  Mr.  Nichols  to  rephrase  his  question. 
Mr.  Nichols  then  stated  what  he  would  like  to  ask  is  if  the  Com- 
mission should  not  before  referring  the  matter  back  to  the  City 
Attorney  consider  whether  it  should  change  its  own  rules  and 
regulations  as  applied  to  this  situation. 

Commissioner  White  indicated  this  was  a  matter  to  be  determined  by 
the  Commission.     Mr .Nichols  stated  he  realized  that  and  hoped  the 
Commission  would  give  consideration  to  a  rule  change. 

Mr.  Nichols  then  pointed  out  that  due  to  the  installation  of  the 
larger  service  the  Water  Department  would  receive  an  increase  in 
revenue  which  in  his  opinion  would  help  to  offset  the  costs  of  the 
connections  over  a  period  of  time.     He  stated  to  his  knowledge  the 
increase  would  range  from  85$  to  $1 .00  per  month  per  customer. 

Commissioner  White  stated  the  answer  was  that  is  not  contemplated. 

A  member  of  the  audience  stood  up  and  stated  that  he  had  already 
received  a  bill  reflecting  an  increase  because  of  the  change  in 
size  of  service  from  3/4-"  to  1"  pipe. 

Mr.  Boyd  pointed  out  in  answer  to  Mr.  Sapiro  that  since  the  City 
and  its  predecessor  Spring  Valley  had  taken  over  the  water  service 
in  Forest  Hill  Tract  mains  have  been  laid  in  such  streets  as 
Linares ,Pacheco  and  others,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints 
about  laying  water  mains  in  the  streets. 

At  this  point  the  matter  was  taken  back  into  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

Commissioner  Stack  for  purpose  of  clarification  asked  if,  when  the 
Newell  Murdoch  tract  was  laid  out  in  1912,  the  easement  in  the 
rear  of  the  property  was  only  for  water  or  whether  it  was  for  elcctr: 
city  and  gas  as  well*     Mr.  Boyd  answered  that  some  sewers  had  been 
laid  in  the  easement  and  later  relocated  in  the  streets,  and  that 
in  a  great  part  the  easement  is  used  by  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric 
and  the  Telephone  Company. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  what  was  the  historical  legal 
position  of  this  easement.     Mr.  Boyd  answered  he  did  not  know. 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F,  Bourne  said  he  was  not  sure. 

Commissioner  Stack  stated  he  would  like  to  know  what  sort  of  ease- 
ment was  granted  in  1912.    Mr.  Bourne  said  City  Attorney  Thomas  M. 
O'Connor's  Opinion  in  this  instance  only  dealt  with  the  water 
mains.     He  went  on  to  state  that  since  the  Water  Department  purchase 
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was  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  he  presumed  City's  rights 
in  the  easement  dealt  only  with  the  water  pipes.  Commissioner 
White  pointed  out  that  if  the  easement  had  simply  been  deeded  for 
laying  of  water  mains,  then  it  would  he  a  simple  task  to  clear 
title . 

Mr.  Bourne  added  that  if  the  easement  was  for  other  than  water 
purposes  there  is  always  a  cloud  so  long  as  there  is  some  remain- 
purpose  still  in  use* 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  the  telephone  company  and  PG&E 
were  in  the  easement?    Mr,  Sapiro  answered  there  were  some  gas 
lines  beloxtf  the  surface  of  the  easement  and  some  electric  and 
telephone  lines  above  the  surface. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  any  of  the  residents  used  the  easement 
for  driveway  purposes*    Mr.  Medbery  pointed  out  that  the  Water 
Department  did  not  consider  it  an  exclusive  easement  for  Water 
Department  purpos  C  S  a 

Commissioner  Stack  then  suggested  the  City  Attorney  explore  the 
easement,  stating  that  he  felt  the  Commission  needed  a  clear 
definition  of  it.        He  also  suggested  the  City  Attorney  answer 
Mr.  Nichol's  point  as  to  whether  or  not  the  existing  Water  Depart- 
ment rules  might  be  changed  to  allow  the  Commission  to  take  into 
consideration  the  special  circumstances  existing  in  this  area, 

Mr.  Bourne  advised  that  the  Commission  had  the  power  to  do  that — 
to  make  an  amendment  of  the  rules, 

Mr,  Kirkwood  asked:  Retroactive  application  of  it? 

Mr,  Boiirnc  stated  the  Commission  is  entitled  as  a  Commission  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  to  pursue  the  best  public  interests  of 
the  departments  entrusted  to  it  as  long  as  the  rule  is  reasonable 
and  has  force  and  effect  of  law.     It  could  be  changed  so  long  as 
it  did  not  operate  to  the  detriment  of  a  third  person.     Only  one 
place  in  the  Charter  forbids  retroactivity  with  regard  to  amending 
rules — Section  141 — and  that  has  to  do  solely  with  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.    The  section  of  the  Charter  that  has  to  do  in 
general  with  rule-making  power  of  Boards  and  Commissions — Section 
19 — contains  no  such  restriction.     So  the  Commission  could  deal 
with  the  subject  of  a  retroactive  rule  change. 

Mr.  Kirkwood  asked:  Sven  though  it  affects  the  distribution  of 
public  funds? 

Mr.  Bourne  explained:  So  long  as  there  is  a  reasonable  action, 
taking  everything  into  account, and  a  reasonable  public  purpose. 

Commissioner  White  moved  that  the  matter  be  submitted  and  referred 
to  the  City  Attorney  for  advice  as  to  what  would  be  the  proper 
channel  for  the  Commission  to  follow  in  adjudicating  this  matter. 
Commissioner  Hansen  asked  that  the  Commission  be  advised  by  the 
City  Attorney  on  the  entire  problem. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  advised  the  Commission  he  would  have  a 
reply  to  its  qtiestions  by  next  week. 

Commissioner  White  then  informed  the  audience  that  the  matter  would 
be  on  the  Commission's  calendar  two  weeks  hence  for  determination 
by  the  Commission,  based  on  the  legal  recommendations  of  the  City 
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Attorney.    The  Secretary  was  requested  to  forward  copies  of  the 
City  Attorney's  advice  when  received  to  the  Forest  Hill  Association* 


Manager  of  Vtj^^^ee^Ca^ndQ^  Items : 

Mr.  Kirkwood  informed  the  Commission  of  the  dispute  between  United 
States  Steel  Corporation  and  the  departments  in  reference  to  HEWS 
Contracts  No.  355  and  No.  356  >  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3, Sections 
D-l  and  D-2,  pointing  out  that  the  Controller  had  sent  U.  S.  Steel 
final  payment  in  the  amount  of  $325*000.00,  which  was  not  accepted 
because  of  the  wording  on  the  warrant  that  this  was  "full  and  final 
payment. "    Mr.  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  explained  that  when  the  line  was 
tested  under  pressure  the  coal  tar  inner-coating  failed  at  the 
joints  and  the  department  demanded  that  U.  S.  Steel  repair  the 
defect.     Before  it  could  be  repaired  satisfactorily  it  required 
laying  a  bead  weld  inside  the  joints.     This  resulted  in  an 
additional  $50,000  amount  of  work  for  which  U.  S. Steel  was  seeking 
reimbursement . 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  he  had  discussed  this  matter  with  the  City 
Attorney  and  the  Controller  and  was  advising  the  Commission  that 
the  $325,000,00  be  remitted  to  U.  S,  Steel,  who  were  now  apparently 
willing  to  accept  this  amount  with  the  proviso  that  the  item  of 
1150,000  for  repair  of  defects  be  kept  open  for  later  discussion 
and  decision.    Mr.  Bourne  pointed  out  that  this  should  be  done  in 
order  to  avoid  any  claims  of  interest  on  the  $325,000.00  that  U.  S. 
Steel  might  have  against  the  City. 

After  further  discussion,  the  City  Attorney's  Office  was 
authorized  to  proceed  along  these  lines  and  to  bring  back  to  the 
Commission  any  necessary  resolutions. 


Mr.  Kirkwood  then  read  a  letter  dated  December  3,  1963,  from 
Jack  Cohen,  president  of  G-ray  Line,  Inc.,  stating  that  the  agree- 
ment for  shuttle  bus  service  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  has  been  in  Barrett  Transportation's  hands  for  the  past 
six  months  at  a  rate  of  $480. 00  per  day,  and  proposing  that  Gray 
Line  be  given  the  opportunity  of  providing  the  same  service  at  a 
rate  of  $440-00  per  day  until  the  shuttle  bus  service  contract  is 
put  up  for  bid,) 

Mr.  Kirkwood  explained  that  the  present  extension  of  the  shuttle- 
bus  service  agreement  expires  01  December  15  and  that  the  matter  of 
further  extension  should  be  held  until  next  Tuesday's  Commission 
meeting  inasmuch  as  a  proposed  ordinance  in  reference  to  parity 
pay  for  bus  operators  under  rhc  proposed  shuttle  bus  agreement  was 
now  before  the  ".'card  of  Supervisors,     This  was  agreed  to  by  the 
Commission.     rli\  Cohen's  letter  was  then  referred  to  Airport 
Manager  Be If era  Brown.

Airport  Manager  Bedford  Brown  submitted  the  Airport  Department

Commissioner  White  asked  V,  W*  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal 
Railway,  if  lie  had  a  report  to  make. 

Mr.  Anderson  reported  on  the  Municipal  Railway  accident  of  Monday, 
December  2,  which  occurred  in  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  about  500  feet 
cast  of  the  West  Portal,  in  which  an  L  car  ran  a  block  signal  and 
collided  with  a  standing  K  car.     In  Mr.  Anderson's  opinion t  it  was 
a  question  of  "man  failure 

After  a  full  discussion  Commissioner  White  then  suggested  that 
consideration  be  given  to  the  installation  of  an  electrical 
breaker  system  which  would  prevent  accidents  of  this  sort  in  the 
future • 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  that  in  the  interim  the  railway 
investigate  the  possibility  of  increasing  the  candlepower  of  street 
car  head  and  tail  lights,  or  perhaps  of  providing  a  rotating  head- 
lamp similar  to  that  on  railway  locomotives.     He  also  suggested 
the  possibility  of  illuminating  the  entire  tunnel. 

Commissioner  White  then  stated  that  he  had  ridden  ai  a  street  car 
and  watched  the  instructor,  who  had  been  involved  in  this  particular 
accident.     In  Commissioner  White's  opinion,  some  street  cars  should 
be  modified  so  as  to  permit  the  instructor  to  correctly  position 
himself  in  order  to  properly  instruct  students,  because  in  Com- 
missioner White's  opinion,  the  present  physical  arrangement  of  the 
strcut  cars  makes  it  impossible  for  any  instructor  to  properly 
carry  out  his  duties. 


Thomas  W.  McGrath,  representing  the  APL  Carmen's  Union  Local  1380, 
stated  that  each  and  every  man  of  the  Municipal  Railway  was  grieved 
at  the  accident.     He  commented  that  everyone  is  slow  to  praise 
and  quick  to  criticize  Municipal  Railway  operators,  and  requested 
the  Commission  to  give  formal  recognition  to  Caesar  Cuadra  who 
rescued  a  men  from  a  flaming  automobile  on  Bayshore  Boulevard 
last  Saturday  morning.     Thereupon  the  Commission  ordered  that  a 
proper  resolution  be  prepared  for  next  Tuesday's  calendar  for 
presentation  to  Mr.  Cuadra P

Report  of  the  General  Manager,  Airport  Department  December  3,  1963 

to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 

NOVEMBER  HIGHLIGHTS 

Traffic  Summary  (10  months) 

The  upsurge  of  air  traffic  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  con- 
tinued through  the  10th  consecutive  month  in  October  and  brought  the  passenger  and 
air  cargo  volumes  to  higher  totals  than  for  any  complete  calendar  year  in  Airport 
history  with  the  exception  of  1962. 

The  604,806  passenger  total  for  the  month  was  19.5  per  cent  more  than 
October  last  year,  and  brought  the  10-month  figure  to  5,770,650,  or  13.1  per  cent 
in  excess  of  the  1962  total  for  the  comparable  period.    The  full  total  for  1962  was 
6,025,567,  and  it  is  quite  certain  that  figure  was  exceeded  by  mid-November. 

Air  cargo  for  the  10  months  was  up  11,8  per  cent  to  146,034,149  pounds. 
The  October  total  of  19,308,226  pounds  was  19  per  cent  more  than  last  year. 

Only  a  slight  increase  of  1.3  per  cent  was  registered  in  the  volume  of 
irail  sent  by  air  during  October  over  a  year  ago,  and  the  gain  for  the  10  months 
was  8  per  cent.    The  October  figure  was  6,081,891  pounds  and  the  10-tnonth  total, 
59,905,450  pounds. 

Scheduled  airline  aircraft  movements--landings  and  take-of fs--for  the 
month  numbered  15,014,  up  7  per  cent  over  a  year  ago.    When  compared  with  the  19.5 
per  cent  gain  in  passenger  volume,  a  higher  load  factor  is  indicated. 

Total  aircraft  movements  were  21,183,  which,  in  addition  to  scheduled 
carrier  ,  included  1,220  military,  and  4,949  movements  by  non-scheduled  carrier, 
itinerant  and  locally-based  private  and/or  corporate  planes.

The  Airport  Department  budget  for  fiscal  1964-65  was  reviewed  with  the 
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Manager  of  Utilities,  preparatory  to  submission  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.

Mr.  Moore  answered  that  nothing  can  be  done  between  now  and 
Christmas;  that  the  area  would  require  excavation  and  draining; 
and  that  the  area  used  as  emergency  parking  has  never  been  drained 
or  graded  for  a  parking  area. 

Commissioner  White  then  asked  when  it  could  be  done, 

Mr.  Moore  said,  provided  funds  could  be  secured,  that  the  job  could 
be  done  before  next  rainy  season. 

Commissioner  White  then  stated  that  the  Commission  should  make  up 
their  minds  to  pave  the  area.     If  increase  in  use  continues,  he 
felt  that  the  Airport  would  be  in  trouble  over  the  parking  situation 
by  March  or  April, 

In  response  to  a  question  from  Staff  as  to  availability  of  funds, 
Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  money  be  appropriated  on  an 
emergency  basis,  if  necessary. 


Mr.  Kirkwood  at  this  point  submitted  to  the  Commission  copies  of 
the  Grand  Jury  Report ,  which  was  released  this  morning, 
December  10th.

PARKING  AUTHORITY 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Further  extension  of  the  Fifth  and  Mission  Garage  to 
Fourth  Street  with  probable  air  rights  for  offices  above.  This 
would  give  access  west  on  Fifth  Street  and  south  on  Fourth  Street, 
being  a  one-way  street  south. 

This  facility  has  demonstrated  and  accommodated  cars  to  ful3 
capacity  from  the  day  it  was  completed  adding  additional  parking 
for  downtown  offices,  neighborhood  stores  and  light  industrial 
areas.

Nuisances  which  have  existed  since  the  opening  of  this 
garage  have  presented  serious  problems  on  the  stairs  to  the  lower 
levels  of  this  garage  and  a  hazard  to  patrons  of  the  garage  by 
itinerant  people  who  frequent  these  levels. 

Policing  in  these  areas  if  doors  are  left  unlocked  should 
be  done  at  various  times  during  the  day  and  evening. 

Lessee  should  be  by  contract  forced  to  hire  a  security 
officer  comparable  to  the  Fifth  and  Mission  Garage. 

If.     All  parking  lots  which  have  been  acquired  by  the  City 
as  off-street,  neighborhood  parking  and  then  leased  to  the  lessees 
should  be  covered  by  the  lease  to  operate  around  the  clock  by  use 
of  attendants  or  meters. 

Parking  lots  at  the  present  time  close  on  designated 
evenings  and  specified  hours  adding  to  congested  street,  night 
parking. 

All  neighborhood  parking  lot  leases  should  be  renewed  by 
bid  when  lease  expires. 

5*     Properties  selected  for  neighborhood  off-street  parking 
should    be  located  on  property  which  will  not  add  to  traffic 
problems  entering  and  leaving  the  parking  lot.

Some  of  these  parcels  of  property  demand  a  very  high, 
value  for  acquiring  and  demolition. 

6.     The  Parking  Authority  shall  work  with  the  Rapid  Transit 
Authority  if  there  is  need  of  further  parking  facilities  along  the 
route  of  the  transit  route        especially  in  downtown  areas. 


The  Parking  Authority  and  members  on  the  staff  should  be 


o,nd  downtown  areas  and  plans  to  alleviate  neighborhood  parking 
problems .

RECOMMENDATIONS 


1»    A  separate  transit  commission  be  established  to  be 
held  responsible  for  the  control  of  all  operations  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  as  recommended  by  past  Grand  Juries. 

2.     Pare  increases  are  inevitable  with  the  ever-mounting 
deficit  which  is  upward  year  after  year. 

San  Francisco's  present  \$<£  car  and  bus  fare  is  the  lowest 
in  the  country  for  cities  of  the  same  size.     Opposition  to  fare 
increases  state  an  increase  would  c  reate  greater  parking  problems 
in  the  downtown  sections  of  our  city,  which  would  develop  by  in- 
creasing the  fares.     This  probably  would  occur  for  the  first  few 
weeks  of  the  fare  increase.     When  the  fares  were  raised  from  lOjzf 
to  150  the  public  resented  the  raise  at  first,  but  finally  became 
reconciled  to  the  change. 

If  bus  and  car  fares  were  increased  comparable  to  our 
larger  cities  the  deficit  would  be  lowered  and  taxes  would  become 
lower  for  the  taxpayers  of  San  Francisco . 

Increased  fares  would  pertain  to  all  means  of  transportation 
ball  park  express  service,   shuttle  service  and  school  ticket  books, 
and  with  unlimited  transfer  service. 

As  fares  have  not  been  raised  since  June  1952  and  other 
transportation  companies  throughout  the  country  have  raised  their 
fares  due  to  increased  cost  of  operation,   serious  thought  should 
be  given  to  cut  down  the  tax  subsidy  from  the  general  fund  and  lower 
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MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  (Continued) 

the  ever-increasing  deficit  which  at  present  will  be  around  seven 
million  dollars  by  raising  the  fares. 

3.     Increase  in  accidents  due  to  personnel  and  mechanical 
failures  have  run  accident  claims  into  thousands  of  dollars. 
Claims  are  paid  weekly  as  they  are  presented  to  the  Public  Utilitief 
Commission  and  paid  by  action  of  the  Commission. 

If  necessary,  more  safety  inspectors  should  be  employed 
and  employees  be  indoctrinated  in  operating  the  Municipal  Railway's 
street  cars  and  busses  with  more  safety  for  the  people  who  ride  on 
this  equipment. 

A  periodical  physical  check-up  at  various  intervals  of  all 
operators  should  be  mandatory. 

1|,     With  rapid  transit  now  a  reality  proper  steps  should 
be  taken  for  management  of  the  Railway  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  problems  confronting  both  rapid  transit  and  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way to  provide  the  best  transportation  possible  for  the  people  of 
San  Francisco. 

Committees  should  meet  with  each  other  so  as  these  problems 
arise     suitable  plans  can  be  carried  out  to  maintain  and  operate 
the  best  service  possible. 

5.     a.     Old  Geneva  car  barn  is  in  need  of  immediate  repair 
in  order  to  provide  safety  to  the  personnel  who  are  working  in 
this  building.     Conditions  within  the  building  are  a  detriment 
to  all  who  are  employed  there.     The  Building  Inspection  -Department 
should  investigate  this  old  brick  structure  for  structural  sound- 
ness. 

b.  Elkton  Yards    These  corrugated  buildings  have 
served  their  purpose  and  are  badly  in  need  of  repair  and  repaint- 
ing.    They  are  an  eyesore  to  the  district  in  which  they  are  situatec 
Interiors  of  these  structures  also  need  repair  and  proper  modern 
facilities  should  be  installed  for  the  employees  who  work  within. 

c.  Mason  Street  Cable  Car  Barn    Steps  should  be  taken 
if  this  cable  car  barn  is  to  be  used  exclusively  for  cable  cars. 
It  should  be  repaired,  maintained  and  repainted,  both  on  the  ex- 
terior and  interior,  so  it  will  be  presentable  to  employees  who 
work  there  and  to  the  residents  of  the  surrounding  area. 

d.  Proper  inspection  of  poles  for  trolleys  should  be 
maintained.     Many  poles  are  very  badly  corroded  due  to  lack  of 
upkeep  and  repair, 

e.  Both  street  cars  and  busses  be  replaced  periodically 
if  past  the  repair  stage.

f .  Pare  boxes  be  kept  up  to  date  with  latest  mechanical 
devices  to  provide  foolproof  and  efficient  service. 

g,  While  machinery  is  being  replaced  during  the 
Mason  Street  cable  car  shut-down,  maintenance,  painting  and  repairs 
should  be  done  while  replacement  parts  to  the  machinery  is  being 
installe  d. 

6.     In  conclusion,  maintenance  of  equipment,  repairs  to 
structures  and  general  upkeep  should  be  maintained  at  all 
If  not,  costly  repairs  will  follow*     Pare  increases  will 
be  in  line  with  other  large  cities  in  order  to  keep  the 
down  and  again  put  the  railway  opera/ting  in  the  black.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Precipitation  to  date  on  the  City's  mountain  watersheds  is  approximately  twice 
normal.  Snowfall  is  one  of  the  earliest  of  record.  There  have  been  increases 
in  storage  in  the  reservoirs  as  a  result  of  this  early  precipitation. 

Power  Production 

During  the  month  of  November,  Moccasin  and  Cherry  Powerhouses  generated  43,265*000 
kwh  and  5^308,000  kwh,  respectively.    The  low  production  at  Cherry  was  due  to 
Unit  No,  1  out  of  service  for  repairs. 

Cherry  Generator  Repair 

Repairs  to  the  damaged  winding  of  Cherry  Powerhouse  generator  No,  1,  inoperative 
since  November  2,  were  completed  and  the  generator  was  returned  to  service  at 
10sl8  p,m,  on  November  30, 

Replacement  of  Radio  System 

Acceptance  tests  were  conducted  on  November  19  and  20  for  the  major  part  of  the 
new  system.    Evaluation  of  the  results  is  in  progress.    Except  for  the  snow  cabin 
stations,  the  system  is  operating  satisfactorily  on  the  new  frequency  of  48,20 
megacycles.    The  stations  at  the  five  snow  cabins  will  be  replaced  next  summer  when 
they  become  accessible.

California  Aqueduct  Crossing 

Preliminary  discussions  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  State  Department 
of  Water  Resources  relative  to  the  crossing  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  by  the 
California  Aqueduct  near  Bird  Road,  south  of  Tracy. 

New  Don  Pedro  Project 

On  December  5,  1963,  counsel  for  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts 
presented  oral  argument  before  the  Federal  Power  Commission  relative  to  the 
New  Don  Pedro  Project.    Oral  arguments  were  also  presented  by  the  State  of 
California,  Department  of  the  Interior,  and  Tuolumne  County.    The  FPC  now  has 
the  matter  under  consideration. 
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C ANION  POWER  PROJECT 
Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

During  the  past  month  tunnel  driving  at  the  downstream  heading  of  Hetchy  Adit  was 
slowed  considerably  by  the  lack  of  pumps,  and  limited  discharge  line  capacity  to 
handle  the  underground  water  encountered.    We  are  advised  that  the  contractor  will 
cease  driving  from  this  adit  and  will  complete  the  balance  of  the  excavation  from 
the  North  Mountain  Adit. 

The  contractor  completed  setting  steel,  welding  joints,  and  placing  concrete 
backfill  for  the  steel  liner  section  in  the  upstream  section  of  Hetchy  Adit. 

Excavation  for  the  surge  shaft  was  completed  on  November  19  9  1963  and  work  was 
started  on  the  excavation  of  the  rejection  gallery.    The  contractor  is  also 
continuing  to  place  backfill  at  the  river  crossing  and  to  drill  for  the  excava- 
tion of  the  access  shaft  to  the  existing  diversion  tunnel.    Work  under  total  con- 
tract is  estimated  to  be  77/^  complete  with  71$  of  the  contract  time  elapsed. 

Tunnel  Drain  Line 

The  contractor  completed  excavation  for  distribution  structure  and  poured  concrete 
for  floor  slab.    Work  continues  on  setting  forms  and  reinforcing  steel  for  walls 
of  structure. 

Clearing  and  excavation  for  the  drain  line  is  continuing.    Approximately  90$  of 
excess  rock  materials  in  the  portal  area  has  been  removed. 

0g  Shaughnessy  Poller  Plant 

Final  plans  and  specifications  revised  as  requested  by  the  City  have  been  sub- 
mitted by  Sverdrup  &  Parcel  and  Associates.  The  project  is  under  final  review 
by  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  prior  to  advertising  for  bids. 
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SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.  3 

Section  B  (San  Joaquin  River  to  Oakdale) 

Work  continues  on  excavation  of  pipe  trench  and  laying  of  the  79-l/2-inch  steel 
pipe#    Approximately  17,580  feet  of  pipe  has  been  laid  to  date.    The  tunnel  liner 
encasement  under  the  Southern  Pacific  tracks  adjacent  to  Highway  99  was  completed 
and  work  was  started  for  the  encasement  under  the  tracks  of  the  Tidewater  Southern 
Railway.    Approximately  10  miles  of  right-of-way  west  of  Oakdale  Road  has  been 
partially  cleared  in  preparation  for  work. 

Section  C  (San  Joaquin  River  Crossing) 

The  contractor  completed  installation  of  well  system  for  drainage  on  the  west  side 
of  the  river.    Approximately  2,000  feet  of  trench  has  been  excavated  in  preparation 
for  the  driving  of  timber  piles  to  be  started  this  week. 

Fabrication  of  pipe  was  started  on  November  18,  1963  at  the  Cen-Vi-Ro  plant  located 
at  Iockeford,  California.    Approximately  157  tx^enty-foot  lengths  of  79-l/2-inch 
diameter  cylinders  have  been  fabricated,  tested,  and  lined  to  date. 

Tesla  Portal 

The  24-inch  bypass  line  at  Tesla  Portal  and  the  36-inch  cross  connection  west  of 
the  San  Joaquin  River  were  completed.    Concrete  foundations  for  the  manifold  and 
valve  pit  walls  were  also  completed.    All  78-inch  diameter  pipe  has  been  installed 
with  joints  lined  and  coated  with  the  exception  of  the  10 c -6"  diameter  manifold 
and  the  adjacent  elbow.    Due  to  the  late  delivery  of  the  manifold  and  elbow,  the 
shutdown  of  the  aqueduct  to  allow  installation  of  these  items  has  been  postponed. 
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AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers 

The  contractor  is  doing  general  corrective,  as  well  as  mechanical  and  electrical 
work  outlined  in  inspection  check  list,  preparatory  to  final  acceptance  by  City» 

Additions  to  South  Terminal  Building  and  Piers  E,  F9  and_  G 

The  contractor  continued  installation  of  Mirawall  panels,  glass,  and  directional 
signs •    Wiring  and  conduit  for  gate  signs  on  Pier  E  were  installed. 

Pier  FF  Interim  Facilities,  Gateroom       and  Pier  G  Elevator 

Temporary  ramp  and  gateroom  facilities  were  completed  and  made  available  for  use 
to  Western  Airlines  on  December  2,  19&3 •    The  contractor  also  completed  excavation 
of  grade  beams  for  foundation  of  Gateroom  57  and  laid  out  foundation  for  the 
elevator  at  Pier  G. 

Extension  to  Pier  C 

The  contractor  is  continuing  to  install  sheetrock,  vinyl  and  ceramic  tiles  in 
first  floor  offices  and  toilet  areas*    Installation  of  light  fixtures  is  also 
well  advanced.    All  locks  and  closures  for  United  Airlines  offices  on  the  second 
floor  have  been  installed  and  keys  turned  over  to  the  UAL  Maintenance  Department* 
Electrical  work  in  rental  area  107  and  Room  G-19  is  under  way. 

Pavement  and  Lighting  for  Extension  of  Runway  28L 

Rainy  weather  has  delayed  progress  on  this  contract.    Low  areas  in  existing  runway 
have  been  filled  in,  preparatory  to  placement  of  asphaltic  overlay.    Work  was 
commenced  on  the  laying  of  cement  treated  base  material  for  shoulders  on  perimeter 
road. 
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Pavement  Reconstruction  -  Central  Terminal  Area 

Concrete  pads  at  plane  positions  IIos.  23,  24,  and  25  of  Pier  C  and  No.  4  of 
Pier  E  have  been  completed.    The  contractor  is  continuing  •work  on  drain  lines, 
catch  basins,  manholes,  and  asphaltic  conform  around  concrete  pads* 

Parking  Garage 

Excavation  and  placement  of  3-ft»  rock  blanket  continues  in  foundation  area* 
Excavation  of  foundation  is  approximately  65/^  complete*    Pile  driving  continues 
in  center  area  of  garage.    Exterior  concrete  walls  of  central  pedestrian  tunnel 
have  been  poured  and  stripped.    Work  was  started  on  forming  first  level  floor  in 
tunnel  above  crawl  space. 

Moving  Sidewalks 

Due  to  the  approaching  Christmas  travel  season,  United  Airlines  has  requested 
postponement  of  the  starting  date  for  installation  of  the  moving  sidewalks  in 
Concourses  B  and  C  until  January  6,  1964,  and  will  reimburse  the  contractor  for 
all  additional  costs  as  a  result  of  the  delay*    In  the  meantime,  structural 
modifications  below  the  floor  level  will  proceed. 

Contracts  Completed 

The  fill  and  pavement  for  Road  R-21  (Contract  A-332)?  the  painting  of  the  Central 
Terminal  Building  (Contract  A-356),  and  the  automatic  flight  announcer  for  the 
new  South  Terminal  (Contract  A-3^2),  were  all  completed. 

Bids  Received 

Two  bids  were  received  on  November  ?s  1963  for  informal  Contract  A-371  for  the 
removal  of  silt  from  the  drainage  canals  at  the  Airport,    A  service  order  for 
$1,120,00  was  issued  to  McGuire  and  Hester  of  Oakland  to  do  the  work. 
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Four  bids  were  received  on  November  14,  1963  for  Contract  A-368,  Access  Road  and 
Crossover  -  Taxiway  S,  ranging  from  $119867  .75  to  $14 ,722 .25  .     Award  has  been 
made  to  the  low  bidder ,  Lowrie  Paving  Company. 

Eight  bids  were  received  on  November  21,  1963  for  Contract  A-369  for  the  con- 
struction of  four  waiting  shelters  for  the  shuttle  buses.    Bids  ranged  from 
$1,429.00  to  $3,528.00.     A  service  order  for  $1,429.00  has  been  requested  for 
E,  C.  Anderson,  Inc.,  of  San  Francisco  to  do  the  work. 

Industrial  Wastes  Sampling 

The  third  series  of  24-hour  sampling  was  completed  on  Tuesday,  November  19,  1963. 
Results  will  be  compiled  and  submitted  to  the  State  Regional  Water  Pollution 
Control  Board  in  Oakland. 

A.  resolution  requiring  the  City  to  initiate  a  monitoring  program  was  adopted  by 
the  Regional  Board  on  November  21,  1963.     Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  has  been 
in  close  coordination  with  Airport  Management  on  the  technical  and  funding 
phases  of  this  program. 

Airport  Taxes 

Taxes  on  properties  owned  by  the  City  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
for  1963-64,  amount  to  $266,192.76,    The  first  installment  has  been  paid.  Taxes 
are  paid  to  San  Mateo  County  and  to  the  cities  of  South  San  Francisco,  San  Bruno, 
Millbrae,  Burlingame,  and  San  Mateo.     San  Mateo  County,  in  addition  to  collecting 
the  county  tax,  also  collects  for  the  above  cities,  with  the  exception  of  San 
Mateo, 
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MUNICIPAL_RAILWAY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Radio  System  Replacement 

Interference  due  to  intermodulation  effects  at  Radio  Communication  Center  prevents 
satisfactory  operation  on  the  new  frequency  of  44,58  MC,     Authorization  has  been 
secured  from  the  Federal  Communication  Commission  to  test  on  four  alternate  fre- 
quencies.   Interference  tests  to  determine  the  oDtimum  frequency  will  commence  in 
December  upon  arrival  of  equipment. 

Overhead  Construction  -  Ocean  Ave,  at  Southern  Freeway 

Three  bids  were  received  on  November  14,  1963  for  Contract  FR-481  for  the  overhead 
construction  on  Ocean  Avenue  at  Southern  Freeway,    The  low  bid  of  $26,982.50  was 
submitted  by  Abbett  Electric  Corp.    High  bid  was  $29,703,50.     Award  has  been  made 
to  the  low  bidder. 

Geneva  Office  Building  -  Reroofing

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Greenberg,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
White,  the  Commission  voted  unanimously  to  take  but  of  order  Item 
28,  Matter  of  Consideration  of  Forest  Hill  Water  Main  Relocation. 
This  item  was  heard  immediately  ■  after  the  approval  of  the  minutes.. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  opened  the  subject  by  calling  upon  Mr. 
Kirkwood  who  gave  a  resume  of  a  letter  dated  December  16,  1963 , 
from  H.  C.  Medbery,  Acting  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  which  set  forth  the 
history  of  the  original  construction  of  the  mains  by  the  Newell- 
Murdock  Realty  Company  in  1913,  transfer  to  the '.Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  in  1915?  and  the  assumption  by  the  City  of  the  Forest  Hill 
water  system  when  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  was  purchased  in 
1930. 

The  letter  pointed  out  the  easement  has  been  encroached  upon  by 
fences,  trees , shrubbery ,  retaining  'walls ,  etc.     The  letter  recited 
the  meetings  with  the  Forest  Hill  Association's  Board  of  Directors 
in  February  and  June  of  this  year,  at  which  time  the  Association 
and  its  home  owners  were  informed  of  the  need  for  replacement  of 
the  water  mains  and  that  relocation  would  be  in  the  streets;  the 
costs  that  the  Water  Department  would  bear  -  namely,  cost  of  mains 
and  costs  of  services  to  and  including  the  meter;  and  the  require- 
ment that  relocation  and  installation  of  house  service  pipe  beyond 
the  meter  on  the  consumer's  premises  must* be  by  the  consumer  at  his 
expense . 

The  letter  stated  the  number  of  home  owners  contacted  totaled  714 
and  that  the  inspectors,  upon  review  of  their  notes,  indicated  that 
about  ten  people  really  opposed  the  program.    Not  all  homes  will 
require  a  relocation  of  the  house  service  line  as  163  homes  now  take 
service  from  the  street.    Approximately  509  services  require  reloca- 
tion. 

At-  the  conclusion  it  was  recommended  in  Mr.  Medbery' s  letter  that 
there  be  no  change  in  the  existing  Rules  and  Regulations  and  that 
the  request  for  reimbursement  of  the  costs  for  relocation  of  house 
services  on  consumers'  property  in  the  Forest  Hill  area  be  denied. 
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Mr,  Kirkwood  concurred  with  the  recommendations  made  by  Mr. 
Medbery  and  the  staff  of  the  Water  Department  and  suggested  that 
the  Commission  take  the  matter  under  submission  so  that  a  formal 
resolution  on  the  subject  might  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the 
Commission  at  next  week's  meeting. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  asked  if  there  was  anyone  in  the 
audience  who  wished  to  be  heard. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Denney,  of  21  Sctelo  Avenue,  representing  the  Forest  Hill 

Association,  addressed  the  Commission,  stating  the  Water  Department 
has  acted  in  good  faith  with  the  Association,  and  the  Association 
does  not  imply  any  criticism  whatsoever  in  the  way  the  Water  Depart 
ment  has  approached  this  matter. 

Mr,  Denney  stated  he  wished  to  bring  again  to  the  Commission's 
attention  the  fact  that  the  Water  Department  Rules  speak  of  an 
"applicant"  for  water  service,  and  that  in  reading  all  of  the  rules 
relating  to  water  connections  it  is  a  fair  conclusion  they  refer  to 
a  new  home  owner  who  is  applying  for  water  service.     The  matter 
under  discussion  is  relocations  for  home  owners  who  already  have 
paid  for  service  connections.     The  Association  feels  this  is  some- 
thing different  and  not  covered  by  the  Water  Department  Rules. 

Mr.  Denney' s  second  point  was  that  the  City  Attorney's  Opinion  says 
that  the  Water  Department's  application  of  the  Rules  to  this  case 
is  proper — in  other  words,  the  Water  Department  has  taken  the 
position  that  the  present  rules  apply.     The  Association's  conten- 
tion is  that  the  present  rules  do  not  apply,  and  this  is  an  area 
where  the  Commission  would  have  the  right  to  interpret  the  rules 
or  to  make  new  rules. 

When  Mr.  Denney  concluded  his  remarks,  Mr.  Kirkwood  recommended 
that  the  Commission,  taking  into  consideration  the  two  Opinions 
of  the  City  Attorney,  as  a  matter  of  policy  follow  the  course  laid 
out  by  the  Department. 

Commissioner  White  asked  what  are  the  other  areas  that  have  a 
similar  situation  to  Forest  Hill's.    Mr.  Medbery  said  to  his  know- 
ledge the  Forest  Hill  Annex,  St.  Francis  Woods,  and,  as  a  similar 
but  not  identical  situation,  the  waterfront  area. 

Commissioner  White  asked  if  anyone  had  any  knowledge  of  the  exis- 
tence of  a  master  meter  when  Ncwell-Murdock  first  built  the  water 
system  in  the  Forest  Hill  area  which  measured  as  consumed  all 
leaks  in  the  system  as  well  as  the  water  actually  consumed.  The 
practice  was,  according  to  Commissioner  White,  that  the  amount 
registered  on  the  master  meter  was  allocated  to  all  of  the  home 
owners . 

No  one  present  had  any  knowledge  as  to  this,  but  Mr.  Medbery  said 
he  would  investigate  and  see  if  he  could  discover  any  record  of 
such  a  master  meter. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  moved  that  the  Commission  take  the  matter 
under  advisement  and  rule  upon  it  at  its  meeting  of  December  24, 
J-963-     Commissioner  Hansen  seconded  the  motion.    Upon  roll  call 
the  motion  was  adopted  unanimously.

Departmental  Report : 

Wesley  Mason,  Superintendent  of  Transportation,  Municipal  Railway, 
acting  for  General  Manager  Vernon  V.  Anderson,  submitted  the 
Municipal  Railway  monthly  report,  and  in  response  to  a  question 
from  Commissioner  Greenberg,  stated  that  the  loss  of  Municipal 
Hallway  revenue  during  the  month  of  November  of  6,35  por  cent  was 
attributable  to  the  death  of  President  Kennedy. 


Eoll^Call: 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  John  Brucato,  Manager,  Agricultural 
and  Land  Division,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  for  a  report 
on  the  operations  of  the  walnut  orchard, 

Mr.  Brucato  pointed  out  the  successful  operation,  stating  the 
Department  netted  over  $53 t 000  on  this  yearfs  crop. 

Commissioner  Simon  complimented  Mr,  Brucato  on  doing  an  excellent 
Job.    Mr.  Brucato  assured  the  Commission  that  when  all  the 
financial  reports  are  in  on  the  operation  of  the  walnut  orchard 
he  would  be  able  to  submit  a  more  detailed  breakdown. 


Commissioner  White  reported  on  the  tie-up  of  the  cable  cars  for  a 
period  of  two  hours  the  previous  evening..    He  stated  this  was  the 
first  real  test  of  the  efficiency  of  the  $2500  strand  alarm  system 
which  had  been  newly  installed. 

Commissioner  White  complimented  Joseph  Corrao,  Municipal  Railway 
Power  and  Plant  Superintendent,  and  his  crew  for  their  rapid  and 
efficient  work  in  locating  the  broken  strand  and  repairing  the 
cable.    However,  he  called  Railway  Management *s  attention  to  the 
fact  that  three  transit  inspectors,  who  should  have  been  out  on 
the  line  notifying  intended  passengers  of  the  reasons  for  the 
cable  car  tie-up,  were  standing  around  watching  the  shopmen  splice 
cable.    Commissioner  White  suggested  that  these  men  be  informed  of 
their  proper  duties  should  a  similar  circumstance  arise. 

It  was  moved  by  Commissioner  White,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Greenberg,  and  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Commission  that  Mr, 
Corrao  and  his  crew  be  complimented  for  their  efficient  work  in 
returning  the  cable  cars  to  service  within  some  two  hours.

V.  W.  ANDERSON    REPORT  TO  PUG 
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GENERAL  SIGNUP: 

While  quarterly  signups  are  held  regularly  to  permit  operators 
to  select  runs  of  their  choice  at  their  respective  divisions, 
once  each  year  operators  are  given  an  opportunity  to  move  to 
another  division  at  the  time  of  selecting  a  working  shift. 
The  latter  procedure  is  known  as  the  "General  Signup". 

The  current  General  Signup  commenced  Monday,  December  2,  and 
was  completed  Tuesday,  December  10.     A  run  selection  was  made 
every  three  minutes  from  5  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  every  weekday  during 
this  period.    The  total  number  of  men  on  the  list  was  l,8l8,  and 
217  elected  to  change  divisions. 


SEASONAL  SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS; 

Information  has  been  previously  submitted  as  to  special  sched- 
ules having  been  prepared  for  the  pre-Chris tmas  period  on 
lines  serving  the  central  shopping  area.     Additionally,  special 
schedules  have  been  prepared  for  New  Year's  Eve  to  provide  extra 
service  after  midnight*     Details  will  be  covered  in  press  re- 
leases. . 

On  New  Year's  Eve,  no  streetcars  will  be  operated  on  Market 
Street  east  of  11th  Street,   and  no  coaches  will  be  operated  on 
Market  Street  east  of  8th  Street  from  11  p.m.  to  1  a.m.  Market 
Street  coach  lines  will  be  re-routed  via  Mission  Street,  and 
connecting  shuttle  coach  service  will  also  be  operated  between 
11th  &  Market  and  the  East  Bay  Terminal. 


DAY  OF  MOURNING: 

November  25>,   the  day  of  President  Kennedy »s  funeral,  was 
designated  by  Mayor  Christopher  as  a  Day  of  Mourning.  Mayor 
Christopher  directed  that     City  officers  be  closed  except  for 
the  conducting  of  essential  services  such  as  provided  by  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments. 

Major  stores,  banks,  and  many  other  businesses  also  indicated 
that  they  would  be  closed  but  many  individuals  did  not  have 
direct  information  as  to  whether  their  particular  place  of  em- 
ployment would  be  closed. 

It  was,  therefore,  necessary  for  the  Municipal  Railway  to  oper- 
ate "weekday  non-school'"  schedules  but  because  it  was  known 
that  there  would  be  a  great  decrease  in  passenger  traffic,  cer- 
tain adjustments  were  made  as  related  thereto.

SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  CHARTER  COACHES — SPECIAL  EVENT ; 

On  Wednesday,  December  4,  1963  the  Board  of  Education  requisition- 
ed 20  coaches  for  various  schools  throughout  the  City. 

These  coaches  picked  up  students  at  the  different  schools  at 
9:15  A.M.  and  transported  them  to  the  Harding  Theatre,  616 
Divisadero  Street.     Return  pick  up  at  the  Harding  Theatre  was 
11 2 35  A.M. 

On  Friday,  December  6,  1963  the  Board  of  Education  requisitioned 
25  coaches  for  various  schools  throughout  the  City. 

These  25  coaches  picked  up  groups  at  the  schools  at  8:45  A.M. 
and  9«00  A.M.  and  transported  them  to  Hyde  and  Market  Streets, 
where  they  were  unloaded,  and  proceeded  to  the  Orpheum  Theatre, 
1192  Market  Street.     Return  pick  up  at  the  Orpheum  Theatre  was 
at  12:25  P.M. 

The  regular  charter  rate  of  $10.00  per  hour,  as  per  the  con- 
tract with  the  School  Department,  was  charged  for  this  service. 


LIAISON  ON  STREET  PROJECTS ; 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  been  instrumental  in  forming 
a  committee  to  deal  with  street  openings  and  other  projects 
which  cause  dalay  to  traffic,  particularly  as  to  timing  of  such 
projects  so  that  each  utility  is  kept  informed  of  the  activity 
of  other  utilities  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  conflict  and  de- 
lay as  far  as  possible.     This  is  the  Committee  for  Utility 
Liaison  on  Construction  and  Other  Projects — and  is  also  known 
under  the  abbreviated  name  of  "CULCOP". 

Mr.  Joseph  Corrao,  Municipal  Railway  Power  and  Plant  Superin- 
tendent, has  been  appointed  to  represent  the  Municipal  Railway 
on  this  committee. 


MANPOWER: 


The  manpower  situation  should  be  greatly  improved  by  the  first 
of  the  year  when  the  General  Signup  goes  into  effect. 
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DIVISADERO  STREET  POLES; 

The  Municipal  Railway  Line  Department  has  installed  six  steel 
poles  on  Divisadero  Street  between  Marina  Blvd.   and  Chestnut 
Street.     Trolley  guy  wires  are  being  transferred  from  the  exist- 
ing wooden  poles  to  the  steel  poles.     The  wooden  poles  involved 
will  be  removed  after  the  guy  wires  are  transferred. 


ACCIDENT  SETTLEMENTS ; 

Accident  settlements  totaled  $657,705  for  the  first  five  months 
of  the  current  fiscal  year.     This  compares  with  #397  ,401  for  a 
comparable  period  in  the  last  fiscal  year  and  $815,239  for  a 
comparable  period  in  the  previous  fiscal  year. 


COACH  NO.  2170; 

Coach  7^2170  was  parked  in  the  "ladder  track"  area  outside  of 
Elkton  Shop  on  Sunday  afternoon,  December  8.     At  approximately 
2:00  A.M.,  December  9,  the  night  watchman  noticed  that  the 
coach  had  caught  fire.     He  immediately  notified  his  foreman, 
and  the  Eire  Department  was  called.     The  fire  within  the  coach 
spread  quite  rapidly a     Maintenance  employees,  however,  moved 
other  coaches  from  the  immediate  vicinity  as  quickly  as  possible 
and  it  was  therefore  possible  to  confine  the  damage  to  one  coach 
Coach  #2170,  however,  was  very  badly  damaged  by  the  fire  and  is 
considered  beyond  repair.     The  fare  box  in  the  coach  was  also 
damaged . 

Eire  Department  investigators  have  indicated  that  they  believe 
the  fire  started  in  the  interior  of  the  coach  toward  the  rear 
but  the  specific  cause  is  unknown. 

Coach  #2170  was  obtained  in  December  1955  as  one  of  the  "first 
fleet"  of  Mack  coaches. 
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TRANSIT  BRIEFS 

PORTLAND ,  OREGON  -  A  five  cent  fare  increase  to  a  basic  30# 
adult  rate  for  Rose  City  Transit  Company  bus  lines  has  been 
approved  by  City  Council  with  little  vocal  opposition  and  has 
already  been  put  into  effect.     Chief  argument  for  the  increase 
was  that  the  ten  year  franchise,  which  became  effective  the  first 
of  this  year,  provides  that  the  Transit  Company  may  have  a  net 
return  not  less  than  4-}£  and  not  more  than  6%  per  cent  of  gross 
revenues.     When  the  bus  fare  went  up  five  cents  to  30  cents 
a  ride  in  this  city,  two  other  rate  changes  were  also  made  by 
Rose  City  Transit  Company.     The  use  of  tokens  was  restored  at 
a  reduced  price  of  29  cents  each,  selling  at  an  aggregate  rate 
of  five  for  $1.4-5  and  the  cost  of  the  weekly  pass  was  boosted 
from  53.50  to  $4.00.     Student  fares  remained  the  same. 

MINNEAPOLIS,  MINN.  -  A  two  million  dollar  plan  to  turn  eight 
blocks  of  downtown  Nicollet  Avenue  here  into  a  landscaped  mall 
shopping  area  for  pedestrians  and  transit  buses  has  been  given 
preliminary  approval  by  the  Minneapolis  City  Council.  The 
Council,  without  dissent,  voted  to  start  a  long  series  of  pro- 
ceedings to  assess  the  project  cost  against  property  owners  along 
the  city's  main  shopping  street.     The  only  question  raised  was 
whether  taxicabs  would  be  allowed  on  the  remodeled  avenue. 

BOSTON,  MASS.  -  A  thorough  vehicle  and  station  rehabilitation 
program  over  the  past  three  years  has  affirmed  that  advertising 
revenues  can  play  a  major  role  in  holding  the  fare  price  line, 
Thomas  J.  McLernon,  General  Manager  of  the  Boston  Metropolitan 
Transit  Authority,  reported.     "Passenger  services  and  advertiser 
requirements  are  completely  compatible,"  McLernon  said.  "We 
have  proved  this  beyond  question.     More  than  that,  advertising 
revenue,  found  money  in  a  sense,  has  become  one  of  the  weapons 
in  our  "battle  to  keep  fares  down  and  maintain  and  improve  services 
so  that  passengers  will  continue  to  return  to  public  transit." 

LOS  ANGELES,  CALIF.  -  Monorail  is  the  most  expensive  form  of 
rapid  transit  when  all  construction  requirements  are  satisfied 
and  community  preferred  routes  are  followed,  The  California 
State  Assembly's  Interim  Transportation  and  Commerce  Committee 
was  told  recently.     And,  the  Los  Angeles  Metropolitan  Transit 
Authority  told  the  committee  in  session  at  the  Los  Angeles  State 
Building,  monorail  can  never  meet  requirements  at  a  cost  compar- 
able to  a  twin  rail  operation.     Construction  costs  for  monorail 
exceed  twin  rail  costs  by  $4-0,288,000  for  a  system  which  meets 
community  needs,  the  legislative  group  was  informed. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  -  A  new  transit  coach  lighting  fixture,  which  gives 
a  totally  new  dimension  to  the  interior  of  the  vehicle  as  well 
as  car  card  advertising,  has  been  developed  by  Luminator,  Inc. 
The  unique  plastic  and  aluminum  unit  combines  direct  and  indirect 
fluorescent  lighting  with  provisions  for  back  lighted  full  color 
transparency  plastic  car  cards. 

BALTIMORE,  MP.  -  The  No.  8  streetcar  made  its  final  run  in  this 
city  recently  ending  streetcar  service  in  Baltimore.     It  came  88 
years  and  84-  days  after  the  first  electric  trolley  service  was 
begun  also  in  Baltimore. 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIF.  -  The  second,  major  subcontract  for  the 
production  of  new  transit  equipment  to  be  evaluated  on  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area's  rapid  transit  test  track  has  been  awarded 
to  the  LeTourneau-Westinghouse  Co.  of  Peoria,  Illinois.     The  firm 
will  fabricate  two  experimental  models  of  its  proposed  new  design 
for  a  transit  truck.     A  truck  is  the  assembled  unit  beneath  a  rail 
transit  car  which  combines  the  suspension  system,  wheels,  power 
mechanism,  transmission  and  braking  system.

WHEREAS,  The  Newoll-Murdock  Realty  Company,  developers  of 
those  certain  tracts  of  land  within  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  known  and  designated  as  "Forest  Hill"  and  "Forest  Hill 
Court" ,  did  install  a  basic  water  system  to  serve  said  tracts  in

In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,507 »  accepting  the  work  under 
Airport  Department  Contract  No.  260 — Construction  of  South  Terminal 
Building  and  Piers  F  and  G  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
as  satisfactorily  completed  and  approving  Final  Payment  in  favor 
of  M  &  K  Corporation,  Stolte ,  Inc.,  Contractor;     answering  a 
question  from  the  Commission,  Mr.  0.  L.  Moore,  General  Manager, 
Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  stated  that 
the  contractor  had  completed  all  the  work  required  under  said  con- 
tract. 

Commissioner  White  reiterated  his  earlier  admonition,  stating  that 
he  had  called  the  Engineering  Bureau's  attention  to  the  difficul- 
ties that  they  would  encounter  by  allowing  tenants  to  contract 
their  own  work.    He  said  that  the  prime  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors of  the  tenants  had  contributed  to  the  delay  on  this  job 
because  of  their  interference  with  the  work  of  the  prime  contractor 
under  Airport  Department  Contract  No,  260.    He  advised  the  Depart- 
ment to  find  means  and  methods  of  preventing  this  sort  of  situation 
in  the  future. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  then  called  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  floors  of  the  main  concourse  and  Pier  FF.    Airport  Manager 
Belford  Brown  indicated  that  the  work  would  be  done  after  funds 
are  made  available.    Commissioner  White  pointed  out  this  matter 
was  discussed  at  the  budget  conference,  and  at  that  time  the  need 
for  additional  janitorial  services  to  maintain  these  floors  in 
their  present  conditions  was  discussed. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  Mr.  Brown  stated 
that  maintenance  outside  of  the  tenants'  designated  premises  was 
the  responsibility  of  Airport  Management,  and  he  assumed  that 
the  Airport  would  have  to  maintain  the  floors  in  public  areas. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to 
installation  of  automatic  doors.    Mr.  Kirkwood  replied  that  even 
in  the  Central  Terminal  Building  there  were  no  automatic  doors 
between  the  terminal  proper  and  the  concourses. 

Commissioner  Stack  wanted  to  know  why  this  work  was  omitted.  Mr. 
Moore  stated  that  it  was  a  matter  of  funds.    When  the  plans  of 
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the  South  Terminal  were  developed,  the  Airport  was  faced  with  more 
construction  than  it  had  money  for.     It  was  necessary  to  go  back 
in  the  early  stage  to  find  where  expense  could  be  cut. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  asked  if  there  was  going  to  be  the  same 
difficulty  with  the  garage.    Mr.  Moore  answered  that  the  garage, 
as  it  is  now,  is  a  set  installation  with  the  exception  of  the 
escalators,  these  being  held  up  pending  observation  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  moving  sidewalk  between  Concourses  B  and  C. 

Mr.  Moore  indicated  that  they  had  made  modifications  in  the  amount 
of  $520,000  to  the  South  Terminal  Building,  and  in  reply  to  Com- 
missioner Stack's  question,  stated  he  did  not  anticipate  any- 
delays  in  the  construction  of  the  garage  due  to  additional  work 
ordered  by  the  Commission.    Mr.  Kirkwood  pointed  out  that  in  the 
construction  of  the  garage  they  would  not  have  the  same  problem 
with  tenants  as  was  had  in  the  South  Terminal  Building. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  Mr.  Moore  if  the  South  Terminal 
contract  was  satisfactory  to  him.    Mr.  Moore  answered  "yes." 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  2$, 513  -  Mr,  Moore  stated  that 
Mr.  Lautcrwasscr  immediately  after  the  bid  opening  called  attention 
to  a  material  error  in  his  bid. 

At  this  point  the  Secretary  explained  to  the  Commission  exactly 
what  transpired  on  December  12  when  the  bids  were  opened,  stating 
that  Mr.  Lautcrwasser  appeared  in  the  office  five  minutes  after 
the  bids  were  opened,  calling  attention  to  a  $10,000  error  in 
Item  2,  which  was  a  lump  sum  price  for  burning,  under  Contract 
WD  1138 — James  H.  Turner  Dam,  Burning  Debris  (Alameda  County). 
He  stated  he  and  Mr.  Lautcrwasser  then  consulted  with  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Frank  Needles,  who  advised  that  Mr.  Lautcrwasser  submit 
a  photocopy  of  the  work  sheet  and  request  in  writing  withdrawal 
of  his  bid.    Mr.  Needles  advised  the  Secretary  to  seek  an  Opinion 
from  the  City  Attorney,  which  was  done  and  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mission.    The  City  Attorney  advised  that  Mr.  Lauterwasser  could 
be  released  from  his  bid;  in  fact,  that  it  would  be  almost  legally 
impossible  to  hold  Mr.  Lauterwasser  to  his  bid  since  there  was  an 
obvious  material  error. 

Mr.  H,  C.  Medbery,  Acting  Assistant  General  Manager  and  Chief 
Engineer,  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  stated  that  the  Depart- 
ment reviewed  the  photocopies  of  Mr.  Lauterwasser1 s  bid  sheet  and 
work  sheet  and  In  his  opinion  Mr.  Lauterwasser  would  be  losing 
money  if  held  to  this  bid,    Mr.  Medbery  told  the  Commission  that 
he  thought  they  had  a  good  bid  from  Heim  Bros,  at  $11,070,  and 
recommended  that  the  Commission  award  the  contract  for  burning 
debris  at  the  James  H.  Turner  Dam  in  the  amount  of  $11,070,  to 
Heim  Bros. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,517?  the  matter  of  a  Revocable 
Permit  to  cross  a  portion  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Bay  Division  Pipeline 
right  of  way  in  Alameda  County  with  grading  equipment  in  connection 
with  tract  development,     Commissioner  White  wished  to  know  if  there 
was  any  insurance  which  would  protect  the  Water  Department  from 
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damage.    The  "hold  harmless"  clause  in  the  permit  was  read  to  the 
Commission.    Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  advised 
the  Commission  they  were  protected  by  the  hold  harmless  clause 
against  a  third  party,  and  if  damage  were  done  by  the  permittee 
to  City*s  installations  the  City  had  a  cause  of  action  regardless 
of  the  contract. 


In  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,520,  Airport  permit  to  allow 
San  Francisco  &  Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines,,  Inc.  to  transport 
passengers  by  use  of  surface  vehicle  over  designated  routes, 
Mr.  Brown  explained  that  the  San  Francisco  &  Oakland  Helicopter 
Airlines  has  had  a  problem  since  the  opening  of  the  new  South 
Terminal  at  the  Airport.    With  the  helicopters  now  landing  and 
disembarking  at  Pier  C,  this  makes  connections  with  TWA  and  Pan 
American  flights  difficult. 

Mr.  Brown  explained  that  this  was  a  temporary  arrangement  to 
allow  San  Francisco  &  Oakland  Helicopter  to  efficiently  transport 
their  inter-connecting  passengers  until  such  time  as  a  service 
roadway  is  built  along  the  field  side  of  the  buildings. 


Matter  of  Consideration 

of  Forest  Hill  Water  Main  Relocation 

Commissioner  Greenberg  opened  the  discussion  by  calling  upon  Mr. 
Kirkwood,  who  stated  that  following  discussion  at  last  week's 
meeting  the  Commission  took  this  matter  under  submission  and  in 
the  meantime  the  Secretary  drafted  a  resolution.    This  was  sent 
to  each  member  of  the  Commission  and  Mr.  Kirkwood  assumed  they 
had  a  chance  to  look  it  over.    He  stated  it  was  up  to  the  Com- 
mission to  determine  whether  the  draft  properly  expresses  its 
thinking. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  recognized  Mr.  W.  W.  Denney,  one  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association 
who  was  present,  and  asked  if  he  had  any  comment.    Mr.  Denney  said 
"no,"  that  he  believed  there  was  nothing  further  to  be  discussed. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  indicated  that  this  matter  had  been 
discussed  at  two  public  hearings.    The  Secretary  then  read  the 
resolved  portions  and  the  Commission  voted  to  deny  the  request  of 
the  Forest  Hill  Association  by  adopting  Resolution  No,  23,522. 


With  reference  to  Resolution  No.  23,523,  acknowledging  receipt  of 
"Water  Supply  Permit"  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health, 
and  Resolution  No.  23,524,  requesting  the  Mayor  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  supplemental  appropriation  in  amount  of 
$73,500.00  -  Mr.  Moore  stated  that  the  Commission  in  accepting 
this  permit  committed  itself  to  a  continuing  program  of  maintaining 
and  improving  the  quality  of  domestic  water. 
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Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  I tens; 

Mr,  Kirkwood  told  the  Commission  that  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission Annual  Report  was  on  their  desks,  a  copy  having  been  pre- 
viously nailed  then;  and  in  reply  to  a  question  fron  the  Commission, 
William  Sinons,  Director,  Bureau  of  Public  Service,  explained  that 
copies  of  the  Annual  Report  were  being  mailed  to  schools,  libraries, 
and  other  utilities,  as  well  as  interested  citizens. 


Departmental  Report: 

Mr,  0.  L.  Moore  presented  the  Water  Department  monthly  report. 

Mr,  Kirkwood  reported  to  the  Commission  that  on  Sunday,  December  22, 
the  staff  of  the  Water  Department  Yard  held  an  open  house  at  the 
New  Corporation  Yard, 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Greenberg  read  a  letter  from  Mayor  Christopher 
thanking  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  its  cooperation  during 
his  term  of  office* 


Commissioner  Greenberg  turned  over  a  letter  dated  December  13 *  1363 » 
from  Paul  S,  Marrin  of  Thelen,  Marrin,  Johnson  &  Bridges,  Attorneys 
at  Law,  San  Francisco;  complaining  about  the  valet  parking  service 
at  the  airport;  which  letter  was  referred  to  Airport  Manager 
Belford  Brown  for  reply. 


Commissioner  White  deplored  the  fact  that  the  downtown  airline  bus 
terminal  was  closed  from  midnight  to  five  o! clock  in  the  morning. 
As  a  result,  passengers  coning  in  from  the  airport  during  these 
hours  receive  a  very  poor  first  impression  of  San  Francisco.  The 
building  is  dark  and  deserted  and  there  are  no  facilities  for  rest 
rooms  for  the  traveling  public.    He  also  called  attention  to  the 
taxi  cab  situation  during  those  hours. 

Commissioner  White  requested  that  information  be  brought  to  the 
Commission  relative  to  the  understanding  that  City  may  have  had  with 
Barrett  Transportation  at  the  time  the  buses  were  removed  from 
Union  Square  to  the  present  location.

WATER  CONDITIONS 

During  the  month  of  November  1963*  system  wide  consump- 
tion of  water  averaged  I58.I  million  gallons  per  day  which  is 
only  1.2$  greater  than  for  the  month  of  November  one  year  ago. 
The  month  by  month  consumption  reflects  the  climatic  conditions. 
October  1962  had  considerable  rain  while  October  1963  had  less; 
and  consumption  was  7.7$  above  the  year  previous.    November  1963 
had  more  rain  and  was  cooler  than  November  1962*  causing  the 
small  increase  in  consumption  of  1.2$  over  the  previous  year. 

At  the  end  of  November  there  was  20,234. 7  million  gallons 
of  water  stored  in  Calaveras  Reservoir  which  is  2,710.4  million 
gallons  more  than  one  year  ago.    The  Peninsula  Reservoirs  contained 
21,603.2  million  gallons  which  is  1,011.1  million  gallons  less 
than  a  year  ago.    The  combined  storage  in  these  reservoirs  is 
1*699.3  greater  than  a  year  ago. 

The  seasonal  rainfall  is  above  normal  at  all  ning  gauging 
stations  operated  by  the  Water  Department.    The  percentages 
above  normal  vary  from  about  10$  to  40$  in  different  locations. 

The  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  shut  down  on  Sunday, 
December  15  to  enable  the  contractor  to  install  a  manifold  connect- 
ing the  new  San  Joaquin  No,  3  pipeline  to  Tesla  Portal  of  the 
Coast  Range  Tunnel.    The  unexpected  clear  weather  made  It  feasible 
to  proceed  with  this  work  while  the  contractor  was  still  on  the 
job. 

FOREST  HILL 

Representatives  of  the  Forest  Hill  Association  who  were 
first  informed  of  the  Water  Department T  s  program    for  replacement 
of  mains  in  February  1963*  appeared  before  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  on  December  3  to  request  that  the  expense  of  relocating 
house  service  lines  on  the  consumer's  property  be  paid  by  the 
Water  Department.    The  matter  was  taken  under  advisement  by  the 
Commission.    A  resume  of  information,  events  and  conditions  relative 
to  the  matter  was  prepared  for  the  Commission  with  a  recommendation 
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that  the  request  be  denied.     The  decision  originally  scheduled 
to  be  made  on  December  17  was  postponed  and  is  now  to  be  rendered 
at  the  regular  meeting  on  December  24 . 

FINANCES 

Collections  for  the  sale  of  water  for  the  fiscal  year 
1963-64  through  December  9,  totaled  $8,130,219,  which  is  $294,950 
greater  than  collected  in  the  previous  year  1962-63  through 
December  10,  1962* 

WATER  QUALITY 

The  design  of  the  Sunol  (San  Antonio-Calaveras )  Filtration 
Plant  is  progressing  rapidly.    A  meeting  with  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  for  review  of  plans  while  In  preliminary  state 
for  approval  of  the  general  design  features  has  been  scheduled 
for  January  8,  1964. 

An  agreement  with  a  joint  venture  of  Brown  and  Caldwell 
and  James  M.  Montgomery  Consulting  Engineers  for  Professional 
Services  relating  to  San  Andreas  Water  Filtration  Plant  was 
certified  by  the  controller  on  December  13.    This  agreement  calls 
for  a  study  of  the  service  area,  determination  of    capacity  and 
preparation  of  preliminary  layout  and  estimates  of  cost  for  this 
plant  and  related  facilities. 

During  the  month  of  November,  a  total  of  70,600  feet  of 
16-inch,  12-inch,  8-inch,  6-inch,  4-inch  and  smaller  mains  were 
flushed  in  the  Richmond  District  while  carrying  out  the  program 
of  progressively  flushing  all  water  mains  on  an  area  wide  basis. 
The  schedule  of  flushing  publicized  in  the  daily  and  neighborhood 
newspapers  was  maintained  and  inconvenience  to  the  customers  and 
complaints  to  the  Department  were  materially  reduced.    In  addition 
to  the  above  program,  27  Individual  spot  flushing  operations  were 
carried  out  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water  conditions. 

1961  MUNICIPAL  WATER  SYSTEM  BOND  PROJECTS 

Construction  work  on  the  James  H.  Turner  Dam  is  now  43$ 
completed  within  39$  of  the  scheduled  time  for  construction  and 
work  on  the  Road- Relocation  Contract  is  7$  completed  with  21$ 
of  the  time  elapsed. 

Bay  Division  Pipeline  No.  4  is  52$  complete  within  29$  of 
the  scheduled  time  elapsed. 
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New  Don  Pedro  Dam,  oral  arguments  on  the  application  for 
license  by  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District  and  the  Turlock  Irriga- 
tion District  and  the  Exceptions  filed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Fish  and  Game  and  the  Department  of  Interior  were  heard  by  the 
Federal  Power  Commission  on  December  5  in  Washington,  D.  C.  The 
Commission's  action  may  take  some  time  due  to  a  heavy  backlog  of 
applications . 

NEW  CORPORATION  YARD 

Dedication  ceremonies  were  held  December  20  with  $6%  of 
the  construction  completed  within  80$  of  the  scheduled  time  elapsed. 
Specification  and  Procedures  for  moving  from  the  old  yard  to  the 
new  yard  have  been  forwarded  to  the  City  Purchaser  to  advertise  for 
bids  to  do  this  work.    Actual  moving  is  expected  to  be  during 
January  1964, 

REMARKS 

This  is  the  last  Department  report  for  the  year  1963 > 
which  has  seen  several  changes  in  our  management  staff.  Apprecia- 
tion is  expressed  to  the  Commission  for  aid  and  understanding  of 
Water  Department  problems  during  the  past  year  and  the  Department 
sends  its  Best  Wishes  to  the  Commission  for  a  Happy  Holiday  Season.

Manager  of  Utilities  Calendar  Items : 

Mr.  Kirkwood  stated  that  he  wished  to  bring  the  Commission  up  to 
date  on  the  helicopter  and  heliport  situation.  As  everyone  knew, 
the  lease  for  the  heliport  with  the  San  Francisco  Port  Authority 
covering  the  area  north  of  the  Ferry  Building  was  terminating  as 
of  December  31,  1963.  Commission  and  staff  have  been  made  aware 
from  time  to  time  that  after  the  expiration  of  said  lease  there 
would  be  no  active  heliport  in  San  Francisco. 

During  the  past  two  and  one  half  years  there  have  been  a  series 
of  discussions,  Mr.  Kirkwood  reported,  with  M,  F.  Bagan,  Presi- 
dent, San  Francisco  Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines,  Inc.,  relative 
to  heliport  sites.    Mr.  Bagan  and  Airport  Manager  Belford  Brown 
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have  explored  a  number  of  sites  but  there  have  been  no  satisfac- 
tory suggested  locations. 

Before  going  to  the  Ferry  Building,  staff  had  explored  the 
possibility  of  the  East  Bay  Terminal  Building  as  a  heliport  site. 
At  that  time  the  State  had  discouraged  building  a  heliport  on  top 
of  the  terminal  and  this  Commission  had  felt  that  the  cost  of 
construction  involved  far  too  much  money.    Last  November  Mr.  Brown 
had  a  preliminary  discussion  with  the  Toll  Bridge  Authority  people. 
When  Mr.  Brown  was  in  the  east,  Mr.  Kirkwood  met  with  Toll  Bridge 
representatives,  Assemblyman  For an,  and  Mr.  Bagan,    At  this  time, 
he  said,  the  State  was  more  friendly  toward  the  location  of  the 
heliport  on  the  Terminal  Building,    They  indicated  that  they  would 
tear  out  sections  of  the  roof  and  build  something  strong  enough 
to  hold  helicopters.     The  helicopter  pad  would  be  on  the  roof, 
with  ticketing  facilities  and  waiting  shelter,  and  an  elevator 
down  through  the  building. 

Since  then,  Mr.  Kirkwood  stated,  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau 
had  checked  with  the  Toll  Bridge  engineers  and  reported  there  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  their  estimates  arc  not  sound.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  construction  would  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $325,000. 

Mr,  Kirkwood  reported  that  at  the  meeting  with  the  Toll  Bridge 
Authority  people  Mr.  Bagan  indicated  that  he  could  not  wait  for 
the  total  job  to  be  done  due  to  the  time  involved  in  appropria- 
ting money  through  the  Legislature  and  negotiating  a  lease 
contract  between  the  City  and  the  State,  with  the  addition  of  the 
time  involved  in  the  major  portion  of  the  construction,    Mr,  Bagan 
asked  if  perhaps  a  phase  construction  would  be  possible,  beginning 
with  the  emergency  landing  pad  in  the  area  of  the  southerly  end 
of  the  building,  including  ticketing  and  waiting  shelters,  with 
a  stairway  to  the  top  level  of  the  present  building.    This  would 
give  Mr.  Bagan  a  facility  out  of  which  he  could  operate  temporar- 
ily.   This  might  be  done  in  three  months1  time  from  the  letting 
of  the  contract,  and  Mr.  Bagan  indicated  this  was  the  course  he 
would  like  to  sec  followed. 

At  that  t  ime ,  Mr,  Kirkwood  explained,  he  informed  Mr.  Bagan  that 
he  felt  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Brown  he  could  not  commit  manage- 
ment and  certainly  could  not  commit  City  and  the  Commission.  How- 
ever, he  did  promise  Mr.  Bagan  that  staff  would  explore  the 
possibilities  suggested — the  Utilities  Engineers  were  to  check 
with  the  Toll  Bridge  engineers  to  determine  if  their  figures  were 
reasonably  arrived  at,  and  the  possibility  of  Federal  aid-either 
to  the  City  or  the  State-was  also  to  be  explored,     It  was  Mr. 
Kirkwood' s  understanding  that  this  had  been  done,  and  the  heliport 
would  qualify  for  Federal  aid*    Mr,  Bagan  was  to  investigate 
through  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency  the  use  of  the  Terminal 
Building  as  a  heliport  and  whether  temporary  facilities  would  meet 
with  their  approval.    As  to  the  possibility  of  State  funds,  Mr, 
Kirkwood  stated  it  was  his  understanding  that  this  would  require 
either  a  special  call  of  the  Legislature  or  a  joint  resolution 
from  both  Houses. 

Mr*  Bagan  was  then  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

Mr.  Bagan  stated  that  Mr.  Kirkwood1 s  summary  of  the  situation  was 
complete  and  accurate.     Today,  he  emphasized,  was  the  last  day  in 
which  the  San  Francisco  Oakland  Helicopter  Airlines,  Inc.  would 
operate  in  and  out  of  downtown  San  Francisco. 
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Mr.  Bagan  said  there  was  no  other  possible  site  available  in  San 
Francisco,    He  pointed  out  that  he  needed  an  operating  site  that 
was  feasible  for  single-  and  twin-engine  helicopters;  he  needed 
a  location  with  facilities,  restaurants,  transportation,  etc. 

Mr.  Bagan  pointed  out  that  anything  done  or  agreed  to  with  San 
Francisco  would  affect  relationships  of  his  company  with  every 
other  city  and  town  that  he  served.    For  example,  he  was  now 
paying  250  per  passenger  in  San  Francisco,  and  as  soon  as  he  had 
entered  into  that  agreement  other  cities  asked  for  the  same  rates. 
He  said  he  must  have  a  policy  that  would  be  applicable  to  every 
city. 

Nr.  Bagan  said  that  it  was  his  hope  that  every  community  would 
provide  a  heliport.     He  made  a  point  of  the  fact  that  all 
communities  provide  airports.    He  stated  that  Now  York  had  expended 
?300_,000  for  a  heliport  and  charged  the  helicopter  airline  a  rate 
of  250  per  passenger.    It  was  on  this  basis,  Mr.  Bagan  said,  the 
250  rate  was  fixed  at  the  Ferry  Building. 

He  indicated  his  equipment  costs  were  huge  and  he  hoped  the  City 
would  provide  a  heliport  downtown  in  a  similar  manner  in  which 
they  provided  the  airport  in  San  Mateo  County. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  the  Toll  Bridge  Authority  of  the  State 
of  California  constructs  the  heliport  would  they  be  eligible  for 
Federal  aid  to  airport  funds.    Mr.  Kirkwood  replied  yes,  but 
perhaps  not  a  full  fifty  per  cent  for  all  facilities.     He  pointed 
out  that  reimbursement  expected  by  the  State  would  be  reduced  by 
Federal  aid. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  also  if  the  heliport  would  be  available 
for  private  or  corporation  helicopters.    Mr.  Bagan  replied  yes, 
that  SFO  would  operate  as  a  fixed  base  operator. 

Commissioner  Grcenberg  asked  if  SFO  would  charge  a  landing  fee. 
Mr.  Bagan  replied  yes,  as  fixed  base  operator  they  would  have  that 
duty. 

Commissioner  Greenbcrg  then  asked  about  the  possibility  of  using 
Fifth  &  Mission  Streets  Garage  as  a  heliport  site.  Mr.  Bagan 
replied  that  they  had  looked  at  Fifth  &  Mission,  Fairmont  Hotel, 
St.  Francis  Hotel,  Hilton  Hotel,  the  Federal  Building,  and  other 
sites.  He  again  pointed  out  that  his  operation  must  have  avail- 
able an  emergency  landing  area.  The  FAA  insists  on  it  and  he  as 
an  operator  insists  on  it.  He  said  the  route  in  and  out  of  the 
Fifth  &  Mission  area  was  not  feasible. 

Commissioner  White  commented  that  the  grandiose  ideas  of  Mr.  Bagan 
were  wonderful,  that  his  concept  of  a  plush  heliport  with  a 
country  club  air  was  the  ultimate.    However,  Commissioner  White 
asked,  what  was  Mr.  Bagan  going  to  do  in  the  next  three  months— 
what  was  going  to  be  done  while  these  other  ideas  were  developing? 
Was  Mr.  Bagan  saying  that  San  Francisco  was  to  get  no  helicopter 
service  until  SFO  got  all  that  it  asked  for? 

Mr.  Bagan,  in  reply  to  Commissioner  White,  said  he  did  not  need 
or  want  a  country  club  atmosphere.  He  stated  he  has  looked  for 
alternate  locations.  He  said  the  Ferry  Building  heliport  is  no 
longer  safe  and  stated  he  would  not  bring  his  helicopters  into 
downtown  San  Francisco  until  he  knew  it  was  operationally  safe. 
He  saw  no  other  alternative  but  to  suspend  operations. 
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Commissioner  White  at  this  point  informed  Mr.  Bag an  that  if  he 
wasn't  going  to  service  San  Francisco  that  other  means  of  trans- 
porting passengers  would  be  found. 

Commissioner  Grcenberg  asked  if  SFO  Helicopters,  Inc.  could 
advance  the  funds  necessary  for  construction  of  the  heliport, 
Mr.  Bagan  answered  in  the  negative. 

Commissioner  Stack  pointed  out  that  if  the  State  approves  the  use 
of  the  Bay  Bridge  Terminal  and  appropriates  the  funds  for  a  heli- 
port, and  if  the  State  gets  Federal  aid,  all  that  City  nas  to  do 
is  enter  into  a  long-term  lease  with  the  State  Toll  Bridge 
Authority  and  with  SFO.     In  this  way  the  City's  and  State's 
investment  could  be  amortized  on  a  long  term  basis  without  the 
expenditure  of  City  funds. 

Mr.  Brown  said  that  this  resolves  itself  into  an  economic  problem. 
The  State  of  California  would  require  not  only  a  return  of  its 
investment  but  an  interest  payment.     The  rate  of  3%  had  been 
mentioned.    Based  on  a  20-year  pay-out,  Mr.  Brown  said,  Mr.  Bagan 
would  have  to  pay  City  something  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1600  per 
month.     The  present  revenue  to  City  from  SFO  is  $150.00  per  month. 

Mr.  Brown  went  on  to  state  that  the  Commission  was  faced  with  the 
problem  of  either  subsidizing  the  heliport  operation  or  charging 
the  helicopter  operator  to  pay  out  the  capital  investment.  Mr, 
Brown  said  it  was  Lip  to  the  Commission  to  decide  whether  it  wished 
to  subsidize  and  if  so,  to  what  degree. 

Commissioner  Stack  added  two  other  points  that  should  be  consid- 
ered; namely,  safe  operation  and  the  growth  of  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  versus  Oakland,    He  said  the  helicopter 
operations  help  bring  passengers  from  the  East  Bay  to  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  end  this  should  be  considered  among  other 
things. 

Commissioner  White  stated  he  had  no  objection  to  the  plans  outlined 
"by  Mr.  Kirkwood  and  Mr.  Brown,    However,  he  was  concerned  with  the 
ultimatum  of  SFO  that  unless  and  until  San  Francisco  has  a  proper 
heliport  no  service  would  be  rendered.     Commissioner  White 
indicated  he  thought  the  matter  should  be  dropped  there.    In  his 
opinion,  San  Francisco  should  be  willing  to  wait  nine  months  or 
a  year  if  necessary. 

Mr.  Bagan  stated  that  he  had  delivered  no  ultimatum.     If  the  Com- 
mission had  any  alternate  locations  from  which  operant  ions  wctg 
passible  he  would  be  glad  to  listen. 

Commissioner  Stack  then  said  in  his  opinion  the  FAA  was  the  deter- 
mining factor, 

Mr*  Bagan  reiterated  his  company  had  no  choice  but  to  suspend 
service  due  to  the  unsafe  condition  of  the  Ferry  Building  heliport. 

Commissioner  Greenberg  moved  that  the  matter  be  referred  back  to 
steif  for  further  exploration. 

Comnissioner  Stack  wanted  to  know  what  the  time  table  on  the 
acquisition  of  a  new  heliport  would  be.    Mr.  Kirkwood  replied  that 
presumably  by  the  first  of  April  Mr.  Bagan  would  know  of  the 
actions  taken  by  the  State  legislature  and  the  FAA  in  regard  to 
tlio  financing  of  the  heliport.     The  construction,  Mr.  Kirkwood 
estimated  would  take  three  or  four  months  after  the  contract  was 
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issued.    He  pointed  out  the  plans  had  to  be  drawn  and  the  money 
appropriated,  each  of  which  could  easily  consume  one  month. 

In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  Mr,  Kirkwood  answered 
the  emergency  landing  area  would  cost  something  in  the  neighborhood 
of  forty  to  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

After  a  short  discussion  on  SFO's  receipt  of  new  larger  helicopters ? 
which  are  expected  in  June,  Mr.  Bagan  stated  he  had  hoped  to 
inaugurate  service  from  Marin  County  in  February  and  renew  service 
to  Palo  Alto  and  Sunnyvale  by  August,  1964.     He  was  hopeful  of 
starting  service  in  Contra  Costs  County  by  mid-April, 

At  this  point  Mr,  Kirkwood  stated  it  was  his  recommendation  that 
the  Commission  authorize  him  and  Mr.  Brown  to  fully  explore  this 
.ratter.    He  felt  that  both  City  and  the  State  of  California  should 
go  into  a  full  exploration  as  it  was  likely  that  the  State's  hands 
would  be  tied  unless  something  was  done  during  this  year's  session 
of  the  State  legislature,    Mr,  Kirkwood  went  on  to  say  that  the 
best  arrangement  that  could  be  worked  out  by  staff  would  be 
brought  to  the  Commission  for  its  approval* 

In  response  to  a  question  from  the  Commission,  0,  L,  Moore,  General 
Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau, 
indicated  he  was  in  accord  with  the  State's  estimate  of  $325,000 
and  stated  that  there  was  no  possibility  of  cutting  back  on  the 
cost  in  view  of  the  facilities  as  designed. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Greenberg , the  matter  was  then  referred 
back  to  staff  for  further  exploration. 


Mr,  Brown  then  informed  the  Commission  that  the  South  American 
Route  Case  which  originally  had  no  effect  upon  services  to  San 
Francisco,  had  been  consolidated  into  a  Caribbean-South  American 
Route  Case  which  named  five  cities,  San  Francisco  being  one  of 
them.    Under  these  circumstances,  Mr.  Brown  said,  Airport  Manage- 
ment and  the  City  Attorney's  Office  felt  that  San  Francisco  should 
intervene.     The  City  Attorney's  Office  does  not  recommend  active 
participation  at  this  time  but  feels  that  San  Francisco  should  be 
a  party  to  the  case  on  the  record  in  case  City  should  wish  to 
actively  participate  at  a  later  date.    Public  Utilities  Counsel 
Bourne  pointed  out  that  there  will  be  a  pre-hcaring  conference 
in  January,  but  did  not  recommend  sending  a  Deputy  City  Attorney 
to  this  conference. 

Upon  motion  by  Commissioner  Greenberg,  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Stack,  the  City  Attorney  was  authorized  to  intervene  on  behalf  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  Caribbean-South 
American  Route  Case  Docket  No,  12895 •     This  motion  was  unanimously 
adopted. 


Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Greenberg  asked  if  there  was  any  information  in 
regard  to  the  operation  of  the  downtown  airline  bus  terminal, 
Secretary  James  J„  Finn  informed  the  Commission  tho.t  he  had 
reviewed  the  files  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  other  than  an 
ordinance  prohibiting  the  parking  of  interurban  buses  in  the  Union 
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Square  area,  there  was  no  indication  of  any  agreement  between  the 
City  and  Barrett  Terminals,  Inc0  or  Barrett  Transportation,  Inc. 
regarding  the  hours  or  other  conditions  re  operation  of  the  down- 
town airline  bus  terminal 0 

Commissioner  White  suggested  that  the  Commission  should  request 
Barrett  to  provide  service  on  a  24- hour  basis . 


Commissioner  Greenberg  requested  information  as  to  the  handling 
of  the  letter  received  last  week  relative  to  valet  parking  at 
the  Airport  from  Paul  S.  Marrin.     Mr.  Brown  replied  that  this 
letter  was  in  the  process  of  being  answered.
